The exceptional Second War 'North Africa' G.C. group of eight awarded to Chief Officer (later Captain) G. P. 
Stronach, Merchant Navy, who took charge of the rescue operations after the Captain of his ship, the S.S. Ocean 
Voyager had been killed during a German aerial rocket attack by JU88 torpedo bombers at Tripoli Harbour on 19 
March 1943 - 'So low did some of the aircraft fly in that the blast from one of several bombs which struck Ocean 
Voyager caused one of the planes to hit the ship's foremast and crash alongside in flames' - Having initially been 
knocked unconscious in the explosion which had set the ship ablaze and in full knowledge of the fact that she was 
loaded with a large consignment of aviation fuel and ammunition he displayed 'almost superhuman efforts' repeatedly 
re-entering the burning vessel bringing out wounded men - Stronach's award of the George Cross is one of just three 
such awards made during the Second World War to the Merchant Navy

Stronach's George Cross is one of just three such awards made to members of the Merchant Navy during the Second World War, the 
other two of which are both known to reside in museums (Donald Owen Clarke, G.C., Chester le Street Council collection and Dudley 
William Mason, G.C., H.Q.S. Wellington collection). 
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G.C. London Gazette 23 November 1943. 

The original published citation states: 

'When the ship was lying in harbour, a severe aircraft attack developed and she 
was hit and at once caught fire. The vessel had a large consignment of petrol and 
ammunition on board, which was exploding heavily all the time and in spite of 
strenuous efforts which were made to fight the fire she had to be abandoned. 
The Master was killed by the explosion and the responsibility for further 
operations devolved on the Chief Officer. 

He had been rendered temporarily unconscious but recovered almost 
immediately and went forward to look for survivors. He found a number of the 
crew sheltering in the alleyway and, braving the exploding ammunition, led 
them to a boat alongside which took them to safety. In order to provide for the 
transport of any other survivors who might be found, he then lowered another 
boat and brought it alongside the ship. Although the vessel was now burning 
furiously Mr. Stronach made his way to the officers' accommodation amidships. 
Finding a hose with a trickle of water coming through, he held this over his head 
and so kept himself sufficiently wet to protect him from the worst of the heat and 
flames. With great difficulty he climbed into the collapsed accommodation and 
found one of the deck officers, unconscious and badly burned. Mr. Stronach 
pulled him clear and dragged him along the deck to the lowered boat. Returning 
to the accommodation, he began to remove the debris from another officer who 
was trapped. By almost superhuman efforts he dragged the man through the 
porthole and along the deck. He then tied a rope around his waist and lowered 
him over the side to the boat. 


As the situation was becoming desperate Mr. Stronach ordered a man to take the boat to safety and once again he returned amidships 
where he discovered an officer who had been severely injured. Dragging him along the deck to the side of the ship, he tied a rope 
around him and lowered him over the side on to a raft which had returned to the ship in response to his calls. Again Mr Stronach 
continued his search for survivors and, taking a final look round aft, he saw a greaser lying unconscious in the scuppers. He dragged 
this man to the side of the ship, but finding there was no raft or boat alongside, put a lifebelt around him and threw him overboard. 
When he was satisfied that there were no further survivors the Chief Officer jumped overboard and swam to a raft which, under his 
direction, returned to pick up the injured greaser. In the full knowledge that she was likely to blow up at any moment Chief Officer 
Stronach stayed on this burning vessel searching for survivors for an hour and twenty minutes. His inspiring leadership induced a 
number of the crew to get away and so saved their lives and by his gallant efforts, undertaken with utter disregard of his personal safety, 
he saved the lives of three officers and a greaser, all of whom were badly hurt. His action equals any in the annals of the Merchant 
Navy for great and unselfish heroism and determination in the face of overwhelming odds/ 


Fortunately for the sake of historical accuracy Stronach gave a detailed interview shortly after his G.C. winning exploits to the editor of 
the popular wartime newspaper, Parade, which was published in their 26 June 1943 issue (original copy included with the lot). This 
contemporary account written shortly after the event makes compelling reading, the only notable difference between this and the 
official citation for his G.C. being that the Greaser whose life he is credited as saving in the citation for his G.C. in fact later died of his 
wounds. 

The following is a transcription of this interview: 


S.S. Ocean Voyager - Inferno Afloat 

'When I met the Chief Officer [Stronach] of the bombed ship, he was still suffering from the shock of his experience. He hadn't been 
able to get much in the way of restful sleep for the past few days; the Second Engineer who shared his temporary quarters told me that 
he often heard him shouting in his sleep during those first nights ashore. And the shouts were of orders - his brain was reviewing events 
which led to the sinking of his ship, almost as though he were seated in a crazy cinema palace, with an endless film showing on the 
screen. A quiet young fellow, with a wife in Glasgow, he was given to reticence. When, finally, he decided to unburden himself, it was 
with the anticipated condition : "no names - the others wouldn't care for names to appear." 

"I was sitting on the settee waiting for the seven o'clock news" he told me, as he began his story. "I heard the shore barrage open up ... I 
think they must have fired about a couple of shots when I rushed out from my cabin and up the Captain's inside stairway with the 
intention of going on the top Bridge to ring the alarm bells. For some reason - I don't quite know why - I went out of the lower Bridge 
door, to reach the top by the outside route. Just as I closed the door behind me, the first bomb hit number two hatch, and it must have 
been just about a second later when there were two direct hits through the Bridge. I don't quite know what happened then. I was 
thrown about 30 feet right out into the starboard scuppers. It was a few seconds before I realised that I was still alive. My left trouser leg 
had been torn off. My left eye, and the whole of my left side, seemed affected by the shock. 

When I got to my feet, number two hold and the Bridge accommodation were infernos. My idea was still to get up on the Bridge and 
ring those alarm bells. I tried to climb the ladder, but found the steps had been blown in. I then went down on to the main deck, and 
met the bosun. I sent him to get full force on the fire hoses, and ran to number two hatch, dragged the nozzle of the fire hose to the 
mouth of the hatch, turned on the water. It was then I discovered there was no water coming, on account of a fractured pipe: the deck 
service supply had been broken by the explosion. All this time, the bulk of the crew were aft. I discovered later that number five hatch 
and the crew's accommodation were also on fire. Maybe they were dazed, and unable to decide what was happening amidships. I 
don't know; everything was happening so quickly, there was little time to check up. 

The net result, though, was that the bosun and I seemed to be isolated amidships, and then there was nothing for it but to try and do 
what best we could by ourselves. I went to a hose coupled further aft, which was nearer the water supply - I knew I'd get water there. I 
dragged that hose into the accommodation, and played it around for a few minutes. 

Then the ammunition in number two hold started to explode. I fixed the hose as best I could and ran aft to the crew to tell them to 
abandon ship. Only then, I discovered that the deck service supply also was broken at number five hatch, which was well ablaze. I 
ordered the crew to take to the boats. They went into the starboard lifeboat, which was lying alongside number four hold - luckily it 
was the motor launch which had previously been used to run the Captain ashore. 

All this time, the bosun was below, trying to get more water on the hoses. I went up to the boat deck to start lowering the port lifeboat. 
There was nobody available to help, so I started winding out the boat one end at a time. We were fitted with patent "Welin Quadrant" 
davits [apparatus for lowering boats], otherwise it would have been impossible. I started lowering the boat in the falls, when one Able 
Seaman and a fireman came up and helped lower. As soon as the boat reached the water, I told these two men to get in and stand by 
alongside. In the meantime, a young D.E.M.S. gunner started shooting away with the port Oerlikon gun on a platform amidships by the 
port lifeboat. 
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While the lifeboat was waiting, I went amidships to look for survivors. It was useless to try saving the ship - I used the hoses to play on 
the sides of the alleyways as I searched. Just as I had dragged a hose into the officers' port alleyway, the bosun came back. I sent him to 
take charge of the starboard lifeboat. I found the Second Officer just inside by the bathroom door - naked, badly burned, stupid with 
the shock. I pulled him out - his face was covered with blood - and ordered him to make for the starboard lifeboat. 

I then worked in through the port alleyway, spraying my hose on the burning accommodation. There was no one in the Third Officer's 
cabin. I got as far as the Second Officer's door when I discovered all the amidships bulkheads had concertinaed and had blocked the 
alleyways. Unable to get farther, I had to come out a couple of times for breath - burning paint and cordite. I heard someone groaning 
in the Second Officer's cabin. All lights were out, but by the glare of the fire I could see two legs sticking through the porthole. I 
dropped the hose there and ran outside, and found the Chief Engineer hanging head down outside. 

Trapped, Wounded 

When the deckhead had collapsed it had brought the dead-light down and trapped his legs just when be was trying to get out. He was 
conscious - head badly cut - and he told me to go careful as he thought his legs were broken. I couldn't drag him through the port, so I 
levered him through, pushing the deadlight up as best I could. Once I had got him clear, I couldn't hold him; he was too heavy. So had 
to let him drop as best I could on to the deck. Then I caught hold of his two hands and dragged him along the deck. He was screaming 
with the agony, but there was no other way. 

The D.E.M.S. gunner saw me dragging the Chief, and came down to help me. I doubt whether I could have done the job alone. Then 
the Second Engineer, who had been down in the engine room all this time, came up. He gave us a hand to lower the Chief over the 
side. We made a rope fast under the Chiefs armpits, and lowered him into the lifeboat, sending the seaman-gunner down too. It takes a 
long time to tell, but it didn't take long to happen. As far as we knew then, the Second Engineer and myself were the only two men left 
alive aboard the ship. We went back to the Bridge accommodation to see if we could rescue anyone else from the wreckage. I didn't 
tell you at the time, but, just after I had sent the Second Officer away to the lifeboat, I half slipped - and found the Captain lying on the 
deck, half his head smashed and minus both legs. He was far beyond help. 

German Plane Down 

We tried the port alleyway twice, but it was hopeless - we couldn't get in. Then we tried to get in through the pantry, but again it was 
hopeless. I asked the Second Engineer if he could get down below again, and get more force on the hose. While he was below I heard 
groaning from the starboard side, and found the Third Radio Officer lying there with his legs smashed up and severe head injuries. I 
had a look first to see if the port lifeboat was still alongside; but the burning wreckage of a German plane which had crashed near the 
ship had forced them to pull off. I dragged Sparks along the starboard alleyway, and got a rope under his armpits. Then the Second 
Engineer reappeared, and we both lowered Sparks over the side. No boats were left, but there was a raft about 100 feet from the ship, 
with two firemen aboard. We hailed them. They came alongside and we lowered Sparks on to the raft. 

We decided to have one last look round the ship. It was then we found an old Irish greaser lying in the scuppers, unconscious. By then 
the raft had drifted away from the ship, so we secured a lifebelt on the old man, took off his boots and trousers (why the trousers, I don't 
quite know, but we had it in our heads at the time that this might help) and threw him overboard. It was his only chance of getting 
away. Then the Second Engineer went down the ladder, and waited while I swam out to the raft, to tow it alongside. I found we'd lost 
the paddle, so I boarded a lighter into which we'd been loading bombs and picked up a couple of pieces of wood, which we used as 
makeshift paddles. 

Having got the Second Engineer aboard, we just drifted round until we were picked up by a naval motor-launch. The old Irishman was 
dead by the time we got him to hospital. He was a man of 56, and the shock probably did it. I was asked, later, why we had thrown 
him overboard, instead of lowering him. But, remember, by this time the ammunition in number one and two holds was exploding; 
there were bombs in number three; the flames were now at a terrific height. We expected her to go up at any minute. The ship was an 
inferno - fire, fore and aft. There was no time for formalities." 

George Preston Stronach was born in the seaside village of Portgordon near Lossiemouth on the Moray Coast on 4 December 1914. 
He grew up at Stynie, Mosstodloch, near Fochabers, where his father was a blacksmith on the local farm of Alexander Duncan, and 
was educated at Balnacoul Primary School in Mosstodloch and Milne's Institution (now Milne's High School) in Fochabers. As a young 
boy, he attended the Red Kirk Church of Scotland in Mosstodloch where one of his early responsibilities was pumping the air bellows 
for the church organ. In May 1928, he was awarded first class 93% for his Scripture Examination from Speymouth Sunday School and 
received his first bible. As a youngster, he won many prizes at the local festivals for his singing and he was also a keen fiddler. On 
leaving school one of his first jobs was in a local butcher's shop, followed by serving an apprenticeship as a chemist with Mr A. 
Robertson in Elgin. From there, with the help of the local Minister Rev George Birnie, he secured a place at Gravesend Sea School in 
1932, subsequently becoming a Deck Boy on th e Albion Star in North Shields. 
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After two voyages he left this ship and enrolled at sea school to obtain his Efficient Deck Hand Certificate, following which he made 
nine voyages on the Pacific Exporter in the rate of Able Seaman. After passing the examination for 2nd Mate in 1937 he joined the Clan 
Line and was appointed 4th Officer on the Clan Mactavish , subsequently being promoted 3rd Officer on the Clan Macbean, taking his 
Mate's exam in 1940, which he passed, becoming 2nd Officer aboard the Baron Stranraer (H. Hogarth & Sons). In March 1941 
Stronach was promoted to Chief Officer, sitting his Master's Certificate the following year and transferring to the Ocean Voyager in 
August 1942. 

The Ocean Voyager had been built by a yard in Richmond, California for Britain's Ministry of War Transport, and was only three 
months old. She was managed by Hogarths and commanded by Captain D Mackellar. Loaded with military cargo, she sailed for the 
Middle East, proceeding via Takoradi, Cape Town, Suez and Port Said to the Palestinian port of Haifa. The British Eighth Army was then 
fighting its way westward in North Africa, and Tripoli was one of its major supply ports. Ocean Voyager became one of the ships 
servicing the route to that port from Alexandria, and her cargo on the voyage which began during the second week of March 1943 
included a highly dangerous mix of 3000 tons of aviation spirit in drums and almost the same tonnage of ammunition. Ocean Voyager 
arrived at Tripoli on the 16th and anchored in the Roads close to the breakwater. Discharging into barges and other miscellaneous craft 
began almost immediately; for the Eighth Army were preparing to attack the Afrika Korp's Mareth Line less than 200 miles to the west, 
and the cargo was required urgently. On the 19th, with about half the cargo unloaded, three flights of German bombers and torpedo 
aircraft attacked the port. So low did some of the aircraft fly in that the blast from one of several bombs which struck Ocean Voyager 
caused one of the planes to hit the ship's foremast and crash alongside in flames. Other aircraft came in with cannon fire and very soon 
most parts of the ship were enveloped in flames. The bridge superstructure collapsed into No.2 hold, and it was probably then that 
Captain Mackellar lost his life, following which came Stronach's G.C. winning exploits. 

Following the action in Tripoli, and after a lengthy period of hospitalisation recovering from a back injury sustained during the action, 
Stronach relieved the First Mate of the Baron Inchcape at Hull. On 9 August 1944 he was appointed to the Clyde Pilotage Authority to 
become a licensed pilot and he continued in this capacity until 1 July 1968 when he became the Pilot Master. On taking up this 
position, with a thought to better equip himself, he studied Marine Law. In 1973 he was elected a member of the Honourable Company 
of Master Mariners. Captain Stronach retired from The Clyde Pilotage on 4 December 1979. During his working life he was involved 
with the deep sea port in Rotterdam, Peterhead Harbour Trust and the Faslane Submarine Base. He also played an integral part in 
developing the new pilot cutters on the Clyde. 

In 1952, being one of the few holders of the Gilwell Certificate for Scouting, he became part of his local scout group, the '6th 
Renfrewshire', in Gourock as Scoutmaster. Having a great love of the outdoors, he was also a keen gardener, bee-keeper, fisherman 
and hill-walker. On his retirement Captain Stronach lived in Acharacle, Argyllshire with his wife Marion. Marion herself through her 
work in Coatbridge Technical College was involved in training disabled servicemen to re-enter civilian life. He died on 12 December 
1999 and is buried next to his wife Marion in Acharacle Parish Church Cemetery. 

In spite of all he achieved during his life, George Stronach remained a quiet, reserved, family man who was always ready to help others 
regardless of the circumstances or cost to himself.

'Perhaps you will be thinking out of sight out of mind but that is not the case I can assure you. I often think of you and have been 
wondering if you have suffered any after affects from that terrifying time that you had on that eventful night. 

I read the account of your experiences in the Parade of June 26th. I could hardly realise how you managed to endure such a time. I 
sincerely hope that by now you have arrived safely home , and able to enjoy with your beloved wife a well earned peaceful holiday 
together... 

You will be wondering what progress I am making since I left you. I may state that this is the fourth hospital I have been to and 
reckoned to be the central orthopaedic for the M.E.F. I am now under good care and have been for the past three months. I have had a 
few setbacks , but my general health now is fairly good. 

The damage done to my ankles was caused by the blast from the bomb and not from the port. I remember perfectly well crawling 
round the room and getting on to the bed and then being successful in opening the port sufficient to enable me to get my head out. 

I cannot thank you too much for your thoughtfulness in coming along that very dangerous area to find if there was still anyone in 
difficulties , and in seeing my plight immediately removed me to a place of safety and later into the lifeboat. 

I don't exactly know how I will get on in future , but I will be content if I am only able to walk a little. I would feel very much to go 
home and be a burden to anyone.. / Together with a further airgraph letter from Anderson's sister conveying her thanks for saving her 
brother's life. 

v. Letter from Maurice Frankland, written from Alder Hey Hospital, Liverpool, dated 25 November 1943. Frankland was another 
member of the ship's crew that owed his life to the actions of Chief Officer Stronach. 

7 would very much like to congratulate you on being awarded the George Cross , an award which you most certainly deserve and in 
my opinion should have been the V.C.. I would very much like to give you my deepest appreciation for the gallant deeds you did on 
the night the ship was bombed , because if it had not been for you both the Chief Engineer and I would not have been alive today../ 
Together with a further letter from Frankland's wife, dated 9 September 1943, giving news of her husband's recovery from his wounds 
and conveying her grateful thanks to him for saving his life: 'Words fail to convey our heartfelt thanks and gratitude for your 
unselfishness and wonderful devotion to duty so magnificently given to the greatest cause in the world , the saving of your helpless 
comrades, without a thought of your own danger../

The story of Shannon's Naval Brigade during the Indian Mutiny is well told in The Devil's Wind by Major-General G. L. Verney, and 
Naval Brigades in the Indian Mutiny, edited by Commander W. B. Rowbotham, R.N., for the Navy Records Society, besides the several 
personal accounts published by those who took a part in these events. The following extracts serve to emphasise Vaughan's services: 

When writing his despatch after the action on the 6th, Sir Colin Campbell did not forget to include a meed of praise for the Naval 
Brigade. 1 must draw attention to the manner in which the heavy 24-pr. guns were impelled and managed by Captain Peel and his 
gallant sailors. Through the extraordinary energy and good will with which the latter have worked, their guns have been constantly in 
advance throughout our late operations, from the relief of Lucknow till now, as if they were light filed pieces, and the service rendered 
by them in clearing our front has been incalculable. On this occasion there was the sight beheld of 24-pr. guns advancing with the first 
line of skirmishers... Captain Peel has brought to my favourable notice Lieutenant Vaughan, R.N., and I should much wish that this 
recommendation may be known to the Admiralty.' 

Lord Canning also fully appreciated the services rendered by the Shannon's Brigade. 'On this, as on every occasion in which danger 
was to be faced and difficulty overcome, Captain Peel, R.N., commanding the Naval Brigade, was foremost in intrepidity and resource. 
Lieutenant Vaughan and the other officers and men of H.M.S. Shannon are worthy of their brave commander; and it is a pleasure to the 
Governor-General in Council to declare his warm admiration of their conduct.' 

'On January 1st, 1858, a column under Brigadier Hope was sent forward to prevent the further destruction by the rebels of the iron 
suspension bridge over the Kallee Nuddee, near Futtehghur, and with it went two 24-prs. and one 8-inch howitzer (double crews) 
under the command of Lieutenant Vaughan. The rebels retired on the approach of the British troops, and the R.E. working parties, 
assisted by the seamen, immediately set to work to repair the bridge. By 7.30 a.m. next day the essential repairs had been practically 
completed and the bridge was in a fit state to be traversed. The sailors had just begun to wash their clothes when Sir Colin Campbell 
rode up to examine the position; he had not been long on the spot before the enemy reappeared in force and occupied the village of 
Khudagunge opposite, opening fire with guns and musketry. The seamen left their clothes, never to see them again, and immediately 
manned their guns and returned the fire, together with the R.A. field battery; the pickets of the 53rd were reinforced, but the orders 
were that they were merely to hold the enemy in check and were on no account to assume the offensive. The main body of the troops, 
then about four miles in rear, was hurried forward in support, arriving on the scene at about 11 a.m. 

The Naval guns had crossed the bridge and were firing from a yellow bungalow near it on the village, at a range of about 300 yards; 
but later they took ground to the left to hold in check a body of cavalry. At about 2.30 p.m., the enemy opened fire on the bridge from 
a gun placed under cover of the toll-house, which caused several casualties. Lieutenant Vaughan thereupon personally laid his gun on 
this target; his first shot struck the roof of the house, his second hit the angle of the wall about half way down, and the third dismounted 
the gun and destroyed the carriage. Captain Peel, who was standing by, said, "Thank you, Mr. Vaughan; perhaps you will now be so 
good as to blow up the tumbril." The fourth shot passed near it, and the fifth blew it up, killing several of the rebels. "Thank you," said 
Captain Peel, in his blandest and most courteous tones, "I will now go and report to Sir Colin." Seven guns and eight tumbrils were 
captured, excluding those destroyed by the good shooting of Lieutenant Vaughan.' 

On January 30th, 1858, Vaughan was promoted to Commander. 

At 3 a.m. on 9th March, Commander Vaughan took the Shannon's six 8-inch guns, two 24-prs. and four rocket hackeries down in front 
of the Dilkusha to attack the Martiniere. Sir William Peel also accompanied them, with his two A.D.C.s, Lascelles and Watson, in close 
attendance. A general bombardment was maintained until about 2 p.m.; and Sir James Outram, who by this time was on the other side 
of the Goomtee, having pushed back the enemy and got into position for enfilading his first line of works, Brigadier-General Sir Edward 
Lugard's division then stormed the Martiniere with trifling loss, the rebels retiring precipitately with their guns. The Naval Brigade had 
but one casualty, though this was most serious. Sir William Peel, who was somewhat recklessly exposing himself to the enemy's fire, 
was hit in the thigh by a musket ball while observing the fire of his guns; he was carried to the Dilkusha, where the ball was extracted 
by the Surgeon of the 93rd Highlanders. The ball had to be cut out from the opposite side of the leg to that on which it had entered, 
though no vital part was injured. Commander Vaughan then took over the command of the Naval Brigade.' 
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Commander Vaughan was mentioned in despatches in the following terms: 'Succeeded to the command of the Naval Brigade on 
Captain Peel being wounded. Rendered most important service throughout, especially in breaching the works on the 11th and 
subsequent days, and bringing the guns to the front after the assault.' 

After the capture of Lucknow arrangements were made for the Shannon's Brigade to return to their ship. In consequence of a requisition 
from the Government of India, on March 29th the Shannon's six guns and the two 8-inch howitzers were sent into park in the Small 
Imambara, being then handed over to the Army; and, as Verney remarks, 'Here they will remain, may I say it with pardonable pride, a 
memorial of what sailors can do on land. The word SHANNON is cut deeply into each carriage, and must last as long as the wood 
does.' 

On 5th May, 1858, Commander Vaughan reported to Rear-Admiral Sir Michael Seymour. 'Sir, I have the painful duty to inform you 
that I this morning received a letter from H.E. the Governor-General, announcing the death of Captain Sir William Peel, K.C.B., at 
Cawnpore. Having partially recovered from his wound, he was on his way to Calcutta, when he was attacked by small-pox on the 20th 
ultimo, of which he died on the 27th.' 

Commander Vaughan was appointed Companion of the Bath on 29 June 1858. He was promoted to the rank of Captain on 8 February 
1859, but never went to sea again, and retired on 1 April 1870. Captain Vaughan was just 44 years old when he died at his residence, 
Stradbrook Hall, Blackrock, Dublin, after a protracted illness on 29 April 1873. A magnificent monument to his memory bears the 
following inscription: 

Sacred 

To the Memory of 
Captain James Vaughan R.N. C.B., 

Who departed this life on the 29th April , 1873 Aged 44 years 
He entered the Royal Navy in the year 1841 on board H.M.S. Scout 
and was present at the operations on the River Plate. 

As Lieutenant he served in the Baltic and Black seas during the years 1854-5 
and in the latter on board H.M.S. Britannia took part in the attack on the 
Batteries of Sebastopol. 

In 1857 he joined H.M.S. Shannon Captain Sir William Peel V.C. K.C.B. as senior 
lieutenant and proceeded to India. During the Mutiny he served as second in 
command of the naval brigade under that officer and on his death from small pox 
assumed the sole command. He advanced to the Relief of Lucknow and there 
distinguished himself by his coolness and daring in taking his guns within a few yards 
of the walls and breaching them for the storming party. 

For his services with the brigade he was promoted to the rank of commander, was 
awarded the Companionship of the Bath , and on his arrival in England was further 
advanced to the rank of captain. 

As well as being a thorough sailor , he was an accomplished and gallant officer , 
an affectionate and devoted husband , a warm and sincere friendand died beloved 
and regretted by all who knew him.

He served with the Battalion on the North West Frontier, and 
was promoted Corporal on 23 June 1908. He transferred to the Indian Miscellaneous list, with the rank of Sergeant, on 13 December

He served in the British Army for 12 years, latterly with the Suffolk Regiment, before coming to Rhodesia where he 
attested in the British South African Police. One year later he transferred and attested in the Rhodesia Staff Corps. He was awarded his 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal on 4 December 1935, and was commissioned in 1939.

The Recommendation states: 'Major Graham has been Brigade Major of 2 Infantry Brigade since 6 September 1944, during which 
period the Brigade has been almost continually employed on active operations, firstly on the advance from Florence, and latterly in the 
Mt Grande sector, where the difficult mountainous country made it vital for the success of operations, and the comfort of the troops, 
that staff work should be of the highest order. 

Major Graham's work throughout has been untiring - his clear and concise orders have had a great bearing on the success achieved by 
the Brigade and his cheerful personality and sympathetic understanding under the most adverse conditions has greatly helped units in 
the difficult tasks. 

Major Graham has always been the first to go forward to visit the troops in the front line to discover first hand the difficulties 
confronting them, on many occasion under heavy fire which has never deterred him. His understanding of the problems and the 
cheerful way in which he has tackled them, always with the welfare of the troops foremost in his mind, has been of the highest order 
and beyond praise.'

The Recommendation states: 'For outstanding and sustained personal coolness, leadership, and powers of organisation in action in 
North Africa (24 April - 12 May 1943), and in Italy throughout the period September 1943 to March 1944. Out of two years and eight 
months as a Brigade Staff Captain, and six months as a Brigade Major, Major Graham proved through eight months of intensive action 
to be a tireless source of inspiration to all who came in contact with him. 

At Enfidaville it was his arrangements, made under fire, which ensured delivery of supplies to forward troops, and at the Salerno 
landings on 9 September, where his craft was hit, the "Q" arrangements worked smoothly due to his personal disregard of danger. 
Under constant shellfire at Mt Stella on 26 September he organised and controlled the coloured porters. On 16 October at Pignataro, 
heavy enemy gunfire caused Brigade Headquarters to withdraw two miles: despite casualties, it was by his personality that so many 
men, vehicles, and stores were got safely away. On 20 October at the River Lanzi, Major Graham organised the first successful jeep 
tractor detour, and maintained it for a week, having first led the reconnaissances for this into "No Man's Land". Later on the River 
Savone he saw through a similar operation of organising a four day jeep track, and was quite undeterred by snipers during the 
preliminary reconnoitring. 

As Staff Captain he controlled the supply system in the difficult Mt Camino Battle (1 - 3 December), and as Brigade Major at the 
crossing of the River Garigliano (17-18 January 1944) the success of planning and execution was largely due to his personality under 
severe conditions. Finally, after the Damino Battle (10 - 12 February) his coolheadedness under fire as Brigade Major in Anzio (17 
February - 12 March) contributed greatly to the successes of his Brigade. 

The inspiring example of this Officer in action cannot be spoken of too highly. While his Brigade was in Egypt during the recent period 
of refitting, Major Graham was forced to relinquish his appointment as Brigade major through sickness and was left behind. Such was 
his enthusiasm and initiative that he managed to rejoin and attach himself to his old Brigade Headquarters, who were by then preparing 
for the attack on the Gothic Line. Before he was posted in August 1944 to another staff appointment, he was able to give valuable aid 
in the planning for the forthcoming attack. His influence throughout the Brigade will be felt for a very long time to come.'

Alexander Stewart Orr was born on 10 May 1861, son of William Orr, of Hougomont, Ballymena. He was gazetted to the Royal Irish 
Regiment on 22 October 1881; served in the Egyptian Expedition, 1882, being present at the action at Kassassin and at the Battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir (Medal with clasp, and Khedive's Star); was promoted Captain on 30 October 1888; took part in the Hazara Expedition, 
1888 (Medal with clasp); participated in operations on the North-West Frontier of India, 1897-98, being present at the operations on 
the Samana (Medal with two clasps); was promoted Major 31 May 1900. Major Orr served in the South African War, 1899-1902, 
taking part in operations in the Orange Free State, March to May 1900; operations in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, in November 1900; 
operations in Orange River Colony, May to November 1900; operations in Cape Colony, south of Orange River, 1900, including 
actions at Colesberg (24 January to 12 February). He was afterwards Station Staff Officer. Operations in the Transvaal 30 November 
1900 to 31 May 1902. He was mentioned in Despatches, received the Queen's Medal with three clasps, the King's Medal with two 
clasps, and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order: "Alexander Stewart Orr, Major, Royal Irish Regiment. In 
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recognition of services during the operations in South Africa". The Insignia were presented by the King on 24 October 1902; the 
Warrant, etc, sent on 4 November 1902. He was promoted Lieutenant Colonel on 19 February 1905, given the Brevet of Colonel, 19 
February 1908, and retired with the rank of Colonel in 1909. Colonel Orr died on 10 January 1914, and is buried in Epsom cemetery. 

Although there are no specific details for the award of his D.S.O., Colonel Orr did receive considerable publicity, and a second 
mention, for a significant exploit in 1902, which resulted in the capture of the Boer General Ben Viljoen, who, with a unit known as the 
Johannesburg Commando, operated in the north-east of Transvaal. The British had a garrison at Lydenburg, which was in Viljoen's area 
of operations, and Orr, then a Major, was stationed there with the 1st Battalion Royal Irish Regiment. In the spare words of Lord 
Kitchener, as contained in a telegram dated 27 January 1902 and published by The Times of 29 January, 'At Lydenburg, receiving news 
of intended meeting between Schalk Burger and General Ben Viljoen, parties sent out under Major Orr, Royal Irish Regiment, 
ambuscaded General Viljoen's party near blockhouse line south of Lydenburg on Friday night. Adjutant Nel was killed. Adjutant 
Besters, and one other, besides general, captured 1 . 

The following account of General Viljoen's capture at Lydenburg on 25 January 1902 is taken from his own book, My Reminiscences 
of the Anglo-Boer War: 

'We were just approaching Bloomplaats, which is about two and half miles to the west of Lydenburg, when we observed something 
moving. A deadly silence enveloped the country, and the brightly-shining moon gave a weird appearance to the moving objects in the 
distance which had attracted our attention. Our suspicions were aroused and we went in pursuit, but soon lost sight of the object of our 
quest. We discovered afterwards that our suspicions were well-founded, and that the moving objects were kaffir spies, who returned to 
the British lines and reported our approach. Having failed in this enterprise we returned to the road, I riding in advance with Adjutant 
Bester, the others following. Presently we approached a deep spruit, and having dismounted, we were cautiously leading our horses 
down the steep bank, when suddenly we found ourselves the centre of a perfect storm of bullets. We were completely taken by 
surprise, and almost before we realised what had happened, we found ourselves confronted by two rows of British soldiery, who 
shouted "Hands up," and fired simultaneously. Bullets whistled in every direction. The first volley laid my horse low, and I found myself 
on the ground half stunned. When I recovered somewhat and lifted my head, I discovered myself surrounded, but the dust and the flash 
of firing prevented me from seeing much of what occurred. It seemed hopeless to attempt escape, and I cried excitedly that I was ready 
to surrender. So loud, however, was the noise of shouting that my cries were drowned. One soldier viciously pressed his gun against 
my breast as if about to shoot me, but thrusting the barrel away, I said in English that I saw no chance of escape, that I did not defend 
myself, and there was no reason therefore why he should kill me. While I was talking he again drove his rifle against me, and I, having 
grasped it firmly, a very animated argument took place, for he strongly resented my grasping his gun. Outstretching my hand I asked 
"Tommy" to help me up, and this he did. I afterwards learned that the name of my assailant was Patrick, and that he belonged to the 
Irish Rifles. 

My capture 

Four or five soldiers now took charge of me, and at my request consented to conduct me to an officer. Just as they were about to lead 
me away, however, they all fell flat upon their chests, and directed their fire at an object, which turned out later to be a bush. I very 
soon discovered that the "Tommies" were not very circumspect in their fire, and I sought safety by lying on the ground. Having 
discovered the innocent nature of their target, my guards conducted me before one of their officers, a young man named Walsh, who 
seemed to belong to the British Intelligence Department. This officer enquired, "Well, what is it?" I answered him in his own language, 
"My name is Viljoen, and not wishing to be plundered by your soldiers, I desire to place myself under the protection of an officer." He 
was quite a minor officer this Mr. Walsh, but he said kindly, "All right, it is rather a lucky haul, sir; you look quite cool, are you hurt?" I 
replied that I was not hurt, though it was a miracle that I was still alive, for a bullet had struck my chest, and would have penetrated 
had my pocket-book not stopped it. The fact was, that my pocket-book had served the providential service of the proverbial bible or 
pack of cards. Bester was with me, and not seeing my other adjutants, I enquired what had become of them. Walsh did not reply at 
once, and one of the "Tommies" standing close by said, "Both killed, sir." This information was a terrible blow to me. 

Major Orr, of the Royal Irish Regiment, was in charge of the force that had captured me, and presently I was taken before him. He 
greeted me most courteously and said, "I believe we are old friends, General Viljoen; at least you captured some of my comrades in 
that regrettable affair at Belfast*." I was greatly touched by Major Orr's kindness, and asked that I might see those of my men who had 
been killed. He immediately consented, and led me a few paces aside. My gaze was soon arrested by a heartrending spectacle. There 
on the ground lay the two lifeless forms of my brave and faithful adjutants, Jacobus Nel and L. Jordaan. As I bent over their prostrate 
bodies my eyes grew dim with the sad tears of my great bereavement. Major Orr stood uncovered by my side, touched by my deep 
emotion and paying homage to the brave dead. "These men were heroes," I said to him with broken voice. "They followed me because 
they loved me, and they fearlessly risked their lives for me several times." The good Major was full of sympathy, and made provision for 
the decent burial of my poor comrades at Lydenburg. 

Bester and I were now conducted under an escort of 150 soldiers with fixed bayonets to the village, which was two and a half miles off. 
We reached Lydenburg very wet and gloomy, after having waded through a drift whose waters reached up to our armpits. Major Orr 
did his best to console us both with refreshment and kind words. 

Our procession was presently joined by an officer of the British Intelligence Department, and this gentleman told me that he knew of 
the approach of my party, and that the chief object of the British in attacking us was to capture our itinerant Government, who they 
learned were to accompany us. He was very anxious to know where the Government was, and whether it was intended that they 
should pass that way. But I answered his queries by telling him that it was quite unworthy of a gentleman to put such questions to me, 
and to attempt to exploit my most unfortunate position. 

Arriving at the village, I was treated with great courtesy, and was introduced by Major Orr to Colonel Guinness, the commanding 
officer. Colonel Guinness declared that he regarded it as an honour to have a man of my rank as a prisoner-of-war, and that we had 
fought so frequently that we were quite old friends. I thanked him for his compliment, expressing, however, my regret that we had 
renewed acquaintance under such unfortunate circumstances/ 

General Viljoen was exiled to St Helena for a short time and then led a most interesting and adventurous life until his death in 191 7. 
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A superb Great War '1916' D.S.O., and 'Battle of Langemarck' 1917 Second Award Bar group of eight awarded to 
Lieutenant-Colonel P. L. Ingpen, who despite being only a Captain commanded the 2nd Battalion West Yorkshire 
Regiment at the Battle of Neuve Chappelle, March 1915, and subsequently the 1 /8th Battalion Middlesex Regiment, 
1915-17. Twice wounded in action, once severely, and 6 times mentioned in despatches.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. During an action his battalion headquarters were demolished by shell fire, and he was 
only extricated with great difficulty. Though ordered to hand over his command, he went to the front-line trenches on hearing that the 
enemy was counter-attacking. He remained there until dangerously wounded, restoring confidence by his example at a most critical 
period.'

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Percy Leigh Ingpen was born in London, in February 1874. He was educated at Charterhouse and Sandhurst, before being 
commissioned Second Lieutenant, West Yorkshire Regiment, in October 1894. He served in Gibraltar, Hong Kong, Singapore and the 
Malay States prior to advancing to the rank of Captain in March 1901. He served with the Regiment in South Africa, January 1902 - 
January 1903, and went with the 2nd Battalion to France in 1914. Despite his rank he commanded the 2nd Battalion between 10 
January 1915-22 March 1915, including at the battle of Neuve Chappelle, as part of the 23rd Infantry Brigade, 10-13 March 191 5. At 
the latter, on 10 March, 'At 8.30am the 2nd West Yorkshires had moved up from the Rue du Tilleloy, into the trenches at "E" vacated 
by the Middlesex. The enemy had by now opened fire with his artillery and in this position the Yorkshiremen had many casualties. 
About 9.40am a wounded officer arrived at 23rd Infantry Brigade Headquarters and stated that the Scottish Rifles were holding the line 
with difficulty. The 2nd Devons followed a little later by a platoon of Brigade Bombers and D and C Companies of the 2nd West 
Yorkshires, under Capt. Francis, were immediately sent forward via Sign Post Lane. With these reinforcements the attack made further 
progress towards Points 41 and 20.... At 11-5am a message from 8th Division Head Quarters was received saying that the 25th Infantry 
Brigade had cleared Neuve Chapelle and ordering the 23rd Infantry Brigade to take Points 20-21 and 6 at all costs.... 

Half-an-hour later A and B Companies of the West Yorkshires under Capt. Ingpen, the last reserves of the Brigade, had been put into 
the line. These two Companies were ordered to make good Point 6 and work towards Point 60, the attack to take place at 12-15 after 
the artillery had shelled the former point.... The guns opened fire on Point 6 and at 12-15 A and B Companies under Capt. Ingpen went 
forward to the attack which was entirely successful: Point 6 was reported captured at 12-30pm. "A" Company then worked towards 60 
-83 and 60-61-8, all of which approaches were blocked.' ( The West Yorkshire Regiment In The War 1914-1918, E. Wyrall refers) 

The remainder of the 10th saw Ingpen's men consolidating their position, and on the 11th, 'the battalion under the command of Capt. 
Ingpen relieved the Royal Irish Rifles in trenches running from 31, south-west in front of the chateau (between 31 and 29) with one 
Company in support on the road in Neuve Chapelle village ready to relieve the Rifle Brigade.... All day long the West Yorkshires and 
the whole of the line were heavily shelled, the enemy's newly arrived guns having opened at dawn with a very heavy bombardment... 
the 11th passed without any substantial gain.' 

On 12 March the Germans counter-attacked, 'at 8-12am 8th Division Headquarters received a message from the 24th Infantry Brigade 
which stated that the enemy had launched a big counter-attack against the line of road between 94 and 92 and the Sherwood Foresters 
had been forced to retire to its support trenches. The Germans had advanced in considerable force, but as they occupied the position 
evacuated by the Sherwood Foresters, a heavy enfilade fire was opened by "A" Company 2nd West Yorkshires who held Point 31, with 
the result that the enemy losing heavily was beaten back. 

The timely aid given by the West Yorkshiremen saved the position from capture! By this time a general hostile attack on the whole line 
was in progress, but was everywhere repulsed with very heavy loss to the enemy.' (Ibid) 

Ingpen's men remained in position in the village of Neuve Chappelle for most of the 13th, and 'The Battle of Neuve Chappelle was 
over. On the 14th, at 9.30pm, the 2nd West Yorkshires (in brigade) having been relieved by by the 2nd Lincolns marched back into 
billets near Rouge Croix... the 2nd West Yorkshires had two officers killed... and five officers wounded; fifty-five other ranks killed, 162 
wounded and eighteen missing - a total of seven officers and 242 other ranks.' (Ibid) 

Battle of Langemarck - A sea of mud and water 

Appointed Brevet Major, Ingpen was posted to command the 8th Battalion, Middlesex Regiment at the end of August 1915. Ingpen 
commanded the Battalion in action at Loos, the Somme, Arras, and the 3rd Ypres. He was twice wounded during that time, including at 
the Battle of Langemarck (16-18 August 191 7): 

'In this battle three Battalions of the Middlesex Regiment, 2nd, 1 /7th and 1 /8th. took an active part, whilst two more, the 12th and 16th, 
were in reserve.... amidst appalling conditions, made great efforts to win through to their objectives. The 1 /7th (Lieut.-Colonel F. W. D. 
Bendall) and 1 /8th (Lieut.-Colonel P. L. Ingpen) Middlesex, of the 167th Brigade, 56th Division, were last mentioned as withdrawing to 
old German trenches covering Tilloy and to the Wancourt line respectively, after the operations (the Third Battle of the Scarpe) on 3rd 
and 4th May. Both Battalions went again into the front line on 16th [August], the 1 /8th taking over the left sub-sector between Monchy 
and the Arras-Cambrai road, and the 1 /7th the right sub-sector on the right of the 1 /8th Battalion.... the 1 /8th made two attacks.... 

At Zero hour (16 August) - 4.45 am - the attack began. The 1 /8th Middlesex advanced in three waves, "B" Company leading, followed 
by "C" and "A"; "D" Company remained in reserve. One company of the 3rd Londons was attached to the Middlesex as "moppers-up." 

Between the British and German trenches there was a valley, and as the troops reached the low ground they were brought up suddenly: 
a broad belt of mud lay before them. This belt was said to be about 30 yards broad, from 4 to 5 feet deep, covered with from 6 inches 
to a foot of water. As it was impossible to get through this sea of mud and water, "B" Company was forced to edge off to the left, while 
the left battalion of 169th Brigade, also encountering the same obstacle, had no option but to bear off to the right. When, therefore, the 
O.C., "B" Company, reached the southern edge of the Nonne Bosschen Wood he found he had lost touch with the right flanking unit, 
which he could see advancing over the ground to the south-east. By this time he had lost touch with the barrage. Moreover, hostile 
machine-gun and rifle fire across the valley, as well as the mud, prevented him getting any further. After several vain attempts to 
advance, "B" and "C" Companies tried to consolidate their position, but were prevented by the mud. Light trench mortars were sent for, 
but before they could reach the forward companies of the Middlesex the teams were shot down. At 7am troops of the 169th Brigade 
could be seen falling back, but the situation of the 1 /8th Middlesex remained unchanged. At 10am, however, as the flanks of the 
Battalion were exposed, the first line of the Middlesex was withdrawn to a position about half-way between Jabber Trench (the 
"jumping-off" line) and the eastern edge of the Nonne Bosschen Wood, the position being covered by posts in front. But there was little 
security in this line, for at least a dozen German aeroplanes were in the air above the Middlesex, some flying low down and machine- 
gunning the troops as they crouched in their posts. One was brought down by Lewis-gun fire. At 1 pm the enemy's guns opened fire on 
the Middlesex heavily, and many casualties were suffered. This fire continued until 3pm. The Germans were then seen massing on the 
left front of the Brigade. At 4pm they advanced and the Divisional guns placed a large barrage on the line of the Hannebeke stream. 
The enemy was, however, probably intent on gaining his former positions only, as it was just as impossible for him to cross the sea of 
mud as it had been for the troops of the 167th Brigade to pass through it. 

Just before 6pm numbers of troops of all units who were retiring were collected by Lieut.-Colonel Ingpen, who, forming them into two 
waves, led them forward again to the original front line of the 1 /8th Middlsex. In doing this he was wounded.' ( The Die-Hards In The 
Great War, E. Wyrall, refers) 

The severity of Ingpen's wounds caused him to relinquish the command of the Battalion in August 1917. He was, however, awarded 
the Second Award Bar to his D.S.O. for his gallantry at Langemarck. Ingpen was appointed Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, 1 January 1918, 
and commanded the 1st Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, 1923-1926. He retired in May of the latter year, 'after thirty-one years in 
the Regiment... was given a send-off, befitting his honourable service. Led by the Band and Drums and twelve officers mounted on six 
grey and six bay horses, and followed by the entire remainder of the Battalion, he was escorted to the high road outside the camp, 
where, passing through the cheering escort, he drove off to Belfast and thence to York, where, we understand, he is settling for the 
present.' {CA Ira refers) 

Sadly Ingpen died in 1930, 'Col. Ingpen never really recovered from these wounds, and during the past year [1929] their effects have 
often caused him intense suffering; they doubtless contributed, in no small degree, to his early death.' (Ibid) 

Full military honours accompanied Ingpen's interment at Fulford Water Cemetery in August 1930.

Charles James Graham was born on 28 November 1885 and was educated at Clifton College. He enlisted in the Inns of Court Officer 
Training Corps in September 1915, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, London Regiment, in June 1916. He 
served with the Londons during the Great War on the Western Front from 1916, and as Intelligence Officer to Brigadier-General 
Bernard Freyberg, 173rd (3/1 st London) Infantry Brigade. Advanced Captain, he was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order, and twice awarded the Military Cross prior to his demobilization in June 1919. During the Second World War he served with 
70th (H.A.A.) Cadet Regiment, Royal Artillery, at Liverpool, and was awarded the Certificate of Merit by the Commander-in-Chief, 
Western Command. 

Major Graham married the American, Miss Winifred Fairweather, with whom he had two sons.

The original recommendation, dated 12 May 1945, states: 'Major Frank Cassels is in command of a special section of the Combined 
Services Detailed Interrogation Center. Upon his section depends a considerable portion of the operations of the entire interrogation 
center. All the American interrogation done at C.S.D.I.C. benefited from his work and that of his staff, so that his contribution to the 
production of many important intelligence reports was a significant one. In addition, Major Cassels assumed the burden of directly 
supervising the training of American intelligence personnel in his highly specialized branch of interrogation. Several hundred American 
officers and sergeants, most of whom subsequently served on the staffs of the American mobile intelligence units, received their 
instruction and experience under his auspices. He gave them his personal and unremitting attention and contributed to the later 
successful interrogation of enemy prisoners of war over a wide area. 

It is proposed that the citation should read: "For distinguished service in the collection of important military intelligence; for the 
conduct of activities which contributed to the success of American interrogation; and for wisdom and patience in training American 
interrogating personnel.'" 

Frank Cassels was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the 11th Battalion (1st South Downs), Royal Sussex Regiment, on 1 November 
1914, and served with the battalion during the Great War on the Western Front from 17 June 1916. He was promoted Captain on 4 
September 1916; and temporary Major on 4 March 1917, and was appointed second in command of the Battalion on 24 March 1917. 
Mentioned in Despatches, and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order, he relinquished his commission on 29 
October 1920, retaining the rank of Major. 

Having emigrated to Vancouver, British Colombia, on the outbreak of the Second World War he was re-commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the Royal Regiment of Artillery on 20 September 1939, and having been advanced to Captain, transferred to the 
Intelligence Corps in that rank on 11 February 1942. He was based at Latimer House, one of three houses where captured German U- 
bat crews and Luftwaffe pilots were initially held for interrogation before being transferred to conventional prisoner of war camps. A 
non-commissioned officer who worked with Cassels at Latimer House recalls him thus: 

'His office was immediately on the left after you had climbed the stairs (about 6-10 steps) into the M-Room [the monitoring room in 
which the Listeners were based, from where they listened into the conversations of the prisoners in their cells]. It was a smallish room, 
which he did not share with anybody else. He had a typewriter in his office, which, as far as we knew, he used only when promotions 
in the M-Room were in the offing. On those occasions he would ask for carbon paper (which apparently he did not have in his office), 
and invariably he was given new sheets, so that we could read what he had typed when he gave them back. It was known that he 
always used the same phraseology when notifying staff by telephone that they had been promoted: "I understand that you are 
improperly dressed!" - "How is that, Sir?" - "Well, you still have Sergeant stripes on your sleeves, although you are a Sergeant Major!", 
etc. I was lucky enough to experience this twice: you got automatically promoted to Sergeant when you joined C.S.D.I.C. as a future 
member of M-Room staff, but in a few cases (like mine) further promotions to C.S.M. and R.S.M. could follow in due course. We non¬ 
commissioned staff did not often have dealings with Cassels, who was in charge of the M-Room, but I am sure that he knew some of us 
by name. He was always friendly and business-like, but exactly what he was doing in his office all day we did not know. It was 
generally known that he liked his drink, and quite often he was noticeably "inebriated", to put it mildly.' 

Cassels relinquished his commission on 18 August 1947, and was granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
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A Second War 1944 Italian Operations' D.S.O. group of seven attributed to Brigadier-General C. A. Richardson, 14th 
Canadian Armoured Regiment, later Vancouver Militia Brigade, who served as Quartermaster during Operation 
Jubilee - the Dieppe Raid - 19 August 1942, where his ship was sunk beneath him, before recovering to lead his 
Regiment at the Battle of Monte Cassino, the crossing of the Arno, and the final advance through North West Europe

D.S.O. London Gazette 24 January 1946: 

In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Italy.' 

The recommendation states: 'This officer has commanded 14 Canadian Armoured Regiment (The Calgary Regiment) since June 1944. 
During his term of command his regiment has been almost constantly in action, and has never failed to reach and hold its objectives. 
The unvarying success of the regiment has in a large measure been due to the magnificent leadership and example of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Richardson. Before every action he invariably conducted reconnaissance personally, both by day and by night, often under 
heavy and accurate mortar and shell fire. During the rapid pursuit of the enemy forces north of Lake Trasineno, Italy, between 1 and 4 
July 1944, this officer moved with the most forward troops, and by his personal example and skilful direction enabled our pursuing 
forces to maintain contact, thus preventing the enemy from reorganising and re-establishing a defensive line. Under heavy fire of all 
natures he personally directed his Reconnaissance Troop on 2 and 3 July 1944, seizing three bridges over the Chiana Canal before 
these could be blown by the enemy, thus enabling the momentum of the advance to be continued. During the pursuit to the Arno 
River, on many occasions, he personally reconnaissanced routes of advance under mortar and shell fire enabling his tanks to cross 
country considered impassable for tanks, continuously surprising the enemy in this manner. Again during the fighting through the 
Gothic Line and the Apennines his personal reconnaissance, forward of the forward defended localities in heavily mined country, 
enabled his regiment to get forward in most difficult terrain and render support to the infantry of 8 Indian Division which resulted in the 
taking of many difficult features including San Bartolo Monte Carolino and Monte Budrialto. This officer's contempt of danger, personal 
fighting spirit, magnificent example and outstanding leadership have been an inspiration to his regiment and have directly contributed 
throughout the mixed and heavy fighting of the 1944 Italian campaign to successive defeats of the enemy.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 4 April 1946: 

'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in North West Europe.' 

Clinton Argue 'Stoney' Richardson was born in Vegreville, Alberta on 12 October 1908, the son of Silas Richardson, a justice of the 
peace in Vegreville. Clinton Richardson became the self-described 'Playboy of Vegreville', having bought a yellow Buick convertible, 
which he would later claim was the first ever seen in that part of the province. 'He liked to brag that it was a great magnet to pick up 
girls, and he had many girlfriends', stated Frank Luce, a Montreal friend. 'At least, that's what he often told me.' 

Joining the 14th Canadian Armoured Regiment (Calgary Regiment) in Red Deer, Alberta, Richardson was commissioned as a 
Temporary Lieutenant on 4 March 1941, acquiring the nickname 'Stoney'. He sailed with his regiment for England on 21 June 1941, 
and joined the 3rd Canadian Division in September. Appointed Quartermaster in January 1942, he took part in the Dieppe Raid, 
Operation Jubilee, on 19 August 1942, where, as Quartermaster, he served on the Regimental Headquarters ship which was sunk, 
forcing him to dive into the sea, and undergoing a short but nerve-wreaking ordeal until he was rescued. 

Transferring with his regiment to the 1 st Canadian Division, he took part in the assault wave that landed on Sicily on 13 July 1943, and 
a short time later landed in Italy and quickly moved to the eastern side of the country. The regiment advanced across the Foggia Plain 
and were soon in action against the Germans, supported by the 8th Indian Division. Having previously been appointed to the 
command of "B" Squadron, Richardson was appointed second-in-command of the regiment in December 1943. 

At Monte Cassino, Richardson's unit crossed the Garigliano River, the turning point in both the battle and the wider struggle for Italy. 
'The Garigliano was tenaciously defended by the Germans. Tony Kingsmill, one of the young engineers under Mr. Richardson's 
command, began assembling a Bailey bridge, which was a pre-fabricated truss bridge, 500 metres from the riverbank. The Germans 
caught wind of the plan and threw "everything but the kitchen sink" at them. The Indian soldiers and engineers wanted to stop for 
regular tea breaks, and would listen only to Richardson. Meanwhile, work went on under heavy mortar fire. An idea was formulated by 
Kingsmill, to fix the bridge onto a tank which was then driven into the river. Under heavy fire, the crew bailed out at the last moment 
and swam back to shore. A second tank entered the river and pushed the first tank, along with the bridge, back into place. The 
regiment crossed the river that day and routed the shocked Germans on the other side. To this day, the bridge crossing the Garigliano is 
called the Kingsmill Bridge, and the manoeuvre is taught at Britain's Royal Military Academy. Richardson also had a bridge named after 
him, although for more ignominious reasons. Supporting the British infantry in July 1944, his tanks were prevented from advancing by a 
deep gully that was crossed by an unsafe old brick bridge. Told by his engineers that a replacement would take twelve hours to 
construct, he would have none of it. "The infantry were ... working their way across ... and shouting for much-needed tank support," 
Richardson later wrote. "It was evident we must move immediately." He ordered his first tank across the bridge, only to see it fall 
through, nose down, into the river below. At headquarters, Richardson received a reprimand but discovered that his commanding 
officer "was quite in agreement with my hasty decision." Upon his return, he found a Bailey bridge in place. It had been christened 
"Stoney Bridge" and was emblazoned with a handmade sign depicting a tank crashing through.' 
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Breaking through the German Gustav Line in May 1944, Richardson and his men advanced to the Hitler Line against heavy opposition, 
helping to break that line too, although suffering multiple losses in tanks and men in the process. On 11 June 1944, he was promoted to 
Major, and given the command of the 14th Canadian Armoured Regiment. He was involved in further continuous fighting the following 
month, and for his outstanding leadership and personal bravery was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. On 25 
August 1944, the regiment crossed the Arno under heavy shelling, and the following month he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel 
and took command of the "Calgary Tanks". 

Richardson transferred with his regiment to Belgium in March 1945, as part of Operation Goldflake. In April 1945, they entered the 
Reichswald Forest and supported the infantry assault crossing of the River IJssel, continuing patrol work and contact actions with the 
enemy until V.E. Day on 8 May 1945, for which actions Richardson received a 'Mention'. Following the end of the War the regiment 
returned to Calgary in December 1945, with about two hundred of all ranks marching through the streets of Calgary to a very warm 
reception. Moving to Vancouver, British Columbia, in 1948, he continued to serve in the military for several more years, culminating in 
his promotion to Brigadier-General in command of the Vancouver Militia Brigade in 1950. He died on 4 June 2007, at the age of 98.

'He showed courage and enterprise of a high order as commanding officer of the Gunboat Advokat during the Dvina operations.' 

A.M. London Gazette 9 July 1918 (in a joint citation with Captain G. P. Bevan, C.M.G., D.S.O.; 2nd Engineer C. Watson; and Able 
Seamen J. D. Henry and M. Thompson): 

'On the 8th November, 1916, a series of fires and explosions occurred at Bakaritsa, Port of Archangel, on merchant ships and on the 
wharves. The S.S. Baron Driesen had blown up at 1 p.m. and part of the S.S. Earl of Forfar forty minutes later. The latter ship, with a 
cargo of explosives, was on fire, and might have blown up at any moment, and explosions were continually taking place in the 
immediate vicinity. The ship was alongside the main fire on shore, and burning embers were constantly showered over her. She had a 
cargo of explosives on board and was abreast of the main conflagration. The flames were blown towards her by the wind, and the 
remaining portion of the ship was expected to be blown up at any moment. Captain Bevan, however, on hearing the cries proceeded 
on board, accompanied by Lieutenant-Commander MacMahon, and, hearing moans from under the smouldering debris of the 
forecastle, cleared away the wreckage and extricated the mate, who had an arm and a leg and his collarbone broken, and passed him 
into a tug. 

Lieutenant Richardson, 2nd Engineer Watson, and Able Seamen Henry and Thompson, of the Tug Sunderland, volunteered to board 
the Earl of Forfar and affected the rescue of a considerable number of wounded and helpless men who would otherwise have perished. 
They displayed the utmost gallantry and disregard of their own personal safety in saving the lives of others.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 8 July 1920: 

'For good services during Naval Operations in North Russia, 1918.' 
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Edward Henry Richardson was born at South Shields, Co. Durham, on 5 March 1885, and was indentured as an apprentice for four 
years to the Stag Line Limited on 8 September 1900 to learn seamanship. He received his certificate as Master for foreign-going 
steamships on 25 May 1912, and served during the Great War in the Royal Naval Reserve. Posted to the Province of Archangel, it was 
whilst unloading munitions destined for the Russian front that, 'disaster struck on 8 November 1916 at Bakarista, Port of Archangel, 
North Russia when the merchant ship S.S. Baron Driesen blew up at 1.00 p.m. Desperate attempts were made to move other ships 
away but at 1.40 p.m. the after part of S.S. Earl of Forfar also exploded. Before that ship's master, Captain James Campbell Hurry, tried 
to return to his vessel but, being unable to do so, helped other vessels in danger of being burned. While doing so he heard voices 
coming from his own ship which was burning and exploding furiously so he led volunteers aboard and saved several men, having to lift 
live shells as he went. Ten minutes later the deck blew up. The ship was a mass of flame and burning embers from fires blazing ashore 
were being showered on her. A one-hundred-ton floating crane was moored between the quay and the ship and, after dark, cries were 
heard coming from the crane. To reach it, it was necessary to cross the ship which had a cargo of explosives aboard but, as Captain 
George Parker Bevan and Lieutenant-Commander Maurice McMahon were doing so they heard moans coming from under the 
smouldering debris of the forecastle. Helped by the crew of the tug Sunderland Lieutenant Edward Henry Richardson, Second Engineer 
Christopher Watson and Able Seamen James Dixon Henry and Malcolm Thompson, all of whom had volunteered, they set about 
extricating the casualty. Ignoring the intermittent explosions from small arms ammunition they cleared away the wreckage and freed 
the mate of the Earl of Forfar - his arm, leg and collar bone broken - and passed him to the tug. Lieutenant-Commander McMahon then 
crossed to the crane on a single plank and finding the ship's carpenter under the crane together with two Russian members of its crew 
rescued them all.' ( Heroic Endeavour, by D.V. Henderson, G.M., refers). 

Promoted Lieutenant-Commander, Richardson was appointed commanding officer of the Russian Gunboat Advokat in 1918, one of 
three paddle-steamers each armed with a 12-pounder and a pom-pom that formed the bulk of the Anglo-Russian Naval Brigade in 
North Russia, under the command of Commander P. H. Edwards. He participated in operations up river on the Dvina, including 
engagements at Bereznik, Troitsa, Borka and Chamovo, and took part in defensive skirmishes when Bolshevik gunboats sometimes 
ventured down river, but was later hit by shore batteries. However, with the advent of winter, and the arrival of ice, the flotilla was 
withdrawn in November 1918, and for his services Richardson was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross and also awarded the 
Russian Order of St. Stanislas 2nd Class, with Swords. 

Richardson was presented with his Albert Medal, together with his Distinguished Service Cross, by H.M. King George V at Buckingham 
Palace on 1 7 May 1919. He subsequently served as a transport officer 3rd grade in H.M.S. President. 

Note: At the time of the award of Richardson's Russian awards, the production and supply of Russian Orders, following the Bolshevik 
uprising, was severely disrupted, and consequently were often hard to obtain. As a result, Imperial Russian Awards to British 
servicemen during the latter half of the Great War and Allied Intervention are sometimes numismatically incorrect or incomplete, as 
insignia was issued with what was available. Whilst it is recorded that Richardson was awarded the Russian Order of St. Stanislas 2nd 
Class, with Swords, there is no record of him being formally awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne. 

Sold together with the recipient's passport, given at Odessa on 30 August 1915, mounted in a glazed display frame, the recipient's 
Ordinary Apprentice's Indenture Certificate, dated 8 September 1900 the recipient's Certificate of Competency as Master for foreign- 
going steamships, dated 25 May 1912; Quadrangle Pass for an Investiture at Buckingham Palace on 17 May 1919; and a newspaper 
cutting containing a photograph of the recipient. 
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An outstanding Second War submariner's D.S.C. group of five awarded to Lieutenant and Navigating Officer A. K. 
Peterkin, H.M.S. Triumph, Royal Naval Reserve, who as one of W. J. W. Woods' key men shared in Triumph's great 
success when she accounted for at least 30,000 tons of shipping, destroying and damaging upwards of 20 enemy 
vessels between January 1941 - January 1942. Highlights of which were undoubtedly the 'sub-on-sub' action leading 
to the sinking of the Italian submarine Salpa in June 1941, and when Triumph single-handedly engaged a squadron of 
the Italian Battle Fleet, severely damaging the 10,000 ton Italian cruiser Bolzano in August 1941. Peterkin, who had 
also been mentioned in despatches and awarded a King's Commendation for his service with Triumph, shared her fate 
when she hit a mine and went down with all-hands off the Greek island of Milos, 20 January 1942

D.S.C. London Gazette 5 May 1942: 

Tor courage, skill and steadfast devotion to duty. 

In her last three War Patrols, H.M.S. Triumph made many torpedo attacks and fought two gun actions in which valuable enemy ships 
were sunk or damaged. All through these operations, and in four severe enemy counter attacks, Lieutenant Peterkin carried out his 
duties with outstanding coolness and efficiency.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 20 January 1942: 

'For courage, zeal and devotion to duty while serving as Navigating, Communications and Asdic Officer during eight War Patrols in the 
Mediterranean Sea. 

This Officer's skill as Navigator, his detailed knowledge of Merchant Shipping, his fine example and his unfailing cheerfulness were of 
the highest value in operations which led to the destruction of an Italian submarine, two anti-submarine trawlers and seven enemy 
supply ships.' 

King's Commendation London Gazette 17 February 1942: 

'For coolness and courage when, in an enemy dive-bombing attack on Malta Dockyard, a Merchantman laden with ammunition, lying 
alongside his ship was hit, and caught fire. 

Lieutenant Peterkin was Officer of the Day in H.M.S. Triumph. He organised and led a fire and rescue party on board the burning ship; 
and by his prompt and vigourous action did much to avoid what might have been a disaster.' 

Alfred Kenneth Peterkin was the son of Mr and Mrs A. G. Peterkin of Wallasey, Cheshire. He initially served during the Second War as 
a Temporary Sub-Lieutenant, Royal Naval Reserve, with H.M.S. Glengyle (Infantry Landing Ship), before his appointment to the 
submarine H.M.S. Triumph in December 1940. 

Peterkin was employed as Lieutenant and Navigating Officer under Commander W. J. W. Woods, RN., and he was present when the 
Triumph sailed from Gibraltar with H.M.S. Upholder to Malta at the start of January 1941. The Triumph was enroute to join the 1st 
Submarine Flotilla at Alexandria, and on their way to Malta the two submarines were designated to provide cover for the western half 
of Operation Excess. This convoy, which also included the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Illustrious , had come under heavy attack enroute to 
Malta. The Illustrious , which had been ordered to provide air cover for the convoy, had received several hits prior to her arrival in the 
Grand Harbour at Malta. The Triumph arrived in Malta on 12 January 1941, just in time to coincide with a concerted Axis attempt to 
destroy the damaged Illustrious, which stayed in the Grand Harbour for vital repair work. 

The stricken aircraft carrier was too good an opportunity to miss, and as such scores of aircraft carried out dive bomb attacks on the 
Grand Harbour, 16-19 January. On the first day of attacks both the Illustrious and the H.T. Essex sustained bomb damage. In the case 
of the latter, she was hit in the engine room and severely damaged. The Triumph was lying alongside the flaming merchantman, and 
Peterkin as Officer of the Day leapt into action. He organised and personally led a fire and rescue party on board the burning ship. The 
Essex was carrying guns, ammunition and torpedoes, miraculously none of which ignited in the flames. 

Despite the best efforts of the Triumph's crew, the merchant vessel suffered 15 men killed and over 20 wounded as a result of the 
attack. On the night of 18/19 January, another aerial bombardment took place and military personnel had to be used to unload the 
Essex. The Maltese Stevedores, recognising the inherent danger, refused to unload the cargo. Peterkin received a King's Commendation 
for his brave and prompt intervention. 

Operating with the Triumph in the Mediterranean, Peterkin was described by Woods as 'with me as my navigator for nearly a year, and 
absolutely first class he was. I had the great good fortune and honour to command a really magnificent ships company, and in an 
outstanding lot he was always in the front row.... We had a good deal of excitement during my year in command, and not a few 
awkward moments. I always knew I could rely on your son to do the right thing at the right time... a first class officer... a very good 
friend... He had only one ambition, and that was to get at the enemy, and his particular wish was to sink enough tonnage to pay them 
out for the Andania. I am glad to say that we succeeded.' (Letter included in the lot refers)

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


True to his wish, over the course of the following 12 months Peterkin helped the Triumph sink a combined total of at least 30,000 tons 
of shipping. Destroying and damaging upwards of 20 enemy vessels, the highlights of which were undoubtedly the sinking of the Italian 
submarine Salpa in a surface and torpedo action off Mersa Matruh, June 1941, and severely damaging the Italian cruiser Bolzano 
(1 0,000 tons) in August 1941: 

In the same month that Parthian left the 1st Flotilla, Commander Woods in his ubiquitous Triumph carried out a magnificent attack in 
the face of the most frightening odds. This brilliant effort followed his earlier effort off the Egyptian coast at the end of June when he 
torpedoed and sank the Italian submarine Salpa. 

From the hot shores of Egypt Triumph was despatched in August to the dangerous waters of the Adriatic. Periscope watch revealed the 
submariner's dream - a battle squadron of the Italian Fleet was approaching on a suitable course for interception. Aboard the submarine 
was a small party of commandos due for disembarking the next day - if they lived through the present experience. 

Woods watched fascinated as he identified one modern 35,000 ton battleship of the Littorio Class dipping ponderously to the swell as 
she ploughed along; two cruisers kept station on their flagship; ten destroyers formed a seemingly impregnable screen. The whole 
squadron zigzagged. Wood's task was one which called upon his skill and store of experience. Cautiously but swiftly he closed the 
range, then suddenly all seemed lost when his periscope was sighted and he had to take Triumph deep to elude the attackers which 
depth-charged with some accuracy. 

With such a target up top Woods risked all in returning to periscope depth as soon as possible and closed to the point of firing when he 
watched in exasperation the whole squadron alter course and wreck his attack. The enemy were now alert to the presence of a 
submarine and more depth-charges rained down, two of them battering Triumph with awful concussion, but once again Woods 
brought her clear of the danger and went back into another attack. 

Lesser mortals would long ago have abandoned the attempt to get to grips again - and not have been criticised for doing so - but 
Woods resolved to his utmost, taking his boat to the brink of death. 

Again the attack periscope cleaved through the sea. Woods saw them almost drawing clear, the range increasing, the angle of attack 
not favourable, but a salvo was fired. The torpedoes missed the battleship but one struck the 10,000 ton cruiser Bolzano. Such a 
warship should withstand one torpedo - and Bolzano did. She hobbled back to port, where she lay in dockyard hands for many 
months. 

Meanwhile Triumph had to pay the price of her success. Her ordeal by depth-charge began. The destroyers concentrated on the 
submarine's firing position and ruthlessly plastered the area, churning it into a cauldron of boiling fury. 

Woods worked with a coolness which must have belied his inner feelings. He manoeuvred his submarine cleverly, anticipating the 
patterns of ashcans with accuracy, evading the hunters which pounded and pulsed overhead. Those men with little to do, together with 
the commandos undergoing their frightening initiation into submarine warfare, simply had to sweat it out while the lethal cylinders 
sank through the sea, the pressure of the depths gradually squeezing the trigger mechanism to detonate the explosive with a thunderous 
'tonk' as all the submariners call these explosions. 

Over two hundred tonks reverberated throughout the hunted Triumph before the destroyers gave up the hunt, possibly because they 
had expended all their depth-charges. 

Triumph withdrew in triumph. Despite the ordeal, she had suffered no serious damage. The following day Woods took her to the 
landing spot near Palermo, where the commandos were put ashore safely and proceeded to blow up a railway viaduct [Messina- 
Palermo railway]. They accomplished their mission, but the pre-arranged pickup was unsuccessful due to an impenetrable low mist 
obscuring the beach. The brave band of commandos which survived over two hundred charges were thwarted by mist. Enemy patrols 
captured them.' ( Submarine Victory by D. A. Thomas refers) 

Woods left the Triumph in November 1941, however, Peterkin was to stay on for further success with the submarine in the Adriatic and 
the Aegean seas. Luck deserted him, and the submarine, when the Triumph 'sailed from Alexandria for patrol in the Aegean in 
December 1941 and reported by signal on the 30th December 1941 that she had safely landed a small party of troops on one of the 
islands. Nothing further is known of her and it seems most likely that her loss was caused by striking a mine. There were no 
survivors.' (Admiralty letter to recipient's father included in the lot refers) 

It is believed that the submarine, who lost all-hands, hit a mine off the Greek island of Milos, 20 January 1942. Lieutenant Peterkin, 
along with the 58 other members of his crew, are commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial.

Henry Steedman Lewis attested for the Inns of Court Officer's Training Corps on 31 December 1914, and was commissioned Second 
Lieutenant in the Royal Sussex Regiment on 31 March 1915. He served during the Great War with the 11th (Service) Battalion, as part 
of 116th Brigade, 39th Division, on the Western Front from 1916, was wounded in action, and was twice decorated for his gallantry. 
Promoted Captain on 13 February 1917, he subsequently transferred to the Tank Corps and retired with the rank of Major. Following 
the War he emigrated to Brazil, and did not claim his British War and Victory Medals until 1934.

Francis Joseph Way was born at Wimbledon, Surrey, on 2 May 1868, and attested for the Commissariat and Transport Corps on 11 
March 1886, having previously served for 3 months in the Medical Staff Corps. Promoted Corporal on 1 September 1889, he was 
advanced to Company Sergeant Major on 14 January 1898, and served with the Army Service Corps in South Africa during the Boer 
War from 6 October 1899 until 14 September 1902. Advanced to 1st Staff Sergeant Major on 7 July 1906, he was awarded his Army 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal before being commissioned Lieutenant and Quarter Master on 29 January 1910. 

On the outbreak of the Great War he was posted to 1st Base Motor Transport Depot, Army Service Corps, and served with the British 
Expeditionary Force on the Western Front from 12 August 1914. Mentioned in Field Marshal Sir John French's Despatch, and awarded 
the Military Cross, he was promoted Captain on 1 July 1917, before returning home, suffering from the effects of War Service, and 
dying in hospital at Aldershot on 25 October 1918. He is buried in Aldershot Military Cemetery, Hampshire.

William Gilchrist Wright was born at Lytham St. Anne's, Lancashire, on 11 June 1887, and was educated at Edinburgh University, 
serving with the Edinburgh University Battery Volunteers. He emigrated to Canada in 1911, arriving in Quebec on 6 June, and was 
Commissioned Lieutenant in the Canadian Field Artillery in December 1914. He served with the 2nd Canadian Ammunition Column, 
C.F.A., on the Western Front from August 1915, before transferring to the 4th Brigade, C.F.A. in December 1915, and the 6th Brigade in 
April 1916. He was present at the Battle of the Somme, July 191 6, and at Pozieres, where he was wounded on 26 September 1916. 
Promoted Captain in March 1917, he was next in action at the Battle for Vimy Ridge where, for his bravery on 3 May 1917, he was 
awarded the Military Cross. He subsequently served at Hill 70, and at Passchendaele from July to November 1917, and was promoted 
Major in November 1918. 

After the War Major Wright continued his studies at Toronto University, and graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Forestry in 1920. He died in Quebec on 27 November 1963.

Edward Neville Ashe was born in Hale, Cheshire, in 1893 and was educated at 
Repton School, Derbyshire. Commissioned into the 8th (Territorial) Battalion, 
Manchester Regiment in 1915, he served with the 16th Battalion during the Great 
War on the Western Front from 9 January 191 7. In July 1917 he took part in the 
third Battle of Ypres, when he was slightly wounded, and recommended for the 
Military Cross; and in December, while temporarily in command of the Battalion, 
he was again wounded, but remained at duty until the battalion was relieved. 
Afterwards he was mentioned for gallant conduct in the field.' (Altrincham 
Guardian, 12 July 1918 refers). 


Awarded an Immediate Military Cross for his gallantry at Polderhoek on the 28 December 1917, Ashe commanded "A" Company at 
the Battle of Manchester Hill, 21 March 1918. Ordered to defend the Hill to the last against an overwhelming enemy force the 
Battalion was virtually wiped out - of the 8 officers and 160 men who went into action just two Officers and 15 other ranks survived. 
For his conspicuous valour, the Battalion's Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Wilfrith Elstob, D.S.O., M.C., was awarded a 
posthumous Victoria Cross, his citation giving an accurate portrayal as to the events of the day: 

'For most conspicuous bravery, devotion to duty and self-sacrifice during operations at Manchester Redoubt, near St. Quentin, on the 
21st March, 1918. During the preliminary bombardment he encouraged his men in the posts in the Redoubt by frequent visits, and 
when repeated attacks developed controlled the defence at the points threatened, giving personal support with revolver, rifle and 
bombs. Single-handed he repulsed one bombing assault driving back the enemy and inflicting severe casualties. Later, when 
ammunition was required, he made several journeys under severe fire in order to replenish the supply. Throughout the day Lieutenant- 
Colonel Elstob, although twice wounded, showed the most fearless disregard of his own safety, and by his encouragement and noble 
example inspired his command to the fullest degree. The Manchester Redoubt was surrounded in the first wave of the enemy attack, 
but by means of the buried cable Lieutenant-Colonel Elstob was able to assure his Brigade Commander that "The Manchester Regiment 
will defend Manchester Hill to the last." Sometime after this post was overcome by vastly superior forces, and this very gallant officer 
was killed in the final assault, having maintained to the end the duty which he had impressed on his men - namely, "Here we fight, and 
here we die." He set throughout the highest example of valour, determination, endurance and fine soldierly bearing.' London Gazette 9 
June 1919 refers). 

The defence of Manchester Hill had delayed and disrupted the German advance, and as such the men had achieved all that was hoped 
of them. Ashe was one of those killed in action; he has no known grave, and is commemorated on the Pozieres Memorial, France.

Albert Fisher Davidge was born in Shadwell, London, in July 1885. He attested for the 12th Lancers at Stratford, in November 1905. 
He served during the Great War in the ranks of the Regiment, in the French theatre of war from 15 August 1914 (entitled to 1914 Star). 
He advanced to Sergeant, 10 April 1915, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 12th Lancers, 11 September 1916. He advanced 
to Lieutenant 11 March 1918, served as Captain and Adjutant, Cavalry Depot, Woolwich, 1919-21. He transferred to the Army Reserve 
of Officers, 13 August 1921, and after the war he was joint licensee of the Franklyns Gardens Hotel, Northampton. He died in an 
accident in 1931.

The recommendation states: 'On the night 20/21 November 1943 at the Sangro River near Paglieta, 2/Lt Munro was in command of No 
7 Platoon of 'R' Coy which was engaged in an operation with another Company; the task of this force being to cross the River Sangro 
and destroy a strongly defended enemy outpost 1000 yards to the North of the River. 

2/Lt Munro commanded 7 Platoon throughout this operation and by unfailing good spirits and splendid example kept his platoon in 
first class fighting condition the whole time. In particular he led a patrol against the enemy post on the left which was very strongly 
held, and though knocked out by the blast from a grenade, brought his patrol back having pinpointed the position and killed one 
German with his Tommy Gun. Soon afterwards, though still suffering from shock he joined in with a patrol which captured the enemy 
position on the right of the company. When the company moved over the top of the escarpment, 7 Platoon occupied an isolated 
position out in front of the Battalion line, and later when the Battalion moved up and occupied Santa Maria, 2/Lt Munro led a 
successful daylight patrol through difficult country.'

Gordon Wallace Munro was Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Black Watch on 10 April 1943, and promoted Lieutenant on 10 
October of that year. He joined the 8th Battalion Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders in Italy on 21 October of that year, and was 
awarded an Immediate Military Cross for his gallantry at the Sangro River during the night of 20-21 November 1943. Wounded at 
Sangro River on 5 February 1945, upon recovering from his wounds he was posted to the 1st Battalion, Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders in July 1945. He served with that unit in Palestine, and, having been demobilised, was appointed to a Territorial Army 
commission in the 8th Battalion, Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders. Promoted Captain on 15 May 1951, and Major on 27 June 1954, 
he was awarded the Efficiency Decoration in 1963, before retiring the following year, having been Second in Command of the 
Battalion for the final few years of his service.

The recommendation, dated 16 May 1942, states: 'Flying Officer Mackenzie has been employed in an Operational Squadron since the 
outbreak of war and has completed over 400 hours operational flying in Anson, Blenheim, and Hudson aircraft, mainly on patrols to 
the enemy coast. He has at all times shown courage, determination, and devotion to duty of the highest order in carrying out any task 
allotted to him. 

On the 28 April 1942 he was Captain and Pilot of Hudson aircraft K/500 carrying out an A/S patrol at 4,400 feet in the Western 
Approaches, when he sighted a 'U' boat on the surface 8 miles away. He made full use of all available cloud cover and sun, and made 
a dive bombing attack, pulling out at 60 to 70 feet and releasing 4 depth charges across the forward part of the still surfaced 'U' boat. 
The attack was almost certainly a successful one, the second charge exploding within 10 feet of the hull. The depth-charge attack was 
followed by a front and rear gun attack, the 'U' boat then disappearing from sight stern first, leaving a very large patch of frothy brown 
disturbed water behind. 

Flight Lieutenant Mackenzie exploited his sighting to the maximum and made a complete surprise attack. An award to this Officer is 
recommended in the strongest terms, both for general good work since the outbreak of war and for this excellent attack on an enemy 
undersea raider.' 


A.F.C. London Gazette 1 September 1944. 

The recommendation states: 'Acting Squadron Leader MacKenzie has displayed exemplary zeal and devotion to duty as a flight 
commander. His untiring efforts, initiative and exceptional ability have been an inspiration to all with whom he has come into contact, 
and enabled the flight to reach the high standard of efficiency which led to the carrying out of its airborne operations on "D" Day with 
unqualified success.' 

Charles John Mackenzie was commissioned Pilot Officer in No. 500 (County of Kent) Squadron, Auxiliary Air Force, on 24 March 
1940, and served during the Second World War as part of Coastal Command. Initially equipped with Ansons, the Squadron converted 
to Blenheims in April 1941, and then to Hudsons in November 1941. In March 1942 the Squadron moved to R.A.F. Stornoway for 
patrols over the the Atlantic and the approaches to the Clyde and the Irish Sea. On 28 April, whilst the captain and pilot of a Hudson, 
Mackenzie successfully destroyed an enemy U-boat in the north Atlantic, approximately 350 miles due west of the Outer Hebrides, an 
act of gallantry which secured for him a Distinguished Flying Cross (see recommendation above). 

Advanced to Squadron Leader, and posted to No. 233 Squadron, based at R.A.F. Blakehill Farm, Mackenzie was involved in Operation 
Tonga, the airborne operations undertaken by the 6th Airborne Division between 5 and 7 June 1944 as part of the Normandy Landings. 
The Squadron 'had been given the envious choice of drop zone "K", the furthest inland. The Squadron was to drop paratroopers whose 
mission of grave importance depended entirely on their being dropped on that drop zone at the correct time. We must and would not 
fail the confidence of the Airborne Forces.' (Squadron Operation Record refers). Mackenzie is recorded as the Captain of a Dakota on 
that mission and, taking off at 23:14 hours on 5 June, 1944, the squadron successfully dropped 407 paratroopers complete with kit bags 
and containers in an area north-west of Toufreville. The following night, during further operations, his aircraft was hit, suffering slight 
damage. But their work had not been in vain, for on the morning of 7 June the Squadron received the following message from Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Trafford Leigh Mallory: 'Will you please convey my heartiest congratulations to 46 Group on their magnificent performance 
in carrying over the 6th Airborne Division in the initial operation. The fact that so successful and difficult an operation has been carried 
out with such complete success in so short a time after the formation of the squadrons reflects highest credit on all concerned.' For his 
service as a flight commander in the run-up to the Normandy Landings, and for his work on D-Day itself, Mackenzie was 
recommended for and received the Air Force Cross. 


The Squadron's next mission was Operation Market, when in order to facilitate the Second Army's advance through Holland, the 1st 
Airborne Division was to be landed at several landing zones in the vicinity of Arnhem, to secure bridges over the River Rhine. On 17 
September, with Mackenzie as captain of one of their 22 Dakotas, they successfully released gliders that contained 309 troops, 18 
handcarts, 15 motor cycles, 10 Jeeps, 11 trailers, 5 wireless set, 11 cycles, and 1 6-pounder anti-tank gun, without any loss. On the 
second day they repeated this feat, with 17 aircraft from the Squadron towing gliders containing 84 troops, 15 Jeeps, 7 trailers, 8 6- 
pounder anti-tank guns, and 3 machine-guns, but the re-supply missions were less fortunate, and the Squadron lost 5 aircraft over the 
next three days. With the War in Europe over, Mackenzie remained in the Royal Air Force, going to South East Asia later in the year, 
and was promoted Wing Commander on 1 July 1954.

The recommendation, dated 4 June 1943, states: 'Squadron Leader Smylie has now carried out 43 operational sorties against the most 
strongly defended targets in Germany and the occupied countries. His keenness and initiative as a bomb aimer have been a course of 
inspiration to his crew and to the Squadron as a whole; he has obtained many excellent photographs. Since January 1943 he has been 
commanding a flight and has shown exceptional qualities of leadership, resourcefulness, and organising ability. His flight has always 
been well trained, well disciplined, and displayed a very high standard of morale. This is in no small measure due to Squadron leader 
Smylie's outstanding ability and very strong sense of duty. It is considered that this Officer's work and example fully merits the 
immediate award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Remarks by Station Commander: 'Squadron Leader Smylie has set a very high standard not only to the flight that he commands but also 
to the entire squadron. This squadron on four nights between the 23-29 May put out 84 aircraft, 79 of which attacked the primary 
target, not counting the 4 aircraft which went missing during this period. I consider this a record unparalleled in the entire command. 
This officer, who has served with me in the past, is a magnificent leader and organiser, and I consider that he contributes in a very large 
way to the success of this squadron, and consider that he strongly deserves the award of the immediate Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Remarks by Air Officer Commanding: 'Throughout his operational tours Squadron Leader Smylie has been outstanding for courage and 
leadership. I very strongly recommend the award of the Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

D.F.M. London Gazette 22 August 1941. 

The recommendation, dated 19 June 1941, states: 'Sergeant Smylie joined the squadron on 10 September 1940, and completed 21 of 
his 28 trips during the winter months. On 20 occasions he attacked the primary target and once returned through engine trouble. On 
the other 7 occasions, secondary targets were attacked. Sergeant Smylie has throughout shown great efficiency, courage, and devotion 
to duty as well as skill in navigation and has been an outstanding example to Observers in this squadron.' 

Remarks by Station Commander: 'This N.C.O., during all his operational sorties, has shown exceptional skill and determination. It is 
largely due to his navigational ability and courage under adverse weather conditions that the objective has been successfully attacked. 
Specially recommended for the award of the Distinguished Flying Medal.'

Robert Cecil Smylie was born in Belfast on 28 June 1911, and was educated at Main Street School, Bangor. A keen sportsman, he 
represented Northern Ireland in athletics between 1932-34, and played rugby for Bangor. Enlisting in the Royal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve as an observer on 11 May 1939, he was promoted Sergeant on 29 June 1940 and posted as a navigator to No. 51 Squadron 
(Whiteleys), based at R.A.F. Dishforth. He completed his first tour with the unit over the period 4 September 1940 to 27 May 1941: 
targets included Berlin (4), Antwertp, Zeebrugge, Boulougne (2), Duisburg, Bremen (5), Leipzig, Hanover (2), Turin, Cologne (2), Kiel 
(4), Brest, and Mannheim (2). Whilst most of the bombing raids were uneventful, when attacking Turin on 8 November 1940, the bomb 
aimer's window was broken by shrapnel, and the aircraft was forced to land at an advanced landing base. For his courage and devotion 
to duty, as well as skill in navigation, he was awarded the Distinguished Flying Medal, being presented with his D.F.M. by H.M. King 
George VI at Buckingham Palace on 7 November 1941. 

Commissioned Pilot Officer on 12 June 1941, Smylie joined No. 19 Operational Training Unit, and was promoted Flying Officer on 1 
December 1941, before taking up a posting at Headquarters, No. 4 Group, as an Air Observer, on 2 January 1942. Promoted Flight 
Lieutenant on 1 December 1942, the following month he received an operational posting with No. 158 Squadron (Halifaxes), based at 
R.A.F. Rufforth, and was promoted acting Squadron Leader. He began his second operational tour as an air bomber with a raid on 
Lorient on 14 January 1943; future targets included Hamburg, Cologne, Wilhelmshaven, Duisberg, Dortmund, and Gelsenkirchen. 
Having been recommended for an 'Immediate' Distinguished Flying Cross, his tour was cut short upon being posted to the War Staff 
College on 30 August 1943. 
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Returning to Headquarters, No. 4 Group, on 29 November 1943, Smylie served in various rolls on the staff for the remainder of the 
War, was advanced to acting Wing Commander on 15 May 1944, and was awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross by the United 
States of America, being presented with his decoration by General Doolittle. He relinquished his commission on 28 June 1956, having 
flown a total of 51 war-time operational sorties during his career (the recipient's obituary refers), and retained the rank of Wing 
Commander. In later life he was elected to Bangor Borough Council and took an active part in Freemasonry, including the Masonic 
Schools in Dublin. A keen golfer, he also served as captain of Bangor Golf Club. He died in Bangor on 3 April 1980. 

Smylie's group is believed to be one of only two D.F.C., D.F.M., U.S.A. D.F.C. groups awarded during the Second World War.

Millicent Mary Graham-Smith was born at Stoke Damerel, Devon, on 25 August 1884 and served during the Great War as a Staff 
Nurse at Regent's Park Hospital, Southampton from October 1914, having previously been a daily worker at the St. John Coffee Stall 
from August to October 1914. Awarded the Royal Red Cross, 2nd Class, she was presented with her medal by H.M. the King at 
Buckingham Palace on 25 July 1918. After the War she remained in Southampton, and became an Ambulance Officer for the Order of 
St. John. She died at Southampton, Hampshire on 1 April 1981, aged 96.

Margaret Arnold Rennie served during the Great War with the Order of St. John on the Western Front at Etaples St. John Hospital, from 
21 December 191 7 until 2 June 1918, and latterly with the Princess Christian Hospital, Weymouth. 
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An Albert Medal Second Class for Land awarded to Mr. J. Carney, East India Railway Company, for saving the life of a 
native porter who had been knocked down by a shunted train at Dinapore Railway Station on 10 July 1881 and lay 
stunned between the rails under the wheels of the moving wagon - Carney jumped down on him, and held the 
struggling and injured man down until the train had passed safely over them

A.M. London Gazette 21 March 1 882: 

'On the 10 July last, a Native shunting porter was coupling up the wagon of a train that was moving through the Station at Dinapore at 
the rate of two or three miles an hour. A sudden movement of the train knocked the Native down, and he fell half stunned between the 
rails and underneath the train. The man's convulsive struggles threatened every moment to throw him under the wheels of the moving 
wagon. Mr. James Carney, a Subordinate employed in the traffic Department of the East India Railway Company, who was at the time 
on duty at the Station, jumped down from the platform without hesitation, rushed under the train which was still in motion, and 
grappling with the injured man, held him down until the train had passed over the two struggling men. In doing this Mr. Carney 
narrowly escaped being struck upon the forehead by the axle-tree of a pair of wheels as it passed over him. But for this act of gallantry, 
the Native, in all human probability, would not have escaped with his life.' 

James Carney was employed as a subordinate in the Traffic Department of the East India Railway Company when he performed the act 
of gallantry that led to the award of his Albert Medal. 
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Family Croup: 

An Albert Medal Second Class for Land awarded to Miss Hannah Rosbotham, for gallantry following the destruction of 
the Belfry at the Sutton National Schools, St. Helens, Lancashire, that fell into the Infants' Schoolroom during a violent 
gale on 14 October 1881- she remained at her post until all 200 children had been safely evacuated, including 
rescuing one infant who had been completely buried under the falling debris. Only 16 Ladies received the Albert 
Medal - Miss Rosbotham was not only the first woman to receive the Albert Medal, but the first woman to ever 
receive a gallantry medal from the Crown and the only woman to have the Decoration conferred upon her by Queen 
Victoria

'During a violent gale of wind on the 14th of October last, the stone belfry of the 
Sutton National Schools was blown down, and fell through the roof into the 
Infants' School-room (where nearly two hundred children were assembled), 
causing the death of one, and injuring many others, and filling the room and its 
gallery with stones, slates, and timber. Whilst others fled for safety, Miss 
Rosbotham, an Assistant Schoolmistress, (who at the time of the accident was 
teaching elsewhere) deliberately entered among the falling mass and cloud of 
dust; and, while fully conscious of the extreme danger to which she was 
exposed, remained on the spot until every child had been placed in safety. At the 
imminent risk of her own life, Miss Rosbotham removed four infants who were 
partially covered with the debris, and rescued therefrom a little girl who was 
completely buried, and who must inevitably have been suffocated had not such 
gallantry been displayed.' 


Hannah Rosbotham was born in St. Helens, Lancashire, in 1859, one of eight 
children of Peter and Elizabeth Rosbotham, and was educated at the Sutton 
National Schools, St. Helens. 'At the age of twenty she was appointed to be 
assistant mistress in the school where she herself had been educated. A slightly- 
built, delicate-looking girl, with quiet unassuming manners and a singularly 
guileless expression of countenance, she appeared to be just one of those women 
who go quietly through the world, doing the duty that lies nearest, and abstaining 
from asserting themselves in any way. No one imagined that this small, slight, 
modest-looking girl was capable of performing a deed of heroism whose fame 
would echo the length and breadth of the land. 


On the morning of 14 October, 1881, the young teacher found herself in charge of the infant school the head mistress being absent on 
account of sickness. The children were all busily engaged in various parts of the room. A class of the youngest scholars (aged between 
three and four years) were seated on the gallery immediately under the large stone belfry. Hannah was herself engaged in teaching a 
class of older children at the further end of the room. It must have been difficult to keep the attention of the little scholars fixed on their 
lessons, for the wind was blowing "great guns" and , every now and then, wailing shrieks as though the spirits of the air were uttering 
notes of lamentation swept around the schoolhouse. The children, as they sat at their lessons in the Sutton school-room, could see the 
branches of the trees tossing wildly to and fro, and could hear the wind-driven leaves crackling against the panes. At eleven o'clock a 
tremendous rumbling noise was heard, followed by an awful crash. A portion of the stone belfry, weighing sixteen hundredweight, had 
fallen a distance of thirty feet, breaking the gallery into atoms. The children, panic-stricken, fled from the school-room and rushed 
helter-skelter into the playground. No one remembered the little ones upstairs save the young mistress Crying to an assistant to come to 
her aid, she rushed towards the gallery. The staircase was encumbered with debris, and the air was thick with flying dust, but still she 
went bravely onward, one thought filling her mind, that of the danger of the little ones entrusted to her care. 

The assistant, overcome by terror, turned and fled with the rest. One or two of the little ones escaped at the first hint of danger. The rest 
sat still, too terror-stricken to move hand or foot. At sight of the welcome apparition of their friend and teacher, life and power seemed 
to revive, and, starting up, they made their way down the steps. 

But there were some, alas, who were unable to move. Six or seven of the little scholars who had been so full of life and gladness a few 
moments ago were buried beneath the mass. Two, a boy and a girl, were seriously injured, and lay helpless under a heap of slates and 
timber. The sight of their white death-like faces struck a chill of terror to the young mistress's heart. Their bodies were completely 
hidden, but their pleading faces, filled with an agony of supplication, were plainly visible. Kneeling down in the midst of the mass of 
ruins, Hannah set herself to tear away the portions of timber which were crushing their little frames. She worked unremittingly, alone 
and unaided. The tempest raging outside with extraordinary violence, caused the slates of and fragments of the broken roof to fall in a 
shower around her. It was more than probable that her task would terminate fatally, but she was utterly regardless of her own peril. "I 
must be quick" she thought. "I must get them out or the whole of the belfry will fall, and it will be too late." 

She was a fragile delicate girl, but the horror of the situation seemed to inspire her with the strength and energy of a man. Those death¬ 
like faces, those agonised brows, those childish eyes, filled with unnatural terror, urged her to fresh exertions. She literally dug out the 
little sufferers with her hands, tearing away the mass of debris by means of her slight fingers, and uttering meanwhile hopeful, 
encouraging words, although her own heart must have been faint with terror. One by one the little victims were given back to life and 
liberty. Those who were but slightly hurt made their way at once down the steps, only too thankful to escape from their horrible prison. 
At last the boy and girl whose case had seemed so hopeless were set free, and half carrying, half dragging them, the brave young 
mistress struggled towards the doorway, which was blocked by screaming, terrified children. Here she met the master of the boys' 
school trying to force an entrance. She told him that all the children were saved- believing this to be the case- and then proceed to 
clear the playground, for the whole building seemed to be in danger of falling. 

The news of the calamity spread quickly through the village, and excited the greatest consternation in the minds of the parents, who 
flocked out to seek their little ones. The meeting that took place at the gate of the playground was a most touching one, and few could 
have witnessed without emotion the joy of the fathers and mothers as they clasped their children in their arms and rejoiced over their 
deliverance. One sad incident marred the general harmony. A little girl named Harriet Bradbury was missing. Search was made in 
every direction, but in vain. Sadly the steps of the master were retraced towards the schoolhouse, and, after a long search, the lifeless 
frame of the little sufferer was found completely buried under a huge fragment of the stone belfry. It is probable that other children 
would have shared her fate if the young mistress had been less prompt and energetic. 

Wonderful to relate, our heroine escaped unhurt, with the exception of a few scratches on the hands. It was not till she reached home 
that she realised the full extent of her risk, and that her overwrought feelings found relief in a fit of weeping. But she soon sufficiently 
recovered to visit the injured children, and to bring comfort and encouragement to the afflicted parents of the little lamb who was 
already folded in the ams of the Good Shepherd.' (Heroes of Everyday Life , by Laura Lane refers). 

After the storm, the people of Sutton, desiring to mark their appreciation of Miss Rosbotham's conduct, subscribed and raised the sum 
of £13, which was used to purchase the presentation watch included in this lot. For her act of great gallantry she was also awarded the 
Albert Medal Second Class, the first women not only to receive the Albert Medal, but indeed to received any gallantry medal from the 
Crown, being presented with her Albert Medal on 11 January 1882. Two years later she married Mr. James Parr, and later was 
appointed headmistress of the school, where she remained until her retirement in 1922. She died on 15 August 1935 and is buried in 
the churchyard of St. Nicholas's Church, Sutton, St. Helens.

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John Joseph Rosbotham was born in St. Helens, Lancashire, in 1862, one of eight children of Peter and Elizabeth Rosbotham, and the 
younger brother of Hannah, and was employed as an Engineer. On 3 March 1886 he rescued a young man who had been ice skating 
and fallen through broken ice into the deep water of the reservoir near St. Helens. For this rescue he was presented with the Liverpool 
Shipwreck and Humane Society's Silver Medal. Nor did the family's life-saving exploits end there. Some 25 years later, having left St. 
Helens and moved to Birkenhead, near to the 'model village' of Port Sunlight, he was awarded the gold medal of the Port Sunlight 
Order of Conspicuous Merit for his gallantry on 1 7 August 1911, for an action described in the January 1912 issue of the Port Sunlight 
magazine Progress : 

'Rosbotham was on his holidays, and, along with some friends, was as Leasowe [on the Wirral Peninsula, Cheshire]. A lady was 
bathing there, and having got out of her depth, was seen to be in difficulties. She had already sunk twice, when Rosbotham's attention 
was called to her plight. He, without the slightest hesitation, or waiting to remove any clothing, rushed into the sea and swam to the 
drowning lady, whom he succeeded in bringing back to the shore. Prompt means were at once taken, and were successful in restoring 
animation. In the opinion of witnesses, there is no question that the promptitude and bravery of Rosbotham were instrumental in saving 
this person's life. The incident was brought to our notice not by Rosbotham, but by others who witnessed it, and the above facts were 
elicited.' 

Rosbotham was presented with his Port Sunlight Order of Conspicuous Merit by the Chairman of Lever Brothers, Sir William Lever, in 
January 1912, and Lady Lever also shook his hand. He subsequently gave both of his bravery medals to his sister Hannah. 



Note: A total of 16 women were awarded the Albert Medal, all Second Class awards for saving life on land, throughout the existence of 
the award- Hannah Rowbotham was the first, in 1881, with the other 15 awards all for acts of gallantry between 1905 and 1967; Miss 
Rowbotham was therefore the only women to have a gallantry award conferred upon her by Queen Victoria. 
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A Great War 1918 Albert Medal for Land awarded to Private J. McLaughlin, Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 
attached 157th Trench Mortar Battery, in saving the lives of his gunpit crew when a stokes mortar shell was set to 
explode - he ran with it out of the pit and threw it away the very second it exploded, blowing off his hand

A.M. London Gazette 15 October 191 8: 

'On the 2nd August, 1918, Private McLaughlin, in the course of his duty, was examining a Stokes mortar shell in a gunpit in which 
there were nine other men and about 150 Stokes shells, when the striker of the shell gave way and ignited the fuse, timed to explode in 
thirteen seconds. McLaughlin warned the others, and taking the shell with him, ran from the pit by the narrow rear exit and along a sap 
which he had difficulty in reaching, as the ground was slippery. It was necessary to traverse this sap for some distance to ensure that the 
inevitable explosion did not effect the men or the shells in the gunpit. The shell exploded as McLaughlin was throwing it clear and 
blew off his hand. His action undoubtedly saved the lives of all the men in the gunpit.' 

James McLaughlin served with the 1st/5th Battalion Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders during the Great War, and was awarded his 
Albert Medal, the only one awarded to the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, near Bailleul, France, whilst attached to the 157th 
Trench Mortar Battery. 
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A Crimea D.C.M. awarded to Sergeant J. Gilbert, Royal Artillery

James Gilbert was born in Banff, Scotland in 1814, and joined the Royal Artillery at Aberdeen on 26 March 1838. Promoted 
Bombardier on 1 April 1846, Corporal on 10 August 1848, and Sergeant on 11 March 1851, he served with No. 1 Company, 11th 
Battalion in the Crimea, was present at the Battle of Alma and the siege of Sebastopol, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal together with a gratuity of £15. Subsequently promoted Master Gunner on 1 August 1858, he was awarded a Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal by Royal Artillery General Regimental Order on 24 April 1857, with a further gratuity of £10, before being 
discharged on 27 April 1869, after 31 years and 33 days' service, most recently with the 4th Division Coast Brigade.

Joseph Brett Mumford was born at Horndon-on-the-Hill, Essex, on 30 
September 1833, and attested for the 90th Light Infantry at Westminster on 31 
October 1850. Transferring to the 42nd Royal Highlanders on 1 March 1854, he 
served with his new regiment during the Crimean War, was present at the Battles 
of Alma, 20 September 1854, and Balaklava, 25 October 1854, and the siege of 
Sebstopol, and was promoted Corporal on 17 October 1854. For his gallantry as 
a Sharpshooter before Sebastopol he was awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal, together with a gratuity of £10. Promoted Sergeant on 1 January 1856, he 
went with the Regiment to India for service during the Great Sepoy Mutiny, and 
was severely wounded by a musket ball through the neck during the final relief 
of Lucknow, 11 March 1858. Invalided back to England, he was discharged on 
account of his wound on 6 November 1860, after 9 years and 47 days' service. 
He subsequently served for 26 years as 1st Class Sergeant Instructor of the 1st

Henry Ezekiel Mumford was born in Romford, Essex, on 16 February 1867, the eldest son of Sergeant J. B. Mumford, and attested into 
the 57th Brigade at Edinburgh on 27 May 1881. Posted to the Royal Highlanders, he was appointed a Drummer on 26 June 1881, and 
served with the regiment in Egypt and the Sudan, where he was present at Suakin; the battles of El-Teb, 29 February 1884, and Tamaai, 
13 March 1884; the Nile Expedition of 1884-85; and the action at Kirbekan, 10 February 1885. For his services in Egypt and the Sudan 
he received the Egypt Medal with four clasps, the Khedive's Star, and was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for gallantry at 
Tamaai, 13 March 1884. He was promoted Corporal on 28 August 1885, before transferring to the Grenadier Guards as a Private on 16 
March 1887. He was discharged on 7 August 1902, after 21 years and 73 days' service, and died at Warley Hospital, Brentwood, 
Essex, on 4 October 1941. 

Note: Seven of the 18 D.C.M.s awarded to the Black Watch for the Crimea were to Sharpshooters before Sebastopol. 

Four of the 11 D.C.M.s awarded to the Black Watch for Egypt and the Sudan were for the action at Tamaai.

'Even more unusual is that the Black Watch had in its ranks a father and son, who both received the Distinguished Conduct Medal 
during their service, and it appears certain that no other unit can equal this.'

'On the 15th December, 1880, the South African Republic was proclaimed at Paardekraal and the elected triumvirate of Kruger, 
joubert, and Pretorious established themselves at Heidelberg; on the same day a large Boer Commando rode in Potchefstroom and 
disregarding all protests, took over the printing works. The small British garrison of nearly 200 Royal Scots Fusiliers, about 20 
Artillerymen with two nine pounders, and some volunteers, took up defensive positions; 20 regulars and 46 volunteers fortified the 
brick courthouse, another 20 men defended the stone prison, and the remainder occupied a fortified earth work fort 30 yards square. 
Insults were thrown, and on the following morning shots were fired. After an argument as to which side fired the first shot a general 
action ensued - the opening shots of the First Boer War had been exchanged. The Prison garrison on the redoubt and the men in the 
courthouse surrendered two days later. 

Food, rationed from day one of the siege, consisted of three pounds of Indian corn (intended as animal fodder) daily with four ounces 
of tinned meat on alternate days; water was found after digging down 15 feet. The defenders occasionally cried foul especially when 
severe gunshot injuries led to the assumption that the Boers were using explosive bullets, although these were probably caused by the 
balls from an 8 bore elephant gun. Hostilities were often suspended for lunch; wounded men were courteously exchanged; and Sunday 
was declared a day of peace. 

On 1 January the fort was heavily attacked on three sides by about 1,600 men and the old ship's gun firing a 9 lb. roundshot. The firing 
lasted unabated for about three hours, but the men sat next to their posts, waiting for the rush at the fort that was expected at any time. 
The men sang part-songs to pass the time, with the ladies joining in the refrains, and the buglers played what pieces they could. The 
conduct of the women throughout the siege was magnificent, suffering the same hardships as the men they lived in a 9 x 5 foot shelter, 
and a dugout when the Boer gun took the fort in reverse. Two girls were wounded but recovered. 

Improvements to the defence of the fort never ended. Ramparts were increased in height and damaged sandbags repaired each night, 
and more added. The tents which protruded above the ramparts were riddled by bullets, and had over 500 bullet holes in them. 
Cooking was done as well as possible under the circumstances, but because of the lack of fuel to eat the food was to eat disease. 
Torrents of rain often flooded the fort, washing over the stretchers of the wounded and leaving all articles of clothing swimming with 
rain. The two doctors, working under impossible conditions, wrought miracles of healing. 

On 22 January, Lieutenant Dalrymple-Hay and twelve men attacked and cleared a Boer trench 300 yards south of the fort. Stretchers 
were later lent to the Boers to remove their casualties, and were returned the following day with fruit and carbolic acid for the doctors. 
At the end of January 1881 food rations were cut drastically; dysentery was rife and scurvy appeared; and typhoid and enteric fever 
cases joined the wounded in the hospital tents. February brought little let-up. A raid out of the fort produced five stray sheep and 
several sheets of iron- a treasure beyond price. But the end was near. By early March the defenders were down to eight bags of rotten 
mealies and on 12 March out of physical necessity they sent out a flag of truce and asked for terms of surrender. Cronje, the Boer 
commander, unaware of their true condition, offered the British some most acceptable concessions. Officers and men were to keep 
their private property and arms except rifles; no prisoners were to be taken, and the garrison was to be permitted to march out with 
honours of war to Natal. On 23 March, after 98 days under siege, the defenders of Potchefstroom marched out from their redoubt en 
route to Natal; flags flew at their head, bugles played, and over 400 burghers lined up on both sides of the road saluting their former 
adversaries. Almost at the frontier the British discovered the bitter truth - the war had ended on the very day that they had proudly 
marched out of Potchefstroom.' 

For their gallant conduct in bringing in the wounded after the attack on the Boer trench on 22 January 1881 Lance-Corporal Patrick 
Cunnief and Private Henry Bush were later awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. The 2nd Battalion Royal Scots Fusiliers, who 
suffered a total of 83 casualties out of 213 all ranks at Potchefstroom, sailed for India in December 1881. They returned to South Africa 
for service during the Second Boer War, and in June 1900 the same battalion raised the historic Union Flag taken from Pretoria over the 
old Fort in remembrance of the gallant defence. 

Note: Awards for gallant and distinguished services during the First Boer War amounted to six V.C.s; one C.B.; four R.R.C.s; one C.G. 
M., and 20 D.C.M.s. No campaign medal, however, was issued.

November of that year. Transferring to the Army Reserve on 11 October 1898, he was recalled to the Colours on 16 December 1899, 
and served with the 2nd Battalion in South Africa during the Boer War from 14 January 1900 until 30 July 1902. Promoted Sergeant on 
13 February 1901, he was discharged as medically unfit on 31 October 1902, after 11 years and 31 days' service.

Promoted Bombardier on 22 November 1887, 
Corporal on 2 May 1888, and Sergeant on 17 November 1891, he suffered burns on his hands and face whilst on duty, on 20 June

Edward Lovely was born in the Parish of Blanchardstown, near Dublin, in the summer of 1870. He worked as a labourer in the 
Ordnance Survey before enlisting into the Royal Irish Regiment at Clonmel on 24 January 1890, for a term of 12 years. He was posted 
to the 2nd Battalion in October 1890 for service in India, where he took part in the campaigns on the North West Frontier in 1897-98. 
He served in South Africa with the 1st Battalion from 6 January 1900, and was one of the regiment's Mounted Infantry in the 5th 
Battalion. He was discharged on 5 January 1903, on termination of his limited period of engagement and received a gratuity of £20.

John Home was born at St. Pancras, London, in 1880, and attested for the Dorset Regiment in London on 20 January 1898, having 
previously served in the Militia. Posted to the 2nd Battalion, he joined his new Regiment at Shorncliffe two days later, he served with 
the 2nd Battalion in South Africa from 7 March until 5 August 1900, where he was present during operations in the Cape Colony, and 
in the operations around Laing's Nek, 2-9 June 1900. Proceeding with the Regiment to India on 22 December 1900, he spent the next 
eleven years on the subcontinent, re-engaging at Madras on 8 April 1909 to complete 21 years with the Colours. A keen sportsman, he 
won Regimental trophies in rugby, football, and cricket, and was also a committed member of the temperance movement. Promoted 
Corporal on 16 November 1909, he transferred to the 1st Battalion on his return from India on 2 November 1911, and was appointed 
Lance Sergeant on 25 January 1913. 

On the outbreak of the Great War Home went to the Western Front with the British Expeditionary Force on 16 August 1914, and was 
swiftly promoted to Sergeant on 25 August 1914. He served with the 1st Battalion during the Battle of the Somme, where he was 
wounded by a gun shot to the right hand on 2 July 1916, after his battalion had been in fierce action in the vicinity of Authuille Wood 
and suffered 501 casualties, including Home, over the first two days of the battle: 'On the 1st July advancing from the Wood, and 
encouraged on by Drum-Major Kerr who was out in the open playing the Regimental March-Past on his flute, the 1st Dorsets suffered 
high casualties before reaching the British front line (about 100 yards away). Relieved to Authuille, the following day they made a 
further attempt, and having made it back in the front line by night fall were relieved and withdrawn to Senlis' ( British Battalions on the 
Somme refers). It is probable that it was for this action that he was awarded the Military Medal - his first medallic gallantry award of the 
Great War. Promoted Colour Sergeant and appointed Company Sergeant Major on 14 December 1916, he was wounded a second 
time, this time severely, by gun shot to the left thigh on 3 October 1918, on the very same day he learnt of the award of his 
Distinguished Conduct Medal, and after a spell in a French Field Hospital was repatriated to England on 25 October. 

Awarded a Second Bar to his Military Medal in 1919, and awarded his Army Long Service and Good Conduct Medal the same year, 
Home was discharged on 8 March 1919, after 21 years and 48 days' service. Retiring to Harlesden, Middlesex, he subsequently served 
as a Commissionaire at the British Museum.

Tor conspicuous gallantry and good work throughout the campaign.' 


William George Howard was born in Uttoxeter, Staffordshire, in 1869, and 'enlisted into the Sherwood Foresters on 5 January 1888 
and was sent to join the 1st Battalion in Ireland. From there in 1890 I went to India and joined the 2nd Battalion. Soon afterwards my 
battalion moved to Umballa, and on to Darghai. We were then sent to the Punjab Frontier, and went through the Tirah Campaign, and 
after several sharp engagements through Tirah we moved into the Khyber Pass. The campaign being over we were awarded a medal 
with two clasps. Afterwards my battalion went to Aden for a year, and then landed in Malta. The South African War having broken out, 
the 1st Battalion was sent to South Africa, and I went to join them, and through Cape Colony, the Orange Free State, and Transvaal, 
and after sharp engagements the War ended and we were awarded two medals and five clasps. From there I went to Hong Kong with 
the Battalion, and up to North China, Legation Guard, Peking, Tientsin, Shanghai, and Wei-hai-wei. from there down to Hong Kong 
again, and was then stationed in Singapore, and I then went to India again, this time to Bangalore. I was awarded a medal for long 
service and good conduct, and I went home. In 1909 I was discharged with the rank of Colour Sergeant, and I was awarded sixpence 
per diem on my pension for gallant conduct in the two previous campaigns. 

The Great War broke out and I enlisted again with the Sherwood Foresters, and at the Battle of Loos I was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal. I went through several engagements, went to Ypres and the Somme, and when the War was over I was discharged and 
received two further medals and a Star.' (recipient's own account of his service career refers). 

For his services in the Boer War, Howard was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 23 June 1902) for 'helping to recapture the 
guns at Vlakfontein and for general good service. He has repeatedly volunteered for special and dangerous work.' Awarded his Army 
Long Service and Good Conduct Medal per Army Order 90 in April 1906, he was discharged on 19 November 1909 after 21 years and 
319 days' service, having served continuously overseas from 15 October 1890 until 8 November 1907. He re-enlisted for service 
during the Great War on 23 September 1914, and served with the 12th Battalion on the Western Front from 30 August 1915, being 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for gallantry at Loos. Promoted Warrant Officer Class II, he was finally discharged on 20 
January 1919 and, suffering from sickness, was awarded a Silver War badge. 
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Howard's final medal, the Meritorious Service Medal, together with an annuity, was awarded per Army Order 227 of 1941, an award 
that, as it came during the Second World War, was tinged with some sadness: 'Seventy-three year old William George Howard, an old- 
time soldier, has been decorated nine times and has fought for Britain under three reigns. His ninth decoration, the Meritorious Medal, 
has just been presented to him. Yet these these days he does not feel as happy as he could. Nearly all his life, from 1888 until the last 
war, he was a professional soldier, with a fine record of tough fights. He cannot bear having to sit a War out. "When our lads get a 
better scrap with the Germans", he said, "they will show them how it is do, like they did in the last war and during earlier 
campaigns."' (article in the Manchester Evening News , dated 1 August 1941 refers). 

With all nine medals in his group named to the Derbyshire or Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire Regiment, Howard's group is unique to 
the Regiment.

He was discharged 22 May 1919, having served 21 years 
and 111 days.

February 1915), he was awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal for gallantry at St. Eloi, whilst serving in "B" Company, and was 
presented with his D.C.M. by Major-General Ferrier, Commanding Officer of the Humber Defences, at a Parade in People's Park, 
Grimsby, on 14 September 1915 ( Grimsby Star refers). He was discharged on account of sickness on 10 October 1918, and received a 
Silver War Badge.

On 10th September when the column had moved to the rear of the enemy, and it was 
important that the move should come as as surprise, he restrained his piquet from firing on an enemy Askari accompanied by two 
Ruga-Ruga.

Note: A Ruga-Ruga is an armed follower. 

A second D.C.M. is recorded as being issued to this man from Woolwich on 16 April 1921. Approximately 195 K.A.R. D.C.M.s were 
awarded between 1906 and 1925, the majority for the Great War period. 
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A fine Second War 1941 'London Blitz' G.M. awarded to George Davis, a Trunks Mains Inspector for the Gas, Light & 
Coke Co. Ltd. whose gallant deeds were enacted amidst 'a rain of incendiary bombs' - and within 15 yards of an UXB - 
at Ilford, just to the north of London's East End, on the night of 19 March 1941: to date the heaviest raid mounted by 
the Luftwaffe - with a resultant loss of 'some 750 lives' - the catastrophic events of the 19th were simply recalled as 
"The Wednesday" 

George Medal, G.VI.R., 1st issue (George Davis), in its card box of issue, extremely fine £2000-3000 


G.M. London Gazette 11 July 1941. The joint citation states: 

'During an air raid gas mains were fractured. Bradley and Davis, followed by Bell and Potts, drove through a rain of incendiary bombs 
to the spot. The ignited gas rose in a column of flame which swayed across the road, and buildings on both sides were alight. It was 
necessary to shut down the valves of two mains. The men travelled back to the valve on one main and shut it. In order to keep vitally 
important industrial areas supplied, they changed over the high-pressure supply of gas. They were warned that a time bomb lay not far 
from the valve of the second main. The area was unsafe and all the people around had been moved out. Nevertheless, the valve was 
successfully closed, but it was realised that unless still another valve was closed the flames could not be extinguished. This lay within 
fifteen yards of the time bomb. All four men fully realised the grave risk that they ran, but without hesitation, and although H.E. bombs 
continued to fall in the surrounding streets, they went ahead and completed the task.' 

After dark on the night of Wednesday 19 March 1941, the Luftwaffe launched a massive attack on London, 479 aircraft delivering 470 
tonnes of H.E. bombs and 122,000 incendiaries. 'News came through to one of the Divisional Headquarters that a 48-inch gas main 
was broken and on fire. The Fire Brigade are unable to put it out without help from the Gas Company, and so four men, Mr. E. F. 
Bradley, the Assistant Mains Superintendent; Mr. G. Davis, the Trunk Mains Inspector; and Messrs C. J. Bell and N. J. Potts, Valve 
Locators, set off in Mr. Davis' car. The men drove as fast as they could through showers of fire bombs. Although it was a dark night, so 
many incendiaries fell that for two hours it would have been possible to read a newspaper by the light of them. They arrived at the 
scene to find that flames were leaping from 50 to 60 feet into the air and had caught the buildings on both sides of the road alight: 
bombs were falling and the men had continually to fling themselves to the ground. It was necessary to close two valves. Having shut 
one the men were on the point of starting out to close the other 200 yards away, when the Home Guard and the Police warned them 
against attempting it because an unexploded bomb lay less than 20 yards from the valve. The area was unsafe and all the people round 
about had been moved out. However, not one of the four men hesitated. Unless the valve was closed the flames could not be 
controlled, and this must be done whatever the risk. The valve was closed. By this time so many H.E.s had fallen in the surrounding 
streets that the roads were blocked and Davis's car had to be partly forced and partly lifted over the debris. Altogether the job took one 
and a half hours, but the men lost all account of time and grimly stuck it until they had finished. All four men were awarded the George 
Medal' (Gas, Light & Coke Company's Co-partners' Magazine , July-August 1941 edition refers). 

The attack lasted from 2010 to 0158 hours and, in the opinion of some of the most experienced Luftwaffe crews, was the greatest yet 
achieved. In addition to 'some 750' fatalities, a further 1,100 people were seriously injured. 
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A rare Second War Burma Gallantry Medal awarded to Lance Naik Aung Them, Burma Rifles, for his intelligence 
gathering behind enemy lines, after he had been listed as missing in action on Mount Bhopi Vum

John Widdicombe was born in Dartmouth, Devon in February 1870 and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in August 1888. 
Having then gained advancement to Chief Stoker in March 1904, he was pensioned ashore in July 1910, when he enrolled in the Royal 
Fleet Reserve. 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities, he joined the cruiser H.M.S. Europa in June 1915, shortly before she was employed in the 
Eastern Mediterranean as a flagship at Mudros (and later as a depot ship for destroyers, and other smaller vessels, in the Aegean). Yet 
soon after his arrival in that theatre of war, he joined the strength of Europa If the "Stavros beach party", and it was for services in this 
capacity at the end of 1915, and in St. George in early 1916, that he was awarded the D.S.M., the latter having taken over as a depot 
ship for Europa , and accordingly the responsibility for the Stavros party. Widdicombe remained similarly employed until August 1917, 
was invalided with cerebral thrombosis that November and died in February 1920, while on the books of Vivid. He was buried in 
Weston Mill Cemetery, Plymouth.

The Recommendation (upgraded from an M.I.D.), dated 11 June 1944, states: 

'For devotion to duty and for setting a good example in the initial assault period whilst subjected to steady mortar fire and accurate 
sniping. 

Remarks of Intermediate Authority: 

Forwarded, fully concurring. Petty Officer Eagles showed conspicuous devotion to duty under fire as a member of L.C.O.C.U. No. 1 
whilst attempting, unarmed, to clear underwater obstructions from the beach under hazardous conditions due to the rough sea and 
rising tide.' 


Sydney Chadwick Eagles served during the Second War as a Petty Officer in the Royal Navy (Boom Defence). He was a Frogman, who 
was one of the first men ashore on "D" Day, 6 June 1944. He swam ashore as a member of No. 1 Landing Craft Obstruction Clearance 
Unit, and the latter unit, 'whose job was both vital and unenviable, had to have a truly amphibious outfit because the chances were 
that they would have to fight it out on the beaches after they had completed their dangerous diving and the clearance of beach 
obstacles.... The first men ashore on "D" Day were frogmen. This time they were called Landing Craft Obstruction Clearance Units, 
there were a hundred and twenty of them, and their object was to clear away the underwater obstructions and mines so that the assault 
craft could get on to the beach. 

The frogmen who blasted a hole in the Nazis' Atlantic Wall and enabled invasion craft to reach the Normandy beaches on "D" Day 
were nearly all 'hostilities only' men. The men who led the units were Lieutenant R. E. Billington, DSC and Bar, RNVR, aged 28, of 
Purley; Lieutenant H. Hargreaves, DSC, aged 21, a cotton salesman from Burnley; Lieutenant J. B. Taylor, DSC, RNVR, aged 22, a 
Middlesex bank clerk; Lieutenant W. Brewster, DSC, RNVR, aged 28, an Edinburgh bank clerk; Captain A. B. Jackson, Royal Marines, a 
Dumfries bank cashier; CSM D. J. R. Morss, RM, a carpenter's mate from Herne Hill; Lieutenant D. J. Cogger, MC, RM, an engineering 
apprentice from Canterbury; Sergeant P. H. Jones, DSM, RM, a carpenter from Bournemouth; Lieutenant D. J. Smith, RM, an assistant 
engineer from Purley, and Sergeant K. Briggs, DSM, RM, from Dorking. 

Hargreaves, Billington, Taylor, Briggs, and Jones received their decorations for the Normandy invasion operation. Four others who were 
decorated were PO S. C. Eagles, DSM, a costing clerk from Manchester; PO F. Livingstone, DSM, a Hull carpenter; Corporal E. Deans, 
DSM, a motor-driver from Barrow-in-Furness, and Corporal R. Headley, a Newcastle-on-Tyne apprentice engineer. So there you have 
them - bank clerks, engineers, carpenters, clerks, and students. Some of them had previously served in midget submarines and human 
torpedoes. All of these bank clerks, engineers, carpenters, clerks, and students acquitted themselves nobly on "D" Day.' {The Frogmen , 
by Waldron & Gleeson refers) 

Lieutenant H. Hargreaves later described what he, and the other frogmen like Eagles, faced on "D" Day: 

'The invasion of Normandy to the average person was the greatest combined operation that had ever taken place, and in fact that was 
the truth. However, few people know of the work carried out by small, special units, both before the operation, and during the initial 
assaults. We were one of the small units which had a particular role to play. A role which was not easy, and from which many of us did 
not expect to return, but one which we were determined to carry out until our work was completed. For the invasion of Normandy the 
Force Commanders used approximately a hundred and twenty officers and men of the Locku units divided into ten parties, or units. 
Each unit had an officer and eleven men, and each was allotted to its own beach and had its own particular job to do. 

We were supposed to go in at H hour, which was the very beginning of the assault. We were dropped into our craft from an LSI at 
seven o'clock in the morning, and went hell-for-leather for the beach, and arrived hoping to find the front row of obstacles on the 
water's edge, and not in the water, but discovered some two or three feet of water over them. We left our craft and got to work at once 
on posts with mines secured to the tops of them, specially constructed wooden ramps which were mined, and steel hedgehogs with 
mines and anti-aircraft shells on top of them, and we were subjected the whole time to quite a hot fire from rockets, shells, and bombs. 

We must have been about four hundred yards from the beach when the firing first started, and they didn't forget to inform us that they 
knew we were coming. When we finally got on the beach we discovered that we were being systematically sniped, not only with rifles 
but also by odd bursts of machine-gun fire - a most unpleasant experience but one that we soon got used to.... The weather was very 
much worse than anyone would have expected in June, and we had the greatest difficulty working in a very heavy surf. It was hard 
going and we soon got pretty tired, but in the meantime the obstacles were slowly but systematically destroyed...' 

Hargreaves, like Eagles, was decorated for his gallantry on "D" Day. Eagles was one of six frogmen awarded the D.S.M. for "D" Day, 
and out of the force of 120, two frogmen were killed and ten wounded. 
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The outstanding Second War 'Commando' Landing Craft Coxswain's D.S.M. group of six awarded to Leading Seaman 
E. Smith, Royal Navy, who operating from H.M.S. Princess Beatrix as part of the 'Moonlight Squadron', was mentioned 
in despatches for Operation Jubilee - the Dieppe Raid, 19 August 1942, and further distinguished himself during 
Operation Romeo - the French Commando raid on Cape Negre, 14/15 August 1944 - when he safely landed his 
complement under heavy fire before being taken prisoner of war

Leading Seaman Edward Smith's recommendation for the award of an 'Immediate' D.S.M. is recorded in ADM.116.5156 and this, 
combined with the attached postscript is used as an illustrative award in W. H. Fevyer's The Distinguished Service Medal 1939-45: 

'Smith's L.C.A. 220, had to land French Commandos on a rocky point at Cape Negre Southern France 15 August 1944. Before touching 
down, opposition was experienced, flares being lighted and fire opened up from the Cape. Craft was immediately put on to the rocks to 
ensure landing of troops. Craft was damaged. After troops had disembarked, crew took cover. 25 minutes later, crew attempted to 
reload craft. Smith and Acting Leading Seaman (C.O.) George Thomas Chedzey Official Number D/JX 206279/00 went into the water 
to assist re-floating craft which by now had only one propeller. Fire was again opened up on them and when the craft was ultimately 
floated, only Chedzey was recovered. Smith was last heard to shout 'Carry on, I can swim.' 

I consider that Smith is deserving of an award for he has shown exemplary skill, courage and devotion to duty in all the operations in 
which he has participated. 

This last act of his is worthy of the Service and it is regretted that he has been reported missing.' 

A further report in the file adds the following postscript to the story: 

Edward Smith, Acting Leading Seaman, C/JX1 76875, H.M.S. Princess Beatrix - Reported Missing from Operation Dragoon. 

The above rating was reported missing from H.M.S. Princess Beatrix during Operation Dragoon in my report of proceedings dated 16th 
August 1944. 

He was taken prisoner by the Germans during the afternoon of 15th August and subsequently, on the 16th, was imprisoned in Fortress 
of Toulon for 9 days, being liberated by the French when Toulon was captured.'

'During the attack on Dieppe 19th August 1942 he handled his craft with skill and ability during a long day under heavy fire. 
(Coxswain of landing craft).' 


Edward Smith served during the Second War as an Able Seaman, and Coxswain of landing craft, with the Royal Navy. Employed in a 
highly specialised role, he served with H.M.S. Princess Beatrix - the converted Dutch civilian passenger liner that became a British 
Commando Troopship. The Princess Beatrix constructed in 1939, was a high speed vessel that made her perfectly suited to take part in 
'hit and run' operations. She was converted so that she could carry six LCAs and two LCM(1)s, along with the capacity for 450 troops. 
During conversion she was armed with two 12-pounder guns, two 2-pounders, four Hotchkiss 20 mm machine guns, and four .303 cal. 
machine guns. 

Smith was coxswain of one of her LCAs for Operation Jubilee , the Dieppe Raid, 19 August 1942. On the latter date the LCAs landed 
men of the South Saskatchewan Regiment on 'Green Beach' to the West of Dieppe at Pourville. Smith was Mentioned in Despatches 
for his gallantry in piloting his LCA under heavy fire. He was still serving in the same capacity, with the same vessel, two years later 
when he was engaged as part of Operation Dragoon. In the interim period the Princess Beatrix took part in Commando and Special 
Force elements of Operations Torch , Husky , Partridge and Borneo. The latter being for what Smith was awarded his D.S.M., as part of a 
preliminary operation undertaken the night before (14/15 August 1944) Operation Dragoon. 

Operation Romeo was an attempt by a force of approximately 800 French Commandos to disable German artillery positions on the top 
the cliffs of Cap Negre. It was one of several preliminary operations prior to Operation Dragoon which were intended to confuse the 
Germans in advance of the main landing in France, and move the defenders away from the more obvious landing sites. Smith, by now 
highly experienced in landing troops from his LCA, delivered his Commandos safely to the beach. However, his craft was damaged by 
enemy fire. Having re-floated the damaged craft and got her moving again he was separated from the LCA and eventually taken 
prisoner by the Germans. After 9 days of incarceration in Toulon, he was liberated by the French when they re-captured the city.

Frank Ambler was a native of Manchester. He served during the Great War with the 1 /4th Battalion Gordon Highlanders on the 
Western Front. He was awarded the M.M. for gallantry displayed on 21 November 1917, and on the latter date the Battalion were 
engaged in the Battle of Cambrai. The Battalion War Diary gives the following for the attack on the village of Caintaing: 

'Assembled in position along Railway Line and remained there till 8am when information was received that Flesquieres had fallen and 
we could advance.... Start at 8.30am... Advance commenced in Artillery Formation of Platoons and was continued till 300 yards short 

of Sunken Road from Graincourt to Marcoing where 5th Seaforth Highrs. and 8th A. & S. Highrs. were holding outposts.Wire and 

trenches were much more formidable than expected. 

No casualties or no shelling up to this stage.... Attack was ordered for 10.30am... At 10.05am message arrived stating tanks would assist 
and at 10.10am. None were in sight at 10.12am. Two guns of 'C' Battery, 70th Brigade, R.F.A. arrived and took up position... opened 
fire and did very good execution. At 10.30am no tanks in sight and attack commenced. Enemy withheld fire till waves were well on 
move and then opened with 4 or 6 M.G.s in trench and two in high buildings. Fire was also opened from Light Trench Mortars. A sharp 
encounter started. 

'C' Company which was to work round right of village was the only company to get any way ahead. 'D' Company completely held up. 
Heavy casualties were incurred here... sniping from buildings was very accurate.... Tanks appeared in sight from Premy Chapel and 
entered East end of the village at 12.35pm followed by infantry. 'A' Company was ordered to follow the tanks. Heavy fighting then took 
place in the streets but the village was all cleared by 1 pm except a strong pocket from Cantaing Road... which held out till 3pm. Trench 
mortars were then ordered up but did not manage to clear up the pocket. This was eventually done by a tank. The three companies 
involved in the fight had, by the time the village was cleared, become disorganised.... In all about 300 prisoners were captured.' 

The 1 /4th Battalion suffered casualties of two officers and 16 other ranks killed, 76 other ranks wounded and 60 missing during the 
attack on Caintaing. 

Ambler was awarded the Second Award Bar to his M.M. for gallantry displayed on 9 April 1918. On the later date the Battalion were 
engaged in the Battle of Lys, at Auchel, at the start of the German Spring Offensive. He deserted on the day that the Armistice was 
signed, and his M.I.C. gives the following, 'Deserted 11.11.1918. Disc. Misconduct. Forfeits [Campaign] Medals'. 

Sold with two Divisional Commander's named certificates of congratulation for gallantry on active service and a Corps Commander's 
named certificate relating to the M.M. Second Award Bar.

'C' Company, before being promoted to Major. He was also a Senior Air Warden with Air Raid Precautions. He died in Reigate in

large numbers several times. He set a fine example of coolness, tenacity, and 
devotion to duty.' 

The 42nd Battalion's War Diary for the night in question adds further details: 
'During the night of 2/3rd November, a party consisting of Lieutenant Cohen and 
28 other ranks were detailed to capture Graf House. They advanced in three 
parties, although the left party consisting of a Sergeant and 5 men became 
scattered and rendered very little assistance. The two remaining parties reached 
Graf House and on their approach its garrison, which consisted of 5 or 6 men, 
fled Our party occupied the ruin where they were subjected to considerable 
machine gun and rifle fire. After about 20 minutes a party of about 15 Germans 
advanced to the attack but were driven off by rifle and Lewis Gun fire. Later a 
much larger body advanced but were also halted by fire from our Lewis Gun 
which expended in all 15 panniers. 

The Germans, however, under cover of darkness were able to creep up to within effective bombing distance and our party suffered a 
number of casualties from cylindrical stick and egg bombs as well as rifle and machine gun fire. When the ruin had been in our 
possession about an hour Lieutenant Cohen was killed by a bullet through the abdomen. The garrison was now reduced to 5, consisting 
of Lance Corporal J. Taylor and four others. Their Lewis Gun ammunition had all been expended except half a pannier as well as all 
their rifle grenades and bombs, and Lance Corporal Taylor, who was himself wounded, decided to withdraw. 

No message asking for reinforcements was received from Lieutenant Cohen, and as only a few of the casualties of his party reported 
back through their Company headquarters it was not evident to us that he was being so hard pressed. Our right Company Commander 
had, however, sent forward a Lewis Gun and crew with instructions to report to him, but most unfortunately it lost its way. 

Next morning the Germans were busy evacuating their wounded from the vicinity of Graf House, giving proof of the effectiveness of 
the stand made there by our garrison. The outstanding figures in this desperate resistance were undoubtedly Lieutenant Cohen and 
Lance Corporal Taylor, No. 1 of the Lewis Gun.' 

Andrew Stillie was born at Alva, Scotland, on 4 April 1890, and attested for the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, on 9 October 1915. He initially served with the 53rd Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary Force, before transferring to the 
42nd Battalion, with whom he served at Passchendaele.

M.M. London Gazette 4 May 1943: 

On the night 6/7 March 43 Sjt O'Donnell was ordered to take a fighting patrol to the Fms [Farms] in the neighbourhood of Argoub 
Hamra 6612. While in this area he found a German telephone cable leading in the direction a Fm at 654130. Previous reports showed 
that this Fm was occupied in some force by the enemy. Scrutiny of it showed that a light was burning. Sjt O'Donnell decided to attack 
the FM. He cut the cable and then led his patrol in extended order to the Fm. He himself walked straight into the Fm covered by his 
men. When he was within 20 yds of the house door he was challenged by a German sentry. He immediately shot down the sentry. At 
this moment enemy M.G's opened up from outside the Fm and the patrol came under heavy fire. One of the M.G's was within 20 yds 
of Sjt O'Donnell. He immediately rushed it by himself and throwing a hand grenade silenced it. The Fm was now thoroughly roused 
and a number of Germans rushed out of the building. Sjt O'Donnell who had meanwhile regained the body of his patrol now directed 

L. M.G. fire on the advancing Germans having stayed to the last possible moment and inflicted the utmost damage to the enemy. Sjt 
O'Donnell ordered his patrol to withdraw. The Germans followed them firing off flares, but by clever leadership and use of ground Sjt 
O'Donnell eluded them and brought his patrol home having suffered one casualty only. This is only one example of the gallantry and 
devotion to duty which this N.C.O. has shown at all times.' 

M. M. Second Award Bar London Gazette 23 September 1943: 

'On Grandstand Hill 656084 on 18 Jan 43 A/Sjt O'Donnell was a Fusilier in a 2 Pdr A/Tk Gun Det, of which the gun was blown up by 
enemy fire. He was unhurt and unperturbed. The Det. Comd. was killed. Fus O'Donnell immediately took charge, collected the men 
and whilst the shelling was still in progress moved the Det into adjoining slit trenches, made himself Sec Comd. and carried on as a 
rifle sec within "C" Coy defences. On 19 Jan this man was then absorbed into "C" Coy in the same forward posn. and still the most 
shelled place of all on the ridge. Up to 23 Jan 43 local listening patrols had to be sent out from this Coy. Each evening after the severe 
shelling and mortar fire had ceased this man immediately volunteered to go out. Lack of sleep and persistent noise during the day did 
not thwart him in his resolve to play more than his full part in the defences. His strong nerve and determination placed him above his 
fellows, thus he was an inspiration and a fine example of leadership to all who had to undergo similar experience on the ridge.' 

Thomas O'Donnell served with the Royal Ulster Rifles, prior to his transfer to the 6th Battalion Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers for Second 
War service. The Battalion formed part of the 38th (Irish) Infantry Brigade, and served with the 6th Armoured Division during the 
Tunisian Campaign in North Africa, 1942-43. The nature of the terrain lent itself to the following tactics, as recorded in The Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers in the Second War, by Sir Frank Fox: 

'The Inniski 11 ings arriving in the combat area had the ample test of undaunted facing-up to difficulties. The first task coming to them 
was to clear the Goubellat Plain of enemy posts. This plain was a kind of "No man's land" between a ridge on the north towards Tunis, 
which was held by us, and a ridge on the south which was held by the Germans. The first move was given to "Maxforce" - a very 
temporary Formation, led by Major Maxwell, and made up of "C" Company and a section of the Battalion's anti-tank platoon [see 
recommendation above]. It had a call on some artillery support in case of need; so it was quite a strong patrol. 

Patrol tactics were usually on these lines: by day to "lay low" in farmhouses; by night to go out on missions for the conversion of 
enemy parties to the belief that surrender was advisable. A patrol changed its headquarters every second night as a precaution against 
espionage.... It was on "Red Indian" lines, this patrol fighting, and the Battalion learned to be very wily in meeting the stratagems of the 
enemy, and fairly diplomatic in relations with the "inhabitants of the country." ' 

This, however, did not preclude the Battalion from being involved in more conventional all-out attacks as 18 January 1943 [see 
recommendation) was to show: 

'A Brigade attack was now planned. It was forestalled by a heavy German attack on 18th January, in which the InniskilIings gained 
some recompense. The enemy, expecting to overwhelm a battalion, found the whole Irish Brigade and the divisional artillery waiting 
for them and were driven back with considerable slaughter of men and of tanks. Brigadier Russell, commenting on the action, was 
enthusiastic about the cool steadfastness of the Inniskillings : "I well remember their second-in-command reporting so pleasantly and 
quietly over the 'blower.': 'I see 16 enemy tanks advancing towards us. Wait, I now see 19 tanks. Wait, I now see 24 tanks. Wait, I now 
see 28 tanks. They are advancing on our positions. Over: now perfect for the Artillery.' " 

The result of this action was a serious blow to the enemy. The Battalion's casualties were 2 killed and 22 wounded. Among the 
prisoners taken were 28 men of the Hermann Goering Regiment. 

A profitable sequel to this success was the capture, next day, of Point 286 from the enemy by "A" Company. The Brigade Commander 
congratulated the company on "its perfect attack." (Ibid) 

O'Donnel was wounded in action on the advance to Tunis, 7 April 1943.

M.M. London Gazette 12 July 1945: 

'During the battle for the Essel bridgehead on April 11th 1945, No. 3 Commando was heavily counter-attacked. 

Tpr. Thomas was in a forward exposed position and fifteen enemy were within fifty yards of his slit trench. He was wounded in the 
shoulder and a NCO beside him in the slit trench, was killed at the beginning of the action. In spite of these handicaps he continued to 
fire his Bren gun over a period of one and half hours with such effect that the attack was held up and then beaten off. Tpr. Thomas 
accounted for four enemy killed and six more wounded. His complete coolness in the face of heavy enemy opposition was an 
inspiration to all.' 


Ray Frank Thomas served with the Gloucestershire Regiment between the wars, and was briefly employed in the Palestine Police prior 
to rejoining the Gloucestershire Regiment for Second War service. He served with No. 3 Commando and Holding Operational 
Commando, 13 May 1944 - 21 July 1945. 

Thomas distinguished himself during the break-out into Germany in April 1945. During this time No. 3 Commando, as part of 1 
Commando Brigade, served with the 11th Armoured Division under the overall command of the 6th Airborne Division. There was little 
pause for breath during the opening weeks of April, as the commandos were in constant demand. No. 3 Commando led from the front 
for the capture of Osnabruck, 3 April 1945. The city, along with 450 prisoners, was captured after a five hour attack. A few days later 
they were tasked with the crossing of the next river line, the Weser. This time Thomas was in the rear of the attack, as No. 6 
Commando lead the way in the night attack (7/8 April) on the town of Leese. 

After Leese was taken, Thomas came to the fore in the operations in and around Essel. The Commandos 1940-1946, by C. Messenger 
gives the following insight: 

'The next obstacle was the River Aller, a tributary of the Weser, and, still under command of 11th Armoured Division, 1 Commando 
Brigade was to force a passage across it at Essel. There was a road bridge leading to the town, but Mills-Roberts [OC 1 Commando 
Brigade] concluded that an attack across this would merely lead the Germans to blow it up. He therefore selected another bridge, a 
railway one, at Schwarmstedt a mile downstream. This time No. 3 Commando led the way, and at midnight on the lOth/llth 
approached the bridge. The Germans spotted them and set off demolition charges, which destroyed the first span on the home bank, 
but that was all. No. 6 Troop under Lieutenant A. Wardle, took their boots off in order to make no sound and began to charge across. A 
machine gun opened up on them, causing five wounded, but the remainder got across, overpowered a position at the far end and then 
removed the remaining charges. The other three Commandos now came across. 

Next morning the Germans, who belonged to the 2nd Marine Division, launched some fierce counter-attacks [see Recommendation 
above], and at one point Mills-Roberts himself had to shoot a sniper. No. 6 Commando were now detailed to capture the road bridge, 
which they did with much dash - hunting horns sounding and bayonets fixed.' 

After much fierce fighting, including against a German marine battalion, all positions were secured by the end of 13 April and 1 
Commando Brigade moved on.

M.M. London Gazette 7 August 1945. The recommendation - for an immediate award - states: 

In the initial assault over the River Elbe on 29 April [1945], Marine Rennie was a member of the leading group whose duty was to 
mark the route to the objective with white tape. As the craft approached the far bank, the enemy opened fire with light anti-tank guns, 
mortars and grenades on the landing point and craft. Immediately off the beach was a steep cliff, 100 foot high, down which the 
enemy, who were strongly entrenched at the top, were throwing grenades. Although the N.C.O. in charge of the taping party and the 
other Marine who was sharing an awkward Two man' load of tape with Marine Rennie were both wounded, Marine Rennie, without 
further orders carried on on his own. Despite the fierce enemy fire he managed to find and mark a passable route to the top of the cliff 
carrying the 'two man' load himself. This was a considerable feat of endurance even had he not been under fire and had it been 
daylight. Having reached the top he then continued to lay the tape for some two miles to the final objective in Lauenberg with great 
speed and coolness despite concentrations of enemy mortar and gun fire. Marine Rennie's gallant action in finding and taping a 
passable route up the cliff, whilst carrying his companions load was beyond all praise. But for his courage and perseverance a 
considerable delay would have occurred and many casualties inflicted on the succeeding flights of troops on the beach. His action 
materially assisted in the success of the operation.' 


William Rennie may have been among 46 (R.M.) Commando's ranks when, as part of 1st Special Service Brigade, it came ashore at 
Nan White Beach at Bernieres, Normandy on D-Day + 1; alternatively, he may have been a reinforcement who joined the unit on its 
return to the U.K. in September 1944, after it had been re-assigned to 4th Special Service Brigade and suffered heavy casualties. Either 
way, his subsequent part in Operation Enterprise was a crucial one, enabling as it did the swift 'white tape' advance of his comrades to 
Lauenberg, following their crossing of the Elbe by 'Buffalo', at night and under fire: the enemy lined the top of the steep cliffs facing the 
crossing and pelted the narrow landing beach with grenades. In fact given the confusion that reigned in the early hours of the action - 
when British and German troops found themselves digging-in side by side - Rennie's two-mile journey with a two-man load appears 
heroic in the extreme.

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A superb Second War 1942 'Battle of Gazala' Immediate M.M. awarded to Corporal, later Lieutenant, A. McLachlan, 
Royal Durban Light Infantry, one of "The Three Fighting Macs", who gained legendary regimental status when he and 
Privates McDermid and McKenzie successfully stormed 4 heavily defended sangars, 2 June 1942; the last he attempted 
to take on his own with a broken Tommy Gun. McLachlan was twice wounded, including at the battle of Alam el 
Haifa, 31 August 1942, and he led a platoon in the capture of 15 prisoners and a 20mm gun during Operation 
Lightfoot - as part of the Second Battle of El Alamein. Commissioned, he continued to lead by personal example 
throughout the campaign in Italy, and took the surrender of 63 men of the 296th Regiment during the assault on the 
Mount Sole Massif in April 1945 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (2206 CpL A. McLachlan. 1 R.D.L.I.) minor official correction to unit , very fine £1800-2200 
M.M. London Gazette 13 August 1942 (originally recommended for an Immediate D.C.M.): 

Tor conspicuous courage, initiative, and devotion to duty in action at Gazala on 2 June 1942. 

At 0900 hrs. on 2 June, CpI. McLachlan and two other volunteers went out beyond the minefield ahead of their sec. post to ascertain 
the results of enemy activity the previous night. 

A well camouflaged observation post, with telephone link to the rear and commanding a view of a neighbouring bn. sector, was 
observed.Closer investigation showed it was also a machine gun nest, consisting of at least 3 sangars, each occupied by 2 Germans. 

Displaying commendable qualities of leadership, coolness and bravery, CpI. McLachlan decided to destroy the posn. He detailed a 
man to attack each sangar. CpI. McLachlan overcame his 2 opponents, assisted one of his own men, and kept the occupants of a fourth 
sangar subdued with his fire until they surrendered. 5 Germans were killed, 3 taken prisoner and two M.G.s and other arms captured.' 

Archibald McLachlan served with the 1st Battalion Royal Durban Light Infantry, as part of the 3rd South African Infantry Brigade, 1st 
South African Division, during the Western Desert Campaign. By the start of February 1942, the Gazala defences were organised on a 
two division basis, with the left (southern) sector occupied by the 4th Indian Division and the 1st SA Division taking responsibility for 
the right sector, reaching down to the sea. Whilst Rommel advanced through The Cauldron' in May, the 1st SA Division's position 
north of the Gazala line, and opposite the German 15th Rifle Brigade and the Italian Sabratha and Trento Divisions remained relatively 
quiet. It was into this 'stalemate' that McLachlan led his men on a raid. His actions are recorded in a chapter entitled 'Encounter of the 
Three Fighting Macs' from The Durban Light Infantry 1935-1960 : 

'In the early morning of the 1 st June the enemy was back again. About 50 were located in front of "A" Company where there was good 
cover. These were driven off with mortar and machine-gun fire at 3.30am.... The minefields were again attended to. Major Metcalfe, 
Lieut. Norris and others allowed tapes which had been laid by the Germans to remain, but altered their direction somewhat 
imperceptibly, so as to direct anyone following the tapes towards nicely prepared positions with machine-guns on fixed lines. 

All were alerted for a night attack, and special advance listening posts were set up. 

Soon was to occur the spirited encounter known as that of "The Three Fighting Macs". 

Major Metcalfe had assigned to CpI. Archibald McLachlan's section the duty of listening at a post forward of "A" Company sector. The 
section played matches to decide whether Nobby Clark, "Peewee" Phillips or E. W. S. McKenzie was to mount the post. It fell to 
McKenzie. He did not relish the job. As the dark night deepened, the atmosphere amongst the bushes and rocks of the ridge became 
more and more eerie. The bushes seemed to move, and even the rocks. Then he heard someone crawling. To his relief it turned out to 
be Nobby Clark who had decided to share his vigil with him... At 1am they heard sounds from the enemy, which they reported and 
they prepared to open up with a Spandau. The night passed without incident, however. 

In the early morning Major Metcalfe told McKenzie that he was not satisfied and wanted positive information of any developments 
ahead. McKenzie pushed forward into the rocky scrub but saw nothing and reported accordingly. This did not satisfy Major Metcalfe 
and he instructed CpI. McLachlan to make further investigations. CpI. McLachlan was about to set out with Pte. G. R. McDermid when 
McKenzie said: "If you two Macs are going, I am going too." So the trio set out in single file, McDermid, McLachlan, and McKenzie, in 
that order. The two former were armed with tommy-guns, McKenzie with a rifle. 

They picked their way along the lower scrub on the northern side of the ridge which ran from east to west from "A" Company lines to 
Pt. 141. After they had gone some distance McKenzie's attention was caught by a sound higher up the ridge and behind them. He then 
spotted a black Spandau box projecting from behind some scrub. He drew McLachlan's attention to it, and with the aid of field glasses 
he quickly picked out three sangars occupied by the enemy and distant about 6 yards from each other. The sangars were shaped like 
three horse-shoes with the open ends pointing towards Pt. 141. It was obvious that the enemy were unaware of their presence. 

CpI. McLachlan quickly gave his orders. Each was to attack a sangar. McDermid was to take the most westerly one, McLachlan the 
middle one, and McKenzie the easterly one. The movement was well co-ordinated and expertly executed. 

Though the surprise was complete, complications immediately developed, and the Macs were to be surprised. 

McKenzie found two Germans in his sangar, one with a Spandau. Firing from the hip he dealt with the man at the Spandau but was not 
sure whether he had killed him. The second man put up his hands, but when he saw that McKenzie was reloading he knocked his rifle 
clean out of his hands and made a dart for it. McKenzie was a rugby player and did an immediate dive tackle to bring down his man. 
The German started hitting him on the head with a stone but McKenzie also knew something of Judo and countered with a neck chop. 
It was now that he discovered that there was yet a fourth sangar and that the Germans in it were about to make in his direction. They 
had, however, to reckon with McLachlan. 
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This stout-hearted soldier had had difficulties similar to those of McKenzie. He had shot one German and thought he had got the other, 
when he spotted the fourth sangar. Whilst his attention was momentarily distracted by this, the second man in his sangar caught him 
from behind by the neck. McLachlan hit him with the butt of his tommy gun, and, though this broke, it appeared that he had knocked 
out his man. However, as the fight developed he was able to crawl away unobserved to reinforce the fourth sangar. This was because 
McDermid was in trouble and needed the assistance of McLachlan. 

McDermid had opened on his sangar at two yards distance and had killed one German with his first burst. His tommy gun then 
jammed and, though his second opponent put up his hands, McDermid, exposed to fire from the fourth sangar, attempted to coax him 
to an in between position. Tripping, he fell over backwards. His opponent immediately fell on him, about 200 pounds on top of 140. 
McDermid, despite this great disadvantage, secured a head lock but was repeatedly bumped up and down by the German. McLachlan 
kept telling McDermid to shoot, but he dared not reply that his gun was jammed. He then hit his opponent with the butt of the gun, 
but, as in the case of McLachlan, it broke. McLachlan then realised the seriousness of the situation. He rushed to McDermid's 
assistance and rendered his opponent unconscious by hitting him on the head with the steel part of his gun. 

The fourth sangar, which occupied a commanding position, was manned by the unteroffisier and two men, one of whom had escaped 
from McLachlan's sangar. McKenzie's struggle was still proceeding and McLachlan had to neutralise the fourth sangar, which was 
throwing stick grenades. He engaged it with his damaged tommy gun and sent McDermid off for help. Shortly after, Ptes. Flanaghan, 
King and Brown appeared. Brown was ordered to move round to the right to cut off any retreat of the enemy. King was ordered to fire 
with his Bren gun from the hip, and Flanaghan was sent round on the left. King having killed two, the unteroffisier surrendered. 

Meantime the versatile McKenzie had had a grim struggle. He had dragged his man to that side of the sangar remote from the fourth, 
but every now and then caught a glimpse of a German behind a Spandau pointing straight at him. He did not know for certain that the 
German was dead, and it added to his concern. However, by the time help arrived, fifteen minutes from the beginning of the struggle, 
McKenzie had reduced his man to submission. The net result was 5 Germans killed and 3 captured. They were identified as of 6 
Company, 361 Afrika Regiment. The booty, which consisted of two Spandaus, two or three Lugers, some rifles, much ammunition and 
a telephone, was brought in by CpI. Coleman's section. McKenzie, badly battered about the head, was our only casualty, requiring 
treatment for a while in hospital. 

The elimination of the post was a matter of some consequence. It had been an advanced observation post for the direction of artillery 
fire on the Imperial Light Horse, immediately to the right of the Royal Durban Light Infantry. When the matter was reported at 11am, 
Brigadier Palmer offered his cordial congratulations the Battalion. On the following day he visited the lines especially to congratulate 
McLachlan and McDermid. He then visited the Advance Dressing Station to congratulate McKenzie. CpI. McLachlan was awarded an 
immediate Military Medal. Partly because of this exploit, partly because he had a fine record on numerous hazardous patrols , on one 
of which he had been wounded, and also because of his gallantry on the 13th July, 1942, when Rommel tried to break through the "A" 
Company position at Alamein, McKenzie was also awarded a Military Medal.' 

The Regimental history also records that McLachlan was wounded, having advanced to Sergeant, during the Battle of Alam el Haifa, as 
part of the South African counter raids on Rommel's troops: 

'At 10.30pm on the night of the 31st August [1942] the company passed through the gap in the lines of the Rand Light Infantry and 
went to ground slightly in front of the enemy wire. The guns opened up at 10.55pm and the enemy reacted promptly. Innumerable 
flares went up and beams of light were directed towards the raiders. Early casualties were Sgt. McLachlan, L/Cpl. R. S. Clark, and Ptes. 
E. W. S. McKenzie and P. Flanaghan, two of whom had taken part in the encounter of "The Three Fighting Macs".' 

McLachlan was in action again during Operation Lightfoot, 23/24 October 1942, as part of the Second Battle of El Alamein: 

'No. 6 Platoon, though active in the advance, was lucky throughout. Sgt. A. McLachlan, M.M., with his men attacked a strong-point 
firing into dugouts and rooting out an Italian officer and 10 men. Previously they had taken two German prisoners and now came upon 
two more firing a 20mm. A charge resulted in both Germans being wounded by bayonet and captured. As the section moved on, Pte. 
de Klerk looked round and saw one of the Germans pick up and throw a hand grenade. He and his associate paid the penalty. The 
section ended by taking one German officer and a mixed bag of 20 Germans and Italians.' (Ibid) 

After the Second Battle of El Alamein, McLachlan and the Durban Light Infantry found themselves re-allocated to the 6th South African 
Armoured Division. He served, having been commissioned Second Lieutenant, with the latter as part of the campaign on mainland Italy 
1944-45, and distinguished himself once again during the grand assault on Monte Sole massif. Mount Sole, and the surrounding 
objectives were taken in a series of well co-ordinated night attacks, assisted by the heavy tactical bombing 15/16 April 1945: 

'Our occupation was, however, not to go unchallenged, as the experience of the Royal Durban Light Infantry was soon to show.... 
Hitler's suicidal orders of no withdrawal anywhere at any time, still had the effect of inducing his best troops to fight fanatically. 

The time had now come for the Royal Durban Light Infantry to attack across the extremely difficult razor-backed ridge running north¬ 
eastwards to Pt. 606, Collina, Nuvoleta, and Santa Barbara. The attack was to be supported by considerable artillery and mortar fire... 

Despite... serious intrusion between it and its Start-Line, "A" Company did not hesitate for a moment. All ranks adapted themselves to 
the unexpected development, and a sharp encounter resulted. 

Major R. H. B. Wilson, commanding "A" Company, always cool under any circumstances, was well able to cope with the situation, 
even though the enemy, supported by heavy mortars, machine-guns and Schmeisser fire, was coming in at right angles to his line of 
advance. He quickly readjusted his positions, and attacked. 

Lieut. D. C. Sharp commanded No. 1 Platoon, 2/Lieut. A. McLachlan, M.M., No. 2 Platoon, and 2/Lieut. D. E. Snell, No. 3 Platoon. The 
company was still 300 yards short of the Start-Line at 11.35pm, but had secured it by 6 minutes after midnight, having overcome the 
enemy and taken 10 prisoners. 

Pte. E. W. Leppan of No. 2 Platoon has written: 

"Lieut. Archie McLachlan, appreciating the need for immediate action, shouted 'Follow me', and made directly for the area from which 
the enemy was firing, mainly from pill-boxes. By using grenades we were able to break through and shortly afterwards took up 
positions in the German trenches. Some of these led down into deep cave-like rooms. Trenches and rooms gave evidence of having 
been hastily vacated. Stoves and women's clothing were in evidence. There was no doubt that the Germans had been very comfortably 
set up. From our new position we had a good view of what lay ahead. 

Many little skirmishes continued with isolated pockets of the enemy. Raising one's head brought Spandau fire. Lieut. McLachlan was 
fortunate to survive a burst from one. Our Bren gun team got a line on it, and put it out of action." (Ibid) 

The Regiment continued to be involved in the fierce fighting along the ridge, until 18 April: 

'At 3.45pm a German officer and 2 non-commissioned officers arrived with a white flag. They wished to surrender a company of 63 
men. They were No. 3 Company of 296 Regiment, and brought the total bag by the Regiment in the Sole - Collina - Nuvoleta - Santa 
Barbara operations to 101. The Major who surrendered with his men to 2/Lieut. A. McLachlan, had fought at Collina.... 

The casualties sustained by the Regiment in the operations which started with the Sole patrols on the night of the 13th/14th April ended 
on the 1 8th, were 7 killed, 58 wounded, not including 4 attached troops who were wounded. 

The Regiment was relieved at Santa Barbara on the morning of the 19th April, and pulled back to La Quercia to rest.' 

McLachlan advanced to Lieutenant, and continued to serve with the Royal Durban Light Infantry throughout the advance to the Alps. 
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A Second War 1944 'Operation Jupiter' M.M. awarded to Gunner H. J. Vincent, Royal Artillery 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (1128462 Gnr. H. J. Vincent. R.A.) extremely fine £800-1200

The Recommendation, dated 20 July 1944, states: On 10 July at Eterville, 181 Field Regiment was in support of 9 Cameronians. Gunner 
Vincent was acting as Observation Post Artillery Signaller to the Forward Observation Officer who was with the Forward Company at a 
time when the position was being mortared by the enemy so heavily that the line and wireless remote control became cut in several 
places. At a critical moment in the battle when it was obvious that the enemy were about to counter attack, Gunner Vincent was 
wounded in the legs and his No. 38 set, the only remaining means of communications with the guns, was knocked out. Although the 
route back was being heavily mortared and he was in considerable pain, Gunner Vincent immediately brought back full details of the 
situation with a request for defensive fire and also the damaged wireless set. Not until he had delivered the message and given a very 
clear explanation of the tactical situation of the Forward Company to his Battery Commander and arranged for a new 38 set to be taken 
to the Forward Observation Officer did he report that he had been wounded The Battery Commander immediately ordered him to the 
Regimental Aid Post for attention but Gunner Vincent first guided the relief signaller and wireless set to the Forward Observation 
Officer. Gunner Vincent could not be evacuated at once owing to the tactical situation and he remained in the slit trench near the 
Regimental Aid Post. While there further heavy mortaring wounded a driver who was attempting to replace a track on the armoured 
Observation Post, in spite of his wounds and the almost continuous mortaring Gunner Vincent went over to assist this driver and 
although it was no part of his duty did not leave until the armoured Observation Post had been mended. 

By Gunner Vincent's unselfish devotion to duty and gallant conduct communications between Forward Observation Officer and guns 
were maintained thus enabling calls for Defensive fire to be answered and materially helping in the breaking up of counter attacks. He 
set the very highest example to others at the Observation Post of cool courage at a critical stage in the battle and continued to do what 
he considered his duty at a time when he would normally have been evacuated as a casualty.'

Ewart Oswald Norris was born in Cheltenham in August 1899. He entered the Royal Naval Air Service as Boy Mechanic, in September 
1916, and was posted to R.N.A.S. Felixstowe (Seaplane Station), 23 August 1917. He was promoted Sergeant Mechanic in April 1918, 
and reclassified as Sergeant Wireless Observer upon his transfer to the Royal Air Force. He transferred to the R.A.F. Reserve in April 
1920. 

Norris' service papers give a 'Duplicate' D.F.M. being issued in December 1924. 
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A good Second War 'Immediate' D.F.M. awarded to Wellington and Halifax Flight Engineer, Sergeant S. Scott, Royal 
Air Force, who flew in at least 27 operational sorties with 425 (Alouette) Squadron, including 3 April 1943, when 
detailed to bomb the Krups Factory at Essen - 'the aircraft was riddled with flak and five members of the crew were 
wounded... Sergeant Scott despite a wound which kept him in hospital for eight months' stayed at his post and helped 
to guide the stricken aircraft home

D.F.M. London Gazette 9 January 1945: 

'A Flight Engineer in a Halifax bomber, Sergeant Scott has taken part in a large number of raids on heavily defended targets, such as 
Essen, Hamburg, Kiel, Cologne, Nuremburg, Sterkrade, Stuttgart and Duisburg. 

Sergeant Scott has exhibited, at all times, a great devotion to duty and a thorough knowledge of his trade. Especially was this in 
evidence when, in April 1943, the crew of which Sergeant Scott was Flight Engineer, were detailed to bomb the Krups Works at Essen, 
Germany. On the run in to the target, the aircraft was riddled with flak and five members of the crew were wounded. Despite this, the 
target was reached and bombed successfully. Sergeant Scott despite a wound which kept him in hospital for eight months, persisted in 
attending to the fuel supply in the tanks as well as checking the gauges, thus enabling the crippled aircraft to make a landing at an 
English aerodrome. 

His indomitable courage and tenacity of purpose in the face of suffering and stress were largely responsible for the safety of the 
remainder of his crew. His courageous actions are highly commendable. It is for this reason that I recommend Sergeant Scott for the 
Immediate' award of the Distinguished Flying Medal. 

Remarks by Base Commander: 

Sgt. Scott's strong sense of duty and courage in adverse circumstances have set him out as possessing the finest qualities of operational 
aircrew.' 

Sydney Scott served during the Second War as a Sergeant in the Royal Air Force. He was posted as a Flight Engineer to 425 (Alouette) 
Squadron, R.C.A.F., (Wellingtons and Halifaxes), Dishforth in February 1943. He flew in at least 27 operational sorties with the 
squadron (with a period of eight months hospitalisation splitting his 10th and 11th sorties), including: Lorient; Mine Laying; 
Wilhelmshaven; Cologne; St. Nazaire; Hamburg; Essen (3), including 3 April 1943, 'Shot up by Ju. 88 and Crash Landed at Cottishall (5 
wounded)' (Operation Sorties Record refers); Nuremburg; Stuttgart; Ferme-du-Forestel; Bois de Cassan (2); St.-Leu d'Eseren; Caen; Kiel; 
Connantre; llle de Cezembre; Volkel; Le Havre; Boulogne; Calais; Cap Griz Nez; Sterkrade; Duisburg and Bochum.

Leopold William Cleave was born in Berkshire in 1866 and served in the Royal Household as Tapissier at Windsor Castle. He was 
awarded the Royal Victorian Medal in silver on 1 January 1917, and received his Royal Household Faithful Service Medal in 1930.

For his action with the 
Coxswain in closing lower Conning Tower hatch [of Submarine Li2] and for his subsequent behaviour and example to the crew whilst 
the submarine was cleared of chlorine, in which work he persisted until practically unconscious.'

The above B.E.M. award was given for Jolly's gallant conduct when his submarine LI2 catastrophically collided with another British 
submarine, H47, on 9 July 1929. The details are taken from ADM1/8746, which provides the official report on the collision written by 
Lieutenant-Commander H. K. Oram, L12's commanding officer. An article written on Oram, gives the following on the tragic episode: 

'On July 9, 1929, L12 together with LI4 sailed from Lamblash on a training exercise bound for St. Ives Bay. They were accompanied by 
the depot ship Alecto. At the same time, the submarine H47 was heading for the Irish sea to continue a series of independent exercises. 

Shortly before 8 am, Joe Oram left the bridge to have his breakfast and passed over the watch to Sub Lieutenant J. A. S. Wise with H47 
about 2 miles away. Sub Lieutenant Wise kept taking bearings of H47 and drew the conclusion that both submarines were on a 
collision course. He was about to summon the captain when Lieutenant R. S. G. Green, RNR arrived on the bridge. 

Lieutenant Keen passed word down to his captain that H47 was attempting to cross their bows, and not receiving a reply altered 
course. Lieutenant R. J. Gardner, commanding officer of H47, seeing LI2 swinging to starboard and believing that a collision was 
imminent, ordered an immediate alteration in course and sounded several blasts on H47' s whistle. With Li2' s bow overlapping H47 , 
Lieutenant Keen ordered motors full astern. Joe Oram, hearing two blasts on LI2' s whistle and feeling the motors going astern, hurried 
to the bridge and about 20 seconds later the bows of LI2 sliced into H47 at right angles on the port side just above the foremost control 
room bulkhead.'With the two submarines locked together, Oram's report offers further details of the crew's plight: 

'The Conning Tower upper and lower hatches were open and a flexible Sperry repeater compass lead was led up to the Tower. In the 
Gun Tower the starboard hatch was properly shut but the port upper hatch, though closed down, was not clipped. 

The submarine then took up an alarming angle of approximately 50 degrees down by the bow and the crew were left hanging from 
overhead valves or thrown to the foremost ends of the compartments. All moveable gear broke away, and, in the Engine Room, a big 
end brass fell the length of the compartment. The impression in the minds of all was that the submarine was diving at great speed. 

In spite of the extreme angle Engine Room Artificer 3rd Class H. J. R. Hoggett unlocked and actually succeeded in freeing the drop keel. 
Chief Petty Officer W. F. A. Betty, the Coxswain, and Chief Petty Officer F. J. Jolly, one of the instructional staff, got the lower Conning 
Tower hatch closed on to the Sperry lead, but before they managed to do this a great deal of water came into the Control Room. 

Water continued to spurt in past the Sperry lead, at apparently great pressure. Chief Petty Officer Betty was jambed against the W/T 
Cabinet by the hatch lever pressing on his chest and was in considerable pain until he was released.' 

Oram and the rest of the bridge party were at that point swept into the sea, and it was only the quick reactions of a crew member in 
closing the bridge hatch that prevented an even greater tragedy occurring. Both submarines plunged beneath the waves, and at about 
40 feet L12's buoyancy pulled her free and she quickly started to rise to the surface. None of this was apparent below deck, as the 
remaining crew of LI2 battled on: 

'The First Lieutenant and four or five others were standing on the closed water-tight door at the forward end of the Crew space, and 
could see an avalanche of water pouring in from the Control Room. The lights continued to burn but several blow outs were noticed as 
the water reached the switchboards. 

After an unknown interval of time the submarine gave a slight lurch and quickly settled on an even keel. In the opinion of everyone she 
was on the bottom. This illusion was understandable in the Control Room, as water was still spurting in from the Conning Tower as it 
drained. 

Thinking they were on the bottom the Engine Room remained shut off. The First Lieutenant with the particular assistance of Hoggett, 
Jolly, King and Fry successfully blew Z internal and put the fore hydroplanes "Hard to rise." He was just going to order the motors 
"Ahead" when Chief Petty Officer Jolly noticed that the depth gauge was registering 5 feet only. Not believing this the First Lieutenant 
opened up the deep depth gauge. 
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Leading Seaman Reynolds had by now discovered that the Gun Tower was out of water and passed the news to the Control Room. All 
men forward, with the exception of about 5 hands who remained with the First Lieutenant, were ordered on to the upper deck. 

Several switchboard fires had broken out and an attempt to put these out with Pyrenes failed. Eventually the First Lieutenant put out the 
fires by breaking the Selector switch. This put the submarine in complete darkness as the Police light resistances had already blown 
out.' 

The vast majority of the crew by this point had been ordered to the upper deck, with the exception of the First Lieutenant and a small 
band of others including Jolly. Chlorine was by now very strong in the Crew space and Control Room, and gas masks were donned by 
those attempting to disperse the gas. It was at this juncture, with LI 4 now in attendance along with H.M.S. Alecto, that Jolly succumbed 
to the effects of the gas. Surgeon Panckridge, the medical officer for H.M.S. Alecto , submitted the following report on Jolly: 

This rating was seen by me on the bridge of LI2 at 11.45 on the 9th July. He was cyanosed, coughing and vomiting. He was suffering 
from chlorine gas poisoning. 

He was removed from LI2 at 12.30 and taken on board H.M.S. Alecto , when he continued to vomit and cough, the vomiting lasting in 
spasms for about 1 1/2 hours. He was turned-in, in one of the cabins, kept well propped up and given as much air as possible; the sea 
being rough, it was necessary to keep the scuttle closed. On examination of the chest there were moist rales present at both bases. 

He was removed at 2100 hours July 9th to Bethel Hospital, Milford Haven. On July 10th he was looking much better, all signs of 
cyanosis had disappeared and only a few rales could be heard at right base. He continued to improve each day. He was brought to 
Alecto again on Thursday, July 11th, having quite recovered. He is now fit/ 

Three members of L12's crew were killed as a result of the collision, and a further 21 from H47' s crew. Three officers were tried by 
court martial, with varying sentences, however, Jolly was amongst a small number of the crew who were recommended for a gallantry 
award. Given the acrimonious circumstances surrounding the accident, it is possible to speculate that this was the reason why he 
eventually was awarded the B.E.M. for meritorious service rather than perhaps the more appropriate Empire Gallantry Medal. 


Frederick John Jolly was born in Brindon, Suffolk, in August 1893. He joined the Royal Navy as Boy 2nd Class, in March 1910. His 
service during the Great War included in H.M. ships Lancaster and General Wolfe. He advanced to Petty Officer in January 1918, and 
he continued to serve between the wars including at H.M.S. Vernon. Throughout the 1920s, Jolly, served at the submarine base H.M.S. 
Dolphin in Gosport. Whilst held on the strength of the latter, his service included with LI2 and LI8 (awarded L.S. & G.C. 3 November 
1926). 

Jolly was 'Shore Pensioned' in August 1933, only to re-engage as a Chief Petty Officer for service during the Second War. He served in 
the auxiliary minesweeper H.M.S. Teviot Bank , December 1939 - August 1941 (twice M.I.D.). He was released from service on 
compassionate grounds in 1944, and died in Ipswich in 1978. 
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A Second War 'Illustrious Blitz 7 Submariner's B.E.M. group of eight awarded to Chief Petty Officer J. A. Lisle, H.M.S. 
Triumph, Royal Navy, who was decorated for trying to rescue the crew of H.T. Essex during the all-out aerial attack 
on H.M.S. Illustrious and the surrounding Grand Harbour at Malta, 16 January 1941. He was later mentioned in 
despatches for his part in Lieutenant-Commander W. J. W. Woods 'purple patch' with the Triumph , including the 
sinking of the Italian submarine Salpa , off Mersah Matruh, in June 1941

The submarine [F1.M.S. Triumph] was lying at Malta when a heavy air attack began. Bombs hit a merchant ship and set her ablaze. 
There was great danger of an explosion, since the ship was loaded with ammunition. Knowing this, officers of H.M.S. Triumph 
organised fire parties, in which Stockham, Lisle and Sheldon played a notable part. They subdued the outbreak after hours of strenuous 
work exposed to continual bombing, they rescued men trapped in the burning vessel, and by their courage and initiative, prevented 
what might well have been a disaster.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 20 January 1942: 

'For courage, skill and resolution in successful submarine patrols.' 

Joseph Allan Lisle was born in September 1913. He served during the Second War as a Stoker Petty Officer in the Royal Navy. His 
service included with the submarine H.M.S. Triumph (Commander W. J. W. Woods, RN.), and he was present when she sailed from 
Gibraltar with H.M.S. Upholder to Malta at the start of January 1941. The Triumph was enroute to join the 1st Submarine Flotilla at 
Alexandria, and on their way to Malta the two submarines were designated to provide cover for the western half of Operation Excess. 
This convoy, which also included the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Illustrious, had come under heavy attack enroute to Malta. The Illustrious , 
which had been ordered to provide air cover for the convoy, had received several hits prior to her arrival in the Grand Harbour at 
Malta. The Triumph arrived in Malta on 12 January 1941, just in time to coincide with a concerted Axis attempt to destroy the damaged 
Illustrious , which stayed in the Grand Harbour for vital repair work. 

The stricken aircraft carrier was too good an opportunity to miss, and as such scores of aircraft carried out dive bomb attacks on the 
Grand Harbour, 16-19 January. On the first day of attacks both the Illustrious and the H.T. Essex sustained bomb damage. In the case 
of the latter, she was hit in the engine room and severely damaged. Only four days after his arrival in Malta, Lisle found himself at the 
forefront of a fire party sent on board the Essex to rescue the crew, and secure the volatile cargo. The Essex was carrying guns, 
ammunition and torpedoes, miraculously none of which ignited in the flames. 

Despite the best efforts of the Triumph's crew, the merchant vessel suffered 15 men killed and over 20 wounded as a result of the 
attack. On the night of 18/19 January, another aerial bombardment took place and military personnel had to be used to unload the 
Essex. The Maltese Stevedores, recognising the inherent danger, refused to unload the cargo. Three men of the Triumph were awarded 
the B.E.M. for their gallantry on the 16th, and Lieutenant (E) G. M. D. Wright, R.N. was bestowed with the M.B.E. 

When H.M.S. Illustrious successfully left Malta intact, Lisle returned to his primary function which was to assist with the interception of 
supply traffic to and from North Africa. 

Operating in the Mediterranean, Lisle was mentioned in despatches for 5 war patrols carried out in H.M.S. Triumph between February - 
July 1941. An early abortive mission was the proposed evacuation of paratroops from the west coast of Italy, during which she made 
the rendezvous but the paratroops were captured. The Fighting Tenth by J. Wingate, D.S.C. gives the following: 

'Triumph too was on clandestine work in April. After an operation involving paratroops under Major Pritchard of the Welch Fusiliers, 
and Lieutenant Deane-Drummond, the object of which was to attack a Sicilian aqueduct and thus interrupt the enemy's water supply, 
the soldiers were to be picked up by submarine. Simpson detailed Triumph to go but her position was compromised... As it turned out, 
the paratroops had all been captured on their way to meet the submarine.' 

Success followed when in May, 'Chinks of brightness showed through the gloom. The submarines of Raw's flotilla brought news of 
continuing success. Lieutenant-Commander W. J. W. Woods in Triumph made a successful attack on a convoy [two 2,500 ton ships 
south of Messina].... 

Lieutenant-Commander Woods led his Triumph into a series of astonishing successes, which rate high in degree of skill and courage 
even in these days when our young commanders were excelling each other in their quite amazing exploits [he also sank a 250 ton 
Italian schooner off Benghazi in May 1941; and torpedoed a 3,500 ton armed merchant cruiser in Benghazi Harbour as well as sinking 
by gunfire a convoy of one 500 ton trawler escort and three 300 ton schooners]. ( Submarine Victory by D. A. Thomas refers) 

In June 1941 the Triumph sank the Italian submarine Salpa off Mersa Matruh by surface gunfire and torpedo. The following month 
whilst on patrol she attacked and sank a 500 ton freighter being escorted by the Italian gunboat Dante De Lutti, which was then sunk in 
a surface action. Having sustained damage in the latter action she 'limped' to Malta for urgent repairs. 

Lisle advanced to Chief Petty Officer, and served with H.M.S. Phoebe to assist in the British withdrawal from post war Palestine in 
1948. He died in Hammersmith in 1972. 
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The remarkable Second War 1942 B.E.M. group of four awarded to Gunner R. R. Whiteside, Maritime Royal Artillery, 
who survived the wreck of S.S. Chumleigh, 5 November 1942, and although 'only 4 ft 11... was a really "tough guy", a 
Liverpool Docker' whose courage and fortitude came out in the Arctic wastes. Over the course of 7 weeks he helped 
to keep alive his remaining 9 crew mates, despite them suffering from starvation, exhaustion and frostbite, having 
been washed ashore on Norwegian archipelago of Svalbard in the Arctic Ocean

B.E.M. London Gazette 30 November 1943: 

Three gunners of the Maritime Royal Artillery played a gallant part, sustaining their dying comrades; they were Sergeant Richard Allen 
Peyer, Gunner James L. Burnett and Gunner Reginald Whiteside.' 

The above award was given for Whiteside's heroic endeavour when his ship S.S. Chumleigh was lost in enemy action, 5 November 
1942, and for his part in the crew's subsequent extraordinary battle for survival over seven weeks within the Arctic circle. ADM 
199/2143 provides a lengthy report from the Chumleigh's skipper, Captain D. M. Williams and the 3rd Officer D. F. Clark, which gives 
the following detail: 

'We were bound from Hvalfjord, Iceland to North Russia with a cargo of 5,000 tons of Government Stores. The ship was armed with a 
4" gun, 1 Bofors, 4 Oerlikons, 2 twin and 2 single Marlins, 4 P.A.C. rockets and 2 F.A.M.s. The crew, including 9 Naval and 9 Army 
gunners, numbered 58; 29 men are missing, 1 R.M. gunner was drowned, 4 died in the lifeboat, 15 died ashore, leaving 9 survivors - 
myself, 3rd Officer, 1st Radio Operator, an Able Seaman, 4 Army Gunners and 1 Naval Gunner. All confidential books, including 
wireless, were thrown overboard in weighted boxes. 

At midnight G.M.T. on the 5th [November 1942] we received a message from the Admiralty to steer a Northerly course as far as, I think 
77 degrees N., in any case well to the Northward, in order to round the South Cape during the hours of darkness. Owing to the weather 
being so heavily overcast, and being unable to check up on my compasses, I hesitated to carry out these instructions until 0500 when I 
altered course to the Northward, as instructed. At 1100 that morning we were spotted by a Blohm & Voss seaplane, which circled us 
without attacking, then flew off... 

At 2330 on the 5th November, in a position 10 miles south from South Cape whilst steaming at 7 knots, on an Easterly course, we 
struck a reef. There was a heavy snowstorm raging, it was hazy with poor visibility, and there was a moderate swell with a Southerly 
wind force 2/3.... The vessel was firmly struck amidships on the reef with the stern almost out of the water, and the bow well down, the 
fore deck being almost awash, and owing to the swell I was afraid she would break her back.... 

We sent out a wireless message reporting we were aground and approximately 1 1/2 hours after striking the reef I gave orders for the 
crew to take to the lifeboats and lay off.' 

Despite taking to the boats, Williams did re-board the Chumleigh in a failed effort to re-float her. He and the crew abandoned the ship 
for the final time, under fear of her breaking in two owing to the swell, at 4am on the 6th November. 

ADM 199/2143 takes up the narrative: 

'We were all in the boats and away from the vessel, but we seemed to be inside a horseshoe shaped lagoon with heavy seas and 
breakers all round us. As it was difficult to keep the boats from being driven on to the reefs, I told the men to remain alongside the ship 
until daybreak. At the first signs of daylight we sighted an opening and all three boats pulled clear; directly we were outside we sighted 
5 German aircraft approaching which circled our boats without attacking, then flew over the ship, diving to masthead height to drop a 
number of bombs... two were direct hits on the vessel... After the attack they flew off and disappeared.' 

Williams decided to make for Barentsburg, about 150 miles distant, but it quickly became apparent that not all of the three lifeboats 
were equipped to make the journey. The complement of the smaller boat of the three was divided between the two larger lifeboats, and 
they proceeded with 28 in Williams' boat and 29 in the other under the command of 3rd Officer D. M. Clark. Hugging the coast they 
proceeded through heavy seas and gale force winds, and lost sight of each other on the 8th November. Reunited on the 9th, both 
lifeboats were shipping water and struggled to proceed in the high latitudes which only offered a few hours of twilight rather than 
actual daylight. 

Events took a turn for the worst on the night of the 9th, despite the spasmodic running of the motor on one of the boats, 'It was very 
cold, and most of the time we were shipping water, the sails and our clothes were frozen stiff and there was 2 " of ice on the outside of 
the boat... the Steward became delirious, we wrapped him in a spare coat and an extra blanket, but he died during the night. At 
daylight on the 10th we got the motor going and set a course to the Northward. In the afternoon we sighted Prince Charles Foreland at 
the entrance to the Ice Fjord and I altered course towards it, but before we could reach the Fjord the motor froze up and refused to start 
again. That night the donkeyman became delirious and later I became unconscious which lasted all next day, so the 3rd Officer, Mr 
Clark, took charge from that time on.' 

Clark now takes over the report: 'We were all very weak and I think most of us were suffering from frost bite without realising it.... 
Nobody wanted anything to eat, but all of us craved for water... on the 11th we had drifted out to sea... Quite soon I saw what I 
thought was an entrance to the land, and as it was bitterly cold and we all so weak, we decided to get ashore if possible to find shelter 
from the biting wind.... We could not find a way in, but fortunately for us, during the darkness, we were washed right over a reef and at 
0200 on the 12th November the boat was cast up on the beach.' 
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The Indomitable Whiteside 

Fortunately for surviving members of the crew they were cast up within 20 yards of several wooden huts. One more man died on the 
beach, before the remaining crew members managed to drag themselves up to the huts. Williams regained consciousness, and 
continues with his report: 

'After reaching land, and the comparative comfort of the hut, I recovered in a few days and was able to take charge; most of the men 
had swollen feet and hands and could do very little, but the four Army gunners were practically unaffected by frostbite and it is really 
due to them that we survived at all. One man, Whiteside, was a really "tough guy", a Liverpool Docker in peacetime, only 4 ft 11, and 
he suffered no ill affects at all. Lance-Sergeant Peyer was also fairly well most of the time, and these two, assisted sometimes by another 
Army gunner, Burnett, looked after us, nursing the men who were ill, going out to collect firewood, and generally running things.' 

Clark and Peyer made two unsuccessful attempts to reach help at Barentsburg, and 'thirteen men died during the first three or four days 
from frostbite, gangrene having set in, and from exhaustion from exposure. They seemed to give up hope, and then died.... Whiteside, 
Peyer, and another man, made a third sortie, going in a North-Easterly direction up the Fjord, and they discovered a small hut in which 
was a sack of flour and some tins of corned beef and cocoa, which they brought back for us.... There were dozens of boxes of matches 
in the hut, fortunately for us, and two primus stoves. There was a little oil for those, and Whiteside and I managed to get the petrol tank 
out of the lifeboat.... We also found some tins of what proved to be whale blubber preserved in oil, and we lived on that for about 5 or 
6 days, each man having a small portion, and we drank the boiled oil, although it was not particularly nice. 

Whiteside and I made a sortie to try and reach Barentsburg, again without success, and towards the end of December the situation was 
becoming desperate. Mr Clark and Able Seaman Hardy were both in a very bad condition, they were suffering from gangrene, as were 
several of the others, their feet and hands were discharging, and smell was awful. Another man died on Christmas Eve. I therefore 
decided to make a final attempt to get help, or die in the effort, so Whiteside, Peyer and myself set out. We covered about half the 
distance when Whiteside, for the first time, broke down and refused to go any further. Peyer was not very keen either, so I turned back 
with them, and it was as much as we could do to reach the hut; we collapsed upon on arrival. 

On the 2nd of January, Whiteside went out to collect firewood, as he was still in comparatively good condition, but soon came rushing 
back into the hut, leaving the door open, absolutely terrified. I could get nothing out of him, and we thought that we were about to be 
attacked by bears. A little later two figures appeared; they were two Norwegians, wearing white camouflaged suits, who were on a 
patrol and trapping expedition from the Garrison at Barentsburg. They divided the food in their rucksacks between the 9 of us, also 
cigarettes, then set off to fetch help from Barentsburg accompanied by Whiteside, who walked the entire 12 miles back without 
assistance, and one of the Army gunners, Burnett. This man was not in such good condition and had to be carried the last part of the 
journey.' 

It took two rescue parties with sledges to bring the survivors back to Barentsburg, with the final members of the British crew leaving the 
hut on the 4th January 1943. Whiteside and the crew, 'remained at Barentsburg until the 10th June. We were kept in bed for about 2 
months, gradually getting better... We returned to the UK in H.M.S. Bermuda and H.M.S. Cumberland , which brought stores to Ice 
Fjord, and a party of 40 or 50 Norwegians to relieve the Garrison, the latter returning with us. We landed at Thurso on the 15th June, 
receiving the kindest possible treatment whilst on board the Cruisers.' 

Whiteside, Burnett and Peyer were all awarded the British Empire Medal upon their return. Their gallant actions are also recorded at 
length in several publications including Britain At War: The Royal Navy, and Heroes of the Merchant Navy.

The Recommendation states: 'For meritorious services in Athens in December 1944, in repair and laying of telephone lines. Lance 
Sergeant Brander has repeatedly shown the greatest determination, energy, and ingenuity in keeping telephone lines working in 
conditions of great difficulty. On one typical occasion when ordered to repair a line to an isolated detachment, he was warned by 
infantry outposts that it was not safe to proceed further, but in spite of this he took his detachment on, successfully restored 
communications after repairing ten breaks, and withdrew his detachment unharmed.' 

William Williams Brander, of East Derham, Norfolk, was born in 1892 and served with the 2nd Battalion, Scottish Horse during the 
Great War, before being commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Royal Air Force, as a Kite Balloon Officer, on 6 October 1918. He 
transferred to the unemployed list on 30 November 1919, and subsequently served during the Second World War in the Royal Corps of 
Signals in the Mediterranean Theatre. He died in 1950.

William Simms was born at Alton, Hampshire, and attested for the 7th Foot at Rye, Sussex, on 2 May 1811, aged 24 years. He was 
discharged on 18 May 1836, in consequence of chronic rheumatism, having served 24 years, as a Corporal from December 1825 and 
as a Sergeant from April 1826. He 'served in Portugal and Spain three years & a half, was present in America at the battle of New 
Orleans, in France with the Army of occupation three years & a half, in the Mediterranean four years & a half, remainder at home.'

John Gurnett was born in Swanburn, near Winslow, Buckinghamshire. A labourer by occupation, he enlisted in to the Royal Marines 
for a bounty of £3 on 18 October 1834, aged 19 years. Served on H.M.S. Asia , March 1836-ApriI 1841, on which ship he served in 
operations on and off the coast of Syria, 1840 (listed as 'John Gummett' on N.G.S. rolls, see variation in naming above). He then served 
on H.M.S. Corwallis , June 1841-November 1844 - seeing service in the First China War; followed by service on H.M.S. Superb , June- 
December 1845 and then four years service on H.M.S. London. Discharged on 26 April 1856 when it is recorded he was in possession 
of four medals and four good conduct badges.

John Felling Pigott was commissioned Ensign in the 32nd Foot by purchase on 15 February 1839 and was advanced by purchase to the 
ranks of Lieutenant on 28 January 1842, and Captain on 19 December 1845. He served with the regiment during the Second Sikh War, 
and was present at the 1st and 2nd sieges of Mooltan, including the attack on the suburbs on 27 December 1848; the storm and 
capture of the city; and the surrender of the fortress. He was also present at the surrender of the fort and garrison at Cheniote, and at the 
battle of Goojerat. Appointed to the Staff in April 1851, and placed on half-pay in August the same year, he subsequently served in the 
Crimea as one of the three officers of the Ambulance Corps, and for his services throughout the War received the Brevet of Major on 31 
March 1856. 
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When the Crimea War broke out there were, famously, no organised Medical Services. To remedy this lack of provision, the 'Hospital 
Conveyance Corps' or 'Ambulance Corps' was created. The corps was recruited from military pensioners and other non-effectives. 
Their duties were to act as stretcher-bearers in the field, act as hospital orderlies, supply hospital transport, and supply medical staff 
with servants. The Corps proved an utter failure. Lack of training, the age and infirmity of the pensioners, coupled with their 
predilection for alcohol and lack of an adequate command structure doomed the Corps from the start. An entry in the diary of 
Lieutenant (later Major-General Sir) Howard Elphinstone, V.C., for 1854 reads: 'Noted the innovation of the presence of a newly raised 
Sanitat Corps for dealing with the wounded. Each division consisted of ten wagons, four being springless with eight seats hung on 
leather straps; four having springs to carry one severely wounded man each; and two store wagons for medicines. There were three 
divisions, and so thirty wagons in all for the whole Army.' 

The Ambulance Corps was soon replaced, in part by the Land Transport Corps, who transported the sick and wounded after they had 
been removed from the battlefield, and in 1855 by the Medical Staff Corps, who supplied hospital orderlies and support staff, and who 
were the forerunners to the Army Hospital Corps and Royal Army Medical Corps. 

Sold together with a three-quarter length portrait of Major Pigott, wearing his uniform and three medals, the three medals additionally 
painted onto his portrait by a later hand. The portrait, oil on canvas, signed 'M. Fletcher 1890', has been professionally restored and is 
within a gilt frame, 820mm x 720mm, with the label 'Maj. John Pelling Pigott, Ambulance Corps'.

Robert Pinhey was born in Kingsbridge, Devon, and attested for the Royal Marine Light Infantry at Plymouth, in July 1854. His service 
included with H.M. ships Cornwallis , February 1853 - August 1856, Clown , March 1857 - December 1860 and the Royal Adelaide, 
January 1860 - December 1862. He was discharged 1 March 1864, having served 9 years and 243 days (the above medals and clasp 
being his full entitlement).

Charles Tyrwhitt was commissioned Ensign, Scots Fusiliers Guards, in August 1834. He advanced to Captain in November 1839, and 
to Lieutenant Colonel in July 1854. Tyrwhitt was appointed to the Staff of H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge prior to the Crimean War. He 
is mentioned a number of times in George , Duke of Cambridge; a Memoir of his private life based on the journals and correspondence 
of His Royal Highness , edited by Edgar Sheppard, C.V.O. In his capacity as A.D.C. to the Duke, and latterly as his Private Secretary and 
Equerry, it would appear that he was constantly on hand for a number of notable moments in history. The Duke records his departure 
from England to command a Division in the Crimea: 

'10 April [1 854] After a sad day spent in taking leave from so many dear friends, in short a day such as I should be sorry to spend again, 
and after a small dinner with Adolphus Fitzclarence, left London by the train at 8.30 and reached Dover at 11.30, accompanied by 
Lords Raglan and De Ros, Jim [MacDonald], Tyrwhitt, Somerset.' 

Having served at the battles of Alma, Balaklava, Inkermann and before Sebastopol, Tyrwhitt was present with the Duke on 3 March 
1855: 

'Went with the Queen and Albert at 9.30 by railroad to Chatham, to see the sick and wounded men returned from the Crimea. She 
went in State, and accompanied by Lord Hardinge. The number seen was about 500. They were enthusiastically delighted and really 
looked wonderfully well. The effect produced by this visit was excellent. At 4 attended Meeting of the Central Association for Soldier's 
Wives and Children. Took the Chair. The meeting, a large and influential one, and I most cordially received. Made, I think, a good 
speech. The Queen dined with me at 8. The party consisted of herself, Albert, Lady Canning, General Bouverie and Captain Du Plat, 
Mama, Kielmansegge, Clarendon, Granville, Hardinge, Tyrwhitt. It went off very well, was a very good dinner, and the Queen was 
much pleased.' 

He continued in a similar vein 'April 9. At 6.15 went to the City to dine with the Lord Mayor. Tyrwhitt and Clifton accompanied me. 
My reception both in the streets going along and in the Hall was excellent and all passed off well.' And acted in a more official 
capacity for the visit of the French royal family a few days later: 

'April 16. Started by train for Windsor with Tyrwhitt to be ready to receive the Emperor and Empress of the French... I was at the foot of 
the staircase with the Queen, Royal Children, Leiningen and the whole court in uniform.' 

Tyrwhitt was presented with his Crimea medal by Queen Victoria at Horse Guards, 18 May 1855. The Duke of Cambridge commanded 
the parade, and was the first to receive his medal from the Queen. Tyrwhitt did not have to wait long, as he was the 9th man to be 
presented with his medal (erroneously listed in Harts as a 3 clasp award, the Duke was entitled to a four clasp medal, and Tyrwhitt's 
medal appears entirely as issued). He also later received the Legion of Honour and the Order of the Medjidieh for his service in the 
Crimea, whilst being gazetted for the C.B. 24 May 1 873. 

Tyrwhitt was at the Duke's side for the funeral of the Duchess of Gloucester (the Duke's aunt), and went with the Duke when he 
accompanied Queen Victoria for her visit to the Emperor and Empress of France: 

'4 August 1858. At 11.30 attended the Queen on board the Victoria and Albert and sailed at 12 for Cherbourg. The Queen and Prince 
are accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Lady Desart, and Miss Bulteel, Mahnesbury, Packington, De la Warr, Phipps, Hood, Du Plat 
and self, with Tyrwhitt and Col. Chapman of the Engineers. Five miles off Cherbourg the fleet under Lord Lyons were waiting for us, 
and the whole steamed in together under a thundering salute from the French fleet and batteries ashore. It was a noble sight.' 

In 1863 he attended on the Duke for the marriage of the Prince of Wales to Princess Alexandra of Denmark, and two years later he 
accompanied the Duke to Belgium for the funeral of King Leopold I. Tyrwhitt's residence was 41 Curzon Street, Mayfair before his 
appointment as Deputy Ranger of Hyde Park, when it was listed as Rangers Lodge Hyde Park. He retired as Major General in 1881, 
and died in March 1886.

While in command of Arrogant, assisted in saving the lives of the Captain and eight sailors who were wrecked in the French ship Leon 
XUl, off the coast of Quilty, Ireland, on 7 October 1907, for which service he was awarded the "Medaille de Sauvetage" (in gold) by the 
French Government, and received King Edward's gracious permission to accept and wear the same; also received a Commemoration 
Medal from the Society of Shipowners of France, with a resolution thanking the Captain, officers and men of Arrogant for their services 
on the occasion.

He served with H.M.S. Empress of India, 
June 1897 - June 1900, during which time she was part of the International Squadron sent to blockade Crete during the 1897 uprising. 
He advanced to Sergeant in January 1901, and returned for service with the Chatham Division (awarded the L.S. & G.C. 25 January 
1908). He was promoted Colour Sergeant in January 1910, and Quarter Master Sergeant Instructor of Infantry in August the following 
year. He was discharged in January 1914, 'due to length of service. Temporarily exempted from mobilisation. Paid War Gratuity 
£24.10 19 May 1919'.Peters was awarded the M.S.M. and annuity, 16 April 1947. He died in December the following year.

Joseph John Paul was born in Battersea, London on 28 March 1866. A Fitter by occupation, he entered the Royal Navy as an Acting 
Engine Room Artificer 4th Class on 1 7 December 1889, being confirmed in that rating in January 1891. He was promoted to E.R.A. 3rd 
Class in December 1892 when on H.M.S. Orlando and E.R.A. 2nd Class in December 1896 when at H.M.S. Pembroke II. He served on 
H.M. Ships Fox , October-December 1897; Heron, December 1897-September 1898 and Jackdaw, September-December 1898. 
Promoted to Chief Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class in May 1901 when on H.M.S. Repulse and C.E.R.A. 1 st Class in May 1907 when on 
H.M.S. Black Prince. Awarded the Royal Navy L.S. & G.C. in January 1905. After service on H.M.S. Forward, August 1910-December 
1911, he was pensioned ashore. At the time of the 1911 Census, John Joseph Paul was living at 41 7 Canterbury Road, Gillingham, with 
his wife, Susannah Elizabeth and daughter Lilian Ada and son, Jack Heron Paul. J. J. Paul was then employed by the Royal Australian 
Navy from June 1912; serving as C.E.R.A. 1st Class on Cerberus, Penguin and Pioneer, June 1912-November 1916, after which he 
served at the London and Sydney Depots until April 1919. 

With a portrait photograph of Paul in uniform wearing the above six medals, the two renamed medals, to which he is not entitled, 
being worn before the trio and Naval L.S. & G.C. Together with 31 other photographs of his time on and off the waters of West Africa.

William Henry Manning was bom in Haggerston, Middlesex, in August 1871, and attested for the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders at 
London on 16 August 1889. He transferred to the Royal Fusiliers, and was discharged on 30 December 1894. Recalled to the Colours 
for service during the Boer War on 9 October 1899, he spent a week at Aldershot before sailing to South Africa in the S.S. Pavonia, 
recording the embryonic days of his South African odyssey in his diary: 

'21 October. Went into Farnboro Town, and the placards were far from encouraging, see we have lost 300 killed and wounded. Hope 
we shall be able to give them beans when we get to Africa.' 

'22 October. Left Aldershot at 8:30 a.m. and entrained for Southampton. Left docks at 4 p.m. Band played Auld Lang Syne. Feet rather 
miserable - I feel it very much after 4 years and 9 months in the reserve. Did not get our dinner of an apology for such until 8 p.m.' 

'23 October. Passed Cape Finnesterre and entered the bay of Biscay. Fist beginning to feel sick. Horrible arrangements about our food, 
and no chance of a hammock, so I got to sleep on the deck. Awful hungry but can't get anything.' 

'31 October. Woke up this morning to found we had entered the harbour at St. Vincent's to coal the ship. Heaps of boats all around the 
ship selling us oranges and bananas. I have bought 100 oranges and a bunch of bananas, if we cannot get anything else we shall live 
on the fruit. Had our spirits dampened by the news of the Disaster at Nichollsons Nek. Things are more serious than we thought but 
perhaps it will be all over when we get to Cape Town.' 

'2 November. Got a splendid dinner, as much as one could eat. Sneaked about 2 pounds of steak for tomorrow - we have been 
absolutely starved on here and the officers seem powerless to help it.' 

'18 November. Arrived Cape Town. Crowds of people to welcome us, heard lots of tales about the War, from what I can make out 
there will be plenty for us to do, as up to now we are far from getting the best of it. As soon as we have coaled again we are off to 
Durban.' 

'22 November. Arrived Durban. What a welcome met us, huge stacks of loaves of bread and fruit which were freely given to us. Huge 
crowds of people who loaded us with gifts of cigarettes, tobacco, ripe fruit, and everything we could wish for. Never as long as I live 
shall I forget their kindness. We left for the front at 1:30 p.m. What a send off we received. It was splendid and I feel quite overcome. 
About 40 miles up the line we stopped at a station where again we were treated handsomely. Pails of beautiful tea and bread and 
butter were brought round to us by Zulus, and I went around with my hat for a collection for our Zulu waiter, and got 2 shillings which 
I handed to him. He seemed highly delighted and commenced singing and dancing. I also heard that Ladysmith was besieged, and that 
we were likely to be fighting tomorrow, I can hardly describe how I feel.' 

'23 November. At daybreak we marched up to our positions. At 2 p.m. we were ordered to make an attack on the Boers, if possible, 
but although they fired a few shells into our camp, which did us no harm, we could not get at them as they retired on our advance, so 
we returned to camp.' 

'24 November. Been on outpost duty all night and my eyes are sore watching for the Boers, who never came.' 

'28 November. While I was on sentry duty a party of Zulus approached me, and as I couldn't understand a word they said, or them me, 
and as they had no pass, of course they had to go back from whence they came.' 

'9 December. Marched to Frere a distance of 11 miles, and when we reached Frere, found about 10,000 more troops.' 

Frere was General Buller's advance base for the advance on the Tugela 10 miles away, and the Royal Fusiliers took part in the 
subsequent actions on the Tugela Heights. By 27 January Builer was master of the Tugela Heights, and Ladysmith was relieved. 
Manning served with the Royal Fusiliers through the operations, before becoming dangerously ill with fever (Telegram to the recipient's 
wife, dated 26 May 1900 refers). He was subsequently sent back to England, having served 270 days abroad, and was discharged on 25 
April 1902. He re-enlisted in the Army Reserve on 8 October 1902, and served for a further four years before finally being discharged 
on 7 October 1906, after a total of 16 years and 253 days' service. 

Having joined the Post Office in the 1890s, after his first period with the Colours had expired, Manning resumed his civilian career as a 
Porter in the Inland Section of the London Postal Service, was in due course advanced to Head Porter, and was awarded the Imperial 
Service Medal on his retirement on 13 September 1933 (London Gazette 30 June 1933). He died in Bournemouth in July 1964.

Hugh William Rose was born on 8 September 1874, and attested for the Royal Army Medical Corps in December 1898. He served in 
the ranks for 16 years and 33 days, being advanced to Warrant Officer Class I in January 1915. Appointed Quarter Master and 
Lieutenant on 13 April 1915, he served during the Great War in Egypt from 20 May 1915 until 18 March 1916, and with the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force from 19 March 1916 until 31 October 1918, and was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 6 July 1917). 
Promoted Captain on 13 April 1918, he subsequently served with the Army of the Rhine from 1919-25, and then at the School of 
Hygiene, Aldershot, from 1926-28.

Sydeny Phillips was born at West Mailing, Kent, in 1879 and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers on 7 May 
1898, being promoted Lieutenant on 1 April 1899. He served with the 2nd Battalion in South Africa during the Boer War, and was 
present at the Relief of Ladysmith, including the action at Colenso; operations on Tugela Heights, 14 to 27 February 1900, and the 
actions at Pieters Hill, Hussar Hill, and Hlangwani; operations in the Transvaal in May and June 1900, including the action at Rooidam; 
in Natal, March to June 1900; in Transvaal east of Pretoria, July to November 1900, and in Cape Colony, north of the Orange River, 
December 1900 until May 1902. Promoted Captain on 13 May 1904, he served with the 12th Battalion during the Great War, going 
out with them to the Western Front on 1 September 191 5, and was with them at the Battle of Loos: 

It was, however, the 12th Battalion, the last to arrive in France, who were the first to be involved n the Battle of Loos. They had only 
arrived in France on 1st September, and they reached Beuvry on the 24th by a succession of tiring marches, with sick cases being 
reported every day up until the 22nd. They had not yet become acclimatised to the realities of War. They had no trench experience. 
On 25th September the 12th Battalion was ordered to the front line to relieve the Black Watch, who had suffered heavily in the 
morning attack. There had been no time for preliminary reconnaissance. The troops were quite new to the area, and in the confusion of 
marching up the battalion became split up. Half the battalion carried out the relief, and so came to a position where the advance had 
been most bitterly resisted and the gain was still not admitted to be final. From their entry into the trenches until they left them on the 
morning of the 28th September, the battalion was continually under shell fire. In the mornings and evenings the trenches were 
attacked. The battalion, while subjected to this unique ordeal, had no rations, no water, no sleep. They had arrived without bombs, yet 
they beat off every enemy attack until the morning of the 28th, when, after a heavy bombardment, the flanking battalions were attacked 
and a footing was gained in the trench on the battalion's right and left. Their position was now hopeless, and, under an attack from 
both flanks, they were forced to retire. But they went back fighting. Lieutenant Neynor organised four bayonet charges as they retired, 
and the enemy was driven back. Meanwhile the other part of the battalion, under Major Compton, endeavouring to regain touch, had 
halted in the dark. When the moon came out they were at once seen, and shelled in the open. They took cover in some trenches, and 
waited for the dawn. On the morning of the 26th September they were placed by a staff officer in the old British firing line, where they 
remained until the 28th, when they were relieved. The battalion's losses as a whole had been very heavy.... Captain Phillips was killed. 
Of other ranks 20 were killed, 27 wounded, 64 wounded and missing, and 142 missing.' (Royal Fusiliers in the Great War refers). 

Phillips has no known grave, and is commemorated on the Loos Memorial, France. There is a plaque in his memory in his home 
church in Kent, inscribed 'Sydney Phillips, Captain 12h Royal Fusiliers, Killed in action at Loos, 26th September 1915 aged 36'. 

Note: The Commonwealth War Graves Commission Roll of Honour and the recipient's Medal Index Card both record his death as 25 
October 1915. As the Battalion was not in the front line on that date, and there is no mention of it in the Battalion's War Diary, it is 
assumed that this must be an error as all the other evidence points to him being killed the previous month at Loos.

Alfred John Cox was born in Paddington, London, and attested for the Royal Fusiliers at Hounslow. He served with the Regiment's 
Mounted Infantry during the Boer War, and on the outbreak of the Great War was recalled for service with the 4th Battalion. His new 
battalion was one of the first to embark for the Western Front; he arrived with them on the Continent on 13 August 1914, as part of the 
9th Brigade, 3rd Division, II Corps, and advanced with them as far as the town of Mons, just over the Belgian border, reaching the 
outskirts of the town on 22 August. That morning a patrol from the 4th Dragoon Guards had encountered a German picquet on the 
road leading to Mons and, firing upon it, had driven it off - the first shot of the War fired by the British on the Continent. Further 
reconnaissances carried out that day by British Cavalry units established the fact that the German forces in great numbers were present 
in the vicinity, and the entire British Expeditionary Force was ordered to advance forward to take up a position on the banks of the 
Mons-Conde Canal. Following a trying march over cobbled roads, Cox's Battalion reached the canal on the afternoon of 22 August. As 
would soon become apparent, the canal formed a far from ideal defensive line. Forming a broad loop as it skirted around Mons it thus 
created a salient, which was ill-adapted to a prolonged and serious defence. Two bridges crossed the canal here, a road bridge and a 
rail bridge; if the Germans were able to capture these bridges then the British Expeditionary Force would be surrounded and would 
have to evacuate their entire front line. 'B' and 'C' Companies, 4th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, were positioned at this critical point and 
were responsible for the embankment and the two bridges. 

The following morning, Sunday 23 August, the Germans launched their attack at 09:00 hours, as four battalions were suddenly flung at 
the railway bridge - the first infantry attack of the Great War. Despite the gallantry shown by the Battalion's machine-gunners, 
especially Lieutenant M. J. Dease and Private S. F. Godley, casualties mounted steadily, and at 14:00 hours the orders came for the 
Battalion to withdraw. They had to move from their dangerous position across 250 yards of exposed open ground which was being 
swept by shrapnel and machine-gun fire. Private Godley alone remained at his gun, maintaining a covering fire until all the Battalion 
had been successfully evacuated with minimal additional casualties. For their supreme valour both Dease and Godley were 
subsequently awarded the Victoria Cross- the first V.C.s awarded during the Great War. 

Cox continued with the 4th Battalion, and served through the retreat from Mons. He was present in the Battle on the Marne, the 
retirement on Paris, and the action at Vailly, near Braisne, during the battle of the Aisne, on 14 September 1914. The Battalion history 
records: 

'13th & 14th September 1914. The battle of the Marne began to merge into the battle of the Aisne. The bridges had been blown up, and 
when the battalion reached Vailly their only means of crossing was by a narrow plank which wobbled very suggestively as the men 
went across. A position had to be taken up to the left of Rouge Maison Farm. When the battalion approached the spot it was pitch dark 
and pouring with rain. X and Z Companies pushed forward and took up an outpost line, just after midnight, on the Rouge Maison Spur. 
The other two companies occupied a hollow road in the rear; and all spent a very wet night in the open. The importance of this bold 
advance in the dark was not realised at the moment; but it soon became apparent from the German efforts to dislodge the Fusiliers from 
their position. The morning of the 14th dawned wet and foggy; and it was at once seen that the depth of the battalion's advance had 
been too great for the extent of its hold on the plateau. One of Byng's posts was so close to the enemy main line that the Germans 
could be clearly heard talking. The two forward companies began to extend their line towards the left, W and Y being sent forward to 
support them. As W advanced to support X it was discovered that there was a trench about 300 yards from their right, and the company 
wheeled to face it. A patrol sent forward was immediately fired upon, and the position had hardly been disclosed before the battalion 
on the right was seen to be retiring. The Germans immediately profited by this mischance to take the Fusiliers' right flank in enfilade 
with machine guns, and many casualties were suffered. 

The whole of the plateau now came under rifle, machine gun and shell fire, with the support of which the Germans attacked. Byng 
moved too far to the left and Ashburner, who had now resumed command of Y Company, ceased to follow and moved to support W. 
Ashburner's company was ordered to move to the cover of the steep bank west of the road and remain in reserve. These positions were 
held till nightfall, when the losses of the day were seen to have been extremely heavy. Captains Byng, Cole and Attwood and 
Lieutenant Hobbs were killed, Lieutenant Orred wounded, and 200 other ranks were killed or wounded.' 

Initially posted as Missing in action, Cox was amongst those killed. He has no known grave, and is commemorated on La Ferte-sous- 
Jouarre Memorial, France.

The recommendation states: 'This officer is commended for the praiseworthy manner in which he performed his duties, especially in 
consideration of the Transport difficulties he had to overcome. His duties were important to the whole Brigade.' 

Charles William Summers was born at Ightham, Kent, on 3 August 1875, the son of Anne Summers, and lived in Petersfield, 
Hampshire. Prior to enrolment with 'A' Division, South African Constabulary, Summers had served for two years as a Private, T 
Company, 3rd (Duke of Connaught's Own) Volunteer Battalion, Hampshire Regiment. On 7 May 1902, Trooper Summers was found 
fast asleep in a blockhouse at Stony Kopje, Potchefstroom, found guilty of 'gross irregularity on sentry' and fined £5. He purchased his 
discharge in April 1904. 

On the outbreak of the Great War he enrolled in the Krugersdorp Rifles, 12th Mounted Rifles, part of Southern Army 4th Mounted 
Brigade, on 25 October 1914, as Captain and Quarter Master. He served from 25 October 1914 until 26 May 1915, and was 
Mentioned in Despatches for services in German South West Africa. He died in Zeerust, Transvaal, in 1947.

William Musgrove was born in Portsmouth, Hampshire, in 1874, and attested for the North Staffordshire Regiment at Portsmouth on 11

Africa from January 1900 until October 1902, and was mentioned in Lord Robert's Despatch for his distinguished service in South 
Africa (London Gazette 10 September 1901). Appointed Sergeant in April 1901, he was advanced to Colour Sergeant in May 1904, and 
was discharged on 15 February 1905, after 12 years and 36 days' service.

John Humphrey Barbour was born in Huyton, Lancashire, in August 1873. He was a Civil Surgeon, who operated from home, from 
1900. He was commissioned Lieutenant, Royal Army Medical Corps, in January 1901, and served with the corps in operations in Cape 
Colony and in Orange River Colony between September 1901 - May 1902. 

Barbour held posts in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 1903-1905, and in India 1908-1913. He advanced to Major in January 1913, and served 
during the Great War in the French theatre of war from 20 August 1914. He was placed on retired pay in 1923, and was discharged 
from the Regular Army Reserve of Officers in 1928. He died in October 1944. 
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A rare Liyakat Medal in gold group of five awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel G. L. Bonham, Grenadier Guards, who was 
wounded in action during the Boer War at Biddulphsberg, 29 May 1900, and held positions with both the Macedonian 
and Ottoman Gendarmeries, for which he was awarded the Liyakat Medal - in recognition of services rendered during 
the revolutionary period of 1908. He was married to Amy Bonham (nee Gaskell), the daughter of the well known 
society hostess May Gaskell, and the subject of both a portrait by Sir Edward Burne-Jones and a book called A 
Profound Secret by Josceline Dimbleby

George Lionel Bonham was born in August 1873, the eldest son of Sir George Francis Bonham of Knowle Park, Cranleigh, Surrey. He 
was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Grenadier Guards, in March 1892, and advanced to Lieutenant in August 1896. Two years later 
he married Amy Bonham (nee Gaskell) who was the subject of a portrait by the Pre-Raphaelite artist Sir Edward Burne-Jones. The artist 
having a very close relationship with her mother May Gaskell (a successful society hostess - known as the "Lady of Marble Arch"), 
which along with the life of Amy and her tragic death is featured at length in Josceline Dimbleby's A Profound Secret published in 
2004. 
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G. L. Bonham also frequently features in the book 'Lionel [sic] had fresh faced good looks and the perfect figure for a guardsman: tall, 
slim and erect. He looked immaculate in his uniform. When I showed a photograph of Lionel in his casual clothes - a straw boater and 
flannel trousers - to the oldest living member of his family, Sir Anthony Bonham, he said, 'How debonair,' which was exactly the right 
description. His wavy fair hair, blue eyes and rosy skin were unmistakably English... There is hardly a photograph of Lionel without a 
cigar between his rather full lips. But he was not a Philistine; he was a sensitive man who loved reading, and May was later to remark 
that he wrote some of the best letters of anyone she knew, which, considering her other correspondents, and her own talent for writing, 
was high praise indeed.' 

The couple were married at St. Margaret's, Westminster, 11 June 1898, 'The Times described it as 'a pretty military wedding'. Standing 
at attention down the entire nave of the large church was a company of the second battalion of the Grenadier Guards, making a 
brilliant border in their scarlet uniforms. Lionel's father Sir George Bonham, tall and handsome with aquiline features, had come from 
Rome where he was at that time First Secretary at the British Embassy.... Sir Edward Burne-Jones played his part in the family event by 
being a witness at the signing of the register.' (Ibid) 

Bonham advanced to Captain in October 1899, and went with the 2nd Battalion for service in South Africa: 

'Lionel had been active in the Orange Free State for the past few weeks. On 29 May [1900] he was wounded by a Boer bullet during 
the Battle of Biddulphsberg, which was near Senekal, a small town of about twenty-five houses and a church. As the Grenadier Guards 
advanced on the morning of the battle, they could see no sign of the Boers, but they soon came under a hail of bullets. They lay down 
on the ground but, still visible on the open veldt, were an easy target for the enemy. With many men already wounded, the long dry 
grass suddenly caught fire behind them, probably the result of a dropped match, though to this day no one knows for certain. The wind 
quickly fanned the flames and produced a high wall of fire and smoke. Faced with a hail of gunfire from the unseen Boers in front of 
them, the Grenadier Guards were forced to retreat through the flames carrying their wounded, with the result that many of the men 
were badly burned. Any wounded men who could not be carried were horribly burnt to death where they lay. 

The Grenadiers lost over forty per cent of their men that day, more than in any other battle during the entire war. In the circumstances, 
Lionel was lucky not to have suffered any burns, and to have been shot only in the arm. At the end of this horrific day the Boers came 

out of their trenches and helped the British surgeons and orderlies to carry their wounded off the battlefield.Lionel spent a month in 

the Dutch Reformed Church in Senekal, which the British had turned into a hosptial.' (Ibid) 

Bonham was invalided home, and after a period of leave and recuperation returned to South Africa in August 1901. His wife Amy 
followed him out to South Africa, travelling with Rudyard Kipling and his family, and briefly staying with them at their residence in 
Cape Town. With the conclusion of hostilities Amy returned to the UK in the summer of 1902, followed by Bonham in Autumn of the 
same year. He was appointed Second in Command of the School of Instruction for the Macedonian Gendarmerie, Salonika in April 
1904. He held this position for two years before being employed as Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, Grenadier Guards attached Chief 
Staff Officer, British Section, Ottoman Gendarmerie in August 1907 (Awarded the Liyakat Medal for services during the revolutionary 
period on 1908). He was promoted to Major the following year, and was employed as a Colonel in the Ottoman Gendarmerie, and 
Reorganiser of the Force in Smyrna, from March 1909. 

In January 1910, Bonham contracted Typhoid and was moved from Smyrna to the British Seaman's Hospital in Constantinople. He died 
23 January 1910, 'Sir Gerrard Lowther held a memorial service at the British Embassy Chapel in Constantinople. Several other 
ambassadors, attaches and prominent members of the British colony were there. Lionel's body, sealed in a lead coffin, was taken to the 
docks and put on a steamer bound for England, as his parents wished for him to be buried amongst the other Bonham family graves, in 
the churchyard of St. Nicholas's at Craneigh, near their estate.' (Ibid) 

Whilst Bonham was ill, his wife had been travelling in Ceylon, and she arrived back in England on 15 February, some 3 weeks after his 
death. Three days later she was found dead in the house that she had shared with her husband. The death was recorded as 'heart 
failure', and it is possible that she died of a broken heart, 'like her mother, Amy was to marry an army officer. Like her mother, too, she 
soon began travelling on her own - first to the continent, and then to Ceylon, Japan, Peking. In 1910 she returned to England to bury 
her husband, whom she had not seen for two years. He had died of typhoid fever while serving in Turnkey. Two days later, she herself 
was dead. Of a broken heart? Or an overdose of laudanum?' (The Telegraph , book review 27 March 2004, refers). 

It would appear that Bonham's wife had acquired some exotic habits in his absence, but whatever the cause of her death the two of 
them were buried together side by side in St. Nicholas's Churchyard.

Trench Frank Butler-Kearney, was born in 1877, the son of Colonel C. J. Butler-Kearney, and was commissioned Second Lieutenant in 
the Leinster Regiment on 24 May 1899. He served with the Leinsters in South Africa during the Boer War, and was promoted 
Lieutenant on 19 December 1900. He resigned his commission on 2 March 1904, and attested for the South African Constabulary in 
London on 7 May of that year, but was discharged on 23 May 1906, on account of refusing to agree to new conditions of service, after 
2 years and 52 days' service. On the outbreak of the Great War he attested for the South African Imperial Light Horse on 3 September 
1914, and served with them in German South West Africa from December 1914, before being appointed to a temporary commission, 
with the rank of Lieutenant, in the Army Service Corps on 16 October 1915, thanks in part to representations made to the Attorney 
General, Sir Edward Carson, by the Hon. Miss Georgina O'Brien. Promoted Acting Captain on 7 August 1918, he continued to serve 
with the Royal Army Service Corps in Iraq, as a Local Purchase Officer, 1st Grade, before relinquishing his commission with the rank of 
Captain on 19 May 1923. During the Second World War he was employed as a stretcher bearer with the A.R.P. at Biggin Hill, and on 
23 August 1940 was much in action after the shelter there received a direct hit: 'taking out wounded and sending them to hospital, then 
back to shelter to take out the dead and send them to the mortuary- 47 in all, badly knocked about' (recipient's diary refers). 

Butler-Kearney married Miss Shirley Sequeira in 1920, with whom he had two daughters. He died on 7 February 1956. 

Norma Butler-Kearney was born in 1934, the daughter of Captain T. F. Butler-Kearney and his wife Shirley.

Henry Arthur Carroll was born in Tipperary on 14 November 1873, and educated at the Abbey, Tipperary, and Trinity College, 
Dublin. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant, from the Militia, to the Royal Munster Fusiliers, on 24 March 1897; Lieutenant, 9 November 
1898; Captain, 13 March 1905; Major, 28 November 1914; temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, 12 October 1916. 

Served in South African War 1899-1902, including advance on Kimberley and action at Belmont; operations in Cape Colony, south of 
the Orange River, 1899-1900; operations in Transvaal, April-July 1901; operations in Cape Colony, July 1901 to March 1902. He was 
Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion, Royal Munster Fusiliers from 1 8 May 1909 to 1 7 November 1912, and was appointed Adjutant of the 5th 
Battalion, Devonshire Regiment (T.F.) on 18 November 1912, with whom he proceeded to India in October 1914. He served with the 
Indian Expeditionary Force in Mesopotamia from 1 January 1916, where he organised and commanded a Composite Service Battalion 
of the Norfolks and Dorsets, performing good service with it in the attempted relief of Kut. He subsequently contracted rheumatic fever 
and was invalided home and died in the British Red Cross Hospital at Netley on 31 October 1918, of illness contracted while on active 
service. 

His former Colonel wrote: "He is sincerely mourned by all his old comrades, who held him in high esteem on account of his noble 
character, his efficiency and his kindness of heart. He was three times mentioned in despatches for valuable service at home."

David McCay was born in February 1873, and studied at Queen's College Cork and Belfast (M.B., Ch. B.B.A.O. 1898). He was 
commissioned Lieutenant in the Indian Medical Service, in July 1899. He served with the I.M.S. in China, and advanced to Captain in 
July 1902. McCay returned to India and was appointed Resident Physician and Professor of Physiology, Medical College Hospital, 
Calcutta, in August 1902. Staying in his appointment in Calcutta he transferred to the Calcutta Volunteer Rifles in August 1905. He took 
one year of leave from India in 1910, and returned to London (M.C.R.P. 1911). 

McCay advanced to Major in April 1912, and by 1914 was also the Resident Surgeon at the Medical College Hospital, Calcutta (M.D. 
Gold Medal 1914). He was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in the I.M.S. in 1917, and continued to serve in Calcutta throughout the 
Great War, holding various Professorships. He wrote The Protein Element of Nutrition published in 1912, and several articles, as well 
as Editing the 'I.M.G.' 1909-10.

February 1929, having attained the age of 50. He died in April 1931.

During the Great War he 
served on the pre-dreadnought battleship H.M.S. Swiftsure, March 1913-June 1915, serving on the East Indies Station and later in the 
Dardanelles. 

He was subsequently based on Powerful and Hindustan. His last ship was the battlecruiser H.M.S. Renown from which he was 
discharged ashore in May 1919 having completed his first period of limited engagement. 

In May 1919 he joined the R.F.R. and then re-enlisted as a Gunner in the R.M.A. in August 1921. Cox was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in 
April 1922 when serving on the battleship H.M.S. Malaya. He was invalided from the service in March 1927.

Reginald Clifford Young was born in 1890, and attested for the Royal Artillery at Woolwich, in October 1908. He served during the 
Great War with "E" Battery, Royal Horse Artillery on the Western Front from 15 August 1914. On 22 August No. 4 Gun of "E" Battery 
fired the first shot of the British Expeditionary Force during the Great War. The following detail is provided from S. W. Crowsley's 
personal log and war diary, for "E" Battery 8 August 1914-8 September 1914: 

'Saturday 22.08.14 Bray, Belgium 

Marched with 3rd Cavalry Brigade to Bray, 4 miles N.E. of Harmignies. Battery came into action just clear of the village, fired at 
German guns and Infantry, 1st round fired by the Expeditionary Force by No. 4 Gun of "E" Battery R.H.A. at 11.15am.... We had not 
been long in action before a German aeroplane came hovering over our position, dropped a time fuse, giving the range to our guns, 
and returned to its own lines. Then came our first experience of being under shell fire as their first round fell in the ground about 15 
yards from me. Villages burning along the whole front, which the Germans had fired while advancing, nothing but flames and smoke. 
Heart rending scenes were witnessed on going into action, women and children, some men and women grey with age, rushing from 
their homes never to see them again, taking with them all they could carry, food etc. and a little clothing, it was doubtful if they would 
ever reach safety, as the Germans were advancing so quickly. Splendid homes, well furnished, to be looted and burnt by the advancing 
Germans as they left nothing standing....' 

Young later recounts a similar theme in an extract from a letter home to his mother published in a newspaper under the sub-heading of 
"Those Devils": 

'Just a few lines to let you know that all is well with me. We are doing nicely. We have been holding for over a week the place where 
we are now. They have had many tries to push us back, but it cannot be done. Our little guns simply wipe them out as they try to 
advance on our trenches. The Germans have turned their fire back on the villages around us. Last night we went into one of them and 
found a nun dead and another with her legs blown off by shell fire. That's the thing that upsets my nerve - when I come across the poor 
women and children flying for their lives leaving their homes to be plundered by those devils. If I get back safe and I meet a German 
and he looks at me I'll tip him one on the nose.' 

Young served with "A" Battery (the only Gunner battery to be entitled to the clasp) Royal Horse Artillery in North West Persia in 1920. 
He was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in 1927, and was discharged 19 October 1929.

Victor Henry Deane was born in Eastney, Hampshire in May 1897. He attested 
for the Royal Marines in June 1914. A Private in the Portsmouth Division by the 
outbreak of hostilities, he was embarked for Dunkirk with the R.M. Brigade in 
September and was taken prisoner of war at the defence of Antwerp in the 
following month. 

Repatriated in January 1919, Deane was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant, R.M. 
in December 1921 and enjoyed several seagoing appointments in the period 
leading up to the renewal of hostilities, among them H.M.S. Sussex 1929-30 and 
H.M.S. Dorsetshire 1933-35 and, by September 1939, he was serving as a 
Captain, R.M., in the cruiser Leander in the New Zealand Division. 

By and large, Leander was employed in the Pacific and Indian Oceans in the 
period 1939-43, although she also served in the Mediterranean, and among early 
actions were her part in the sinking of the Italian armed merchantman Ramb I off 
the Maldives on 27 February 1941 and her capture of the Vichy French 
merchantman Charles L.D. between Mauritius and Madagasgar on the 23rd of the 
following month. Having then lent valuable service against Vichy forces in the 
Syria-Lebanon campaign and elsewhere in the Mediterranean, she returned to the 
Pacific. Meanwhile, on the formation of the Royal New Zealand Navy in October 
1941, she was officially re-titled 'H.M.N.Z.S.', while for his own part, Deane was 
given the Brevet of Major at the end of the same year. 

The Leander fought her final engagement of the War off the Solomon Islands on 13 July 1943, in what became known as the battle of 
Kolombangara, when Rear-Admiral Walden Lee Ainsworth's Task Group of three cruisers - the others being the U.S.S Honolulu and U. 
S.S. St. Louis - and 10 destroyers, met a Japanese force under Rear-Admiral Isaki, comprising the cruiser Jintsu and five destroyers, part 
of the famous "Tokyo Express", and assorted transports carrying some 1200 enemy troops and supplies. In the ensuing night action 
Leander contributed to the destruction of the Jintsu by accurate gunfire, but the Japanese quickly retaliated, their destroyers unleashing 
around 30 'Long Lance' torpedoes, one of which found the Leander and killed 28 of her crew on impact - others damaged the St. Louis , 
the Honolulu and the destroyer Gwin, which latter had to be scuttled. And although the Leander made her way back to port without 
further incident, the extent of the damage inflicted on her precluded her from further operational duties. 

By the war's end, Deane was serving at the Ipswich shore establishment Wolverstone , a landing craft base and training establishment 
and it was presumably around this period that he qualified for the Atlantic Star. He subsequently settled in New Zealand.

General and V.C. recipient), before transferring to the 3rd Dragoon Guards. He served during the Great War, attached to the 15th

Service on 11 February 1919, he relinquished his commission on 1 April 1920.

October 1914, on which date the battalion was ordered to counter-attack the German positions on the Zandvoorde ridge as part of 
General Bulfin's force: over the course of three days' hard fighting, 29-31 October 1914, the Battalion suffered 405 casualties, and 
earned for itself the soubriquet 'The Iron Regiment'. Green has no known grave and is commemorated on the Ypres (Menin Gate) 
Memorial, Belgium.

Percy Douglas was born in Kirkburton, Yorkshire, in 1897, the eldest son of Rev. Percy and Mrs. Annie Douglas of Great Sutton, 
Chester. He attested for the Liverpool Scottish on 5 August 1914 and accompanied the original contingent to France aboard 
the Maidan in November 1914, aged just 17. He served with the British Expeditionary Force until 21 May 1915 when he was 
wounded. Commissioned in the Army Service Corps on 5 July 1915, he was wounded a second time on 27 August 1916, requiring 
treatment in hospital at Rouen. He transferred to the Royal Flying Corps in August 1917, and served with No.11 Squadron: 'On 12 
March 1918, whilst acting as Observer to Captain J. S. Chick (later a 16 victory ace), Douglas claimed 5 enemy scouts out of control in 
a single engagement. The following day he claimed an Albatross DV also shot down out of control, and two days later, he claimed his 
final two 'victories', comprising, another Albatross DV out of control, and one other confirmed destroyed.' ( Above The War Fronts , by 
Norman Franks, Russell Guest, and Greory Alegi refers). 

Douglas returned to England on 26 March 1918, and continued in service with the School of Air Gunnery, before finally leaving the R. 
A.F. on 11 April 1919. 

A number of personal items which once belonged to Douglas, including his typescript recollections, entitled 'We meet Richthofen's 
Circus', temporary commission document, photograph albums, loose photographs, essays (one of which is now published), and 
correspondence are held as part of the Liddle Collection, University of Leeds Library.

'The 13th October was, more or less, an "off" day for the Battalion. At 9:00 a.m. the 19th Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers attacked 
through the Battalion. The attack was unsuccessful. It came under heavy artillery and machine gun fire from the high ground east of the 
river, which was strongly held by the enemy, and was unable to make any progress. Throughout the day the Battalion maintained the 
positions it had won on the previous night. Several casualties were suffered from the defensive barrage put down by the enemy, among 
them being Captain F. C. Harrison, the popular and cheery little Medical Officer. His slit in the railway cutting was hit by a shell, and 
he was so severely wounded that he died before he could be got to the advanced dressing station.' (History of the 1/4th Battalion Duke 
of Wellington's Regiment 1914-19 , by Captain P. G. Bales refers). 

Harrison is buried in Wellington Cemetery, Rieux-en-Cambresis, France.

Winifred Mordaunt, later Mrs John Geare was the daughter of Sir Charles 
Mordaunt, 10th Baronet, of Walton Hall, Warwick. She served during the Great 
War as an Ambulance Driver for the First Aid Nursing Yeomanry on the Western 
Front from November 1915. She was based with the Ambulance Motor Convoy 
at Boulogne, and Pat Beauchamp (a contemporary of hers at Bouglone) in her 
book Fanny Goes To War gives the following insight: 

It may be interesting to members of the Corps to know the names of those who 
formed that pioneer Convoy. They are: Lieutenant Franklin, M. Thompson 
(Section Leader), B. Ellis, W. Mordaunt, C. Nicholson, D. Heasman, D. 
Reynolds, G. Quin, M. Gamwell, H. Gamwell, B. Hutchinson, N. F. Lowson, P. 
B. Waddell, M. Richardson, M. Laidley, O. Mudie-Cooke, P. Mudie-Cooke and 
M. Lean (the last three were new members).... 

We arrived at Boulogne in time for lunch, and then set off for our camp thirty kilometres away, in a British Red Cross touring car 
borrowed from the "Christol Hotel." We arrived there amid a deluge of rain, and the camp looked indeed a sorry spectacle with tents 
all awry in the hurricane that was blowing. 

Bell tents flanked one side of the large open space where the ambulances stood. A big store tent occupied another and the cook-house 
was in a shed at the extreme corner, with the Mess tent placed about as far from it as possible! 

We had no telephone in those days, and orderlies came up from the Casino hospital and A.D.M.S. with buff slips when ambulances 
were wanted. At that time the cars, Argylls, Napiers, Siddeley-Deaseys, and a Crossley, inscribed "Frank Crossley, the Pet of 
Poperinghe," were just parked haphazard in the open square, some with their bonnets one way and some another - it just depended 
which of the two drives up to camp had been chosen. It will make some of the F.A.N.Y.'s smile to hear this, when they think of the neat 
rows of cars precisely parked up to the dead straight, white-washed line that ultimately became the order of things!' 

Mordaunt advanced to the rank of Sergeant, and Beauchamp goes on to mention 'Winnie' on several occasions throughout the book. 
She is also mentioned in F.A.N.Y. Invicta by Irene Ward, including Mordaunt's post-war involvement with the organisation, when she 
was elected as a member of the Headquarters Staff Committee: 

'From the beginning of the inter-war period rather different personalities exercised control and the whole administrative machine was 
overhauled. Franklin was the first Commandant. It was also agreed to establish a more regular central committee to decide on Corps 
policy. The Headquarters Staff Committee consisted at first of Franklin, Joynson, A. H. Gamwell, Lowson, Mordaunt, Russell-Alien, 
Baxter Ellis, Mosely, Peyton-Jones, Walton and Waddell (soon to become Colston and Washington).' 

Mordaunt is recorded as having been awarded the Croix de Guerre for gallant conduct during an air raid, and her two M.I.D.'s are 
amongst just 15 to the F.A.N.Y. for the whole of the Great War.

Beatrice Mary Simmonds (later Mrs B. A. Mackinnon) is featured thus in Angels in Blue Jackets in the appendix titled 'Some 
Characters': 

It has not been possible to obtain full details of this lady's extraordinary life, but even the sketchiest outline is full of interest. 

She was born in England in 1873... At an early age she was taken by her parents to Greece, her father being Chief Engineer on the 
railway from Athens to Piraeus. Educated at the French Convent in Athens, she was fluent in English, French and Greek by the age of 
ten. 

At eighteen she came back to England and qualified as a State Registered Nurse. Returning to Athens, she volunteered for nursing 
service with the Greek army during the 1897 war with the Turks. 

It appears that she subsequently moved to Sicily and was working as a teacher of languages at the Berlitz School in Messina at the time 
of the earthquake. According to her obituary, she dedicated the next three years of her life to caring for the disabled survivors of the 
disaster and was honoured by Queen Elena for her work. 

In 1912 she again volunteered for service in the field, this time in the Balkan War. It is stated that she received the Royal Red Cross at 
this time [this was in fact the Red Cross Medal 1912-13]. 

She next appears in Kenya and Tanganyika, in 1915, working as a nurse with the British and South African forces fighting the Germans 
led by Von Lettow Vorbeck [she actually served in the German South West Africa theatre of war from 19 March 1915]. Subsequently 
she received the 1914-15 Star, and the British War and Victory Medals. 

At about this time she married Charles Mackinnon of Skye, a manager for Barclays Bank DCO and nephew of Sir Charles Mackinnon of 
Mackinnon Road fame [the road between Nairobi and Mombasa]. The couple subsequently lived in Pretoria and Durban. 

During the Second World War, when Durban was a clearing house for prisoners of war and wounded soldiers of many nations, and 
despite being in her early seventies, she worked as an interpreter in local camps and hospitals. Apart from her childhood languages, she 
was fluent also in German, Afrikaans, Italian and Swahili. 

She died in Durban, at the age of 99, in January 1972.'

David Campbell McEwen was born in 1885, the eldest son of William Campbell 
McEwen (Writer to the Signet) and Margaret Croall, formerly of 2 Rothesay 
Crescent, Edinburgh. He was educated at Radley College, Edinburgh Academy 
and Edinburgh University (where he was a law student and rower), and lived at 9 
Douglas Crescent, Edinburgh. He was for some time treasurer of the Juridical 
Society. He was a keen member of the St. Andrews Boat Club, and won the 
Hermiston Cup for Challenge Sculls in 1913-14. He became a member of The 
Society of Writers to the Signet and a partner in the firm of Messrs. J. and A.F. 
Adam, (W.S.), Edinburgh. 

He served during the Great War in France from 3 August 1916 with "A" 
Company, 1 /9th Battalion, Royal Scots, and was wounded on 9 April 1917, dying 
of wounds the following day at 42 Casualty Clearing Station, France, aged 31. He 
is buried at Aubigny Communal Cemetery Extension, France. He is also 
commemorated on the University of Edinburgh, Radley College, Edinburgh 
Academy and Brunstfield Links Golfing Society Limited War Memorials. A 
personal memorial tablet was erected in the church on the Isle of Eigg, which 
reads "In loving memory of David Campbell MacEwen, 2nd Lieutenant, 9th 
Battalion Royal Scots, who was mortally wounded in the Battle of Arras April 
17th, 1917 aged 37." A final memorial to him was presented to the Battalion by 
his mother: "In February 1930, on the 15th anniversary of the battalion's 
departure to France, Mrs Margaret MacEwan and the late Mr William MacEwan, 
W.S., in memory of 2nd Lieutenant David Campbell MacEwan, who was killed in 
action on April 9, 1917 presented a set of drums with all of the battle honours of 
the regiment from 1680."

He was very anxious to join the army but owing to his defective sight, did not 
obtain his commission in the 9th Battalion, The Royal Scots until 14th December 1915. David went to France on August 1st, 1916 and 
joined his battalion. It formed part of the 51 st (Highland Territorial) Division which was taking part in the operations on the Somme. In 
November, he went through the successful action at Beaumont Hamel, which was stormed and captured. In this, his Division, 
composed entirely of Scottish troops, took the leading part. 

It was in the early morning of 9th April 1917 whilst leading his Platoon against the German trenches in the assault which opened the 
Battle of Arras that he was mortally wounded. He was taken to the Casualty Clearing Station at Aubigny ten miles from Arras where he 
passed away on April 10th. He was buried in the little communal cemetery at Aubigny on 13th April. 

His life-long friend who was with David during his last two months of service writes: "David was a born Highlander and held it to be a 
privilege that his service in the Army should be in a Highland Battalion. Of an exceptional cheerful temperament, he attracted all who 
met him and had many friends in civil life. In the Army, he was the same. It seemed as if not even the most trying of war conditions 
could damp his natural good spirits. They carried him through to the last and won for him a deep friendship with his brother officers 
and his own men. 

As a soldier, he showed splendid nerve and a fine example of fearlessness. It was typical of him that at the times his men were exposed 
to dangers he was always with them and refused to take advantage of any shelter which they could not share.'

Thomas Flenry Bacon was born in Nunhead, Surrey, on 5 December 1893, and 
was educated at the City of London School, and Service College, Aldwych. 
Having worked as a Clerk for the Board of Trade for three years, he took over his 
father's business as a steam laundry proprietor, living at 212 Peckham Rye, 
London. Despite missing the index finger of his left hand, he enlisted at 
Camberwell from the Army Reserve and was posted to 36th Battalion, Royal 
Fusiliers in June 1916, transferring via The Queen's to 184th Company, Labour 
Corps on 14 July 1916. He served with the British Expeditionary Force until 15 
June 191 7 when he returned home to join No. 8 Officer Cadet Battalion. He was 
commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers on 27 November 1917, 
and served with the 17th (Empire) Battalion until disembodied on 1 February 
1919. He subsequently became a Freeman of the City of London.

Charles Buchan, MA was born in Aberdeenshire, in September 1888. He was the son of a Skipper of a Steam Drifter, and was educated 
at Aberdeen Grammar School. Prior to his enlistment he was a Divinity Student at the University of Glasgow, United Free Church 
College. He served as a Private with the Machine Gun Section, 'A' Company, 2nd Battalion, Gordon Highlanders on the Western Front 
from March 1916. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 3rd Battalion, Lancashire Fusiliers in July 1917. He was posted to the 1st 
Battalion, and then subsequently attached to the 15th Battalion. It was whilst serving with the 15th Battalion that he died of wounds, 2 
December 1917. On the latter date the battalion were engaged in the night attack at Westroosebeke, Ypres. The Battalion suffered 
losses of 2 officers and 13 other ranks killed, 5 officers and 63 other ranks wounded and 17 men missing. Buchan was buried in the 
Ypres Resevoir Cemetery, Belgium, and is listed as being a Reverend in both the Commonwealth War Graves Commission and The 
Cross of Sacrifice.

Peter MacDuff was born in Perth, Scotland, in 1858. He was employed for 32 years as a Headmaster at Lochgelly, and died in October 
1930. His obituary adds the following detail: 

'The funeral of Lieut. Col. Peter MacDuff, formerly of 1 /7th Black Watch, took place on Saturday from his home in Lundin Links to 
Ballingry Cemetery, Lochgelly. 

A large number of members of the Fife Territorial battalion were among the mourners... Mr. MacDuff's death occasioned regret in 
Lochgelly, where he accomplished his life-work. He was headmaster of Lochgelly East School for 32 years, having been appointed to 
that post from the first assistantship of Bathgate Academy in 1889. 

Apart from his scholastic duties he became particularly well known as a volunteer. Shortly after his arrival in Lochgelly he was 
commissioned a Second Lieut, in the Lochgelly company of the Fifeshire Rifle Volunteers. When the Territorial Act was passed he had 
risen to be in command of the company, at which time he held the rank of Honorary Major. During these years he shot regularly in the 
company shooting match, which was then among the best in Scotland. He was a frequent prize-winner at Fife Rifle Association's 
annual meeting at Kincraig Links, and several times took part in the national competitions at Bisley. 

When war broke out he led the Lochgelly company of the Fife Territorial Battalion, which by then had come to be known as the 7th 
Black Watch. In 1915 he went with the Battalion to France when he was 58 years of age. An active campaign quickly told on him, and 
near the end of the same year he was invalided home. He took up duties again in the school, but after a short time he again went to 
France, this time in charge of a battalion engaged in pioneer work. Later the deceased was appointed to the command of the 3/7th 
Reserve Battalion of the Black Watch stationed at Ripon, Yorkshire, and when his battalion amalgamated to make up the 4/5th Reserve 
Battalion of the Black Watch he finally passed back to civil life and carried on his duties as headmaster of the East School. On reaching 
the age of 64 he retired from teaching and went to live at Lundin Links.... When the Lochgelly War Memorial was unveiled he was 
invited to lead the march of the ex-Service men, and Mrs MacDuff laid the first wreath on the memorial.... During the war and while in 
France his youngest daughter died, and his second son, Lieut. William MacDuff, was killed in action.' (copy of newspaper cutting 
included with lot refers)

Brian Lightly Lawrence was born in 1897, and was the only son of Mr and Mrs A. W. Lawrence of Mountfield, Maidenhead. He was 
educated at Wellington College, and entered Sandhurst on 29 August 1914. He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, Middlesex 
Regiment, in January 1915, and served with the 2nd Battalion in the French theatre of war from March 1915 (entitled to a 1914-15 
Star). He was killed in action, 1 June 1915, and Boy Soldiers of the Great War by R. van Emden gives the following: 

'Another battalion that took part in the fighting was the 2nd Middlesex. This unit was badly cut up by machine guns firing from a 
moated farm, several officers being killed. In the aftermath, new drafts were sent out, including four officers, one of whom was 
seventeen-year-old Second Lieutenant Brian Lawrence. The draft joined the battalion on 20 March [1915] near Laventie, a village west 
of Lille. Brian had been educated at Wellington College and on the outbreak of war had won a place at the Royal Military College in 
Sandhurst, just days before his seventeenth birthday. He had been commissioned into the Middlesex Regiment in early January 1915. 

Barely ten weeks after arriving in France, he was dead, killed as he stood outside his dugout by a stray bullet glancing off the top of a 
sandbag. His parents, Arthur and Agnes Lawrence of Maidenhead, were informed of their son's death a few days later. The news was 
sent by telegram and included the express sympathy of the Secretary of State for War, Lord Kitchener. Such messages were changed 
later in 1915, extending the sympathy of the Army Council instead, an alteration probably made to depersonalize the telegram so as to 
forestall parents writing back - as Brian Lawrence's father had: 

23.6.15 

To The Right Hon. The Earl Kitchener of Khartoum K.G. 

My Lord 

I beg to thank you for your kind expression of sympathy, on the death of my only child Second Lieut. Brian Lightly Lawrence of the 
Second Batt. Middlesex Regt. 

Please pardon me my Lord for saying, I do hope in future you will see your way not to send out such children, for what is 1 7?? 

He went gladly, and I would have had my tongue taken out, rather than have breathed a word to stop him; he has done his duty, and 
died a noble death, but the fact remains he was only a child, anyhow in years. 

I have the honour to remain 

Your Lordship's obedient servant 
Arthur L. Lawrence' 


Second Lieutenant Lawrence was buried in Rue Tilleloy, 400 yards south-west of Fauquissart, the grave was subsequently lost. He is 
commemorated on the Ploegsteert Memorial.

John Ewart Beswick was born in Longton, Stoke-on-Trent, in 1897. He was the grandson of James Wright Beswick, the founder of 
Beswick Pottery. The latter manufacturer became particularly well known for their production of farm animals and Beatrix Potter 
characters in porcelain. John expanded the company after the death of his grandfather in 1921, including securing the rights to 
reproduce the Beatrix Potter figurines in 1948. The firm was sold to Royal Doulton in 1969. 

John Beswick enlisted in the Army Service Corps (M.T.) at Stoke-on-Trent in September 1915. He served with the 708th Mechanical 
Transport Company in the Macedonian theatre of war, July 1916 - February 1919. He contracted Malaria in August 1917, and also 
suffered from Bronchitis. Having advanced to Sergeant, Beswick was discharged 24 April 1919. 

Despite the limitations placed upon him by bouts of poor health, Beswick still managed to make 58 appearances for Stoke City in the 
Football League. Playing for the club over two spells (between 1921 and 1926) he helped them to win the Third Division North. He 
retired due to injury, and concentrated fully on the family business. He died in 1978.

Gladys Sophie Jensen served as an ambulance driver for the Scottish Women's Hospitals unit during the Great War. She served in 
Serbia, and 'at Nish, the horror of war soon became apparent to the staff as they entered a Serbian military hospital where they were to 
assist: "Every inch of space was occupied - it was impossible to pass between the beds, for the poor patients were mostly lying on the 
floor, some on hay and straw, and others on the bare stone or wooden floors. Sick and wounded lay crowded together - men who had 
just undergone the amputation of limbs; men in the grip of typhoid, dysentery, or frostbite..." The SWH quickly got to work and by the 
time of the Serbian retreat, four units were in operation... 

The ultimate test of this adaptability would come in October 1915, when the combined strength of the Austrians, Germans and 
Bulgarians fell upon the Serbs. As their hosts crumbled into retreat, the fate of the hospitals varied. Inglis [Dr Elsie Inglis] and some 
others were captured, having elected to stay with their patients. Others took part in the terrible retreat across the mountains of Albania 
that cost the lives of some 200,000 Serbs.' ( Under The Devil's Eye , Britain's Forgotten Army At Salonika 1915-1918 , A. Wakefield & S. 
Moody refers) 

Jensen chose to take part in the retreat, and distinguished herself as follows, 'daughter of Mr H. F. Jensen, 37 Stanley Avenue, Wallasey, 
has been awarded the Serbian Gold Medal for conspicuous bravery while serving as a motor-driver with the London units of the 
Scottish Women's Hospital in Rumania. 

The official account of his young lady's bravery is as follows: 

During the retreat from Medjidieh it was discovered that the whole convoy was running short of petrol, and this meant that some of the 
lorries and ambulances must be abandoned. Miss Gladys Jensen, one of the ambulance drivers, volunteered to return to the town with 
a car and bring back enough to enable the whole transport to continue their retreat. The commandant gave her consent, but Miss 
Jensen had just started, accompanied by a Serbian mechanic, a lad of about seventeen years of age, when a Serbian officer rode up and 
told the commandant, that it was madness for her to go, as already the Germans and Austrians were shelling the town. They tried in 
vain to stop Miss Jensen, but it was too late. This young girl - she was only about twenty two - faced death to save, rather than to 
abandon the ambulances, which were so much needed. Her perilous drive was crowned with success, and for this deed she was 
awarded the Gold Medal for Conspicuous Bravery.' (copy of extract from a contemporary Wallasey newspaper refers) 

Jensen was decorated accordingly (all the awards are confirmed), however, upon her return to the UK things eventually took a turn for 
the worst: 

'One of the only two women to be awarded the Gold Cross [sic] of Serbia, the Serbian 'V.C.', was at Liverpool County Court, today, 
granted her discharge in bankruptcy subject to a suspension of three months. 

She is Gladys Sophie Jensen, who formerly carried on business in partnership as a dress designer in Bold Street, Liverpool and 
Wallasey. She is now a poultry farmer at Maidenhead. 

For Miss Jensen, Mr T. D. Morgan said that before the War she was a physical training instructress in Margate. In 1915 she joined the 
Scottish Women's Hospital Unit as an ambulance driver and took part in the Serbian retreat... In 1916 she was invalided home and was 
an invalid for some time. 

She started the Liverpool business with the help of her father in partnership with a practical dress designer. It went well until 1925 
when she had a serious riding accident. When she returned the business was going downhill. According to the Official Receiver's 
report Miss Jensen was adjudicated bankrupt in 1928, the liabilities were £2,127.' (newspaper cutting included with the lot refers)

Thomas Jack Ambrose Seale was born in July 1916, and commissioned Lieutenant in the Royal Marines in 1937. He served as Captain 
during the Second War as part of the Royal Marine complement for H.M.S. Dido. The latter cruiser spent the early part of 1941 on 
convoy duty in the Atlantic, prior to joining the Eastern Mediterranean Fleet in April 1941. She suffered bomb damage whilst 
transporting troops from Crete to Alexandria, 29 May 1941, and her Marines accepted the surrender of the port of Assab, Eritrea, in 
June 1941. The remainder of the year was spent with the vessel being refitted, prior to re-joining the Eastern Mediterranean Fleet at the 
start of 1942. 

The first three months of 1942 were spent on convoy escort between Alexandria and Malta, but on 22 March 1942 the Dido joined 
Rear Admiral Sir Philip Vian's force for the Second Battle of Sirte. The British convoy for the latter was composed of four merchant 
ships bound for Malta escorted by four light cruisers (of which Dido was one), one anti-aircraft cruiser, and 17 destroyers. The Italian 
force comprised a battleship, two heavy cruisers, one light cruiser, and eight destroyers. Seale was Mentioned in Despatches for the 
successful action. 

After the war Seale served with 40 Commando in Palestine, before advancing to Major and serving at the R.M. Small Arms School, 
Gosport. Whilst serving at Gosport he was part of the successful Small-Bore Shooting Team, 1951-52. Lieutenant-Colonel Seale died in 
June 1956.

Philip Howard Godfrey Smith was bom in 1915 and educated at Stowe School, where he excelled in athletics, and was commissioned 
from the 163rd Officer Cadet training Unit a Second Lieutenant in the East Surrey Regiment on 3 August 1940. He served with the 1st 
Battalion during the Second World War in North Africa, Sicily, and Italy, and was advanced to Captain. He was mortally wounded in 
Italy on 7 October 1943, as the battalion were advancing towards the Gustav Line, and died a few hours later. A letter written soon 
after by a fellow officer in the battalion to Smith's widow Susan recounts the details: 

'Dear Mrs. Smith, 

You will by now have heard the tragic news that Godfrey was killed in action on the 7th October I saw the whole thing so I can tell 
you what happened. We were in action and Godfrey was just leaving the Company to arrange about rations. He had not gone a 
hundred yards when three mortar bombs landed between him and his batman, Private Dalloway. The stretcher bearers went out 
straight away and brought Godfrey back to the farm where we had Company headquarters. He has been hit in the back and was quite 
conscious. The stretcher bearers attended to him while I sent for the doctor. When the Medical Officer came he did what he could for 
the poor chap, but he told me it was hopeless. Godfrey fell into a sort of coma and was not in pain when he died. His pulse just got 
weaker and weaker and eventually he fell asleep. Private Dalloway, who was very attached to Godfrey, was with him all the time. 

I don't want to write a sort of eulogy, but I can honestly say I have seldom met anyone who was so universally popular with all ranks. 
His consideration for others, his cheerfulness, and his courage endeared him to all. I don't wish to burden you with our grief as well, 
but I should like you to know how very much esteemed he was by us all and how deeply we feel his loss. He was buried by our padre 
the next day in the vicinity of the Battalion Headquarters...' 

Private Dalloway, Captain Smith's batman, also wrote: 

'Dear Mrs. Smith, 

It is with deep regret that I have to tell you that your husband passed away yesterday through enemy action. He was, like all times, very 
brave to the end. If ever a man was so brave, liked by everyone, and always a gentleman, than I have yet to find one who was better to 
me and everyone in the Battalion. Through campaigns- North Africa, Sicily, and now Italy, I've always been by his side in all the battles 
and to the last moment before he was injured I was there and only God knows how I came out without being injured. He was very 
happy to hear I was OK, and before he passed away he put his arm around my neck and said, "Dalloway, you're a fine fellow." 
Drawing me closer he called for "Pam, my little love", which I know is the little daughter he was always so proud of, and then called 
for "Susie"; forgive me if I am personal but I believe that is you, his wife. Oh God, why should it have to be him. Pam and Susie were 
his last words...' 

Smith was reburied after the War in the Sangro River War Cemetery, Italy. His devoted batman, Private Dalloway, survived the War.

He served 
with the 1st Battalion during the bitter fighting on the Gothic Line in December 1944, which was 'one of the hardest battles for the 
Eight Army, comparable to El Alamein and Monte Cassino.' Morton was wounded in action on 16 December 1944, during which 
period 'the battalion was heavily engaged on the Pergola-Pidura Ridge, south of the Bologna-Rimini railway line. The enemy reacted 
with exceptional violence. Sub-units of the battalion in turn supported various defensive operations designed to stabilise a satisfactory 
winter line of defence, before the first snow of the season fell just before Christmas.' ( The History of the Royal Northumberland Fusiliers 
refers). 

After transferring to the Reserve, Morton was recalled to the Colours for service in Korea, and sailed with the 1st Battalion Royal 
Northumberland Fusiliers on the Empire Halliday, arriving in Pusan as part of the original 28 Infantry Brigade on 18 November 1950. 
The Battalion was continuously in action , taking part in the Battle of Imjin, before leaving on 28 October 1951. During the course of 
their involvement in Korea the Battalion suffered 93 Officers and men killed, 239 wounded, and 45 taken Prisoner of War.

Roy Samuel Diss served during the Second World War with No. 230 Squadron, Royal Air Force, and was part of the crew of a 
Sunderland that sank two Italian Submarines, the Argonauta and the Rubino , in the Mediterranean, on 28 and 29 June 1940: 

'The majority of alarms were due to birds or fish, but on 28 June, way off on the beam, was a sub travelling at periscope depth. We 
turned away to wind out the bomb racks and prepare for the attack. In the early marks of boat the loading and winding out of the racks 
was manual and our earlier practise paid off. As Armourer I had the responsibility for the bombs and all weapons on board and acted 
also as tail gunner. We turned to come out on to the sub from astern, which was oblivious to our presence. The attack was made with 
four 2501b A/S bombs which fell close enough to damage and disable; the second attack finished it off. 

The following day we spotted a second sub on the surface. This time our preparation time was now much shorter and again from the 
stern. The bow turret was instructed to pour concentrated fire into the conning tower. No-one could be seen on watch on the 
submarine. The first four bombs dropped two on either side of the sub which promptly broke in half forward of the conning tower; the 
second four almost lifted the stern section out of the water. We stood off and wound in the bomb racks and as we circled, survivors 
were seen in the water. Bill Campbell calmly advised us over the intercom that he was landing to pick up our proof from the sea. 

Against normal practice I was to remain in the tail turret in case we were attacked. How we managed to land and take off in that swell I 
shall never know. Our message to Malta to lay on a P.O.W. escort caused confusion; we arrived with only three survivors, to be met so 
it seemed by most of the "Brass" of Malta!' (the recipient's account, taken from the History of No. 230 Squadron Royal Air Force).

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William Wilson Hoy was born at Portmoak, Kinross-shire, Scotland, on 11 March 1868, son of Robert Hoy, a Scottish farmer. He had 
only an elementary schooling and for the rest was self-educated. His life-long connection with with the railways began at the age of 
twelve, when as junior clerk he entered the service of the North British Railway Company in Edinburgh. In 1889 he joined the Cape 
Railways and in December 1890 he attended the opening of the Cape-Free State line at Bloemfontein. In 1892 he was appointed chief 
clerk to the transport manager at Kroonstad, and in June that year was transferred to Vereeniging. By March 1895 he was acting chief 
clerk to the general manager (Transport Section) of the Cape Railways and consequently returned to Cape Town. A few months later he 
was made general manager of this branch and thus became intimately involved in the tariff war between the Cape and Natal Railways 
and N.Z.A.S.M., a struggle which led to the temporary closing Punjab Frontier 1897-98 the drifts in the Vaal River in 1895. After being 
appointed representative of the Cape Railway at Johannesburg in 1896, Hoy acted as assistant-manager of transport in Bulawayo and 
Kimberley from 1897 to 1898, going to Port Elizabeth in 1898 to take up the post of assistant-manager. 

From June 1900 to June 1902, Hoy was controller of the Imperial Military Railway network in the Orange Free State and Transvaal 
Republic, with headquarters at Bloemfontein, creating a viable railway network from what remained of the Z.S.A.R. At the end of the 
war he was recommended to Lord Kitchener for an award by Lieutenant-Colonel Girouard, Director of Railways. Although his duties 
entailed much travelling, he nevertheless took an interest in municipal affairs and served on the Johannesburg City Council, 1901-02. 
When the railways were transferred back to the civil administration, Hoy acted as chief traffic manager of the Central South African 
Railways until 1910, introducing the section system in 1907. He represented the Railways at the international conference in 
Washington and was promoted assistant general manager in 1909. When he was made general manager of the South African Railways, 
he successfully melded the various systems into an integrated unit. 

In 1914 he was appointed director of Military Railways, with the rank of Colonel, and made an important contribution to the campaign 
in German South-West African campaign, which depended on the ability of the Union troops to deploy rapidly into the field and for 
the lines of communication to be reliable. Hoy was one of the seven men present at the meeting called by Smuts in August 1914 to 
plan the invasion of South-West Africa, and the speed with which the South Africans advanced during the campaign and rebuilt the 
damaged railways in the desert took the Germans completely by surprise. He superintended the construction of the line between 
Prieska and Upinton which was completed in just 82 days. For these services Hoy was knighted and was created a Companion of the 
Bath. He accompanied General Louis Botha and J. C. Smuts to the peace conference in Paris in 1919 when Smuts received railway 
materials and three ships as a gift from Britain to the Union Government. During this visit to Europe he was made a Commander of the 
Belgian Order of the Crown and became a Knight of Grace of St John of Jerusalem, later becoming deputy commissioner of this order in 
South Africa. 

His promotion to K.C.B. in 1922 was the last such distinction to a South African and represents an award for a grave episode in South 
African history, the 1922 civil strike commonly known as the Rand Revolt. It was a strike that threatened to engulf Johannesburg in 
anarchy and was put down with severity by the government. Measures included parts of Johannesburg being shelled by the Transvaal 
Horse Artillery and bombed by the South African Air Force. Without trains being made available to the government for the 
transportation of troops from Durban, what nearly amounted to a fully armed uprising could not have been contained. General 
Hertzog, who gained power from Smuts in 1924, subsequently banned South Africans from receiving knighthoods, a ban which 
remains on the Statute Books to this day. 

During the post-war years, Hoy successfully guided the Railways through those critical times, acted as chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautical Council from 1921 to 1923, and in 1922 began to steer the first railway electrification project in South Africa, the route 
between Glencoe and Pietermaritzburg. He was chairman of the South African section of the Empire Exhibition of 1924-25. He was 
succeeded as general manager of the South African Railways and Harbours in March 1928, but his great contribution to the 
establishment and development of South African Railways and Harbours remains his lasting memorial. 

Hoy married Gertrude Mildred Price, a daughter of Sir Thomas Price, in 1901. They had no children. He died in Cape Town on 11 
February 1930, and is buried on Hoy's Kopje, near Hermanus. A bronze bust of Hoy was placed at the entrance to Johannesburg 
railway station.

'Perhaps the most brilliant exploit of the whole campaign was a sortie by twenty-two Salisbury Volunteers in two detachments (led 
respectively by Lieut. D. Judson of the Rhodesia Horse and Inspector R. C. Nesbitt of the Police), who rode out twenty-seven miles to 
the aid of a party of fourteen white people, three of whom were women, cut off at the Alice Mine in the Mazoe district, where they had 
managed to improvise a sort of laager on a stony kopje , and were holding out against some hundreds of natives armed with rifles. Five 
of the beleaguered party had lost their lives before the arrival of the relief, including two telegraph clerks who heroically left the laager 
in the face of the enemy and made their way to the telegraph office a mile off. They were successful in sending an appeal for help over 
the wire to Salisbury, but were killed within view of the laager on the return journey. During the retirement of the Mazoe refugees with 
their rescuers to Salisbury the whole party was exposed for ten miles to a murderous fire, and three of the patrol were shot dead, 
besides a number wounded. The ladies were placed in a wagonette ingeniously protected by sheets of iron and reached Salisbury 
unhurt, though in a state of exhaustion.' (The Making of Rhodesia by Hugh Marshall Hole refers)

Report by Lieutenant D. Judson to His Honour Judge Vincent 
June 21,1896 

'According to instructions from you, I left Salisbury on the evening of the 18th inst. with a patrol of four men, viz., Tprs. Honey, Guyon, 
King (Godfrey) and Hendricks, the instructions being to meet the refugees from the Mazoe and to generally gain information 
concerning the native rising. 

A short distance beyond Avondale I picked up Paymaster Capt. Stamford Brown, who attached himself to the patrol. About three miles 
south of the Gwebi my horse gave in, and I despatched Tpr. King to Salisbury on it with a request for reinforcements. About this time I 
challenged and fired on a native. 

I halted at Mount Hampden until 4 o'clock the next morning, by which time six additional men arrived from Salisbury. Proceeding on 
in the dark, we unfortunately (as it then appeared) took the road to Lo Maghonda's, and did not discover our error until daybreak. We 
then struck across country toward the head of the Mazoe Valley, but were delayed by a series of mishaps: Tpr. King's horse collapsed; 
Tpr. Mullaney, who was told off to guard the dismounted men, lagged behind, and an hour was lost in searching for him. By this time 
Tpr. Finch's horse fagged, and I then decided, having in view the safety of the patrol, to send the weaklings back in charge of Tpr. 
Finch. 

From this point we progressed satisfactorily, and arrived at Salvation Army Farm at 10 a.m., where we off-saddled and gave the horses 
food and drink. The surrounding kopjes were alive with natives, but I guarded against surprise by posting vedettes. At noon we moved 
on, and I warned the men of the gravity of the situation and issued instructions to be observed in the event of attack by a superior force. 
About a mile down the Mazoe Valley we entered a stretch of thick, high grass, terminating in a dense clump. I gave order to gallop, 
and we went forward in the following order: Myself first, Capt. Brown, Tprs. Hendricks, Niebuhr, Pollett, Honey and Coward, riding in 
single file. As Niebuhr and Pol let passed the end clump a volley was fired at us. I wheeled my horse round and saw Niebuhr's and 
Pollett's horses fall, and the riders on the ground. I was only 30 yards off, and, getting a good view of the enemy, fired two charges of 
slugs into the middle of them and placed two of them "hors de combat," and, I believe, thus prevented them from firing on Honey and 
Coward, who were then passing the bush. Coward was thrown from his horse, but quickly remounted. Brown and Hendricks engaged 
the enemy, whilst I got Niebuhr, who was badly wounded in the hand, up behind me. Pollett clambered up behind Hendricks, and we 
all fired a volley into the enemy and galloped off without further casualty. 

We did the next seven miles without mishap, keeping up a running fight, dislodging the enemy from the thick clumps of grass by firing 
volleys into them as we advanced and then rushing the dangerous spots. Seeing a wrecked cart with a dead white man (Faull) and 
wounded donkeys lying near the roadside, I believed it possible that all the Mazoe inhabitants had been murdered, and decided that if 
we saw no signs of them our only course was to reach the telegraph office, inform you of our situation, and then take up a position on 
one of the kopjes. Turning the corner of the mountain opposite the store, we noticed the rebels attacking the Alice Mine in force. We 
charged up the road as fast as our tired horses could go, cheering loudly, and opening up a rapid fire on the enemy. We ran the 
gauntlet of a hot cross-fire for about six minutes, and got safely into the laager of the Alice Mine, and a few minutes' firing caused the 
enemy to retire. 

Mr. J. Salthouse (the manager) was of the opinion that our arrival frustrated a determined attack by the natives. He reported to me the 
death of Messrs. E. R. Cass, J. Dickenson and Faull, who attempted to get into Salisbury, refusing to await the promised advice from 
you. He also reported that on the previous day Messrs. Blakiston and Routledge of the telegraph department, had gone back to the 
office to inform me of the state of affairs, and were both shot down on their return within a few hundred yards of the laager. The rebels 
kept up a desultory firing the whole day at distances varying from 200 to 1,000 yards. I saw that it was hopeless to attempt to get out of 
the Mazoe Valley with our present small force, and it was decided to keep the position till further help arrived. 

That night we sent a boy, Hendrick, with a despatch for you; he was fortunately intercepted and brought back by Inspector Nesbitt's 
patrol, which arrived at daybreak the following morning. (The despatch mentioned has since been handed to you.) [see below]. A 
council was held, and it was decided to return at once. The wagonette was armed with iron plates, six horses were inspanned, and the 
laager was vacated at 11.30 yesterday morning, there being 12 mounted out of a total of 30. Half a mile from the camp the attack 
commenced, and from then right through the Mazoe to a point two miles beyond the firing was kept up without intermission, and we 
lost about eight horses and three men (viz., burghers Van Staaden, McGeer and Jacobs) killed; four wounded (viz., Hendricks and 
Burton seriously, Ogilvie and Barry slightly). At the time Hendricks was wounded we were in a critical position. Three horses were 
dead in the traces and four badly wounded, and rebels firing at us from a few yards off in the grass. 
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Ogilvie, seeing that Hendricks was badly hit and also cut off from the wagonette, told him to clear, which he did. 

I shortly afterwards missed Tpr. Arnott, and was informed by Ogilvie that he had gone on to Salisbury. I took Tprs. Ogilvie, Harbord 
and Pollett to the tops of a series of small kopjes, and from these we covered the wagonette and dismounted men, allowing them each 
time to get well ahead before vacating our position. By these means we checked the advance of the rebels, killing a good number of 
them, including two mounted men, of whom there were about ten. We arrived in Salisbury about 9 p.m/ 

Judson's despatch: 

Alice Mine, Mazoe, 

Friday, 19th June, 1896.10 p.m. 

Sir, 

I beg to inform you that I arrived here about 1.30 p.m., having literally fought our way through nearly the whole of Mazoe Valley. Lost 
two horses killed and Tprs. Niebuhr badly wounded and Pollett slightly (both these men's horses were shot, and they consequently 
rode behind riders of two other horses). In this respect I would mention Tpr. C. Hendricks, who picked Pollett up and carried him 
nearly five miles. I sent back early in the day Tprs. Finch, Guyon, King and Mullaney with three horses (knocked up). Mr. Salthouse, in 
charge here, reports Messrs. Blakiston, Routledge, Dickenson, Cass and Faull killed. Since my arrival we have had natives firing on us 
at distances varying from 200 to 1,500 yards, and there is no doubt we are all in a critical position, as ammunition is rapidly running 
out. We have also absolutely no shelter for ladies, and they and we have to crouch behind rocks; provisions also running out. It is 
imperative that a force of at least 40 men with a Maxim should come to our relief at once, as I am afraid all the Mashonas here will rise 
if present rebels (number estimated about 1,000-mostly Mashonas, and easily licked) are not vigorously dealt with. Mesdames 
Salthouse, Cass and Dickenson are with us, and bearing up bravely. When relief columns enter Mazoe Valley let them watch closely 
the dense patches of grass along roadside, as small parties of rebels lie in ambush. Send some Martini ammunition, and we can then 
give our help. Men in laager, in addition to my patrol, are Darling, Spreckley, Zimmermann, Pascoe, Burton, Fairbairn, Goddard and 
Salthouse. Mr. Stamford Brown met us on road and accompanied us here. I may mention that we sent most of the rebels - who shot 
horses and wounded our men - to the happy hunting grounds. Am sending this by despatch rider (Cape boy Hendrick), who has been 
promised £100 if he delivers it safely. Send out 12 spare horses. We have two mules and wagonette. 

(Sgd.) Dan Judson. 

Daniel Judson was born at Melrose, South Australia in 1864, and went to South Africa when he was ten years old. He was trained as a 
telegraphist in Cape Town and became a very skilful one. In 1885 he enlisted into Carrington's Horse as a bugler, and so accompanied 
the Warren Expedition to Bechuanaland. He subsequently resumed his telegraphic work, and attended many important conferences in 
this capacity. He accompanied Cecil J. Rhodes as a telegraphist at the Blignaut Pont Conference in March 1990, between Sir Henry 
Loch and President Kruger. 

Judson went to Rhodesia in 1893 when he was appointed Inspector of Telegraphs, and remained a Civil Servant for 36 years, holding 
such posts as the Controller of Posts and Telegraphs in Northern Rhodesia, and being Postmaster General in both Northern and 
Southern Rhodesia. 

In 1895 Judson joined the Rhodesia Horse, who were then being prepared for the Jameson Raid. He trained under Dr Jameson and Sir 
John Willoughby, but he did not participate in the raid, as he was among the party left at the base camp. 

On the outbreak of the 1896 uprising Judson was appointed a Lieutenant and Intelligence Officer in the Salisbury Field Force. Although 
he makes no mention of the fact in his report of the Mazoe Patrol, Judson was one of the men wounded on 20 June 1896, as confirmed 
in the London Gazette of 5 April 1898. Whilst Judson received no reward for his part in this magnificent affair, Captain R. C. Nesbitt 
was in due course awarded the Victoria Cross, the citation stating: 

'Randolph Cosby Nesbitt, Capt., Mashonaland Mounted Police. This officer, on the 19th June, 1896, led the Mazoe rescue patrol, 
consisting of only thirteen men, fought his way through the rebels to get to Salthouse's party, and succeeded in bringing them back to 
Salisbury, with heavy fighting, in which three of his small force were killed and five wounded.' 

For a full account of Judson's part in the Mazoe Patrol see Remember Mazoe by Geoffrey Bond. 

During the Boer War of 1899-1902, Judson was a Captain in the Rhodesia Contingent, under Colonel Plumer, and was present at the 
relief of Mafeking. When war again broke out in 1914, Lieutenant-Colonel Frederick Burnside became Commanding Officer of the 1st 
Rhodesia Regiment. Judson was a Company Commander in the same regiment until its disbandment in 1915. In December 1916 he 
was commissioned into the British Army as a Captain in the 3rd (Reserve) Garrison Battalion, Royal Welch Fusiliers. He obtained a 
transfer into the Labour Corps and saw active service in France, Italy, and the Balkans. He received his rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
whilst commandant of a prisoner of war camp in 1918. 

Judson was awarded the O.B.E. Military (London Gazette 1 January 1919) and the same year returned to Rhodesia, resuming his career 
in the Civil Service. He also became the Honorary Secretary to the Rhodesian Pioneer Society, National President of the British Empire 
Service League, and Vice-President of the Boy Scouts Association. He died at Bulawayo on 22 November 1942, aged 78.

D.S.O. London Gazette 7 May, 1897, In recognition of services during the recent operations in South Africa/ Seven D.S.O/s were 
awarded for the operations in Rhodesia in 1896, this being the only such award to the Rifle Brigade. 

Hubert Edward Vernon was born on 7 May 1867, at Hanbury Hall, Worcestershire, son of Sir Harry Foley Vernon, Bart. He was 
educated at Eton and Sandhurst; was Gazetted on 28 June, 1888, to the 1st battalion, The Rifle Brigade, which he joined in India, and 
served with it till 30 March, 1892, when he was transferred to the 4th battalion. 

Captain Vernon served in Mashonaland in 1896 with the Mounted Infantry, as Temporary Staff Officer. He was mentioned in 
despatches London Gazette 9 March, 1897, and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. The insignia were presented 
to him by Field Marshal Lord Roberts, Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, at a manoeuvre review parade 17 August, 1897. He was 
awarded the D.S.O. for his services in Mashonaland, and particularly for the leading part he took in the storming of Makoni's Kraal, 
August 1896. Sir F. Carrington wrote of him in a despatch, dated 3 December, 1896 "that he was cool and dashing, an ideal Mounted 
Infantry officer." 

He was transferred 7 March, 1897, to the 4th battalion, of which he was appointed Adjutant in October 1897, a post which he held for 
two years, when, on the South African War breaking out, he was seconded for service on General Sir Francis Howard's Staff, and under 
him took part in the Siege of Ladysmith. After the siege was raised he was in Sir Redvers Buller's advance to Lydenburg, including the 
action of Bergendal. Subsequently he served successively as Staff Officer to a Mounted Infantry Column, and as D.A.A.G. to the 
Inspector-General of Mounted Infantry, and saw much service in the Transvaal and Orange River Colony. He was Staff Officer to 
Captain Jenner's Column under Colonel Alderson. 

Major H. E. Vernon died at Pretoria on 22 September, 1902, from injuries received at Polo. General the Hon. Sir Neville Lyttleton, 
Commander-in-Chief in South Africa wrote: "He was one of the finest officers I have ever known in the regiment, both in peace and 
war." And again: "It was a sight to see him in action - a leader whom men would follow anywhere." General Alderson wrote from 
Pretoria: "I have known him since 1894. He was with me in Rhodesia in 1896. I then saw what an exceptionally fine and dashing 
officer he was. For the last few months he had been one of my Staff Officers, and I had got to appreciate his charming and upright 
personality and to realise his ability." He was a splendid horseman, equally at home in the hunting field or at Polo. In 1898 and 1899 
he played in several prominent Polo matches. He was a keen sportsman all round, both after big game in India and Africa and small 
game at home. For the South African campaign he received both medals and seven clasps, and was several times mentioned in 
despatches. 
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A fine Boer War D.S.O. group of nine awarded to Major J. A. Warwick, 8th South African Infantry, a member of the 
1893 Pioneer Column, who raised and commanded Warwick's Scouts in South Africa, was severely wounded at 
Hartebeestfontein, and afterwards served with the Field Intelligence Department

Note: Despite mention in his obituary notice of his being awarded a bar to the D.S.O. there is no evidence to support this. 


John Abraham Warwick was born at Durban on 14 August 1871, son of Mark Warwick and Esther Linnell, both of Warwickshire. He 
was educated at St Cyprian's, Kimberley, and in Cape Colony, and served two years with the Bechuanaland Border Police, seeing 
active service in the Matabele War of 1893 and in the Matabele Rebellion of 1896. He served in the South African War, 1900-2, in 
Lieutenant Gifford's Horse and as Captain commanding a troop of Matabeleland Mounted Police, raised by himself for the duration of 
the war. He was mentioned in Despatches; received the King's Medal with two clasps, and was created a Companion of the 
Distinguished Service Order. The Insignia were sent to the Commander-in-Chief in South Africa, and presented there. Captain Warwick 
was Managing Gold Mining Commissioner in Rhodesia. He was a member of the firm of Macandrew and Warwick, Engineers and 
Contractors, Bulawayo, and acting as Intelligence Officer with the 1st Division, Western District, he led the section known as 
Warwick's Scouts. His sister married Mr R H Henderson, C.M.G., who was the Chief Citizen of Kimberley when it was besieged by the 
Boers. 

In 1914 he enlisted for service in German South West Africa, first being a captain with the 1st Rhodesia Regiment and later being 
promoted major and adding a bar to his D.S.O. (sic). In March 1917 he was permitted to resign his commission on taking an 
appointment under the Civil Administration in East Africa, becoming a Customs officer at Mombassa, where he remained until his 
death on 14 May 1937. 

Warwick's Scouts was a small body raised by Captain J. A. Warwick early in 1900, primarily for the class of work indicated by their 
name. They saw service in many parts of the seat of war. After the relief of Kimberley they operated with Lord Methuen in the Boshof 
and Warrenton districts of the Orange River Colony. They accompanied that General eastwards towards Lindley, and saw some fighting 
there at the end of May and in June. Along with the remainder of Lord Methuen's column they were railed from Kroonstad to 
Krugersdorp in the Transvaal on 12th July, and advanced with him in a pursuit of De Wet northward to Olifant's Nek, where there was 
some fighting which Warwick's Scouts had two casualties. After this the corps saw endless marching and skirmishing in the Western 
Transvaal. On 16th February 1901 when operating with Lord Methuen, Captain Warwick was seriously wounded in the severe 
engagement a Hartebeestfontein. Captain J. A. Warwick and Lieutenant H. Macandrew were both awarded the D.S.O. for their 
services. The medal roll for this unit contains the names of two officers and 43 
N.C.O.s and men.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion when in command of the reserve battalion. Under cover of an intense bombardment the 
enemy succeeded in piercing part of a line, and he was ordered to recapture the position. He led his company forward under heavy 
machine-gun fire, and succeeded in retaking the ground which had been temporarily lost. Owing to mist, direction was difficult to 
keep, and in order to avoid his company losing direction he kept about twenty yards ahead of his men, thus exposing himself to 
additional danger. His courage and coolness were at all times admirable.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 4 October 1919. 

'For conspicuous gallantry near Epehy on 24 September 1918, when a strong party of the enemy entered our trenches. He immediately 
led a bombing attack and succeeded in driving the enemy back about 200 yards. It was not until the enemy was so strongly reinforced 
and he saw that further advance with his party of men was impossible that he consolidated his position. During these operations he was 
wounded, but refused to leave his men.' 


John Arthur Lea was born on 24 May 1885. He resided at Shamva Mine, South Africa and enlisted into the 1st Rhodesia Regiment on 
15 November 1914, with whom he served in South West Africa from 23 October 1914 to 13 July 1915. Subsequently commissioned 
into the Royal Fusiliers, he saw service on the Western Front, where he gained the award of the M.C. and bar and was wounded in 
action, before returning to Cape Town, South Africa in June 1920. 
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The extremely rare Second War 'Pathfinder Force' D.F.C., Army Best Shot Medal group of eight awarded to Hampden 
and Lancaster Navigator, Flight Lieutenant R. V. Allan, 44 (Rhodesia) Squadron and 97 (Strait Settlements) Squadron, 
who flew in at least 50 operational sorties - including the first three Thousand Bomber Raids. Very much a Lancaster 
Specialist, he also took part in the famous Le Creusot Raid, 17 October 1942, and a number of daylight operations. 
Returning to Southern Rhodesia after the war, Allan's shooting prowess was recognised with the award of the Queen's 
Medal in 1953.

'F/L Allan took part in his first operational sortie in October 1941, when he operated in Hampdens against such targets as Bremen and 
Kiel. After a short rest, during which he played a notable part in the development of the Lancaster aircraft at Boscombe Down, he 
resumed operations, participating in the thousand bomber raids against Cologne, Bremen and Essen. During this tour, he navigated his 
crew to most of the heavily defended targets in Europe, including Bremen (2), Kiel (2), Osnabruck (2), Munchen and Hamburg. 

On one operation against Bremen 25.6.42, on the way to the target, the aircraft's hydraulics were shot completely away, and one 
engine failed. F/L Allan with great determination and skill navigated the aircraft to Emden, which was bombed to great advantage. Even 
though his radar aids were destroyed, his pilot's instruments unserviceable and it was not possible to take advantage of astro- 
navigation, F/L Allan navigated the aircraft back to Cranwell, where an emergency landing took place. For a short while during this 
tour, he took part with 120 Squadron on Coastal Command work, protecting convoys and striking against enemy shipping. 
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At the end of a most distinguished operational tour, this Officer was posted to a Lancaster Conversion Unit, where he spent the next 
year in imparting his knowledge to new crews. 

On August 5th, 1944, he volunteered to return to operational duties and was posted to 61 Squadron, where he carried out another six 
sorties, of which two were daylight. It was due in no small measure to his efforts that the efficiency of the crew so improved that they 
were selected for Pathfinding. 

As a Radar navigator, F/L Allan has continued to distinguish himself, and has carried out blind illuminating at such targets as Munchen- 
Gladbach, Karlsruhe, Brunswick, Hamburg and Munchen. 

He is most strongly recommended for the non-immediate award of the Distinguished Flying Cross/ 


Robert Victor Allan was born in Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, in August 1920. He was educated at Archbishop Holgate's School, 
York, England and Prince Edward School, Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia. He was employed in the Treasury Department of the Southern 
Rhodesian Civil Service in 1938. He joined the Southern Rhodesia Territorial Force in September 1939, and transferred to the Southern 
Rhodesian Air Force in March of the following year. He was embodied into the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve in June 1940. After 
travelling to the UK, he was posted for operational service as a Navigator/Bomb Aimer with 44 (Rhodesia) Squadron (Hampdens and 
Lancasters), Waddington, in October 1941. He flew in five operational sorties with the squadron, including: Dunkirk; Schermonnikoog; 
Bremen, Le Havre and Kiel. At the start of November 1941 he converted to Lancasters and aided in their development at Boscombe 
Down, before resuming operations with 44 Squadron at the start of May 1942. 

Allan flew in a further 23 operational sorties with the squadron (in addition to at least a further two when attached to 120 Squadron on 
Coastal Command duties in August 1942), including: Gironde Estuary (2); the first three Thousand Bomber Raids to Cologne, 30 May 
1942, Essen 1 June 1942 and Bremen 2 June 1942; Hamburg; Saarbrucken; Osnabruck (2); Mainz; Karlsruhe; Bremen; Munchen; 
Wismar; Bornholm; Warnemunde; Maastricht; Kiel, Le Creusot (Schneider Factory), 17 October 1942; Genoa (2); Milan (Daylight) and 
Turin. 

At the end of 1942, having completed his tour, Allan was posted for instructional duties to a Lancaster Conversion Unit. He 
volunteered to return to operational flying, and was posted to 61 Squadron (Lancasters), Skellingthorpe, in August 1944. He flew in six 
operational sorties with the squadron, including: Caen; Chattelerault; Bordeaux (2 - both daylight); Russelheim and Stettin. The 
efficiency of his crew was recognised, and they were selected for Pathfinder Force. He was posted to 97 (Straits Settlements) Squadron

Having advanced to Flight Lieutenant, Allan was released from service in December 1945. After the war he returned to Southern 
Rhodesia and rejoined the Civil Service as an Administrative Officer on formation of the Federal Department of Civil Aviation. He 
served as Quartermaster in the 1st Battalion, Royal Rhodesia Regiment, 1948-1954, and in 1953 was the winner of the Queen's Medal 
for Shooting, Southern Rhodesian Forces. He was posted to the Regimental Reserve with the rank of Captain.

This Air Gunner's personal example of courage and determination and his buoyancy of spirit throughout two lengthy tours of 
operations in which he flew on over a hundred sorties against the enemy was a major factor in keeping up the morale of his comrades 
especially in times of intensive operations when fatigue and stress began to tell on everyone and casualties were being sustained. 

He has had several harassing experiences in the air and the gallantry and coolness which he never failed to display was in the best 
tradition of the Service. His ability and leadership was demonstrated by the great success with which he, as Leading Gunner of his 
Squadron, converted the total strength of Squadron Gunners onto new equipment in the field. He made up for the lack of normal 
instructional facilities by his own tireless energy and conscientious and unselfish application and it is to this that the standard of 
efficiency obtained by the gunners is due. 

Remarks by Officer Commanding Wing: Capt. Te. Water-Pohl has now completed two operational tours, totalling 108 sorties. 
Throughout the whole of this second tour he filled the role of Squadron Gunner Leader. His significant personal example of courage 
and determination has been an inspiration to the other gunners and great credit is due to him for his leadership ability and energy in 
converting in the field the Squadron Gunners to new equipment. His conduct in the face of the enemy over a long period earns him a 
strong recommendation for the award of the D.F.C.' 

Carlisle Te Water-Pohl was a native of Pretoria, South Africa, and he was employed as a Clerk with Iscor prior to the war. He enlisted 
in the South African Air Force in May 1940, and carried out initial training as an Air Gunner at 41 Air School, East London, South 
Africa. After further training in Egypt, Water-Pohl was posted for operational flying to 21 (Bomber) Squadron, S.A.A.F. (Marylands and 
Baltimores), in November 1941. He flew in 33 operational sorties with the squadron over the Western Desert, between November 
1941 - January 1943. These included, flying in Marylands, as recorded by his Log Book: 27 November 1941, 'M.T. atTrigh. Capuzzo. 
Cloud base 3000! Bombed at 2500ft 8/2501b. Near Misses. Light A/A over target. Severe A/A experienced 12 mis from target. Port wing 
tip ht & stbd side of gunners cockpit. Radio hit & put out of action. Self suffered slight burn under left armpit from A/A shrapnel'; 9 
December 1941, 'A/C & buildings on Derna 'drome. Height 10,000' 8/2501b Direct hits on 2 twin engined A/C & near misses on 
others. Light inaccurate A/A over Derna & target. Attacked by 2 G/50s & 3 ME.109e Fighters over Martuba. Were attacked 4 times from 
stbd quarter. Fired 4 pans & consider hit enemy on a few occasions. One Me 109e was seen to crash. No damage suffered to our 
formation'; 10 December 1941, 'Hotel at Cyrene, used as Senior German Officers Mess. Ht. 2,000' 8/250lb. 1 stick 4 near misses on 
hotel. 1 stick 4 on road', and 19 December 1941, 'A/C on Benina 'drome. Land at Sidi Rezegh on return. (Returned to 76 as passenger 
with Lt. Rich.) Ht. 1 7,000' 8/250lb. Near misses on A/C. Attacked by 4 Me. 109f, one of which was shot down by self & bottom gunner 
(Moir). It made a stbd beam to quarter attack. I consider I "winged" the pilot as the enemy A/C dropped one wing - flew underneath us, 
where it presented a sitting target to my bottom gunner, who emptied a complete magazine into it. It was seen to hit the deck. It was 
confirmed & has been officially credited to us. Our stbd engine was hit by cannon shell on last attack by 2 remaining fighters (1 shot 
down by rest of formation). 1 bullet passed thro A/G's cockpit severing my oxygen tube.' 

The squadron withdrew to the Nile Delta in January 1942, and came off operations to convert to Baltimores. Water-Pohl, having 
advanced to Second Lieutenant, recommenced his operational tour with the squadron in October of the same year. They were 
immediately heavily engaged in operations supporting troops at the battle of El Alamein, including 24 October 1942, 'Close support 
raid on 15th Panzer Div on Alamein line. 6/2501b. Led by 12 Bostons of 24 Sqdn. One 24 Sqdn Observer killed by A/A Ht. 7,000' 
Fighter Escort.' (Ibid) 

Water-Pohl, having completed his first tour, was posted to No. 70 O.T.U. in February 1943. He undertook a Gunnery Leaders Course 
at (M.E.) Central Gunnery School, Ballah, before returning to operational flying with 21 Squadron in December 1943. The squadron 
was now based in Tortorella, Foggia, Italy, and he flew with them to targets over the mainland and in support of partisans in 
Yugoslavia. He carried out a further 75 operational sorties (the vast majority flown as Gunnery Leader and with the squadron's 
Commanding Officer Lieutenant Colonel A. C. Jandrell) between December 1943 - September 1944 (in Marauders from July). These 
included: 28 February 1944, 'Bomb Chieti Rly Station. Target hit successfully. Intense Ack Ack. Direct hit by Ack Ack shell 
(unexploded) thro' our kite. Shell passed thro' leading edge of centre section of wing thro' the fuse & out thro' the top 6" from Colonel's 
back. Landed OK at base'; 3 March 1944, 'Bomb Gun Emplacements N. of Anzio. Results unobserved due to 9- 10/10th cloud cover 
over the target area. Intense & accurate heavy Ack Ack over target area. 8 out 12A/C holed'; 28 May 1944, 'Livno Town, Yugoslavia. 
Briefed to cause road block, chaos in town. Rendezvous with 4 Spits at Island of Vis. Excellent bombing & was there chaos in that 
town!'; 1 June 1944, 'Enemy concentration near L. Albano [Rome, and three days before its capture] 14,000' Furious Battle raging on 
deck. Intense heavy Ack Ack... 2nd box 'copped' more than we did. Several A/C holed. Colonel's evasive action 'beautiful.' Lt Mackay 
shot down but managed to force land on our side. Etmyr badly hurt. "Little Mac" back in Sqd now. Good show! Good bombing' and 4 
September 1944, 'Gun pos'ns W. of Rimini 4 A/C 6/500 & 4/250 Beautiful Bombing Mod Flak & accurate. A/C holed engine mounting 
being damaged' (Ibid). Water-Pohl advanced to Captain, and was discharged 20 November 1945.

In addition to the twelve D.C.M's awarded to the 7th Battery, Royal Field Artillery for the final desperate attempt to save the guns at 
Colenso, Captain H. L. Reed gained the award of the Victoria Cross, the citation for which states: 'Captain Reed, who had heard of the 
difficulty, shortly afterwards brought down three teams from his battery to see if he could be of any use. He was wounded as were five 
of the thirteen men who rode with him, one was killed; and thirteen out of twenty-one horses were killed before he got half way to the 
guns, and he was obliged to retire.' 


William Wright was born in Battersea, London in 1881 and enlisted into the Royal Artillery in August 1897 at which time he gave his 
trade as being a labourer. He saw active service during the Boer War, his service papers noting gallant conduct 'at Colenso 15 
December 1899 assisting in the attempt to save the guns of the 14th and 66th Batteries, R.F.A.' and 'wounded in action at Colenso, 
South Africa.' He stayed on serving with the Royal Artillery until his discharge in August 1913, being recalled for service the following 
year for the Great War where he served on the Western Front with the 8th Divisional Ammunition Column, Royal Field Artillery from 6 
November 1914, before transferring to the Labour Corps.

Fred Ernest Hutley was born in Stansted, Essex in November 1868 and enlisted in the West Riding Regiment in November 1885, aged 
17 years. Having then served in Bermuda, Barbados and Halifax, Nova Scotia, he was embarked for South Africa in April 1893, and 
was present in the Matabeleland operations as a member of the 2nd Battalion, attached 'C' Troop, Bechuanaland Border Police, under 
Captain Watson. Transferred to the Army Reserve on returning home in October 1894, Hutley was finally discharged in November 
1897, but on the occasion of the 60th Anniversary of the Occupation of Matabeleland in 1953, his services to the colony were 
rewarded by the presentation of one of just 41 "Pioneer Axes" in silver (George VI being another recipient) - the accompanying 
certificate being signed by V. N. Kennedy, the Governor of Southern Rhodesia. Hutley died in Ruislip, Middlesex in May 1957; sold 
with research, including a copied photograph of the recipient in old age.

W. R. Wylde-Browne was the son of Captain R. Wylde-Browne, R.N. He attested 
for the British South Africa Company's Police on 31 March 1890, served in 'D' 
Troop with the Pioneer Column, and was discharged on 20 January 1891. The 
Pioneer policeman seems to have been known officially as Browne (III) rather 
than Wylde-Browne. He served as a trooper in the Salisbury Horse in the 
Matabelele War of 1893, and as a trooper in the Matabeleland Relief Force in 
Rhodesia in 1896. He eventually settled in Canada and, although entitled, he 
never claimed his Mashonaland 1890 medal.

St. John Henry Wagstaffe was born in Southsea in February 1869, the son of a Paymaster, R.N., and entered the Royal Naval College 
as a cadet in November 1884. Appointed a Sub. Lieutenant, he appears to have served on the Mediterranean Station prior to being sent 
home under threat of trial by Court-Martial for theft - in the event insufficient evidence was forthcoming but his career was as good as 
over, the last entries on his record merely listing 'on the book' transfers from one shore establishment to another. 

During the Matabele Rebellion he served as a Troop Sergeant-Major in 7 Troop, Bechuanaland Border Police, September to December 
1893, including appointments under Major Forbes, Colonel Goold-Adams and Major Wilson of the Shangani Patrol - a drawing of him 
manning a Maxim in the retreat from the Shangani on 13 November appeared in the Illustrated London News , the caption stating: 

'In action on 13 November 1893, during the retreat from the Shangani - Major Forbes had a brief engagement with the Matabele. The 
Maxims got into action and the fire was hot for a few minutes. The drawing shows Sergeant Wagstaff operating one of the guns and 
Walter Howard is attending to Sergeant Pyke's arm which was later amputated by Dr. Jameson at Inyati. Forbes withdrew his men to 
the river bank, bringing the Maxims back one at a time.' 

Wagstaffe next enrolled in the Mashonaland Mounted Police as a Trooper in May 1894, and during the same month was involved as a 
defence witness in the infamous theft of gold sovereigns trial of Regina versus Daniel & Wilson, before being amongst those to 
accompany the famous Jameson Raid as a Trooper - captured by the Boers at Doornkop in the Transvaal in January 1896, he was 
repatriated to England from Durban aboard the Harlech Castle (list of ex-raiders as passengers in The Times of 22 February 1896 refers). 

Returning to Rhodesia that March, he served as a Sergeant in the Maxim Detachment of the Matabeleland Relief Force under Captain 
Wheeler, until October 1896, and was present in all the engagements fought in the Matobos. 

Afterwards a regular in the British South Africa Police, Wagstaffe witnessed further action in the Boer War in 'B' Troop, with whom he 
qualified for the "Rhodesia" clasp; and afterwards as a Guide in the Field Intelligence Department, with whom he qualified for the 
"Transvaal", "Orange Free State" and "Relief of Mafeking" clasps; sold with full research. 
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Pair: Trooper J. Schulz, Rhodesia Regiment, late Victoria Column and Gwelo Volunteers, a member of the Shangani 
Patrol who left a dramatic account of the last stand of Major Allan Wilson's party and of their own retreat under 
Major Forbes and Commandant Raaf; he was subsequently killed in the relief of Mafeking

Julius Schulz was born at Westville outside Durban on 22 March 1866, the third son of Dr Schulz M.D. to study medicine at the 
University of Berlin, the Alma Mater of his father, grandfather and great grandfather, all of whom were doctors. He was, however, 
expelled for participating in duelling contests and never completed his studies. He joined the Victoria Column on 4 October 1893 as a 
Corporal. In the later 1896 war in Rhodesia he served firstly as a gunner with the Bulawayo Field Force and then as a Trooper in the 
Gwelo Burghers. Schulz was one of 49 men of the Victoria Column as part of Major Forbes' reduced force of 94 men who retreated to 
Bulawayo after Major Wilson and his brave band of 34 men of the same column fought to the death on the opposite bank of the 
Shangani River. The retreating Column was attacked on 8th, 10th and 12th December, 1893, and finally met up at the Longwe River on 
14th December with a relief force sent out from Bulawayo. Schulz wrote a 19 page account on his experiences in this war and in 
particular of the Shangani Patrol and his escape. The following extracts are of interest, particularly the general dislike of Major Forbes, 
even Shulz's unwillingness to name him in his account, and the great admiration held for Commandant Raaf: 

'Seeing us retire, the Matabele, thinking we were running away, came out into the open, and charged us - a sight that can never be 
forgotten by those who saw it. We waited until they got within fifty yards of the laager, and then opening fire with two maxims and a 
battery of 7-pounders against their maddening rush - an indescribable sight - swept the field and demoralized them completely. We 
followed that up by charging them at the point of the bayonet, and so scattered them in all directions, that their wounded and dying 
and dead, were found nine miles away from the battlefield... At the time it was said that a thousand of the enemy bit the dust; and soon 
vultures thickened the air, hovering over the field, which had now become one of death. 

After five days forced marching, we reached the banks of the Shangani River. It is impossible for me to go farther with this account, 
without making mention of God's beautiful nature to be seen in those, as they were then, wild parts of which the white men knew 
naught - the trees, the flowers, the birds, to say nothing of the herds of antelope and big game of all descriptions. All this could not fail 
to appeal to one, even when in the midst of a great struggle for supremacy, for it was all most beautiful. 

The sun had set, and the day was drawing to a close. We were in an open space, with bush around us on three sides, and the Shangani 
River, dry and sandy, on the fourth; but though we were now a party of tired men, there was one among us who put brightness into the 
situation. It is when men are thus thrown together, away from the world, that certain sterling features of human character may show so 
plainly in one man, that they cannot fail, at such a time, to touch even a heart of stone. We had with us a man with such features of 
character - I allude to Commandant Raaf, a MAN every inch of him. 

On the eve of the cutting up of "Wilson's Party", in square, we lay down, with the enemy in the bush all round us, for Raaf said, "Men 
lie down, rest, I will walk round you during the night and watch" - How many officers have done that? Not many, I think. We lay down 
and we slept. 

Later, Major Wilson, with some twenty or twenty five men, proceeded across the river to reconnoitre Lobengula's position. As they did 
not return in the early hours before day-break, twenty more men went. Anxiety filled us all. 

At day-break on this eventful day, a Chief was seen riding a pony across the flat. We asked for permission to fire, but that our Major in 
command would not allow. 

Shortly afterwards we moved to the banks of the Shangani River, with the idea of joining Major Wilson, and then were immediately 
attacked, and that simultaneously with an attack on Wilson on the other side of the river, firing being plainly heard by both parties. 
Taking cover under Mopani bush, we opened fire. Our horses were shot down wholesale. 

After some few hours had elapsed, Wilson's firing became fainter, till, finally, the last three shots ever fired by that ill-fated party fell 
upon our ears - two shots - then a pause; another shot - then silence. Men in our firing line paused and exclaimed "My God, that's 
Wilson's last shot." And tears could be seen in the eyes of many whilst they fought to their utmost, not knowing when their turn might 
come. 

Eventually two American scouts crossed the river to us - they were the only survivors of Wilson's party. Late in the afternoon the enemy 
left us. 

Rain now fell heavier than ever, and in a few hours the Shangani was running bank-high. The day was turned into night and lightening 
such as I saw only that once during my twenty years in South Africa, lit up the country. We now expected the end. But a laager had to 
be built, and our wounded cared for to the best of our ability. That done - the rain was still falling in torrents - the order was given to 
"fix bayonets and remain awake throughout the night." 

Food was at an end - our last 'cookies' were given to the wounded - but no one could do more than Captain Coventry and 
Commandant Raaf did for those that most needed help. As I have said, we had a doctor, but he had not even a bandage with which to 
bind wounds. 

Pickets were placed round the laager at short distances apart, and they were visited every fifteen minutes. We - the pickets - stood in 
threes, and during the night signal-rockets were fired into the bush, with the idea of keeping the Matabele from rushing the laager. And 
it had that effect, for they said "the white man brings the stars down from heaven." 
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Two comrades and I stood throughout the night, we having been picked for this particular outpost, it being an important one, and 
requiring the fullest alertness. It being pitch dark, we were unable to see anything, except in the moments of the vivid flashes of 
lightening. When we were visited about 10 p.m., were were wished " good-bye ." The effect of having that said to one in such 
circumstances, can hardly be imagined...' 

To save ourselves, we had to march with only three sides to the square, the bank of the river forming the fourth. It was the 
Bechuanaland Border Police who formed the fighting face. So we moved off, each in his appointed place, with the hope of meeting the 
relief we had sent for. On coming to a belt of bush, Mr. Colenbrander, who was ahead of us, was fired on by some Matabele, who, 
fortunately, missed. In an instant we returned their fire. And so we marched on. 

Having a good pony, I lifted a man who had been shot through the lungs, on to it, and led him. What those men, the wounded, 
suffered, was only known to themselves. Wilder and wilder became the country we were now traversing, and soon the sighted 'corner' 
of all held us, for we became surrounded by the enemy and were kept fighting all day. Towards evening the Matabele drew off, but 
they had been so close, that we had heard their Chief command them to throw down their rifles, and go in and wipe out the white men 
with their assegais. 

Now comes the most dramatic scene of the whole war. Moving on after the fighting, we found ourselves in dense bush and among 
huge rocks and boulders, and then as night fell, and when it was still raining heavily, a very difficult passage faced us, placed as we 
were - two gun-carriages, men failing for want of food, and ammunition running short. 

Our officer in full command Major-expressed his desire to rest in that spot for the night, and thereupon Captain Coventry came to 

me with the order to pick out the sick horses, which, together with the gun-carriages, the latter's linchpins being withdrawn, were to be 
left behind, and place them in the centre of the laager. But then, with the lightning flashing most vividly, and the thunder rolling 
continuously, Commandant Raaff mounted a stone, and with his features discernible only in the flashes of lightning, spoke these words: 

"Men, I feel that I am called upon by God to speak, and to get you out of the nest we have been brought into, and now take the 
command into my own hands. Therefore, we shall march twenty miles tonight, and in silence - all bits to be taken out of the horses 
mouths, there must be no jingling and no smoking, and the two Maxims must be carried". 

We were ready to follow him gladly, for we had full confidence in him, and we proceeded to clear from the laager we had built. But it 
was now found that we were all too weak to carry the guns, and so we mounted them on what available animals there were, and then, 
in the dead of night, left, the only occupants of the deserted laager being the gun carriages, left standing as they were, and the four sick 
horses, left to die, side by side - as their skeletons showed when, after the peace, a party went up to recover the remains of poor 
Sergeant Gibson. 

We marched the appointed distance and were fairly away from the enemy, but we were kept well on the alert by the roar of lions 
around us. After another small engagement, we missed two of our men; but just after one o'clock they turned up - and in a terrible state 
of 'St Vitus.' They had been asleep under the gun-carriages, and then had wakened up to find the column gone. Had it not been for the 
strength of the one, the other would never have reached us alive. All this time we were living on wild garlic and sick horse, and were 
nearly all barefooted. 

We fought our way down, through days of suffering, until we reached safety, when friendly Kaffirs killed two cows for us. These were 

acceptable after starvation, but dangerous food. During this time Major-had been silent, but now, when we reached SAFETY, the 

voice of the martinet sounded forth once more, and amongst other things, he tried to belittle Commandant Raaff. But allow me, as one 
who fought under him, and who saw, together with my comrades, what the actual position was, to say that Commandant Raaff was the 
man who led the Patrol on the retreat down the Shangani, and that he was kindness and consideration itself not only to the wounded 
but also to the others. As regards the former, he often denied himself, to give to them. He was, indeed, one of Africa's most famous 
soldiers - one who fought for England in nearly all the Kaffir wars in South Africa...' 

Schulz attested for service in the Boer War in "A" Squadron of the Rhodesia Regiment on 15 February 1900, giving his occupation as 
'miner'. He was killed in action Ramathlabana, six miles south of Mafeking, on 31 March 1900.

In June 1896 the Mashona Uprising broke out, and despite the missionaries being warned, they decided they could defend their 
property and themselves. The Zambesi Mission Record gives the following: 

In October, 1897, Chishawasa was at a critical period of its career. Some fifteen or sixteen months before, the Fathers and the Brothers 
at the station were attacked by their own natives, had to seek refuge in an upper storey of their premises and sustain a siege at the 
hands of those who would have murdered them without mercy, but whose efforts were fortunately frustrated. Their cattle were all 
driven off; they themselves were rescued by a patrol sent from Salisbury, where they went through the perilous and inconvenient 
experiences of the days of the laager. Meanwhile, Chisawasha was left unprotected for the natives to do with as they liked. Fortunately 
they spared the buildings, though it would have been easy to have fired them, as at the time nearly all the roofs were of thatch. 

When, after the weary days of the laager, the Fathers and Brothers came back to their home the prospects were black indeed.' 

The Jesuits had in fact spent five weeks in Salisbury, where they suffered some abuse for being friends of the Mashona. The first relief 
party, led by Captain St. Hill, had been forced to turn back on the outskirts of what is now the suburb of Highlands, but early on 25th 
June, Captain Taylor of the Natal Troop, with 43 men and a Maxim gun reached Chishawasha Mission. The mission had been 
evacuated within half an hour.

Carolus Frederick Morkel was born at Somerset West on 14 July 1870, and was educated at Somerset West and Diocesan College, 
Rondebosch. One of the original Pioneers of Mashonaland, he attested for the B.S.A. Police on 3 January 1890 (No. 101) and served in 
"B" Troop in the Pioneer Column of 1890, and was discharged from the same troop on 30 September 1891. He served with the 
Salisbury Field Force in the 1896 campaign. During the Boer War he joined the Rand Rifles. He joined the Witwatersrand Rifles on its 
formation in 1903 and became officer in charge of transport with the rank of Captain, and subsequently served in South West Africa 
during the First World War. A prominent Rugby footballer, he played for Kimberley Team, Griqualand West, for 4 years, and played 
against the first England team. He never claimed the Mashonaland 1890 medal to which he became entitled in 1920. He died at 
Ermelo on 16 June 1924.

He was 'A good fellow' according to No. 527 Trooper R. C. Smith (see 
following Lot), who attested on 10 April 1890, having travelled from Kimberley to Mafeking by wagon with No. 458 Trooper S. Kemp, 
who describes him as a remittance man. He served in "D" Troop in the Pioneer Column of 1890, was promoted to Corporal in that 
troop on 1 January 1891, and discharged from the same troop on 15 October 1891. He served as Troop Sergeant Major in the Victoria 
Rangers in the Matabele War of 1893 (Men Who Made Rhodesia refers).

The following report on the death of Captain Barry was published in The African World in November 1935:'Captain J. W. Barry, one of 
the eight remaining members of the 1890 Pioneer Corps resident in Southern Rhodesia, died in Salisbury Hospital a few weeks ago. 
Captain Barry was one of the 22 early pioneers who were presented with the freedom of the city at the last Occupation Day ceremony 
on September 12. 

Jack Barry was born at Swellendam, Cape Province, on August 10, 1863, he was for some years in the service of the Standard Bank. He 
went to Barberton in 1885 and afterwards to Johannesburg. On leaving the bank in 1886 he joined the Johannesburg Stock Exchange 
and was one of the pioneers of the Witwatersrand.When volunteers were called for Rhodes' Pioneer Corps Captain Barry, with 12 men 
from the Rand, joined the expedition on May 22, 1890, at Mafeking. He accompanied the column to Salisbury and was present at the 
hoisting of the Union Jack at Fort Salisbury, signifying the formal occupation of Mashonaland. After the disbandment of the column 
Captain Barry began prospecting for gold in a party in which were the Hon. Lionel Cripps and Messrs. Charles and Harry Lovemore. 
They worked in Mazoe Valley, where Captain Barry found ancient workings and pegged them. Serving with the Imperial Light Horse in 
the Anglo-Boer War Captain Barry was at the relief of Ladysmith and the relief of Mafeking. In the Great War he served in the South- 
West African Campaign [with the Cape Peninsular Rifles in Botha's Army, 1 October 1914 to 13 August 1916] and afterwards went to 
France with the 1st Cape Native Labour Corps. In 1928 Captain Barry was appointed first Curator of the Victoria Falls. With the well- 
known sculptor, Reid Dick, he was responsible for the selection of the site for the David Livingstone Memorial at Devil's Cataract.'

Colonel A. S. Hickman, in Men Who Made Rhodesia , wrote: 'I feel I must pay a personal tribute to this Police Pioneer for his friendship 
over many years and the great help he gave me in this research. I therefore quote from the July, 1957, Outpost, in which I wrote his 
obituary. It contains all the salient points of his career, and there are also his personal narratives to refer to, but his life was so full of 
incident that it is impossible to do full justice to it. I had the privilege, too, of giving some outline of his story over the Federal 
Broadcasting Service shortly after his death.

Richard Bell Carruthers-Smith, affectionally known as "Jock", died on the night of 3rd June, 1957, at Gwelo Hospital. He was nearly 
86 years of age, being born on 17th June, 1871, at Amos House (now St. Ninian's College), Moffat, Scotland. His first venture abroad 
was to Canada, where he was farming for nearly two years until he came over to South Africa (by way of Scotland) on hearing of 
Rhodes' venture. He was accepted for the British South Africa Company's Police at Kimberley on 15th May, 1890, the youngest 
member to be attested in the Police at that time. He went to Macloutsie for training and served as a member of "D" Troop under 
Captain E. C. Chamley-Turner. His troop garrisoned Fort Tuli when the Pioneer Corps set out for Mashonaland in July, 1890. At Fort 
Tuli, shortly before the expedition, there was played the first Rugby match ever to be staged on what is now Rhodesian soil (if it can be 
so described). Teams of Police and Pioneer Corps met in the sandy bed of the Shashi River and played to exhaustion, wearing their 
heavy issue boots. Jock told me it was the hardest game in which he ever took part. Before that there had been two matches at 
Macloutsie, in Bechuanaland, between the Company's Police and the Bechuanaland Border Police who were camped nearby. There 
were no less than nine British internationals in the two sides, and amongst those who played for the Company's Police were the 
brothers Van der Byl from Capetown. The first match was won by the Company's Police, when Jock scored the only try in the game. 
The B.B.P. won the return match. 

In December, 1890, "D" Troop moved from Fort Tuli up the Pioneer Road towards Fort Victoria, which they reached after many 
hardships due to heavy rains and flooded rivers. Then they marched on to Fort Charter, arriving early in February, 1891, with 84 men 
out of a 100 down with fever and riding on the wagons. Here Jock and three others volunteered to be dispatch-riders and were sent to a 
post-station called Makowrie, about 40 miles from Fort Victoria, where they kept going in spite of exposure, short rations, sick horses 
and men and, of course, the vile weather. Later Jock was one of a group of Police with Captain Chamley-Turner who from the walls of 
the Zimbabwe ruins had the unique experience of observing a tribal fight between the two factions of Makaranga. 

He took his discharge from the Company's Police on 22nd December, 1891, and went to Salisbury, where he was in charge of "D" 
Troop soda-water factory, a commercial concern financed by old members of his troop. This was not to his taste, so he returned to Fort 
Victoria and entered the employ of the Mashonaland Agency Ltd., which had a camp at Fern Spruit at the bottom of the Providential 
Pass. With this mining and trading concern Jock stayed until the Matabele Raids on the Fort Victoria district in July, 1893. He stayed on 
as long as he could and was then ordered into laager in Fort Victoria. 

He did not serve in the Matabele War because someone had to remain to look after the Company's interests. After a short visit to 
Salisbury in 1894, he set off for Matabeleland in a light spring wagon with 12 oxen, and for the whole journey of 180 miles to Gwelo 
did not meet a soul, nor did he see anyone between Gwelo and Bulawayo, but at the Shangani battlefield there were bones and skulls 
lying everywhere. On arrival at old Bulawayo (near the present Sauerstown) he camped inadvertently in a small cemetery. He and his 
friends were the first men to move over to the new Bulawayo and set up house - a lean to - almost opposite the Standard Bank. He was 
a foundation member of the Bulawayo Club in 1894 and was later elected a life member. 

In 1896 he went to the United Kingdom for a holiday, but as soon as he heard of the outbreak of the Matabele Rebellion, booked his 
passage back to South Africa. He travelled in the same ship as General Sir Frederick Carrington and his staff, and on arrival in 
Bulawayo joined Grey's Scouts, which later reached Salisbury by forced marches. With this unit he served in the patrol commanded by 
Captain the Hon. Charles White, Chief Commissioner of Police, which rode to the relief of the settlers invested by rebels at Hartley Hill 
in July, 1896. I had the honour of accompanying him to this site in 1956, the first time he had seen the fort since he and his comrades 
charged up to it nearly 60 years before.Towards the end of 1897, after repeated bouts of fever, he left Rhodesia on medical advice, and 
in 1898 took part in the Klondyke gold rush. For a time he was partner to Major Fred Burnham, the famous American scout who had 
served in the Matabele War. He returned home to marry Miss Alice Newsham, a nursing sister who had trained at St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, and his wife accompanied him back to the Klondyke, where their two sons were born under pioneering conditions; one of his 
daughters was born in British Columbia, the two youngest in Rhodesia. 

With his family he returned to Rhodesia in 1903. At one time he was manager of the New Bonsor Mine at Selukwe. In later years his 
second son managed the same mine for 1 7 years, from 1932 to 1949. Jock had the deserved reputation of being a most able farmer at 
Selukwe, Gwanda, and Hartley. In 1927 he was managing the Southill Ranch at Gwanda for the Gwelo Lands and Minerals Co.; later 
his farm, Ardlui, at Hartley, was a showplace. He retired to Selukwe, where his wife died in 1951. Since then he had been staying with 
his sons and daughters at Selukwe, Bulawayo, and Hartley, but mainly with Mrs E. R. Etheridge at Stockwell, near Hartley. 

He was a life member of the Bulawayo Agricultural Society, and in 1935 had been given the Freedom of the City of Salisbury, where he 
hoisted the flag at the Occupation Day ceremony in Cecil Square on the 12th September, 1955. During his last days at Gwelo Hospital 
his only literature was a copy of The Outpost; he was a staunch supporter of the B.S.A. Police magazine, to which he had contributed 
on a number of occasions... He was a man indeed.'

James Johnston ffolliott Darling was born in Dublin in December 1859, the son of Dr. John Singleton Darling, Manager of the National 
Bank of Ireland, where he studied medicine until failing his final year examinations. An argument with his father having ensued, young 
James opted for a new life in South Africa, where, on his arrival in late 1883, he joined the Cape Mounted Rifles as a Medical Orderly, 
and later rose to the rank of Sergeant in the Cape Field Artillery, in which latter corps he served in Pondoland before purchasing his 
release. 

By 1888, however, Darling was running a chemist's shop in Kimberley, but, departing for Johannesburg during the gold rush in the 
following year, found employment as an assayer and, according to one family source, in later years was 'fortunate to secure very 
valuable mines which must have been worth in terms of ordinary investment about a million pounds sterling' - good fortune that 
enabled him to show great generosity to family and friends during his intermittent return trips to Ireland. 

Described in Darter's Pioneers of Mashonaland 'as an Irishman, who was a "broth of a boy", a medical man and a great lover of dogs - 
his black and white spaniel went with him everywhere', Darling spent most of his time prospecting for gold and very nearly died of 
malaria, and served in 'A' Troop of the Pioneers, under Captain Heaney, and in 'B' Troop from July, until demobilised in October 1890. 
But as evidenced by his letters home from Umtali and Salisbury - copies of which are believed to survive in the National Archives of 
Zimbabwe - he endured many hardships and difficulties as an early settler, his correspondence reporting on shortage of food, clothes 
and money. And such shortages were painfully apparent during the 1893 Rebellion, in which Darling embarked on at least one patrol 
with 'Inspector Nesbitt, to look for Wilson's party', unpaid service that failed to gain him entitlement to the relevant clasp in later years. 

Meanwhile, hardships aside, he had gained something of a reputation as a naturalist, frequently sending specimens to relevant 
institutions back in Dublin and London, and even had a freshwater bream named after him, the Pharyngochromis Darlingi, or the 
"Zambesi Happy"; reference to his work and collecting is to be found in T. R. Sim's Ferns of South Africa (Cape Town, 1892), while an 
account of a hunting trip to the Crocodile River in 1890 - another of his passions - is also believed to survive in the National Archives 
of Zimbabwe, so, too, an unpublished paper entitled Six Months in Mashonaland , in which, among other subjects, he discusses the 
treatment for a snake-bite. 

In a letter to home to his brother, written at Mazoe in September 1894, Darling states that he was employed by the Vesuvius Gold 
Mining Company and that he was able to 'send men to work on his own claim', but in another letter, written in June 1896, he 
confessed that matters were looking bleak - 'There is nothing going on here except that the Matabele have been murdering some 
whites ...' 


The defence of the settlement at Alice Mine 

As fate would have it, Darling's location in Mazoe country, where he had a prospecting interest in the Iron Mask range, was about to 
propel him into the headlines, for by June 1896 the Matabele were in full revolt and heading his way. As a result, he decided to join up 
with members of the nearby community at the Alice Mine, north of Salisbury, said community comprising 10 miners and three of their 
wives, namely Mrs. Cass, Mrs. Dickinson and Mrs. Salthouse - a coach had already been requested from Salisbury to take the ladies to 
safety. When it arrived, on 1 7 June, it was decided they should get moving back to Salisbury as soon as possible, an advance escort of 
six men leading the way - but the latter ran into a strong force of Matabele and Messrs. Cass and Dickinson, and one other, were killed. 
The coach and survivors were compelled to make a hasty retreat back to Alice Mine, where Darling and the others lent covering fire on 
their arrival. Having then offered the recently widowed Mrs. Cass his spare shot-gun - she was 'a good shot and a big strong woman' - 
Darling lent covering fire to an ill-fated sortie to the nearby telegraph office - two more men falling victim to the advancing Matabele. 
In fact, as his own account of the Alice Mine affair makes clear, the enemy were now advancing in worrying numbers (see On the 
African Frontier ): 

'At first they advanced quite confidently, but we soon put a stop to that; the first man shot I bowled over, as he was running across an 
open glade, at 600 yards. Three or four ran out to carry him in; then I let rip at them and another fell, probably from fright. I fired 
another shot, and he dropped again. In fact it was very hard to tell when we had killed one of them, for they dropped into the long 
grass whenever a bullet passed close to them ... Before this, a Matabele had found a nice rock on the hill about 500 yards from us, and 
had opened fire from it. We could see only his head when he was shooting, and sometimes not even that. I got off my rock and stood 
behind another which covered me from him, but left me unprotected in front. I suddenly felt a bang on the elbow, and looking down I 
noticed that my arm was bloody and my shirt torn. I thought, "I can't be shot in the elbow or it would have hurt a great deal more," and 
then I saw what had happened; the bullet had struck the rock about a foot off, and splinters from the rock and the lead had hit me. I got 
a nasty gash, and it became a bit stiff and sore, but it was better the next day. 
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As we seemed to be in an exposed corner, I told the three women to get farther down under the rock. They behaved very well, and 
kept our bandoliers filled with cartridges as we required them. After a bit a big bullet came whizzing through, touched the rock, and 
grazed us all. Soon afterward, another hit a branch just in front of me. They had me marked, as my hat was rather light in colour and 
easy to see. Later, I put some blue cloth over it, and then it was not so noticeable. There were seven of us firing, and we were put to the 
pin of our collar to put the beasts away. Pascoe was doing good work on the rock close by me, and Salthouse, Fairburn, Zimmerman, 
Stoddart, Burton and Spreckley were all firing from the other sides of the laager. 

As the afternoon wore away, three natives got into a thick patch of bush and long grass within 100 yards of our position, and one of 
them crept into a hut near us. As a rule, we could fire only at the puffs of white smoke. One fellow who had a Lee-Metford rifle 
smashed the rock just at my front in line with my face, and knocked splinters over me. We dropped a few of them, but it was hard to 
say how many. As night came on, the fire slackened and finally died out, with the exception of the occasional shot. After dark we 
induced a Cape boy of Salthouse's to go down and set fire to the hut the native had been firing from. The boy brought back with him 
some biscuits and water. 

That night was like one long nightmare. I sat at the top of the only entrance to our laager, and stared down till I thought the eyes would 
drop out of my head ... Of course we expected a rush in the night, for the natives knew very well how few we were, but I think we had 
scared them a bit during the afternoon. I could hear them talking in the bush under me and moving about; and every shadow and 
sound was magnified by my excited nerves ... About midnight the moon went down, and a little later we got a boy to go down again 
and set fire to another hut. At the grey dawn I felt certain they would come, but no. You may imagine it was a great relief to see 
daylight...' 

Luckily for Darling and his comrades, the Matabele had been temporarily distracted by assorted supplies, including liquor, in the 
Holton Hotel and store, but before the day was out he had experienced further close shaves: 

1 was touched that day, once on my heel and once on my chin; but nobody was hurt and the women kept up splendidly. They had 
nothing to eat but a biscuit and water the whole time. 

At about four in the afternoon the Matabele leader began a great shouting for his troops, but they did not respond with alacrity, as they 
were busy in the store. After a little while we heard shots in front of us, and a small body of mounted men came into view. The natives 
were firing on them, and the leader roared again to his warriors at the store to run across and intercept them. 

Presently I observed some of the rascals running down the hill through a belt of bush about 600 yards away, and I opened fire, planting 
a few bullets in their midst. Pascoe also fired on them, and between us we quickly sent them back. In the meantime we heard, to our 
joy, the rattle of .303 calibre rifles, carried by the relief patrol, and up galloped five horsemen, two of them each carrying a man behind 
him. They had had an exciting ride out, as they had lost their way once, and had been fired at twice out of the grass at the road-side, 
having one man wounded and two horses killed. 

We were very much disappointed at the size of the party, which was too small to enable us to get out, though, of course, it was a great 
assistance. After their arrival, the natives warmed up and kept us pretty lively for the rest of the afternoon, just to show us they were not 
frightened, I suppose ... 

That night we agreed to sleep in pairs, so that we could keep watch alternately at two-hour intervals. This, of course, was a welcome 
relief. The man in charge of the patrol [Lieutenant Dan Judson] wrote a despatch for more men and offered a tottie boy £100 to ride 
with it. He was a light little chap and had a good horse, so there was not much danger for him. When the moon went down, at about 2 
a.m., he started off, and went safely through to Salisbury ...' 

And so a gallant party of 13 men of the Mazoe Patrol, under Captain Randolph Nesbitt, finally fought their way through to the 
defenders of Alice Mine the following morning, 'amidst cheers repeated again and again'. But their ordeal was far from over, a 
hazardous return trip to Salisbury now having to be undertaken with the wounded. Iron sheets were attached to the sides of the coach, 
to protect the wounded and the ladies, alongside which walked those without horses, the whole with mounted advance and rear 
guards. Darling continues: 

'The enemy's fire became brisker as we proceeded; and as we could very seldom see the fiends, we were obliged to shoot at the puffs 
of white smoke coming from the trees and grass on the hill-side and at the river ... as we passed my camp [in the Iron Mask range] a 
heavy fire came from it, and one man, McGeer, was killed and a horse shot. The man was quite dead, so we took his rifle and 
bandolier, and left the body - we could not do otherwise. 

On we went again, the shots coming thick and fast, while narrow shaves were numerous; but no one else was hit for some time. One 
bullet touched the leg of my trousers, and a little spaniel at my heels was shot twice. As we moved on many natives followed in the 
rear, so that we had to turn now and again to give them a few volleys; then the brutes dodged into the grass, and crept along trying to 
intercept us. Besides these, new arrivals were lining the road. 

After a bit our way led close to the hill on one side, and along the edge of a swamp on the other. From both sides the natives were 
peppering us, and it was remarkable that more damage was not done. Our procession became somewhat disorganised, more horses 
were killed, and very often the rear-guard pressed right up to the wagon; some of the footmen were getting out of breath, and had to 
hold on to the wagon, or jump up on the steps at the sides. 

After going about seven miles we came to a hot corner, where the steep hill-side which ran down to the road was thronged with 
natives. The long grass on the opposite side was similarly occupied. The natives behind were pressing on with horse and foot. The two 
wheeler mules were in the coach and the firing became exceedingly heavy - flashes coming out of the grass within a few yards of us. 
We quickly cut out the dead mules and put in horses, which in turn were immediately shot dead. Pascoe was on top of the coach 
doing good work with his rifle. At one place, while helping to take out the dead horses, I was obliged to turn quickly around and rattle 
a few shots into the grass, where the flashes were thickest, and then rush to a dead man, take his rifle and ammunition and put them in 
the coach ... 

Burton was shot through the face, the bullet entering under the ear and making its exit at the cheek-bone opposite. He was standing at 
the side of the coach at the time, and never even fell down, but crawled along and got in. Two more men were killed, Van Stadden and 
Jacobs, both shot through the head. One of the advance guard was shot in the face, but kept his seat on his horse. Another man took 
the horse by the rein, and went off at a gallop with him, thus getting beyond the natives. 

They then hurried on to Salisbury, where they arrived at about 3.30 p.m., and told people there that we were in fearful straights, and 
that nothing less than 100 men could rescue us. As they could spare only 50, none were sent. 

Nonetheless, we fought our way along and kept the devils back fairly well, although some of them kept cutting across to intercept us ... 
several bullets went through the top of the coach, and the iron sheets were well dotted by bullets and slugs, but none went through ...' 

Darling and his comrades finally reached Salisbury at 9.30 p.m., where the story of their remarkable stand at Alice Mine, and equally 
remarkable escape, soon filled the columns of the local press. Moreover, on 7 May 1897, the London Gazette announced the award of 
the V.C. to Captain Randolph Nesbitt, Mashonaland Mounted Police, and late C.O. of the Mazoe rescue patrol: 

'This officer, on 19 June 1896, led the Mazoe rescue patrol, consisting of only 13 men, fought his way through the rebels to get to 
Salthouse's party, and succeeded in bringing them back to Salisbury, with heavy fighting, in which three of his small force were killed 
and five wounded, and 15 horses killed and wounded.' 

Interestingly, in a letter home to his father, dated 3 December 1896, Darling described Nesbitt as 'a fraud'. 
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A meeting with Rhodes - and further campaigning 

Following the Alice Mine affair, Darling was appointed Medical Officer to the Enkeldoorn Garrison Corps, under Captain Ferreira, and 
saw further action, a case in point being a raid on an enemy kraal in late November 1896, in which Cecil Rhodes accompanied 
Ferreira and his men. Darling takes up the story in a letter home to his father: 

'Yesterday morning we started out, Rhodes and all, and attacked a very strong kraal, where a very cheeky rebel chief lived. It is a very 
big town - or collection of kraals - each separately built and fortified, with large caves underneath. The river runs through some of 
them. We surprised them at daylight as usual and rushed the places one after another, one man being knocked down with a bullet 
through his shoulder, just touching the lung, but he is getting on all right. I was much afraid of getting shot by one of our fellows, for 
they were very wild and shooting all over the shop - the fact of Rhodes being there made them too keen. The natives fired a lot of shots 
but soon cleared into the caves ... I bagged natives as fast as I could load and fire, and old Prinsloo knocked them over like nine-pins, 
even though it was hardly light enough to see our sights. One fellow fired at me out of a hole at about five yards distance and missed, 
but I had not time to look after him as they were shouting for me to come and fix up Swartz. There were some very narrow shaves of 
fellows getting shot out of the caves - one old chap was showing me the mark on a rock where a bullet had hit just by his ear, fired out 
of a cave about 20 yards off. He had a face as long as my arm and I could not help laughing, and he was pointing over at the cave to 
show me where the shot had come from, when another came out at us from the same place but went wide, and the poor old chap's 
face got longer than ever... I took the wrong direction going back by myself and went on a long distance round and did not get back to 
the laager until after 1 p.m. - nearly 12 hours in the saddle and fighting ... Rhodes was very much pleased with the fight and its results 
and said he had not seen anything better in Matabeleland, or so well fortified a kraal.' 

In the same letter, Darling describes how he approached Rhodes for 'a grant of land at Mazoe embracing my claim, but he refused and 
said no more such grants will ever be made, but he promised that no-one else would get the ground and that I would get the water- 
rights as shown on my plan; I am to apply for it and get it provisionally on a company being floated'. In fact, Darling says he had 
several chats with 'our uncrowned king, and he was very agreeable', but that Rhodes would not entertain his 'pretty straight talk' and 
opinion regarding an unpopular missionary - said missionary was sacked a week or two later for fraud. 


The Coronation Contingent 1897 

Darling relinquished his commission as a Captain in January 1897 and returned to Ireland, where, later that year, he was alerted to the 
formation of "The Rhodesia Jubilee Troop", a contingent required for the forthcoming Jubilee celebrations and, due to shortage of time, 
one which had to be manned by old "Pioneers" then resident in the U.K., and was among just 12 candidates selected from around 200 
applicants - the Troop paraded with other colonial units along the Embankment, amidst much cheering, before taking up station outside 
St. Paul's Cathedral. Moreover, a few days later, it was reported that each member of the Troop would receive the Jubilee Medal - a 
reward which is believed to have been presented to them by the Prince of Wales in a ceremony on 3 July 1897. 

Back in Mazoe country by late 1898, Darling - who was not employed in the Boer War - took up farming, in addition to pursuing his 
study of local fauna and wildlife. He appears to have returned to Ireland around 1900, where he settled as a 'gentleman farmer' and 
died at his residence "Hoop Hill" in Lurgan, Co. Armagh in April 1929, aged 69 years. His papers were presented to the Rhodesian 
National Archives by J. E. Stephenson in 1938, and by his son, Major T. ff. M. Darling, of Dorset, in 1968.

David James Sandford was born in Antrim, Ireland in December 1868 and entered the Royal Navy as a Stoker 2nd Class in April 1891. 
Joining H.M.S. Doris in November 1897, he was landed for service with the Naval Brigade in South Africa, under Captain J. E. 
Bearcroft, R.N., and received a 'special mention' in the same officer's despatch of 17 October 1900, in addition to advancement to 
Leading Stoker 1st Class in the latter month. 

Advanced to Chief Stoker in November 1902, Sandford was loaned to the Royal Australian Navy 1912-17, finally being discharged in 
the latter year.

On 3 June some of Royston's Horse, under Captain E. G. Clerk, became detached from the main body in the heart of the forest, at 
Manzipambana, and were ambushed by a group of rebels vastly superior in number. Early in the action 'Corporal Alexander, C 
squadron, killed later in the day, did some very accurate shooting at some natives who were, as they thought, securely hidden on their 
side of the same kopje, sniping at members of C squadron in the valley below. These were shot by him at a range of about 500 yards.' 

The circumstances of Alexander's death are described in Captain Clerk's own account of the action: 'Recovering my footing, I ran 
down and leaped into the donga, where I found Fraser, Woolnough, Alexander, Holmes, Flynn and Hawkins. The rebels seemed to 
surround us immediately and I had succeeded in firing only about two shots when Alexander staggered forward crying out, "Oh, my 
God, pull this out, pull this out!" referring to an assegai which had been driven into the middle of his back. Someone pulled the assegai 
out and he sank down and died immediately. This assegai had been thrown from a distance of about ten yards up the donga by one of 
the enemy who was there. Almost immediately afterwards, Hawkins staggered forward and sank against the east bank just on my right, 
with two assegais in his back.' It was only the timely arrival of reinforcements, led by Royston, which prevented Captain Clerk's men 
from being overrun. Nonetheless, there were four killed, viz. Corporal Alexander and Troopers Bouck, Harding and Robertson; eleven 
were wounded including Trooper Hawkins who succumbed to his injuries the same evening.

The combination of engraved heraldic and regimental devices indicates the original ownership of Cornet Alexander M'lnnes, 2nd Life 
Guards. M'lnnes was commissioned Lieutenant in the 2nd Life Guards on 8 March 1810, and was promoted to Captain on 1 March 
1813. He served in the Peninsula from November 1812 to July 1813 and was present at the Battle of Vittoria on 21 June 1813. He 
retired in 1814 but accepted a new commission as Cornet and Sub-Lieutenant in the 2nd Life Guards on 1 6 June 1814, and was present 
with the regiment in the Netherlands when brigaded with the Royal Horse Guards and the 1st King's Dragoon Guards to form the 1st 
Cavalry or Household Brigade, under Major General Lord Edward Somerset. At Waterloo he took part in Uxbridge's charge against 
d'Erlon's corps that cost 1 7 killed and 41 wounded. 

M'lnnes assumed the name and arms of Nicholson by Royal Licence in 1821. In an account of the battle written in 1834, M'lnnes 
recalled '...After this we again formed on our original ground (behind the Brussels road opposite Mont St. Jean) but whether in 
squadrons or one line I cannot now remember. We remained here until the Grand Advance of the line about 7 o'clock in the 
evening...'. Thereafter the 2nd Life Guards entered Paris on 7 July and remained in France until 17 January 1816 whence they 
embarked at Boulogne for England.

As part of a multiple offensive during the later French and Indian wars, a British expedition commanded by General Jeffrey Amherst 
with about 9000 British regular troops and 500 Colonials, supported by 40 ships under Admiral Edward Boscawen, invested the French 
fortress of Louisbourg. The expedition landed under heavy fire on 8 June 1758, and beseiged the garrison which, after intense fighting, 
surrendered on 27 July. The young Brigadier-General James Wolfe distinguished himself in the fighting which resulted in the first major 
victory of the war. Wolfe's subsequent victory at Quebec the following year established British supremacy in Canada.

James Stewart was born in 1758, younger son of Charles Stewart of Shambellie, co. Dumfries, and thus a descendant of one of the 
branches of the royal family of Scotland. He was appointed Lieutenant in the 42nd Regiment on 7 October 1777; Captain, 24 
November 1790; Major, 21 October 1795; Lieutenant-Colonel, 14 December 1796; retired 19 September 1804. 

He saw some 30 years of active service in America, Holland, Spain, and Egypt, under Sir R. Abercrombie, Lord Moira and General Sir 
John Moore. He was present at the battles of Brandywine and Monmouth, the capture of Philadelphia, the siege of Charlestown, 
storming of St Vincent, reduction of Menorca, the action at Aboukir, 8 March 1800, surrender of Cairo, and the siege of Alexandria. He 
was wounded during the landing at Aboukir Bay and commanded the 42nd at Alexandria. Colonel Stewart died in 1 819.

January 1812, and at Badajoz on 6 April 1812, where he was severely 
wounded' (WO 118/13 refers). He was discharged to Kilmainham pension on 24 
December 1820, after 15 years and 244 days' service, in consequence of 
'Rupture (reed, a severe wound in left thigh at Badajos on 6th Apl. 1812).' His 
conduct was reported as being 'Extremely Good. Served with the Regiment at the 
taking of Copenhagen in 1807 and in General Moore's retreat in 1808. Was 
present in all the Sieges and Actions in which the Regiment was engaged in the 
Peninsula under the Duke of Wellington from the battle of the Coa, 24 July 1810, 
to the end of the War in the South of France. Volunteered and was one of the 
Stormers at Rodrigo, 19 January 1812. Was wounded thro' left thigh at Badajoz, 
6 April 1812. And was present at the Capitulation of Paris in 1815 - and is very 
strongly recommended for Pension.' 

Despite clearly being entitled to as many as 11 clasps, James Cottam claimed for 
just two - Salamanca and Vittoria. He returned to Lancashire and settled in 
Burnley, where he was employed as a weaver. He died there on 2 October 1861, 
aged 80.

Francis Donliavy (variously spelt Donleavy, Donlavey, Dunlavy, Dunlevy, 
Dunleavy) was born circa 1790 in Baleek, County Fermanagh, Ireland, and 
enlisted into the Fermanagh Militia on 19 August 1809. He volunteered to join 
the 2nd Battalion of the 69th Regiment on 2 October 1812, receiving a levy of £7 
-7-0d, stating his occupation as a weaver. He was discharged to Chelsea pension 
on 9 August 1816, having been found unfit for further service in consequence of 
'receiving a Gun Shot Wound of the Left Side in action with the enemy on the 16 
June 1815 at Quatre Bras.' 

He is mentioned in Surgeon James Guthrie's book Commentaries on the Surgery 
of the War in Portugal\ Spain, France and the Netherlands, George James 
Guthrie, London, 1855: 

'Corporals Pell, Dunleavy (sic) and Sweeney were all from Fermanagh. Bell and 
Sweeney were 27 years old whilst Francis Dunleavy was 24. Wounded at Quatre 
Bras by a musket ball in the chest, Corporal Dunleavy was not tended until 19th 
June, during which time he stated he had been vomiting a great quantity of 
blood. He was then subjected to substantial bleeding by the surgeons, 42 ounces 
being removed from him before the 19th June, and 92 ounces over the following 
six weeks. He was also given saline purgatives and kept on a strict milk diet. It is 
a testament to the resilience of the man that he survived all this and was sent 
back to England on the 31st of August "declaring himself quite as well as he had 
been in his life.

The London 
Daily News further reports that on 26 August 1855, Templeman was granted leave of absence, to proceed to England and report to the 
Adjutant General. 

Templeman retired in December 1855, and died at Hastings, Sussex, on 19 March 1860. 

The Dorset County Chronicle , 29 March 1860, reports: 'Captain Templeman.- announces the death on the 19 th ult. at Hastings, of 
Richard Draper Templeman, Esq. late of the 62nd Regiment, and son of the late Revd. R. A. Templeman, of Merriott, Somersetshire. 
The deceased who was only 26 years at his death, was for some period in Jersey, and inmate of what is popularly denominated "the 
Gloucester Hotel" at the time when the same place had for a lodger the late Mr Bankes. They were both well known in the Island. Both 
inherited handsome fortunes which did not save them from difficulties, and which probably conduced to their premature decease."

Frederick Robert Wyndham, Count Metaxa was born in 1878, and was the son 

of Admiral Frederick Cosmeto, Count Metaxa (a Venetian title created in 1691). 
He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 3rd Battalion Dorset Regiment, in 
October 1897, and transferred to the 2nd Battalion Royal Scots Fusiliers in May 
1899. He served with the 2nd Battalion during the Second Boer War, and was 
present at Colenso and Val Krantz and was wounded during the advance to 
Ladysmith, at Pieter's Hill, 27 February 1900. At the latter he was part of Barton's 
Fusilier Brigade, and 'on the 26th it was decided to attack the high ground where 
the railway turned north - Inniskilling and Railway Hills on the left, and Pieter's 
Hill on the right... Barton's brigade - Scots, Irish, and Dublin Fusiliers - crossed 
the bridge at 10.30am on the 27th, turned right, and moved in single file along 
the foot of the slopes, till at noon they were formed for attack below Pieter's Hill. 
On the right were the Scots Fusiliers, on the left the Irish Fusiliers, each with three 
companies in the firing-line, while the Dublins were in support. The attack was 
to pivot on the left, swing round and occupy the long hill which extended for 
nearly a mile northwards, while the Scots Fusiliers were also to send companies 
to the right in case of an attack from the direction of Eagle's Nest. 

After a steep climb of nearly five hundred feet, the troops reached the crest, and the Irish Fusiliers captured the nearest kopjes, though 
galled by the fire from Railway Hill on the west. The Scots Fusiliers had farther to go, and as they raced over the plateau they were met 
with heavy fire from the farther kopjes on the summit, so that their line was compelled to contract, and they failed to envelop the 
highest kopje at the northern end. Colonel Carr fell wounded, but by 2.30pm they had gained all the centre of the ridge... Then began a 
difficult hour. The Boers on the northern kopje, having been now re-inforced, kept up a heavy enfilading fire.... and the only artillery 
support for Pieter's came from Monte Cristo. It was clear that the northern kopje must be taken, so Barton's brigade-major, Captain 
McBean got together one company of the Scots and three of the Dublins, whom he lead to the assault. Over the bullet-swept plateau 
the little force worked its way: but, after all the officers but one had been wounded, the advance came to a halt in a donga three 
hundred yards from the kopje. The brigade was bearing single-handed the whole brunt of the action.' (The History of The Royal Scots 
Fusiliers (1678-1918), by J. Buchan refers) 

Relief did come, and by midnight of the 27th the Boers stand on the Tugela was over, 'the fight at Pieter's Hill was, for our regiment, 
the costliest since Inkermann. Barton's brigade had most casualties of the three engaged in the attack, and of these the Scots Fusiliers 
had nearly half. Among the killed were Captains V. Lewis and H. S. Sykes, Lieutenants Simpson and Onraet, and twenty-four non¬ 
commissioned officers and men. Colonel Carr, Captains A. Hull and E. E. Blaine, Lieutenant C. H. I. Jackson, Second Lieutenants 
Metaxa and H. C. Fraser, and sixty non-commissioned officers and men were wounded.' (Ibid) 

Metaxa advanced to Lieutenant in July 1902, but was placed on half-pay the following year on account of ill-health. He retired in 
1908, and served as Captain of Invalids at Royal Hospital Chelsea, 1910-1917.

Bertram Douglas MacCulloch was born in March 1877 and commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the 7th Dragoon Guards direct from 
the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, in February 1897. Exchanging into the 16th Lancers in the rank of Lieutenant in October 1899, 
he was advanced to Captain in December 1901. 

He served in the South African war and took part in the relief of Kimberley; operations in Orange Free State, February to May 1900, 
including operations at Paardeberg and actions at Poplar Grove, Karee Siding and Houtnek; in Orange River Colony, March 1901, and 
Cape Colony, July 1901 to May 1902. 

He subsequently gained an appointment in the South Nigeria Regiment and it was in this capacity that he joined the 1905-06 punitive 
expedition under Brevet Major J. M. Trenchard, Royal Scots Fusiliers and Captain G. T. Mair, Royal Field Artillery, an operation 
mounted in response to the particularly unpleasant murder of Dr. Stewart in the Oswerri District, an incident summarised by Richard 
Magor in his Africa General Service Medals, from which the following extracts have been taken: 

'This medical officer was new to Nigeria and was travelling alone through the bush on his bicycle and lost his way. Accounts vary as to 
what happened. Some say Stewart was murdered as he slept, others that he was captured, trussed up naked and carried alive from 
village to village with bits being cut off as 'juju' until finally he was decapitated and eaten. All however agree that his body was cut up 
into small pieces and distributed around for consumption as a fetish. All those who ate a piece of Dr. Stewart would henceforth be 
released from the white man's domination and protected from any harm from a European ... There was severe fighting which did not 
really end until those responsible for Stewart's murder were captured, summarily tried and hanged ... Dr. Stewart's skull and bones, 
except for the hands and left leg, were eventually surrendered and sent to Calabar for burial.' 

Trenchard and Mair received D.S.Os, while for his own part MacCulloch qualified for the relevant Medal & clasp and returned home 
on sick leave in August 1906. Two years later, after fracturing a leg in two places in a polo accident, he reverted to half-pay. 

Having then been placed on the Reserve of Officers, MacCulloch was recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 and went 
out to France as a Captain in the 16th Lancers in early October 1914, official records confirming that he was hit in his previously 
injured leg by a shell splinter 'or something' at Bai I leu I on 1 November 1914. No doubt as a result, he was transferred to No. 22 
Remount Squadron in March 1915, in the temporary rank of Major, and remained similarly employed until ordered home that July as a 
result of an altercation with a French cab driver at Marseilles, MacCulloch striking the latter with his whip - and apparently a 
Gendarme who arrived on the scene shortly afterwards. 

In July 1916, MacCulloch was embarked for East Africa for command of a Mounted Infantry unit, but owing to a shortage of horses, 
ended up as second-in-command of the 1st Battalion, 3rd King's African Rifles, an unhappy appointment due to his old leg injury and, 
it would appear, some disagreements over patrol work. He once more returned home, where he would appear to have rejoined the 
16th Lancers, and was eventually placed on the Retired List in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the 1920s. He died in Brighton in 
February 1940. 

Lieutenant-Colonel MacCulloch was additionally entitled to a Queen's South Africa Medal with clasps for Relief of Kimberley, 
Paardeberg, and Transvaal; an Africa General Service Medal with clasp S. Nigeria 1905-06; and a 1914 Star trio. His Q.S.A. sold in 
these rooms in April 2001, and his A.G.S. sold in these rooms in September 2014.

Charles William Cantwell Crooke was born in 1877, and served as 335 Private 
5th (Warwickshire) Company 2nd Battalion Imperial Yeomanry during the 
Second Boer War (entitled Q.S.A. with 'Cape Colony', 'Orange Free State' and 
'Transvaal' clasps). He was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 6th Battalion Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment in May 1900. Having advanced to Lieutenant in January 
1902, Crooke was seconded for service with the Sierra Leone Battalion, West 
African Frontier Force in February 1905. He served as Transport Officer with the 
Kissi Field Force, as part of the punitive expedition under the command of 
Captain C. E. Palmer. The latter involved operations against the Kissi tribes on the 
eastern border of the Sierra Leone Protectorate, March - June 1905. 

Crooke was one of approximately 18 British officers and non-commissioned 
officers who took part in the expedition, and he received the Governor's 
Commendation, 'the circumstances under which Lieut. Crooke extended medical 
aid reflect great credit on that officer' (Sir Leslie Probyn's despatch of 8 June 
1905). After a period of leave in the UK, he returned to Sierra Leone in August 
1906. 

In October 1906, Crooke was one of three W.A.F.F. officers engaged in 
operations against Chief Bonna. He slipped whilst crossing a hammock bridge 
over the Mafessa River, 16/17 October, and was swept away by the strong 
current despite the best efforts of three other ranks to save him. Crooke's body 
was found two days later and he was buried at Loma.

John Bell was born in Lancashire, and attested for the 36th Reserve Battalion, Canadian Infantry, in England on 3 November 1915. He 
transferred to the 1st Battalion on 31 December 1915, and served with them during the Great War on the Western Front. He died of 
wounds on 14 June 1916 and is buried in Lijssenthoek Military Cemetery, Belgium. 

William Lester Burton attested for the 20th Battalion, Canadian Infantry, at Toronto, Ontario, on 11 November 1914, and served with 
them during the Great War on the Western Front. He was killed in action on 15 September 1916. He has no known grave, and is 
commemorated on the Vimy Memorial, France. 

William Pierce Rogers attested for the Canadian Field Artillery at Valcartier, Quebec, on 24 September 1914, and served with them 
throughout the Great War. He died of disease on 27 January 1921, and is buried in Brighton (The Downs) Cemetery.

Naval Reserve, who commanded H.M.H.S. Britannic throughout the 
Great War, and was on the Bridge when she was sunk by a German 
Mine in the Aegean Sea on 21 November 1916 - she was the largest 
vessel sunk during the entire Great War. Previously, as the White Star 
Line's Marine Superintendent at Liverpool, Bartlett had overseen the 
Titanic 's maiden voyage

Charles Alfred Bartlett was born in London on 21 August 1868, and joining the 
Royal Naval Reserve in 1893, embarked upon a career in the Mercantile Marine, 
being appointed 4th Officer of the White Star Line's Germanic in 1894. He rose 
through the ranks in the Merchant Navy, and in 1903 was given his first 
command, as Captain of the Armenian , a cargo vessel run by the White Star 
Line's subsidiary company the Leyland Line. Quickly promoted, he was given 
command of a number of the White Star Line's premier passenger lines, including 
Germanic, Gothic , Republic , Romanic , and Cedric. Renowned for his cautious 
seamanship, and prepared to sail extra miles to avoid any hint of danger, his 
ability to 'smell' ice was such that he earned himself the sobriquet 'Iceberg 
Charlie'. 

In early 1912 he was appointed the White Star Line's Marine Superintendent at Liverpool, where he oversaw the Titanic's maiden 
voyage, including the selection of her officers. Had he selected himself as Captain then it is possible that, with 'Iceberg Charlie' on the 
bridge, the Titanic would have completed her maiden voyage and sailed on into faded obscurity. 

On the outbreak of the Great War Bartlett was given command of the armed yacht Verona on trawler patrol in the North Sea, was 
promoted to acting Commodore, R.N.R., and was created a Companion of the Order of the Bath. Also in 1914 the White Star Line 
launched the Britannic. With major safety modifications incorporated into her design, including bulkheads up to the Bridge deck, she 
weighed nearly 50,000 tons, the largest, grandest vessel ever launched. However, before the Britannic could be fully fitted-out as the 
world's grandest passenger liner, the Great War commenced, and she was requisitioned by the government as a hospital ship to sail to 
the Dardanelles. Passenger fittings were removed and operating theatres and wards installed in their place, with a capacity for 3,309 
casualties. Bartlett was appointed to command her, and on 23 December 1915, without ceremony, His Majesty's Hospital Ship 
Britannic sailed on her maiden voyage out of Liverpool, bound for Mudros on the Greek island of Lemnos - the Allied collection point 
for casualties from the Dardanelles. After only 2 voyages the Dardanelles campaign was over, but before long the Britannic was 
required again for hospital duties, this time for the Salonica campaign. In her short life, she was to make just 5 complete voyages, 
bringing over 10,000 British wounded back to England, landing at Southampton. On each uneventful voyage Captain Bartlett was in 
command. 
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The Britannic's fateful sixth and final voyage began on 12 November 1916 when, again under Bartlett, the ship left Southampton for 
Mudros. On the morning of 21 November the Britannic was steaming at full speed off the Gulf of Athens, near the island of Kea. 
Suddenly, at 8.12 a.m., a violent explosion shook the Britannic and she shuddered and quivered throughout her length. The damage to 
the Britannic was massive, and far worse than that suffered by the Titanic. On the bridge, Captain Bartlett sensed his vessel was lost, 
and at 8.35 a.m. he gave the order to abandon ship. The starboard list was now huge and the crew struggled to launch the boats 
although no fewer than 35 boats eventually managed to leave the stricken liner. Captain Bartlett was the last to leave the ship, stepping 
off the bridge during the final plunge. The time was 9.07 a.m. The Britannic had completely sunk within 55 minutes after the explosion. 
Miraculously though the death toll was minimal. The fact that there were sufficient life boats, and that the disaster occurred in the the 
calm, warm Aegean Sea, within three miles of island of Kea, meant that, out of 1,125 people aboard, only 30 lost their lives. However, 
Britannic was on her outward journey when struck, and almost empty. Had she been on the return leg, loaded with wounded men, and 
in the colder English Channel, then the disaster would probably have exceeded the scale of the Titanic. Controversy still rages about the 
fate of the Britannic. No German submarine ever claimed the credit for her sinking, although many survivors swore they were hit by a 
torpedo. The hastily-convened Admiralty enquiry concluded that the ship probably struck a mine. In 1975 the French explorer Jacques 
Cousteau discovered the wreck lying on her side in 400ft of water. The Britannic was the largest ship lost during the Great War. The 
pride of the White Star Line's fleet, during her short life she never carried a fare-paying passenger. 

Captain Bartlett returned to Crosby and his shore-job as Marine Superintendent. Appointed Naval aide-de-camp to H.M. King George 
V, he was created a Commander of the Order of the British Empire in 1921, and retired on 31 December 1931. He died in Liverpool on 
15 February 1945.

Thomas McCully Creighton was born in Dartmouth, Nova Scotia, Canada, on 25 March 1889 and was educated at Dartmouth and 
Halifax schools before graduating from Dalhousie University as a Doctor of Medicine in 1912. In 1913 he moved to London, and was 
appointed a house surgeon at Charing Cross Hospital, where he worked with such physicians as Lord Dawson of Penn. 'While he was 
writing his exams for the Royal College of Surgeons, War broke out in Europe. He immediately left his studies to sign up with the British 
Royal Navy, becoming the first Canadian to enlist for War service in World War One' ( Farewell to Nova Scotia: the Life and Times of 
Dr. Thomas McCully Creighton , by Luke Harnish refers). 

Creighton was appointed a Surgeon in the Royal Navy on 24 October 1914: 'Certainly the first Canadian on active service with the 
British Forces, after serving as a Surgeon in H.M.S. Argonaut and the hospital ship China , he was transferred, in September 1915, to the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps. He fought in the Dardanelles but returned to London when he became ill. On recovery he was made 
deputy assistant director of medical services and helped to open the Canadian Officers' Hospital in Hyde Park Place.' (the recipient's 
Obituary in the British Medical Journal, April 1985 refers). 

Moving into private practice in Mayfair following the end of the Great War, he counted the the Duke and Duchess of York and their 
daughters (subsequently King George VI and our present Queen) amongst his patients. He finally retired in 1984, aged 95, having been 
in general practice in Mayfair for over 60 years, and died on 10 March 1985.

He served with the 27th Battalion (Manitoba Regiment), Canadian Infantry, during the Great War, and 
was killed in action on 6 February 1916, when, 'while on duty on front of our lines, he was hit in the head by an enemy rifle bullet and 
instantly killed.' He is buried in Lindenhoek Chalet Military Cemetery, Belgium. 

George Dalgety was born in Dundee, Forfarshire, on 13 July 1877, and attested for the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at 
Vancouver, British Colombia, on 17 August 1917, having previously served in Marshall's Horse and the Natal Mounted Rifles. 

Alfred Edward Clark was born in Edmonton, London, on 22 September 1879, and attested for the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary 
Force at Vancouver, British Colombia, on 13 November 1914. 

Charles Percy Jones attested for the 79th Battalion, Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force, at Brandon, Manitoba, on 21 September 
1915, and served during the Great War with the 1st Canadian Mounted Rifles Battalion. He was killed in action on the Western Front 
on 1 October 1916, and is buried in Regina Trench Cemetery, Grandcourt, France.

Dugald Black MacLean was born in in Owen Sound, Ontario, and was educated at Paisley Public School, Owen Sound Collegiate 
Institute, and the University of Toronto, where he was captain of the Senior Medics Association Football XI which won the University's 
Interfaculty Cup in 1912 and played for the University's Varsity soccer team. Graduating as a Doctor of Medicine in 1913, he was 
commissioned Lieutenant in the Canadian Army Medical Corps in June 1915, transferring to the Royal Army Medical Corps upon 
arriving in England. He proceeded to France in July 1915 with the 48th Field Ambulance, and was promoted Captain in July 1916. That 
same month he was assigned to the 8th Battalion East Lancashire Regiment as their Medical Officer, and took part in the attack on 
Pozieres on 15 July 1916, during the Battle of the Somme. The Battalion suffered 365 officers and men killed, wounded, and missing, 
and no doubt the medical assistance that he provided under shell fire in terrible conditions saved the lives of many of the wounded 
who would otherwise have perished without medical aid. For his gallantry he was recommended for the Distinguished Service Order. 
Fate, however, intervened, and before the award could be gazetted he was killed in action near Loos on the 29 August 1916, receiving 
instead the Military Cross (the D.S.O. cannot be awarded posthumously). He is buried in Philosophe British Cemetery, France.

George Charles Sholto MacLeod was born at Sylhet, Assam, India on 28 June 1877. At the age of nineteen he joined the ranks of the 
army, in which he served for over three and a half years. He served during the South African War from 1899-1900 with the Royal 
Lancaster Regiment, with whom he gained the award of the Distinguished Conduct Medal (London Gazette 19 April 1901) '... for 
gallantry at Spion Kop, in the absence of stretcher bearers did good work in carrying wounded out of action under hot fire.' 

Commissioned Second Lieutenant in the Lancashire Fusiliers in May 1900, he was promoted Lieutenant in April 1901, before 
transferring to the Hampshire Regiment, with the rank of Captain, in April 1905. He served with the Egyptian Army from 1906 to 1908, 
before transferring to the Black Watch in June 1908. He served with the 2nd Battalion, Royal Highlanders, during the Great War on the 
Western Front from 12 October 1914, and was wounded in France in November 1914. Wounded a second time, by shrapnel wounds 
received in the action at Richebourg on 9 May 1915, he was taken to the hospital at Bethune, where he died of his wounds on 13 May 
1915. He is buried in Bethune Town Cemetery, France. 

In addition to his Distinguished Conduct Medal and Queen's South Africa Medal for the Boer War, MacLeod was also awarded the 
1911 Coronation Medal, 1914 Star, and the British War Medal. His other two Great War awards sold in these rooms in June 2002.

I didn't like it there because 
it was too stiff and formal. Perfectly dressed at all times. Not as comfortable as it had been at HQ 31 Lorried Infantry Brigade, 7 
Armoured Division, (Desert Rats), stationed in Melle, Germany, in 1946-48. The war had been over for a year and a half and life was 
cushy. I volunteered immediately , even though I had little or no idea what it was all about. It sounded good. 

The first group on site, at the back of the Gurkha barracks in Johar Bahru, were a dozen signals personnel, wireless operators, of whom 
I was one, under Lieutenant Batty. We set up the signals equipment and pitched tents, and dug trenches around them, for those yet to 
come. I remember training with air rifles and fencing masks for eye protection, one group stalking another in the jungle. And inflatable 
boats in which we attempted a crossing of Johor Bahru Strait to Singapore Island and damned near got swept out to sea. We sweated 
our things off trying to get back to the mainland. 

At some point we left the Gurkhas and went to Dusun Tua, about 1 8 miles east of Kuala Lumpur (always called KL). The Japanese once 
had a camp there and had built a bath, about the size of a small swimming pool, fed by a hot spring. We lived in huts made of atap. 
You could step out of the camp and into the jungle. There was a village close by, on the other side of a river which was one of our 
borders. Their houses were on stilts 6 to 8 feet high. Tigers roamed. One was shot there weighing 230 lbs, in August 1952. I still have 
the newspaper report, that's how I know. Wild pigs were abundant. There was also a large tree in the camp, housing hundreds of flying 
foxes, fruit bats, which took off at dusk every day and returned at dawn. 

The Commanding Officer, Lieutenant Colonel "Mad Mike" Calvert, once had a belly bashing contest with a Trooper. Both of them had 
big bellies, and, I've no doubt, full of beer at the time, and both ended up in the pool. 

The first jungle operation quickly started and lasted over three months, during which I and others manned the sets at D.T. The second 
started with me still at base but very soon 4 Troop's wireless operator was bitten by a snake and I was sent in to replace him. I landed at 
jungle base at Kampong Aur, in an Auster plane, a little two seater if I remember right, and took up duties as Major John Woodhouse's 
wireless operator. I assume his operation was with 4 Troop. I was with him, I suppose about a week, but during that brief spell I 
developed an admiration for him greater than for anyone else I had ever met in the Army. An inspiring leader. I wished I could have 
stayed with him... 

Another time, in the swamp. The tracker said "Elephants". Soon thereafter I fell into a hole and disappeared and the guy who pulled me 
out said "I wouldn't have known if I hadn't seen your hat floating". We were covered in leeches every day. 

The Commander of 4 Troop neglected to insert a plate in the cup which screws onto the muzzle of a rifle, into which you insert a 
smoke grenade. The result was a burst grenade and flying phosphor, some of which landed on his head. It burns and is hard to put out. 
As a result he had a nasty wound which got worse in time . Eventually he wrote out a message for the MO and gave it to me to send. I 
had helped him dress the wound and it got to smell bad. I suspected gangrene. So I added a bit to his MO message: "Bad smell 
emanates from wound." We got an immediate response and medicine and a hypodermic were flown in with instructions. I gave the 
injections since we had no medic. He lived. 

We lost part of an air drop. It got hung up in a huge tree made of iron. Machetes bounced off it. Several turns of explosive rope didn't 
even shake it: We went without food and smokes for a week and ate a monkey and a snake and I ate the liver of an iguana. It was 
terrible...'

Among the main objectives of the second British expedition to set foot in the eastern Sudan in 1885 was the 
construction of a railway line from Suakin to Berber. It was, to quote the historian Thomas Archer, an effort to 'smash 
the Mahdi' by means of the latest resources of civilization/ Indeed had all gone to plan, a 280-mile railway line would 
have been constructed, thereby securing the protection of the eastern Sudan. In the event, however, it proved to be an 
expensive red herring: as some had rightly observed from the outset, an exercise on this scale, in enemy territory, would 
have to involve round the clock protection for the civilian construction workers, and, with the difficult climate and 
terrain, a good deal of luck. 

The contract to carry out this monumental task was awarded to the British company Messrs. Lucas and Aird. In the 
official minute issued by the Government, the company was to construct Tor the War Department for the purposes of 
the Expeditionary Force sent out to Suakin, and, according to the orders and under the control of the General Officer for 
the time being in command of the same force, a 4ft. 8.5ins. gauge single line of railway from Suakin, and thence in 
sections to so far towards Berber as may from time to time be ordered by the Secretary of State. The War Department 
engages to keep the way clear and the working-staff protected/ 

The staff of Lucas and Aird were to be paid by the Government and their rations and clothes supplied by the War 
Department and, if an employee died as a result of enemy action, or the climate, his next of kin would be paid a gratuity 
equal to one year's salary. Otherwise, the assorted navvies would receive a daily payment of 12 shillings, a small 
fortune for the day. And quite a sight they must have made, working alongside the military, in their bowler-hats. 
Certainly their language was colourful enough, an Army Padre who was billeted alongside one of their huts having his 
vocabulary 'widened by the experience' (Henry Keown-Boyd's A Good Dusting refers). 

Yet, as predicted from the outset, their endeavours quickly attracted hostile interest from Osman Digma's tribesmen. In 
fact, for the purposes of safety, while the military fought out such battles as that at Tofrek on 22 March 1885, Lucas and 
Aird were instructed to halt progress. By early April, work had recommenced but General Graham, still concerned for 
the safety of the navvies, ordered an advanced zeriba to be established five miles along the road to Handoub to cover 
the head of the railway, and a block-house and another zeriba to be built at Handoub itself, while covering parties were 
to protect the head of the railway as it advanced. Owing, however, to the growing heat, the difficulty confronted in 
obtaining water supplies, and the fact that many local tribesmen continued to act with hostility, progress was slow and 
painful, and by the time General Graham ordered a halt to the project, the railway line had advanced just 20 miles to 
the town of Otao: ultimately the British withdrew from the Sudan and the railway project was abandoned at a cost of 
£865,000 to the Government. 

Added to that cost was the distribution of the relevant campaign medal and clasp to the navvies of Lucas and Aird, the 
relevant roll (WO 100 68) revealing and extremely interesting and varied head count of 475 employees. In all the 
Company was represented by some 30 different types of employee, Blacksmiths, Boilermakers, Carpenters, Cashiers, 
Clerks, Cooks, Engine Drivers, Firemen, Foremen, Guards, Pipelayers, Platelayers, Ropemakers, Roperunners, 
Storekeepers and Traffic Managers among them: and each and every Medal was duly engraved with the recipient's 
relevant job title.

Peter Francis Ralph Graham was born in 1920, the son of Major C. J. Graham, 
D.S.O., M.C., and his wife Winifred, and was educated at Wellington College 
and the Royal Academy of Dramatic Art in London. Commissioned Pilot Officer 
in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve on 21 December 1940, he served 
during the Second World War in Coastal Command with No. 217 Squadron, 
based at R.A.F. St. Eval, Cornwall, and 'was appointed captain of his plane, a 
Beaufort, with another Wellingtonian (Pilot Officer J. A. V. Stockley) as his 
navigating officer. During the late summer of that year they made sixteen long 
flights over the Atlantic, searching for enemy ships and submarines and laying 
mines in the enemy coastal shipping routes; once they took part in a big night 
attack on the Scharnhorst as she lay in dock. The plane and her crew were lost 
on 21 August 1941, while on shipping patrol off the west coast of France. "Before 
they took off on that last flight they made themselves a memorable reputation, 
and they wrote on the pages of the Atlantic Battle story a chapter which remains 
an inspiration to their squadron/" (Wellington College Roll of Honour refers). 
Graham is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial.

He served in India and Aden between 1869 and 1882, the balance of his 29 years' service being in the U.K. His 
overseas stations included Poona, Kirkee, Calaba, Bombay and Amritsar. In the U.K. he was variously stationed at Sheerness, 
Portsmouth, Gosport, Cork, Aberdeen and Woolwich. His last eight years of service to 1894 were spent as Permanent Staff, Aberdeen 
Volunteer Artillery. He died on 1 7 December 1916, and is buried in Dublin with his wife who died on 1 April 1915, aged 69. See The 
Annuity M.S.M. by Ian Mclnness for a photograph of Crooks in uniform with his wife. He is presumed to be the father of Major J. J.

Frederick James Lane was born in Cheltenham, Gloucestershire, in 1873, and attested there for the King's Royal Rifle Corps on 27 
October 1891, having previously served in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment. Posted to the 3rd Battalion on 21 
March 1892, he transferred to the 2nd Battalion on 1 7 September of that year, and went with the Regiment to South Africa on 16 July 
1896. Transferring to the 1 st Battalion on 1 January 1897, he embarked with the Battalion at Cape Town on 6 January 1897, bound for 
Mauritius in the troopship Warren blastings. On board were 526 members of the King's Royal Rifle Corps, 510 members of the 2nd 
Battalion York and Lancaster Regiment, and 25 members of the 2nd Battalion Middlesex Regimen, together with 20 women, 10 
children, and 253 crew, totalling 1,244 people. A good passage was had until the morning of 13 January, when the glass fell and the 
wind shifted to the south. Despite reduced visibility there was no cause for concern and that night the troops went untroubled to bed. 
At about 2.20 am on 14 January, a violent shudder was felt throughout the ship, as the Warren blastings struck a rock off the coast of 
Reunion. Orders were given for the K.R.R.C. to fall in on the port side and the York and Lancasters on the starboard side. Through the 
torrential rain the ship's officers perceived that the vessel was aground and that it was possible to disembark by ropes on to the rocky 
coast. At 4.15 am the ship began to heel to starboard. Twenty minutes later the electric lights went out. Thus by 5.00 am those men on 
the starboard side, some in total darkness, were standing knee deep in water. The list gradually increased until the captain himself 
thought the ship would turn over. Nevertheless the discipline for which the British soldier is famed prevailed, and the disembarkation 
was accomplished without a single fatality. The only lives lost during the whole episode were those of two natives who ran amok and 
jumped overboard. One officer present later wrote 'Personally I look upon the whole business as one of the most creditable things to 
the British Army which has ever occurred, and without invidious comparison quite as creditable as the Birkenhead , for in the latter, if 
we are to believe the pictures, the men were at least all on deck, whilst on the Warren Hastings they were between decks, and quite 
unable to see what was going on.' After a brief stay on Reunion, Lane arrived in Mauritius with the rest of his battalion onboard the S.S. 
Lalpoora on 18 January 1897. 

Transferring to the Army Reserve on 8 July 1899, Lane was recalled to the Colours on the outbreak of the Boer War, and served with 
the 3rd Battalion in South Africa from 4 November 1899, where was present at operations in the Cape Colony, the action at Tugela 
Heights, 14-27 February 1900, and at the Relief of Ladysmith (entitled to a Queen's South Africa Medal with three clasps), before 
returning home on 19 October 1900. Transferring once more to the Army Reserve, on 20 April 1902, he was discharged on 26 October 
1903, after 12 years with the Colours. He subsequently served as a Sergeant Major Instructor in a Public School Officer Training Corps, 
and was awarded the Meritorious Service Medal, together with an annuity, per Army Order 10 of 1933. He died in Bournemouth on 13 
February 1950.

The unit 
were based in Manchester and on the night of 22-23 December 1940 he was wounded (concussion) during the heaviest part of the 
horrific bombardment of the Manchester Christmas Blitz, in which nearly 700 people were killed and well over 2000 injured. The 
112nd Workshop War Diary describes how enemy aircraft started attacks from 6:00 p.m. creating a large fire near Warwick Road 
Station, Old Trafford, which carried on until 2:00 a.m. By 4:00 a.m. a further onslaught occurred which damaged the guard and control 
room; this sadly killed the Sentry, seriously injured the Guard, and wounded seven others, included the commanding officer Major 
Bickford and Sapper Morris. The Nazi's propaganda claimed the City of Manchester had been completely burned to the ground.

For his gallantry Beattie was also awarded the Lloyd's Medal for Saving Life at Sea.

Roland C. Phillipps was one of six men from the steamship Batanga of Glasgow who was awarded both the Board of Trade's Silver 
Medal for Gallantry and the Lloyd's Bronze Medal for saving life at sea for rescuing the crew of the barquentine Indian Chief, of Banff, 
which foundered in the English Channel on the night of the 22-23 December 1895. He was presented with his Board of Trade Medal, 
together with a gratuity of £2, at Liverpool.

'At 2 a.m. on 19 January 1896, distress signals were observed by the Staffordshire in the port of Marseilles, from the Aidar, out at sea. 
The Staffordshire went immediately to the aid of the Aidar which was found in a sinking condition. Three life boats were launched by 
the Staffordshire with great difficulty due to the darkness and heavy seas. Eventually all 24 passengers and crew of the Aidar were 
rescued.' 

A fuller account of the rescue was published in The Strand Magazine: 'At 2 a.m. on the 19th of January, while the steamship 
Staffordshire, of Liverpool, was on a voyage from Marseilles to Port Said, signals of distress were observed from the Aidar, and the 
Staffordshire immediately went to her assistance. The Aidar, it appeared, was on her way from Odessa to Marseilles, and the wreck 
occurred in the Mediterranean, near Messina. As the Aidar was found to be sinking fast, three of the Staffordshire's life-boats were at 
once launched. But their crews experienced immense difficulty in the work of saving life owing to the darkness and the heavy sea. 
Three times was the Staffordshire manoeuvred round to windward, and each time the life-boat was dispatched the rescuing crew were 
in serious peril of their own lives. During one visit, the boat was badly damaged by one of Aidar' s davits, which was just above the 
water. At 6.10 a.m. the only persons left on the wreck were Captain Nutman and an injured and helpless fireman, whom he was 
endeavouring to save, and whom he absolutely refused to abandon. The steamer was now rapidly settling down, and as it was no 
longer safe to remain near her, the officer in charge of the rescuing party from the Staffordshire asked Nutman for a final answer - 
would he leave his helpless charge and save himself? He would not; he persisted in remaining with the injured man, choosing almost 
certain death rather than leave him to his fate. Even the passengers tried hard to induce the captain to come away, but he would not. 
The fireman seemed powerless and paralysed with fear, making no effort to save himself beyond clinging to the broken bridge, then 
down in the water, as the vessel was on her beam ends. As the Staffordshire's life-boat returned each time, Captain Nutman would say: 
"Pull away with those people and come back for me afterwards." It is necessary to explain that the boat could not come quite close to 
the sinking ship, simply because no one knew the moment when the latter might founder and suck down with her anything that 
chanced to be floating in the vicinity; moreover, there was a terrific sea. 

At last, after having given Captain Nutman many chances of life, the men in the rescuing boats were obliged to pull away reluctantly, 
and immediately afterwards, at 6:17 a.m., the Aidar gave one or two heavy lurches and then foundered. Long after this the 
Staffordshire's life-boat returned to the spot, it crew perhaps animated by vague hopes, and the officer commanding it was amazed to 
behold Captain Nutman clinging to the bottom of an upturned boat, still grasping the now unconscious fireman. Another half-hour 
elapsed before the boat could approach, but eventually this hero and his precious charge were picked up and taken on board the 
Staffordshire. In all 24 persons were saved, one only, a boy, being drowned. This was the cabin boy, who was washed over-board 
during the night and not seen after 12:30 a.m. 

The full details of this action were forwarded to the Queen during Her Majesty's recent trip to the Riviera.' (article in The Strand 
Magazine refers). 

Charles Hagges, Steward of the Staffordshire, of Liverpool, was one of 19 officers and crew of the Staffordshire awarded the Board of 
Trade Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea in Silver for their rescue of the passengers and crew of the steamship Aidar, also of 
Liverpool. He was presented with his medal, together with a gratuity of £2, at Liverpool. William John Nutman, Master of the Aidar, 
was awarded in total seven medals, including the Albert Medal in Gold, for his role in the rescue.

John West, the Second Hand of the fishing smack Satanita of Ramsgate, was, along with the Third Hand Edward James Wells, awarded 
the Sea Gallantry Medal for manning a boat and rescuing the crew of the brigantine Lizzie Lee, of Goole, which was sinking in the 
North Sea on 21 February 1905. He was presented with his medal at Ramsgate in 1906. 
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Royal Humane Society, large silver medal (R.H.S Do. C. H. Smith Vitam ob Restitutam Dono Dat 1811.) minor scratch to 
obverse field, good very fine £200-240 

C. H. Smith was awarded the Royal Humane Society's silver medal for the successful rescue of James Dunstone, who was drowning in 
St. James's Park on 3 January 1811 (Case no. 7,420). Testimony for the gallant act was given by Mr. Smith himself in a letter 
communicated to the Society's Registrar on 25 February 1811: 

'Sir, Having been skating for a short time in the evening of the 3d ultimo, upon the canal in St. James's Park, on my way out, I observed 
a number of people collected, which, when I approached, proved to be occasioned by a lad in the act of drowning; they were in much 
confusion, and calling out for a rope; but neither that or any other such means being at hand, and the lad's situation such as would 
admit of no time being lost, I threw off my coats, took the person next me by the hand, desired another to take his, and so on; went 
upon the ice, which by my repeated jumpings broke in; with the hand had at liberty, I continued breaking my way on, until I was 
breast-high in water, and found it happily in my power to lay hold of the lad, stretching my hand across a piece of ice that lay between 
us, and to drag him out. On his first being taken out he was to all appearance dead; but after having opened his waistcoat, and wiped 
his chest dry, and then sitting down, having rolled him on my thighs for some minutes, he exhibited signs of life, which encouraged me 
to proceed until he was able to speak. After being so far recovered he said in answer to my inquiries that his name was Dunstone, that 
he lived at No. 35 Northumberland Street, Strand, at Mr. Fugan's. I gave him into the charge of some people present, who offered their 
services to conduct him home, and desired they would take him to some place where he might have some warm brandy and water.' 

Further testimony was provided by Mr. Sam Trickey: 

'Sir, I do declare that I was in company with my friend Mr. C. H. Smith, on the evening of the 3d of last month; that I witnessed the 
whole of the circumstance he has here related, and it is my firm opinion, but for his exertions the boy must have inevitably have lost his 
life.' 

Following the rescue, Smith's father wrote to James Dunstone's mother to congratulate her on her son's rescue, and received a letter 
back from the Dunstone himself, dated 20 February 1811: 

'Honoured Sir, I am too young to express my mother's and my own gratitude as I wish to do, to your worthy son - his humanity has 
saved my life; for this I shall ever feel indebted to him. Any man might have rendered me this service, but few would have been so kind 
and benevolent as he has been since my rescue; I am truly sorry that he has suffered by this act of charity. May the Lord reward him! I 
see with pleasure that the notice you have been pleased to take of this adventure originates in the known worth of a dear son, and the 
heartfelt comfort he affords you: that you both may mutually enjoy this comfort many years, will ever be the constant prayer of the 
widowed mother and the eldest of her three orphans, who begs leave to subscribe herself with respect and gratitude.'

David Kirk, the Commander Boatman of the Kerries Coast Guard, Co. Dublin, Ireland, was awarded the Royal Humane Society's 
bronze medal for saving the life of Anthony Smith at Kerries, Ireland on 30 June 1847: 'Whilst bathing, Smith was carried away by the 
tide. Kirk plunged into the sea and saved him. Smith was insensible, but was removed to the Coast Guard Station and after receiving 
medical attention from Dr. A. K. Butler recovered sufficiently.' (Case no. 14,508 refers). 
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A rare and early Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society Camp & Villaverde Silver Medal awarded to Captain A. 
Barbagelata, of the Italian Barque Rosa B., for his humanity in rescuing seven of the crew of the Liverpool Barque 
Polly in a gale on 30 December 1873 - only the second ever 'Camp and Villaverde' Silver Medal awarded

Antonio Barbagelata, Captain of the Italian Barque Rosa £>., was awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society's Camp and 
Villaverde Medal in silver, together with a Vote of Thanks (case no. 83 of 1874) 'for his humanity in rescuing seven of the crew of the 
Barque Polly of Liverpool, in a gale on the 30 December 1873/ 

Also for this action the mate of the Rosa B. f Guiseppe Ferretti, was awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society's Bramley- 
Moore Medal in silver, and the six seamen from the Rosa B. who formed the lifeboat's crew were each awarded the Liverpool 
Shipwreck and Humane Society's Bramley-Moore Medal in bronze. 

The Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society's Camp & Villaverde Medal was instituted in 1873 'to be awarded to those who were 
instrumental in saving life at sea', and the first award was made to Mr. Rawson Post, mate of the George Hurlbut, for rescuing the crew 
of the barque Olive in a gale in the Atlantic on 12 April 1873; Barbagelata's medal was just the second silver medal awarded. In total 
37 silver and 8 bronze medals have been awarded, with the last award made in 1944. 

Sold together with the recipient's Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society's Vote of Thanks Certificate, named to Captain Antonio 
Barbagelata, and dated 5 March 1874. 


1032 A Lloyd's Medal for saving life at sea pair awarded to Able Seaman R. J. Eddys for saving the lives of the crew of the 
schooner Gwladys on 4 January 1906

Robert J. Eddys, of Bangor, Co. Down, served as an Able Seaman in the Caucasian Steam Shipping Company's Steamer Balakani, and 
was awarded the Lloyd's Medal for saving life at sea in bronze for helping rescue of the crew of the Gwladys. 'In the month of January 
1906 the British Steamer Balakani sighted the Newfoundland Schooner Gwladys flying signals of distress. She was practically derelict, 
everything on deck having been washed away, with only the masts left standing and the crew lashed to the pumps. A high and 
confused sea was running at the time, making a clean breach over the schooner. There was no hope of it moderating, and the 
launching of a boat by the Balakani was attended with considerable danger. A boat, however, was lowered and the crew of five men 
rescued after a severe struggle. The slightest hitch in the proper management of the boat would have meant a certain loss of the boat 
and everyone in her.' (Committee of Lloyd's minutes, 20 June 1906 refer). 

For their great gallantry, Alexander Henry, the 1st Officer, who commanded the lifeboat, received the Lloyd's Medal for saving life at 
sea in silver, and Boatswain John Brown and Able Seamen Robert Eddys, John McCready, and A W. Hodgkinson all received the 
Lloyd's Medal for saving life at sea in bronze. 
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A Lloyd's Medal for saving life at sea group of four awarded to Mr. G. L. Dentant, Belgian Mercantile Marine, Third 
Officer of the Belgian Steamer Kasbek, for saving the lives of the crew of the British Steamer Clan Macnab when the 
latter was torpedoed off Land's End on 4 August 1918

Gerard L. Dentant, served as 3rd Officer of the Belgian steamer the S.S. Kasbek , and was awarded the Lloyd's Medal for saving life at 
sea in silver, along with the Captain and 1 st and 2nd Officers, for saving the lives of the crew of the S.S. Clan Macnab: 

'At daybreak on 4 August 1918 the Belgian S.S. Kasbek was proceeding in convoy with the British S.S. Clan Macnab from Plymouth to 
Glasgow when the latter was torpedoed by a German submarine when rounding Land's End. Two torpedoes hit her in close succession 
- the first exploded in no. 2 hold and the second in no. 3 hold, carrying away the stokehold bulkhead, and causing a tremendous rush 
of water which sank the Clan Macnab in two and a half minutes. Captain Smith, six other officers, and 16 members of the crew lost 
their lives. 

Contrary to usual procedures, the Kasbek immediately turned towards the wreckage and, in spite of the risk of being torpedoed herself, 
put out two life-boats. She then circled round at full speed for about an hour while the boats picked up the survivors of the Clan 
Macnab. The 1st Officer, Jerome Geryl, the 3rd Officer, Gerard Dentant, and the Kasbek' s Boatswain manned one boat and picked up 
three boats full of men whom they transferred to the destroyer H.M.S. Owl , whilst the second boat, manned by the 2nd Officer, Pierre 
Barbe, and two seamen, picked up nine men and took them on board the Kasbek. She then proceeded to Newport, where she arrived 
the following morning.' 

To recognise their gallant conduct, the owners of the Clan Macnab presented Captain Charles Sytor, the captain of the Kasbek , with 
£250 for himself and his crew, and he was also presented with a piece of silver plate by the Admiralty. Dentant was presented with his 
medal in January 1919.

Pierce Thompson, Boatman, was born in 1780 and appointed to the Coast Guard on 29 June 1824, subsequently joining the 
Cushenden Station on 22 July 1847. He was awarded the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society's silver 
medal, along with five other men from the Cushenden Coast Guard, for saving the lives of five members of the crew of the Martin, 
wrecked off Rock Port, near Cushenden, off the north east coast of Ireland on 16 January 1851: 'In a very heavy gale, the Coleraine 
schooner Martin parted her anchors at 3:00 p.m. and drove on to the rocks off Rock Point near Cushenden, Co. Antrim, Ireland. With 
the schooner's boat broken to pieces by the seas passing over her, the crew of Master and four men took to a mast. Lieutenant Arthur 
Kennedy, Royal Navy, of the Cushenden Coast Guard, and his crew were unable to launch their own boat, and so carried a country 
boat over the rocks to a position opposite the wreck and launched. They were forced to put back twice because of the very high seas 
breaking over them, but rescued the schooner's crew at the third attempt.' ( Lifeboat Gallantry refers). 

Thompson retired from the Coast Guard on 22 August 1857, and died on 22 February 1873. 

Lieutenant Kennedy was additionally awarded the Royal National Institute for the Preservation of Life from Shipwreck Medal in silver 
for this action. 



An unusual pair of Life Saving Medals awarded to H. Hickson and J. Hobbs for saving the life of Lieutenant Ross off 
Upnor, Kent, in August 1811

Thomas Curtis Ross entered the Royal Navy as a Lieutenant in 1839. In 1855 he was serving as a Lieutenant on the Wellesley which at 
that time was a 'guardship of the ordinary' (laid up in a dockyard or harbour but still with a skeleton crew). Lieutenant Ross and his 
family were engaged in sailing upon the Medway when an accident took place: 

'Accident to Lieutenant Ross, R.N. - Last week between six and seven o'clock, as Lieut. Ross of the Wellesley, 72, doing duty as 
divisional Lieutenant on board the Southampton, was sailing in his gig, which contained his wife and child, with a female servant, and 
three shipkeepers, a gust of wind from the land off Upnor took the sails, and capsized the boat, by which the whole party were thrown 
into the river. Mrs Ross was picked up in a very exhausted state, and fears were entertained for her recovery; but this morning she is 
somewhat better. The child was picked up alive, but died shortly afterwards, and one of the shipkeepers was drowned. The rest of the 
party sustained no material injury, excepting Lieutenant Ross, who has been taken to Melville Hospital, in a very weakly state'. (Extract 
from The United Service Gazette, Saturday 11 August 1855). 

As a corollary to this tragedy, there was in the 30 January 1858 edition of The United Service Gazette, the notification, 'Lieutenant 
Thomas Curtis Ross (1839), of Her Majesty's ship Wellesley, died in Melville Hospital, of Bronchitis, on the 21 st, aged 48'.

'Daniel G. Davies, aged 12, of 105, Belmont Road, Reading, has proved himself to be a little hero. He is a member of the Reading 
Junior Y.M.C.A. Boy Scouts, and recently he displayed great gallantry in rescuing William Ashman, aged 9, from drowning. 

Davies was gathering wild roses by the Old River, a stream which runs into the Kennet, when his attention was called to a boy named 
William Ashman, who while fishing had fallen into the water from the bank, which is 4 feet above the river. Davies ran to the spot and 
plunged into the water, which is about 7 feet deep. In the meantime Ashman had sunk twice and was just going down a third time 
when Davies seized him and succeeded in bringing him from the middle of the stream to the bank. But the brave Boy Scout did not do 
this without the greatest difficulty, and before he succeeded both he and Ashman went under the water twice. When the bank was 
reached Davies clutched some grass, but this gave way and both went under again. By this time Ashman was partly unconscious, 
Davies was exhausted, and if timely help had not arrived probably both would have been drowned. 

It was only the week before that Davies had learned to swim properly, although he had been in the water several times previously. 

'On Saturday 6 August the Junior Y.M.C.A. Boy Scouts, who had just returned from Camp, attended at Garrard House, Reading, in 
strong force, to do honour to Davies and to show him how proud they were that a fellow Boy Scout should perform such a deed. The 
Mayor, Mr. W. Frame, was also present. His Worship then gave details of Davies' brave act, and, addressing the Scouts, said: "Well 
now boys, you are all proud of Davies; the town is proud of Davies" (Cheers and Applause). The Mayor emphasised the need for every 
boy and girl to learn to swim, and in the event of others finding themselves in difficulties he hoped that they would follow Davies' 
example and, without any hesitation, jump into the water and try and rescue those in danger of drowning. The Mayor then presented 
Davies with the certificate of the Royal Humane Society for an act of bravery, and Davies was loudly cheered as he stepped forward to 
receive it. 

Addressing the lad the Mayor said: "I hope you will live long, and I am sure you will always feel proud to look upon the certificate 
which will remind you in years to come of the brave act you performed as a boy. I hope you will grow up a strong and brave man. I am 
sure you will" (more Cheers and Applause). A vote of thanks was then called for the Mayor, and the vote passed heartily.' (Reading 
Mercury, 13 August 1910 refers). 
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A League of Neutral Countries Life Saving Medal group of Four awarded to Leading Telegraphist G. Lea, Royal Navy, 
for his assistance in rescuing the crews of six Dutch merchantmen attacked and sunk by a German submarine off the 
Isles of Scilly, 22 February 1917

and recklessly destroyed by a German Submarine February 22nd 191 7', good very fine , the last scarce (4) £500-600 

George Lea was born in Birkenhead, Cheshire, on 26 March 1897, and joined the Royal Navy on 10 February 1913. He entered the 
Boys' training ship H.M.S. Impregnable at Devonport as a Boy 2nd Class, but was selected for the Telegraphist Branch on 22 November 
of that year, becoming a Boy Telegraphist. He was posted to the battle cruiser H.M.S. Lion, the flagship of Rear Admiral Beatty, on 25 
May 1914, and served in her during the three fleet actions that took place during the Great War in the North Sea - the Battle of 
Heligoland Bight, 28 August 1914; the Battle of Dogger Bank, 24 January 1915, and the Battle of Jutland, 31 May to 1 June 1916. He 
was promoted Leading Telegraphist on 16 September 1916. 

On 9 February 191 7, H.M.S. Lion left Scarpa Flow for Rosyth, where she entered dry dock, and many of the crew were given a period 
of leave, and Lea headed down to Cornwall.' In February 1917 Lieutenant Commander Hersing in the German submarine U.21 was 
heading home after a successful (from his point of view) tour in the Mediterranean. On the 22nd February he met a Dutch convoy of 
eight steamers off the Isles of Scilly. They had just left Falmouth and were about 25 miles west of Bishop's Rock. To Hersing these 
vessels seemed the most perfect gift just as he was entering the English Channel, and he promptly sank six of them. In response to the 
wireless calls from one of the Dutch merchantmen, three H.M. Tugs from the newly-inaugurated Rescue Service came out from 
Falmouth and, with the assistance of other trawlers, saved two of the steamers. About 200 of the occupants were brought ashore at 
Penzance. 

The disaster severely angered the Dutch authorities, as the convoy had been granted 'safe conduct' by Germany, although Hersing was 
unaware of this. The incident created a diplomatic incident, and the outcome was that Germany eventually made compensation by 
transferring to Holland six German steamers that were lying in the Dutch East Indies.' (Seas of Adventures, E. Keble Chatterton refers). 

For his role in helping rescue the crews of the sunk merchantmen Lea was awarded a specially commissioned League of Neutral 
Countries Life Saving Medal. After the incident he returned to H.M.S. Lion, and continued to serve in her until 31 March 1920, when 
he obtained a free discharge from the Royal Navy in order to take up an appointment in the Royal Indian Marines as a Wireless 
Operator with the rank of Warrant Officer. 
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A United States Lines Distinguished Service Award and Life Saving Benevolent Association of New York group of four 
awarded to Boatswain D. Gillan, Mercantile Marine, for gallantry in rescuing the Master and five crew from the 
Schooner Mabel A. Frye in high seas off Newfoundland, 3 October 1936

David Gillan was born in North Shields, Northumberland, in 1896, and joined 
the Merchant Navy as an apprentice with the Prince Line, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
on 18 August 1911, serving during the Great War in the Merchant Navy. In 1936 
he was serving as a Boatswain in the United States Lines' steamer American 
Merchant. Built in 1920 as a cargo vessel, she had accommodation for 80 tourist 
class passengers and was off Newfoundland on 3 October 1936 when she 
sighted the schooner Mabel A. Frye in distress: 

'She had been battered for five days and was drifting helplessly, with seven feet 
of water in her hold, her lifeboats smashed, and her pumps clogged. Her crew 
was burning kerosene-drenched blankets in the hope of attracting passing ships 
when the American Merchant sighted her. Captain Moore and Chief Officer 
Christiansen and six seamen manned the lifeboat that went over to the sinking 
vessel. High seas and strong winds made the rescue difficult and dangerous. The 
men were David Gillan, a boatswain; Alfred Moss, quartermaster, and seamen 
John Hadlock, Edward Granat, Frank Maria, and Timothy Morley.' (Newspaper 
cutting refers). 


For their heroic work at this rescue, all eight of the rescuers were awarded the United States Lines Distinguished Service Award in gold, 
which up until that time had only been awarded twice before, and the Life Saving Benevolent Association of New York's Medal in 
Bronze 'for saving human life in Peril'. Gillan was also awarded the Kate Smith Award for Heroism. 

Sold together with the recipient's Kate Smith Award for Distinguished Personal Heroism Certificate, dated New York, 22 October 1936; 
the recipient's Ordinary Apprentice's Indenture Certificate, dated 18 August 1911; newspaper cuttings regarding the rescue; and a 
photograph of the recipient.

Steam Navigation Company, late Driver, Royal Army Service Corps, for his services in attempting to rescue the crew

K. H. Walton served with the Royal Army Service Corps during the Korean War, before joining the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company's liner Chusan as a utility steward on 4 June 1954. He transferred to the P & O's liner Stratheden as a bedroom 
steward on 29 August 1954, and was serving in her when he rendered valuable service during the tragic attempted rescue of the crew 
of the stricken Greek trawler lason : 'The Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company in London stated yesterday that eight 
members of the crew of the liner Stratheden had been drowned when their lifeboat capsized as they were trying to rescue members of 
the crew of the Greek steam trawler lason, which sank on Sunday in the Ionian Sea. Eleven members of the crew of fifteen on the lason 
lost their lives when the lifeboat capsized. The crew of the trawler had jumped into the sea when the trawler sank and the Stratheden's 
boat had been launched to save them.' ( The Times, 15 March 1955 refers). 

For his gallantry Walton was awarded the Greek Navy Medal, First Class, together with a diploma, and was also congratulated by the 
Directors of the P & O: 'All of you who played a gallant part in the attempted rescue of the crew of the Greek trawler lason upheld the 
highest tradition of the sea, and this endeavour is one of which the Company is justly proud and which will live in the annals of our 
history.' (Letter to the recipient dated 24 March 1955 refers). 

Walton's career with the P&O was short-lived though, as he deserted from the Stratheden when she was at Sydney on 24 August 1955.

Fritz Kjelland, a Norwegian from Christiania (now Oslo) was awarded the Danish 
Medal for Saving Life from Drowning for saving a Swedish hotel owner named 
Mr. Hansson, of Eksjo from drowning at Hornbaek, North Zealand, on 9 July 
1911 (Danish State Gazette No. 217 , 16 December 1916 refers). 

Approximately 121 silver medals for wearing were awarded during the reign of 
Frederick VIII. A further 69 awards were made but these were not granted 
permission to be worn and were issued without the suspension ring. 
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France, Shipwreck and Humane Society, silver medal, the reverse inscribed 

'A Monsr. R. J. W. Dennistoun. Sauvetage de Miss Rich. 13 Aout 1870',

Richard James William Dennistoun was born in Roxburgh, Scotland, on 9 August 
1846, and was commissioned an Ensign in the 64th Regiment of Foot on 10 
November 1865. Promoted Lieutenant on 24 April 1869, he was awarded the 
French Shipwreck and Humane Society's Medal for saving a drowning person at 
Boulogne, France, on 13 August 1870: 'On Saturday morning our beach was the 
stage for several moving events that proved once again the devotion of those who 
come under the notice of the Shipwreck and Humane Society. Around midday 
Colonel Rich's family was bathing on the west side of the harbour, when a young 
lady and a little girl were swept up by the current. The child, immediately 
rescued, was soon out of danger; but it was not the same for the young lady who 
would doubtless have perished without the assistance of two people who were 
on the shore at that moment, Mr. Richard Dennistoun, a Captain in the English 
Army, and The Count of Orfengo. Though completely dressed these gentlemen 
threw themselves resolutely into the waves, and Mr. Dennistoun was fortunate 
enough to bring the person in danger back to the shore. It was with the most 
commendable spontaneity that they went to the scene of the accident. We do not 
need to speak of the courageous conduct held by Mr. Dennistoun and Count 
Orfengo. We are assured that more than once they have risked their lives under 
the same conditions, with the same boldness and the same success.' {la France 
du Nord , 15 August 1870 refers). 

Receiving his Majority on 1 July 1881, Dennistoun died at Torquay, Devon, on 5 
May 1888, never having seen active service.

The Gironde Lifesaving Society was established in 1855, the same year that the wines that are produced on the Gironde estuary's left 
bank were first classified. 

The Seine Department (no. 75), which comprised most of greater Paris, existed from 1790 until its abolishment in 1968, when it was 
split into four new Departments comprising central Paris and three new suburban Departments.

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Norway, Kingdom, Medal for Heroic Deeds, 2nd Class, silver, with crown 
suspension (W. Crouch Feb 19th. 1889) contemporarily engraved 
naming, edge bruising , very fine £200-300 

William Crouch (listed erroneously as Grooch on the official Roll) was awarded 
the Norwegian Medal for Heroic Deeds, 2nd Class for saving the life of the crew 
of the Caroline : 

'On the 10th October 1887 the schooner Caroline , skippered by Mr. A. Knudsen, 
was sailing in ballast from Felixstowe to her home port of Kragero in Norway. 
She encountered very dirty weather when twenty miles north-west of Texel, and 
at six o'clock in the evening the crew were obliged to cut away the rigging. The 
ballast shifted to the lee side, and a heavy sea striking her shortly after, she 
heeled over on to her beam ends. The men on board had a fearful experience 
during the night, the angry waves dashing furiously over the vessel without a 
moment's respite. As soon as day broke a distress flag was hoisted but failed at 
first to attract attention. Eventually at five o'clock that afternoon it was observed 
by the fishing boat John Frederick of Lowestoft, skippered by William Crouch, 
and he hove down upon them. He approached and attempted to go alongside 
and rescue the Caroline's crew, but after two unsuccessful efforts he moved away 
and sent instead his rowing boat, manned by Charles Wright and John Andrews. 
After great exertions and with considerable danger to themselves they reached 
the wreck. 

The younger member's of the Caroline's crew managed to jump into the smack's boat without sustaining any injury; but the steward, an 
elderly man, unfortunately crushed his left hand severely, the ends of three fingers being taken completely off. Despite breaking an oar 
during the return journey, the boat made it safely back to the John Frederick , where the rescued crew were most kindly treated by the 
Lowestoft smacksmen. They then brought them back to Lowestoft, where they arrived on the 13th October, and the rescued men were 
at once taken to the Sailors' Home.' ( Eastern Daily Press , 20 February 1889 refers). 

For their gallantry King Oscar II of Norway and Sweden awarded William Crouch the Norwegian Medal for Heroic Deeds 2nd Class, 
and Charles Wright and John Andrews the Medal 3rd Class. Crouch was presented with his medal by the Mayor of Lowestoft on 19 
February 1889, and in a short speech said 'he had only done his duty. He hoped he should never be found wanting when the lives of 
his fellow men were in danger.' (ibid). 



A Scandinavian life saving pair awarded to Mr. A. Patch, who was 
awarded the Swedish Medal whilst captain of the trawler Cerberus , for 
saving the lives of the crew of the Swedish vessel Aimo which was 
foundering under heavy weather in the North Sea, 27 September 1896, 
and the Norwegian Medal whilst captain of the trawler Stanley , for 
saving the lives of the crew of the Norwegian barque Boylesta which 
suffered a similar fate in the North Sea on 26 March 1898 

Sweden, Kingdom, Medal for Saving Life at Sea, 2nd Class, silver, with 
crown suspension (Arthur Patch); Norway, Kingdom, Medal for Heroic 
Deeds, 2nd Class, silver, with crown suspension, unnamed as issued, 
suspension loose on latter , otherwise nearly extremely fine (2) £400-500 

Arthur Patch was born at Kilburn, Middlesex, in 1862, and received his Master's 
licence at Grimsby on 20 July 1886. He was awarded the Swedish Medal for 
saving life at Sea, 2nd Class for the rescue of the crew of the Aimo : 

'On the 27 September 1896, the Grimsby steam trawler Cerebus , skippered by 
Arthur Patch, sighted the Swedish three-masted ship the Aimo flying distress 
signals some 200 miles north east of Spurn head. He immediately launched his 
own boat and went to her, finding her waterlogged and sinking. He took off the 
crew of nine and brought them safely to Christianssand.' (citation in Swedish 
refers). 

For his gallantry Patch was awarded, on 21 October 1898, the Swedish Meal for saving life at Sea, 2nd Class, and a gratuity of £2 was 
paid to one of his crew. Compensation of £20 was also paid to the owner of the Cerebus for time lost and reduced income from fishing 
by reason of the rescue. 

Eighteen months later, Patch was awarded the Norwegian Medal for Heroic Deeds, 2nd Class for saving the life of the crew of the 
Boylesta : 

'On 15th March 1898 the Norwegian barque Boylesta left Kristiansand South with a load of planks destined for St. Malo. Nothing 
noteworthy happened before the 23rd of the same month when the vessel was attacked by a violent storm in the North Sea, during 
which the ship sprang a leak, faster than the pumps could cope with, and was gradually swamped. The mainmast went overboard and 
the waves broke continuously over the wreck. A seaman was also carried away and drowned. On the 25th March a warship passed, 
but made no attempt to rescue the shipwrecked sailors from the riotous ocean. Another dreadful night followed, but on the Sunday 
morning 26th March a ship could be seen setting course for the wreck. It was the steam trawler Stanley , of Boston, Lincolnshire. The 
sea was running very high at the time, and the rowboat of the trawler was sent to fetch the crew of the barque. It capsized on its first 
trip but the rescuers succeeded in righting it. In all, it required three trips to bring across all the survivors, with the boat manned by the 
Second Hand Frederick Hargreaves and seamen William Speering and William Jarvis for the first two trips, and by the Stanley's skipper, 
Arthur Patch, and the two seamen for the final trip.' (citation in Norwegian refers). 

'On board the Stanley the survivors were given food and dry clothing and taken to Boston. The rescued men were warm in their praise 
of the smartness of the crew of the Stanley , and the kindness and consideration shown towards them.' ( Boston Guardian , 2 April 1898 
refers).

Henry Brenton was one of 19 from the crew of the Rhodesia , of Padstow, to be 
awarded a gold medal for the rescue of the captain and crew of the three-masted 
schooner Carrie A. Lane , which was wrecked 70 miles east-south-east off Cape 
Fear, off the east coast of the United States of America, on 3 October 1899. 

Captain Mark Bate of the Rhodesia was awarded a watch and First Mate Leonard Jewell, a glass: 'But for the timely aid rendered by 
Captain Bate and his crew the lives of the crew of the schooner Carrie A. Lane would undoubtedly have been sacrificed. The pluck 
shown in the rescue was highly commendable. As they were aware, the awards were made at the instance of the President of the 
United States, and he could safely say that they and the United States people were of the same kindred, same tongue, same blood, and 
same commerce. He hoped that if Captain Bate and his crew were placed in similar circumstances again they would discharge their 
duty with equal bravery. The Hon. T. D. Phillips, American Consul, also presented Captain Bate and his crew with a very magnificent 
silk banner suitably inscribed, bearing, combined, the English and United States flags, and edge with gold fringe.' ( Notes from Cornish 
Towns refers).

'On February 18th, 1938, at Woburn, Mass., three boys fell through the ice into 
deep water in a pond. Joseph McGann, a taxi driver, happened to be passing, 
and though no help was near, he plunged in, and after a struggle saved one of 
the boys, while another sank to the bottom and was drowned. By this time others 
had arrived and Francis M. Coakley jumped in and saved the remaining boy, 
McGann being too exhausted to re-enter the water.' 

For their gallantry McGann was awarded the Humane Society of Massachusetts' 
silver Medal, and Coakley a Certificate.

J. M. Callas was awarded the Alaska-Pacific Steamship Company's Medal for 
Bravery for his gallantry when his ship, the S.S. Buckman , was hijacked by armed 
robbers on 21 August 1910: 

'The S.S. Buckman was a small vessel of about 1,260 tons with accommodation for some 200 passengers. On the night of 20th - 21st 
August 1910 it was on a routine voyage from Seattle to San Francisco, some 15 to 20 miles from land. It was known that the vessel 
occasionally carried gold dust on its journeys south from Alaska to the San Francisco Mint. For this voyage two men, Fred West and an 
accomplice George Wise, had heard a rumour that this was so and decided to steal it. They joined the ship at Seattle, armed with a 
shotgun and revolvers. Their plan was simple. During the night, when most on board would be asleep, they would take over the bridge 
and order the ship to be steered towards land. While it was headed there they would take the gold and other valuables and lock up the 
crew and passengers. When the ship ran aground they would jump over the side, escape over land, and be far away before the alarm 
could be raised. 

During the early hours of the 21 st August they entered the wheelhouse with a story about a lost pocket-watch and demanded to see the 
Captain immediately. The demand was rejected, whereupon they produced their weapons and ordered the quartermaster to steer the 
ship towards land. At this time the Captain was asleep in his cabin beside the wheelhouse. He heard the argument and was coming out 
with his revolver when West entered the cabin and shot and killed him. 

In the wheelhouse the noise of the shots momentarily distracted Wise, who was guarding the ship's watch crew. Taking advantage of 
this, one of them grabbed the whistle cord and blew a long blast and sounded the alarm. This brought the other members of the crew 
(about a dozen) on deck but as they reached the bridge West held them at gun point and lined them up along one side, threatening to 
shoot them if they disobeyed. 

Meanwhile, down in the engine room the crew there heard the alarm and, in the absence of any instructions from above, they shut 
down the engines. Chief Engineer Callfas then went up on deck to see what was happening. He was confronted by West who ordered 
him to join his other prisoners. Instead, Mr. Callfas ran to the side of the bridge, ignoring the gun, and jumped over the rail to the deck 
below. West abandon his row of prisoners to run after him, and immediately they escaped in all directions. Wise also ran away and hid 
himself. 

By this time the ship had come to a standstill. Some of the crew had also acquired guns and there was further shooting but without 
further casualties. West now realised any escape by land was impossible. He ran from the bridge, took hold of a life-jacket, and jumped 
overboard. The ship was still many miles from shore and he was never seen again. 

The ship was searched and Wise was found hiding below decks, he was arrested and brought to San Francisco. Although he had 
played only a minor part in the hijack he was ruled to have been equally guilty of the murder and was charged as such. However, the 
court considered him insane and he was committed to a mental institution, where he died a few years later. 

At the enquiry held in San Francisco after the affair, practically every crew member who gave evidence admitted that, had it not been 
for Mr. Callfas ignoring the threat from West's gun and jumping from the bridge, thus enabling the others to escape, the hijack might 
well have succeeded, of course, the initiative of Callfas and his engine room crew in shutting down the ship's engines was also a 
significant factor in thwarting it.' ( Sea Classics , July 1991 refers).

George Clifford Miller Hall was born in Southsea, Hampshire, on 26 January 1872, the son of Captain W. H. Hall, Royal Navy. He 
was commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers on 12 February 1892, and was promoted Lieutenant on 12 February 
1895. He served with the Royal Engineers during the Nile Expedition of 1897-98; was awarded the Turkish Order of Medjidieh, Fourth 
Class (London Gazette 7 October 1898) and the Order of the Nile, Second Class; was Mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette 9 
December 1898); and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. Promoted Captain on 19 December 1902, he 
remained with the Royal Engineers in Egypt, serving as Goods Manager of the Egyptian State Railways, and was awarded the Turkish 
Order of Osmania, Third Class (London Gazette 24 June 1904). Transferring to the Reserve List, he was recalled for service during the 
Great War, and served as Assistant Director of Railway Transportation, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, from 1 January 1916. For 
his service during the Great War he was Mentioned in Despatches for distinguished service as part of the Administration in Egypt 
(.London Gazette 21 June 1916); and was appointed a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George and a Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire. He subsequently served as Director of the Anglo-Egyptian Local Board of Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas), and died in Exeter, Devon, on 9 December 1930.

Richard Longfield was created Lord Longueville in 1 795. He was an Irish Peer and advanced to Viscount in the Peerage of Ireland. The 
title died with Lord Longueville in 1811. Longueville demesne consisted of 666 acres and included Longueville House. 

Mountiford Longfield was MP for Enniscorthy and a cousin of Richard Longfield, Lord Longueville, and with another cousin, John 
Longfield, MP for Mallow, inherited the estates of Castle Mary, Co. Cork, from Lord Longueville on his death. 

John Corker was promoted Captain in the Royal Cork City Militia on 30 May 1800 and Major on 19 February 1808. It is probable that 
he was awarded the Merit Medal for services during the 1 798 Irish Rebellion, for the engagement on 29th May 1878 at Rathangan, Co. 
Kildare, 'where a body of rebels was ejected from the village, 50-60 rebels killed and numerous prisoners released by a party under Lt. 
Col. Longfield' {An epitomised History of the Militia ('The Constitutional Force'), by Col. G. J. Hay, refers). 

Subsequent to the Rebellion, John Corker became a Freeman of the City of Cork. He died on 6 September 1853, aged 81. The Corker 
family are thought to have originated from Cheshire/Lancashire, and from William IV's accession were prominent in Dublin and later 
land owners in County Cork, with their former residence at Ballymaloe Castle and family tomb in Cloyne Cathedral. One of the family, 
James Corker, lived at Cor Castle, which was burned down in June 1921 during the Irish War of Independence. 

A list of Protestants who raised local militia and volunteer corps in 1778 in support of the King includes John Corker, Arch Deacon 
Corker and Rev. Chambre (Chambers) Corker. The History of the County and City of Cork, Rev. C. B. Gibson refers. 

This merit medal is recorded by Hastings Irwin and is noted in Grove White's Journal as having been the 'property of William Henning 
Corker, of Rushbrooke', in 1899.

The small town of Beaconsfield lies about a mile south-east of the outskirts of 
Kimberley. Much to the indignation of its inhabitants, Kekewich originally 
excluded the town from his plans for the defence but, faced by so strong and 
indignant a protest, he was forced to provide for the defence of that place, 
though independently of the main defensive enclosure. 

Some 1,500 Beaconsfield medals were struck in white metal but the silver medals were limited to just 9 pieces. The white metal 
medals, presented to the school children, both white and mixed race, were pierced at 12 o'clock and suspended by a shoelace thin 
red, white and blue ribbon from a simple ring suspension. The sterling silver medal is identical except for its superior claw and ring 
suspension. 

The Town Council minutes of 27 November 1900 reflect the names of 9 Beaconsfield Town Councillors, including the Mayor and 
Town Clerk, who received a sterling silver example of the Beaconsfield medal. Some townspeople expressed a belated desire to have a 
copy of the sterling silver medal. The Town Clerk was therefore instructed to collect names and prepayments with the object of placing 
a second order if sufficient numbers were requested. The subsequent minutes, however, make no further mention of the issue and it 
must be assumed that no further silver examples were ordered.

The remarkable Second War Soviet Air Ace's group of forty-four awarded to twice Hero of the Soviet Union, 1-16 and 
Yak pilot, General-Colonel of Aviation A. Y. Borovykh, 728 and 157 Fighter Aviation Regiments, who was accredited 
with at least 32 Victories, and 14 shared enemy aircraft destroyed, accumulated over three fronts. A master exponent 
of the dogfight, he regularly engaged enemy formations where he was often outnumbered by at least 3 to 1, and 
despite this and the limitations of his aircraft, he managed to shoot down 2 enemy aircraft in one day on 7 separate 
occasions. He was shot down and wounded in the leg, 31 May 1943. After the war Borovykh was given the title of 
Distinguished Military Pilot of the USSR, and was employed as Commander-in-Chief, Air Defence 1969-77

'He is a fighter pilot of exceptional bravery, courage, and heroism. He has participated in fighting against German fascism since 
31.12.41. From December 1941 through 18 March 1943 on the Kalinin Front he has completed 328 combat sorties. He has entered 53 
aerial dogfights. In aerial combat he has displayed fearlessness and heroism, participating in 14 collective kills of enemy aircraft and 
Junior Lieutenant Borovykh has personally shot down 12 enemy aircraft. 

1.28.2.42 while covering our forces near Kholm he shot down one Ju-52. 

2. 8.2.42 while covering our forces near Kholm, he shot down one ME-109. 

3. 21.3.42 near Toropets he shot down one Ju-88 while covering the Toropets railroad station. 

4. 6.4.42 while covering our forces near Kholm he shot down a Ju-52. 

5. 2.7.42 while accompanying an 11-2 near Bely he shot down one Ju-88. 

6. 4.7.42 near Bely-Nesterovo while covering our forces he shot down one ME-109. 

7. 4.7.42 near Bely-Nesterovo he shot down a Ju-88 while covering our forces.

Since 8 May 1943 until present he has threatened the fascist occupiers on the Central Front. During the period 8.5.43 through 2.6.43 
he has accomplished 13 combat sorties, three of which were dogfights. He personally shot down one enemy aircraft. 

12. 31.5.43 near Ponyri he shot down a FW-190. 

Subsequent remarks by commanding officer: 

He is a fearless pilot. He loves a dogfight. He boldly enters into combat with numerically superior enemies, ending up the victor. On 

28.8.42 Junior Lieutenant Borovykh in a group of four patrolling near Rzhev, met 12 ME-109s which were trying to engage our fighters 
and permit their bombers from bombing our forces. In a headlong attack Junior Lieutenant Borovykh's group attacked the enemy 
fighters, causing them to flee. In this fight Junior Lieutenant Borovykh personally shot down a ME-109 and a Ju-88. 

On 11.7.42 Borovykh participated in a dogfight in which our ten fighters repelled 30 Ju-88's, 30 Ju-87s, and 15 ME-109s, in the process 
destroying seven enemy aircraft. 

For unlimited dedication to the Motherland and for exhibiting bravery, courage, and valour, he is deserving of the title Hero of the 
Soviet Union with the accompanying Order of Lenin and the Gold Star Medal.' 


Gold Star Medal for a Hero of the Soviet Union, Second Award: 

'He is a fearless fighter pilot and squadron commander. He accomplishes the command's missions with all his being. For completing 
341 combat sorties and shooting down 12 aircraft and 14 shared prior to 2.6.43 and for displaying courage and heroism during this 
time, he was awarded two Orders of the Red Banner and conferred the State's highest award, the title Hero of the Soviet Union. 

Since June 1943 Captain Borovykh has accomplished 96 combat sorties and engaged in 49 dogfights, personally shooting down 19 
enemy aircraft including 12 FW-190s, two ME-109s, two Ju-87s, a HE-126, and a HE-111. 

1. 5.7.43 He was flying on an enemy intercept mission near the Krasnoe airfield and he shot down one FW-190, that crashed near 
Lutovino. 

2. 6.7.43 while covering ground forces near Maloarkhangelsk, he shot down two FW-190s. 

3. 3.8.43 while covering our ground forces near Gostomil-Krasikovo-Mukhanovo, he shot down one FW-190 which crashed south east 
of Sharypino. 

4. 4.8.43 while covering Kromy Bridge near Kromy he shot down one Ju-87. 

5. 5.8.43 while covering the Kromy River crossing near Kolka, he shot down one Ju-87 which crashed near Kutafino. 

6. 23.2.44 while covering our forces near Rogachev, Ozaryane he shot down one FW-190 which crashed north of Kostyasheva. 

7. 8.3.44 while escorting PE-2s near Zhilive, he shot down one HE-126 which crashed in the forest 1 km east of Vorets. 

8. 28.3.44 while clearing the sky of enemy fighters near Kuskonichi, he shot down a FW-190 which crashed in the forest 3km east 
Slelyuka. 

9. 9.5.44 while covering our forces near Duliby-Miroviche, he shot down one FW-190 which crashed 2km south east of Rasluv. 

10. 20.7.44 while covering our forces near Sivka, Yanuv, Podleska, he shot down one HE-111 which crashed near Tselesnitsa. 

11. 8.8.44 while on an open hunt near Garvoshin, Micho-Mazovetskii he shot down one FW-190 which crashed and burned near 
Kozelek-Megski. 

12. 9.8.44 while on an open hunt near Varka, he shot down one FW-190 which crashed 1 km east of Neimovichi. 

13. 12.8.44 while covering our forces and the crossing north of the bridgehead on the far bank of the Vistula, he shot down one FW 
-190 which crashed in the forest east of Vzhuza. 

14. 12.8.44 while covering ground forces and the crossing north of the bridgehead on the far bank of the Vistula, he shot down one FW 
-190 which crashed 5-6km south west of Varka. 

15. 7.10.44 while covering our ground forces near Serostk, he shot down one FW-190 that crashed 2km north of Kalushin. 

16. 14.10.44 while covering our ground forces near Yablonka-Legionovo he shot down one ME-109 that crashed in the forest 2km west 
of Khotomov. 

17. 21.10.44 while flying as call-sign "Tiger" near Vulka-Zatorska, Serotsk, Zegzhe, he shot down one FW-190 which crashed near 
Dembe. 

18. 21.10.44 while on an open hunt near Vulka-Zatorska, Serotsk, Zegzhe on radio call-sign "Tiger" he shot down one ME-109 that 
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crashed into the earth 5km south of Naselsk. 

From August 1943 through 30 October 1944 Captain Borovykh's squadron has made 685 combat sorties and engaged in 73 aerial 
dogfights, in which the pilots followed the example of their hero commander and downed 51 enemy aircraft. 

He capably teaches his flight personnel the difficult art of aerial combat and boldly leads them into battle, exiting as the victor with 
both varied and numerically superior enemy forces. 

He has personally displayed the highest mastery and exceptional bravery in aerial combat for example: 

23.2.44 in combat against a significantly numerically superior enemy, four Yak-1 s led by Captain Borovykh in fifteen minutes of 
fighting shot down six enemy aircraft, one of which was personally downed by Captain Borovykh. 

On 4.5.44 while covering our forces in aerial combat near Tuzhinsk, Captain Borovykh's four Yak-1 s entered into combat against 12 
FW-190s and 6 ME-109s. While leading under exceptionally difficult conditions and being attacked from various sides by a 
numerically superior enemy, Borovykh's four fighters displayed exceptional heroism and fearlessness by shooting down two enemy 
aircraft, one of which was personally killed by Captain Borovykh. 

On the Warsaw axis from 8.8.1944 through 30.10.1944, Captain Borovykh personally shot down eight enemy aircraft. 

For examples of heroism, bravery, and courage displayed in combat against the enemies of the Motherland and personally shooting 
down 31 enemy aircraft and 14 shared, Hero of the Soviet Union Captain Borovykh is deserving of the Gold Star Medal.' 


Order of the Red Banner, First Award: 

'Since his arrival on the Kalinin Front, Comrade A. G. Borovykh Avramenko has made 92 combat sorties, of which: 

72 were in support 3 Shock Army. 7 were ground attack missions on enemy troops and airfields. 3 were aerial interceptions and 10 
various other sorties. 

During his sorties, the following were destroyed: 120 enemy soldiers and officers, 19 vehicles with their loads and passengers. 

From amongst an enemy eight aircraft air wing, he personally shot down one aircraft and destroyed four aircraft on the ground at an 
enemy airfield. 

On 16.2.42 he shot down a HSh-123 near Kholm. 

On 18.2.42 he shot down a HSh-126 near Kokochevo. 

On 18.2.42 he shot down a HE-111 near Kholm. 

On 26.2.42 he shot down a HSh-126 near Kholm. 

On 28.2.42 he shot down a Ju-52 near Kokochevo. 

On 3.3.42 he shot down a DO-215 near Kholm. 

On 7.3.42 near Kholm he shot down a Ju-88. 

On 8.3.42 he personally shot down a ME-109 near Kholm. 

On 8.3.42 he shot down a Ju-52 near Kholm. 

In group duelling he damaged an additional four enemy aircraft as verified by ground units and the airfield commander Senior 
Lieutenant Vasilyaka. 

Four Ju-52 aircraft were destroyed on an enemy airfield, verified by airfield deputy commander Senior Lieutenant Ezhov and wing 
commander Junior Lieutenant Zimin. 

In total, Comrade Borovykh has destroyed and damaged in group duels a total of 17 enemy aircraft. Since his arrival on the front, 
Comrade Borovykh has become a combat authority figure amongst the regiment's personnel due to his bravery. 

For excellent mission accomplishment in the struggle with German fascism and for displaying courage and bravery, Comrade Borovykh 
is deserving of the Order of Lenin [sic - additionally hand written in, and does not correlate with the first page of the application of the 
Order of the Red Banner].' 


Order of the Red Banner, Second Award: 

'While on the front lines of the Patriotic War, Comrade A. E. Borovykh has made 210 combat sorties in his 1-16. In combat with the 
fascist vultures he personally shot down five aircraft and in group aerial combat assisted with 14 enemy aircraft. 

Comrade Borovykh daily makes 4-5 combat sorties. He bravely fights with the German invaders, not knowing fear. He boldly entered 
into combat with a numerically superior enemy on 5.7.42, seven 1-16s with 25 Ju-87s and 8 ME-109s. 

The enemy was driven away by him and was unable to attack our forces. On 6.7.42, ten 1-16s with whom Comrade Borovykh flew, 
boldly attacked a group of originally 30 Ju-88s, then 30 Ju-87s accompanied by a ME-115. 

In this fighting the enemy suffered seven shot-down aircraft. The 1-16 group had no losses. Borovykh shot down the ME-115. On 
20.8.42 six 1-16s led by Comrade Borovykh and covering the 3 Shock Army met 12 Ju-88s and 8 ME-109s. Comrade Borovykh's group 
repelled the enemy, shooting down two Ju-88s, one of which was shot down by Comrade Borovykh. On this day four 1-16s fought with 
eight Ju-88s and six ME-109s. Despite the enemy's three-to-one numerical superiority, the four 1-16s did not permit the enemy to bomb 
our ground forces, repelling the enemy and downing one Ju-88. 

Comrade Borovykh has repeatedly set the example in dog-fighting. He is deserving of the Order of the Red Banner for displaying 
courage and bravery in combat with the German invaders.' 


Order of the Red Banner, Third Award: 

'Since the beginning of 1942 Comrade Borovykh has unceasingly waged fierce combat with the German invaders and displayed 
examples of courage and heroism to all the flight personnel, motivating them to heroic accomplishments in combat against the 
Hitlerites robber armies. He is a tactically proficient fighter pilot and quickly sizes up the vicious tactics of the enemy's air force and 
always comes out on top in aerial combat. During his activity Comrade Borovykh has conducted 352 sorties in the accomplishment of 
combat missions. He has logged 336 hours, 40 minutes, of which 103 were combat sorties in 94 hours and eight minutes. He 
conducted 56 aerial dogfights against numerically superior enemies during which time he personally downed 3 ME-109s, 2 Ju-88s, and 
injured enemy pilots participating in combat. 

In group dogfights he has shot down three HE-126s, twoJu-52s, a DO-215, five Ju-88s, oneJu-87, one HE-111, a ME-102 and a Fokke 
Wulf which were attacking our ground forces, except for one Ju-88 which was damaged by its own pilots. During enemy airfield 
strafing missions while flying in a pair and the wing, six Ju-52s were destroyed. From January through May Comrade Borovykh 
accomplished missions near Kholm, where the Germans were especially employing there bombing aircraft. 

While among two to four 1-16 aircraft, he conducted dogfights with the enemy bombers numbering from six to 25 aircraft. Despite the 
huge, enemy numerical superiority Comrade Borovykh and his comrades repelled the fascist bands and often downed one or two 
vultures. 

For boldness and bravery displayed in combat with the German invaders near Kholm, Comrade Borovykh has twice received 
recognition from the 3 Shock Army Commander and been awarded the Order of the Red Banner. 

From 2-8 July 42 Comrade Borovykh has accomplished combat missions near the city of Bely, proving himself among the boldest 
fighter pilots, destroying the fascist aircraft in this region, the Germans threw groups of bombers and fighters against our combat units 
whom were guarded by our glorious falcons. 

On 6.7.42 Comrade Borovykh in a group of nine 1-16s entered into aerial combat with a group of enemy aircraft consisting of Ju-88s, Ju 
-87s, and ME-109s.... Despite the overwhelming enemy numerical superiority the bold fighters rushed at the enemy and after the 
vicious fighting shot down one HE-111 and two ME-109s. In this fighting Comrade Borovykh personally shot down one ME-109 and for 
boldness and heroism displayed in combat near Bely, Comrade Borovykh received recognition from the commander of the Kalinin 
Front and was submitted for an Order of the Patriotic War I Class. From 10 August through 25.9.42 when our forces began their 
offensive against Rzjev, Comrade Borovykh accomplished combat missions covering the 30 Army by accompanying ground assault 
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aircraft and bombers against the enemy. Comrade Borovykh conducted exemplary aerial combat and the destruction of fascist aircraft. 
On 20 August Comrade Borovykh in a group of six 1-16s conducted two aerial dogfights with 20 Ju-88s and 14 ME-109s and with bold 
attacks, bravery and courage, he personally downed one Ju-88 and contributed a shared killed against one Ju-88. 

Having mastered a new aircraft on the front lines, the Yak-7, on 28.8.42 Comrade Borovykh in two dogfights against 14 ME-109s, 
personally shot down two ME-109s which were trying to attack our ground attack aircraft returning from the accomplishment of their 
mission. On 30 August while accompanying our ground attack aircraft Comrade Borovykh spied from the air and capably engaged a 
group of 10 Ju-88s and 6 ME-109s, during which Comrade Borovykh and his comrades repelled the bombers and he personally shot 
down a Ju-88. On 11.9.42 in a group of three Yak-7s and four 1-16s while covering our forces he fought 15 Ju-87s, five Ju-88s, and 8 
ME-109s. In this fight Comrade Borovykh displayed his skill and repelled the enemy bombers which were bombing our forces. For 
boldness, bravery, and heroism displayed near Rzhev, Comrade Borovykh is deserving of the Order of the Red Banner.' 


Order of the Red Banner, Fourth Award: 

'During the Patriotic War against German fascism, he has made 315 combat sorties. In 1942 he has been in 55 dogfights in which he 
personally shot down 11 enemy aircraft and has 14 collective kills. For these feats Comrade Borovykh was awarded two Orders of the 
Red Banner in 1942. 

From 9 May through July 1943 on the Central Front he has conducted 20 aerial sorties and nine dogfights. He personally shot down 
three FW-190s and damaged a FW-190. On 31.5.43 he and his wingmate Senior Sergeant Redkinii entered into aerial combat with a 
pair of FW-190s and in a talented manoeuvre he attacked one of the enemy fighters, which crashed into the ground in a fireball near 
Ponyri. On 6.6.43 in a dogfight of 8 Yak 7Bs against 20 FW-190s Junior Lieutenant Borovykh personally shot down two FW-190s: 1) 
one FW-190 while it was on the tail of Senior Sergeant Zhumaev and with three bursts the FW-190 was shot down and crashed north 
west of Maloarkhangelsk and 2) between Ponyri and Maloarkhangelsk at an altitude of 2000m Borovykh attacked a pair of FW-190s 
with the end result being one enemy aircraft flying away shredded and the other crashed south of Maloarkhangelsk. 

In total Lieutenant Borovykh has 14 shot down enemy aircraft to his personal record. For exemplary mission accomplishment, bravery, 
and courage displayed in the struggle against the fascist invaders, Junior Lieutenant Borovykh is deserving of the Order of the Red 
Banner.' 


Order of the Red Banner, Fifth Award: 

'He is a fearless and highly tactically efficient fighter pilot and military commander. He was twice awarded the title of Hero of the 
Soviet Union by the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet in February 1945 for 437 combat sorties, personally shooting down 31 enemy 
aircraft and 14 shared kills. 

Since his last award Major Borovykh has made 22 combat sorties covering our ground attack and reconnaissance aircraft. While 
screening ground attack aircraft on the Berlin axis and in fighting for Berlin he entered three dogfights and in one, despite numerically 
superior enemy, personally shot down a FW-190 fighter. 

While leading groups of fighters numbering from six to ten fighters covering ground attack aircraft, there was not a single loss of an IL-2 
from enemy fighters and while doing this he also conducted 12 ground attacks on enemy forces. 

For courage and bravery in fighting for our Motherland, for conducting 22 sorties, among which were 12 ground attack missions, and 
for three dogfights resulting in a downed enemy aircraft, Twice Hero of the Soviet Union Major Borovykh is deserving of the Order of 
the Red Banner.' 


Order of Alexander Nevsky (upgraded from Order of the Patriotic War I Class): 

'He is a fearless fighter pilot and squadron commander. He selflessly accomplishes the command's mission. During his time in the 
Patriotic War until 9.7.43 he has accomplished 334 combat sorties. In aerial combat he has personally shot down 15 enemy aircraft 
and has 14 shared kills. 

For these combat feats Captain Borovykh has been granted the title Hero of the Soviet Union and awarded three Orders of the Red 
Banner. Since 9.7.43 Captain Borovykh has accomplished 82 combat sorties and personally shot down seven enemy aircraft. During 
this period, Captain Borovykh's squadron pilots have shot down 20 enemy aircraft. 

He capably teaches his flight personnel the difficult art of aerial combat and boldly leads them into combat, coming out the victor not 
only in even fights, but also against numerically superior enemy. 

He personally displays the highest mastery and examples of courage in aerial combat, for example: 

On 23.11.44 in combat against a significantly numerically superior enemy, in a 15 minute period Captain Borovykh's two paired 
aircraft shot down six enemy planes, of which Captain Borovykh personally shot down a FW-190. In this masterly executed dogfight, 
Borovykh's group distracted the enemy fighters, permitting our fighters to destroy the enemy bombers and deny them the opportunity to 
bomb our forces. 

On 4.5.44 in a new sector of the front while covering our forces in aerial combat near Tuzhisk, four of Captain Borovykh's fought.... 
FW-190s and six ME-109s. While fighting under exceptionally difficult conditions approached from all sides by a numerically superior 
enemy, Captain Borovykh's four displayed exceptional heroism and fearlessness, killing two enemy fighters, one of which was by 
Captain Borovykh. 

In all the dogfights led by Captain Borovykh there has not been a single loss. For exceptional mission accomplishment in which his 
squadron's pilots have shot down 20 and Captain Borovykh has personally shot down seven enemy aircraft, he is deserving of the 
Order of the Patriotic War I Class.' 


Order of the Red Star: 

'General-Colonel A. E. Borovykh, Commander of Air Defence Aviation, turns 50 on 30.10.1971. Comrade A. E. Borovykh has served in 
the Soviet Army since 1940. 

For courage and bravery in the Great Patriotic War he was twice conferred the title Hero of the Soviet Union and awarded the Order of 
Lenin, five Orders of the Red Banner, and the Order of Alexander Nevsky. 

Post-war he successfully commanded a division, corps, Okrug aviation sector, and Army Air Defence Forces. Since August 1969 he has 
been the Commander of Air Defence Aviation. 

For success in leading forces in peace time he was awarded the Order of Lenin, the Order of the Red Star for long service and the 
honourable title 'Distinguished Military Pilot USSR'. 

For achievements on behalf of the Soviet Army and in conjunction with his 50th birthday, the Minister of Defence USSR proposes 
General-Colonel of Aviation Andrei Egorovich Borovykh be awarded the Order of the Red Star.' 
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Andrei Egorovich Borovykh was born in Kursk, in October 1921, and graduated from the Chuguev Military Aviation Pilot School in 
1940. He was posted for operational flying as a Master Sergeant to 728 (Fighter Aviation Regiment) IAP, on the Kalinin Front in 
December 1941. Flying in 1-16 aircraft he quickly became a very effective pilot, in both aerial combat and ground attack in support of 
3 Shock Army. Making between four to five sorties a day, amongst destroying large amounts of vehicles and troops, he amassed 9 
victories (including two in one day on two occasions) between 16 February - 8 March 1942. 

Quickly advancing to the rank of Junior Lieutenant, Borovykh continued to ply his trade in and around Kholm and despite being 
regularly outnumbered by at least three to one he rapidly added to his score. He gained responsibility when he was appointed Wing 
Commander of his regiment, and he shot down another 2 aircraft in the vicinity of Kholm, before moving to combat missions on the 
Central Front. Operating near Bely from May, and then Rzhev from August 1942, Borovykh added another 7 victories (including two in 
one day on two occasions) between 2 July - 28 August 1942. 

In the Soviet offensive against Rzhev, 728 were tasked with primarily providing bomber escort and cover for 30 Army. Borovykh led his 
formation in the newly acquired Yak-7 aircraft, and added another victory to his tally on 30 August 1942. After a short period of rest, he 
was posted as Junior Lieutenant, Wing Commander to 157 Fighter Aviation Regiment. He continued to fly over the Central Front, and 
from 9 May to the end of the first week of July 1943 he accounted for another 3 aircraft (including two in one day). The information 
available being limited for the differential between specific victories or shared, it is not possible to identify which are definitively which 
on specific dates, however, suffice to say by 9 July 1943 Borovykh had (according to official records) flown in 334 combat sorties and 
had accounted for 15 enemy aircraft outright and shared in the destruction of a further 14). He was shot down and wounded, having to 
parachute, 31 May 1943. 

In July 1943 Borovykh was promoted Captain and appointed Squadron Commander of 157 Fighter Aviation Regiment. From 3 August 
1943 to 30 October 1944 Borovykh's squadron made 685 combat sorties and engaged in 73 aerial dogfights, accounting for 51 enemy 
aircraft. Borovykh's personal tally for that period (encompassing 'destroyed' and 'shared' as explained above) was 16 (including two in 
one day on two occasions). Continuing to fly over the Warsaw Axis, Borovykh advanced to the rank of Major, and by May 1945 had 
been accredited with 32 victories and 14 enemy aircraft shared from well over 400 combat sorties flown (in one source recorded as 
600). 

After the war Borovykh graduated from the Military Air Academy in 1951, and the General Staff Academy in 1957. He was given the 
title of 'Distinguished Military Pilot of the USSR' in 1966, advanced to the rank of General-Colonel and served as Commander-in-Chief 
of Air Defence, 1969-1977. 

As a Twice Hero of the Soviet Union, Borovykh was accorded the honour of a bronze bust being erected in his likeness at his place of 
birth. A fitting tribute given that he had distinguished himself so much during the Battle of Kursk. In later life he wrote two publications: 
New Technology , Weapons and Man and A Reliable Shield for the Motherland. He died in November 1989, and was buried in 
Novodevichii Cemetery, Moscow.

Because of the skilful actions of Captain Akifiev's crew, the helicopter was able to land in poor weather conditions on 
unfamiliar and unmarked place. Captain Akifiev displayed high piloting skills, valour and courage, and was able to land the group of 
soldiers which resulted in the capture of the armed fighters. 

During his time of service, Captain Akifiev displayed himself to be a disciplined, literate and dependable officer. He is a pilot 3rd class. 
He has not had any accidents. He constantly works to raise this theoretical level. He has earned the respect of his friends and 
commanders. 

He was discussed at a meeting of the constantly acting evaluation committee, report N. 18 on 20 September 1990. 

Conclusion: For courage and valour displayed during military duties in conditions with a risk of life, he deserves to be awarded the 
Order of the Red Star.'

September 1986. 


Anatolii Anatolievich Akifiev was born in Belarus on 14 October 1963, and served in the Red Army from 1 April until 30 October 
1981, and from 1 November 1982 until after the fall of the Soviet Union. He served with the Military Forces in Afghanistan from 20 
September 1985 until 1 October 1986, during which period he was awarded the Order for Service to the Motherland in the Armed 
Forces of the Soviet Union, Third Class. He was promoted Captain on 4 February 1988, and his final appointment was as a Helicopter 
Commander with 292nd Independent Helicopter Regiment. For his courage and valour in Nakhchivan in modern day Azerbaijan, 
during the Civil War that preceded the break-up of the Soviet Union, he was awarded the Order of the Red Star, one of the last ever 
awards made by the U.S.S.R., and finally received his medal on 28 April 1992, four months after the final dissolution of the Soviet 
Union.

Banner Artillery Mortar Regiment, as part of the 17th Guards Cavalry Corps, from 9 March 1942 until November 1945.

of Business 

5 Payment 

Immediately a lot is sold the buyer shall: 

(a) give to Dix Noonan Webb his or her name and address and, if so 
requested, proof of identity; and 

(b) pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' in pounds sterling 
(unless credit terms have been agreed with Dix Noonan Webb before the 
auction). Please note that we will not accept cash payments in excess of 
£5,000 (five thousand pounds) in settlement for purchases made at any one 
auction. 

6 Dix Noonan Webb may, at its absolute discretion, agree credit terms with 
the buyer before an auction under which the buyer will be entitled to take 
possession of lots purchased up to an agreed amount in value in advance of 
payment by a determined future date of the 'total amount due'. 

7 Any payments by a buyer to Dix Noonan Webb may be applied by Dix 
Noonan Webb towards any sums owing from that buyer to Dix Noonan 
Webb on any account whatever, without regard to any directions of the 
buyer, his or her agent, whether expressed or implied. 

8 Collection of purchases 

The ownership of the lot(s) purchased shall not pass to the buyer until he or 
she has made payment in full to Dix Noonan Webb of the 'total amount due' 
in pounds sterling. 


9 (a) The buyer shall at his or her own expense take away the lot(s) purchased 
not later than 5 working days after the day of the auction but (unless credit 
terms have been agreed in accordance with Condition 7) not before payment 
to Dix Noonan Webb of the 'total amount due'. 

(b) The buyer shall be responsible for any removal, storage and insurance 
charges on any lot not taken away within 5 working days after the day of the 
auction. 

(c) The packing and handling of purchased lots by Dix Noonan Webb staff is 
undertaken solely as a courtesy to clients and, in the case of fragile articles, 
will be undertaken only at Dix Noonan Webb's discretion. In no event will 
Dix Noonan Webb be liable for damage to glass or frames, regardless of the 
cause. 

10 Buyers' responsibilities for lots purchased 

The buyer will be responsible for loss or damage to lots purchased from the 
time of collection or the expiry of 5 working days after the day of the auction, 
whichever is the sooner. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents 
shall thereafter be responsible for any loss or damage of any kind, whether 
caused by negligence or otherwise, while any lot is in its custody or under its 
control. 

11 Remedies for non-payment or failure to collect purchase 

If any lot is not paid for in full and taken away in accordance with Conditions 
6 and 10, or if there is any other breach of either of those Conditions, Dix 
Noonan Webb as agent of the seller shall, at its absolute discretion and 
without prejudice to any other rights it may have, be entitled to exercise one 
or more of the following rights and remedies: 

(a) to proceed against the buyer for damages for breach of contract. 

(b) to rescind the sale of that or any other lots sold to the defaulting buyer at 
the same or any other auction. 

(c) to re-sell the lot or cause it to be re-sold by public auction or private sale 
and the defaulting buyer shall pay to Dix Noonan Webb any resulting 
deficiency in the 'total amount due' (after deduction of any part payment and 
addition of re-sale costs) and any surplus shall belong to the seller. 

(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting buyer 
and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 
elsewhere. 

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 'total 
amount due' to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working days 
after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any other 
auction and release it only after payment of the 'total amount due'. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter becoming 
due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the 'total amount due' and 
to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer which is in Dix 
Noonan Webb's possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in catalogues 
are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves prior to the sale 
as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely on their own 
judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. Subject to the 
obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this Condition, none of the 
seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is responsible for errors of 
descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity of any lot. No warranty 
whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents, or any seller 
to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or implied conditions or 
warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a 'deliberate forgery' may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 


which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
'deliberate forgery' and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be set 
aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, provided 
that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the catalogue 
that the lot was a 'deliberate forgery' was by means of scientific processes not 
generally accepted for use until after publication of the catalogue or a 
process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer's claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount paid 
in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage suffered or 
expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which has a minimum value of £100, being the minimum 
'hammer price' at which that lot may be treated as sold. A reserve once 
placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent of Dix Noonan 
Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 'hammer price' below 
the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to which the seller is 
entitled shall be the same as they would have been had the sale been at the 
reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the auctioneer may bid on 
behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 'stated 
rate' and 'expenses' from the 'hammer price' and acknowledges Dix Noonan 
Webb's right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

1 6 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

1 7 Payment of sale proceeds 

Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the 'sale proceeds' to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the 'total amount due' from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union.
